One of the functions that I hope the research program will serve 
is to help you to do some of your own research. Though you may not have time to 
write the lengthy reports or investigate the detailed information that you will 
frequently require, there is a great deal of information that you can find ouicki; 
and easily on your own, Naturally, some projects and chapters will want to do nore 
indevendent research than others - dependi ng on the number of workers available, the 
type of work being done, etc. 


The following list includes suggestions for methods of doing research, 
various sources, etc, *(I will attempt to provide you with some reference naterial, 
such as statistical handbooks and reports, and the regular federal programs mailings 
which began this week.)

MISSISSIPPI FARMER GETS ANTI~POVERTY LOAN 


With the help of CORE workers in Leake County, Mississippi, Elton Wilder, 
55 year old Negro farmer in Carthage received $2,270 for 15 years to refinance a 
short-term mortgage which is overdue against his 63=-acre farm, carry out farm 
development work, purchase livestock and to pay farm operating expenses on his 1965 
crop. In addition to operating his farm, Mr. Wilder had been working at a sawmill until 
he became partially disabled six years ago, He is only able to work four to six hours a 
day now but with the help of his wofe and three children will be able to carry out a 
farming operation which includes the production of livestock. The loan will enable the 
family to double their gross annual income which last year totaled $780. The loan was 
made through the Farmers Home Administration (HHA) with funds from the sconomic 
Opportunity ct. —

This could be & good chance to help people to begin their own businesses. [ have 
lists of the participating companies, and Small Business Administration Loans are 
available to help people to obtain these franchises, The first franchise to be 


aquired by & Negro under the Franchise Service for Minorities was to set up his ow 


business as an operator of a "Chicken Delight" food carry-out store. He put up $8,000 
of his own savings, received a $7,500 loan from the Small Business Administration, and 
borrowed $2,500. from the Freedom National Bank in New York. The capitol investments 
range from about $600. to $50,000.

COMPLAINTS TO FEDERAL saGENCI3S 


Here is a general list of the appropriate agencies for complaints: 

. 1. Federal Contractors: Complaints under Executive Order 10925, which 
covers employment practices of all companies holding federal contracts, should be 
made to the President's Committees on Equal Employment Opportunity, Washington, D. C. 
These complaints must be made by persons against whom discrimination has been committed. 

2. Title VII of the Civil Rights act: This is the title that gocs int: 
effect on July 2, 1965, covering all employers with more than 100 employees, unions 
with more than 100 members, and employment agencies. Complaints will be made to the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, Washington, D. C. (This Commission has not 
yet been appointed). Again, complaints must be made by the person against whom the 
discrimination has been connitted. 

3. Title VI of the Civil Rights ict: This is the title that covers all 
federally assisted programs. Complaints under this title can be made by anyone who 
observes discrinination, and not necessarily by someone dircctly involved in it. 
Complaints are made directly to the agency involved, for example: 

(4) Complaints on hospitals, schools, welfare : 
agencies, libraries to anthony J. Celebrezze, Secretary, U.S. Department 
Of Health, Sducation and Welfare, Washington, D. C. 
(B) Complaints on state enployment services, 
Manpower Development and Training Programs, etc. to W. Willard Wirtz, 
Secretary, U. S. Department of Labor, Washington, D. C.

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AGRICULTURAL STABILIZATION AND CONSERVATION SERVICE (ASCS) 


Bach county holds yearly elections in which the farmers (including tenants 
and sharecroppers) elect 3—man*community committees (several such elections are held in 
cach county). These committees elect a 3-man county committee which plays an important 
role in the agricultural community. In the past, there has been a great deal of dis- 
crimination in these elections, This year, however, 2 directive has been released fron 
Washington to local ASCS committees, reouiring all counties to place Negro candidates 
on the ballots for community committee elections in at least the same proportion as 
there are Negro farmers in individual countics. This means that you should do the 
following things: (1) find out when the ASCS elections take place in your state. (In 
Louisiana they are in -iugust). (2) Find out the percent of Negro farmers in the county. 
(I can provide this information for you upon request). (3) See that the directive is 
carried out, and make complaints to the Dept. of -igriculture if it is not. (4) Sec 
that the right Negroes are placed on the pallot ~ do not allow the white community to 
select the Negroes. Complain to Washington if you do not like the way this is handled, 
(5) Organize the farmers and have them agree on the candidates they will vote for, So 
that they won't split the Negro vote. They may vote for up to five candidates, but 
if less than that are good, the entire Negro farm community should vote for those candid- 
ates only. All farmers get one vote, regardless how nuch land they work. 


&lso, land measurment is now taking place in farming areas, and the ASCS 
connittses hire the people to do this work. Negroes should be ancouraged to apply to 
the local ASCS office for these jobs, since ASCS officials have been instructed to hire 


then. 


It might be a good idea to have someones visit the local ASCS office to discuss 
the plans they have for inplenmenting these directives.

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SOME INFORMATION ABOUT THE NEW SOCIAL SECURITY LEGISLATION 


1. People 65 and over who have never worked under social security, although not qualified 
for cash social security benefits, may qualify for the basic hospital insurance protection 
under the new "medicare" program. Those receiving public assistance from the states may 
be signed up for the basic hospital insurance by their welfare agencies, 


2. Enrollments in the voluntary medical insurance plan can be accepted beginning Sept. l, 
1965. Therefore, persons over 65 who have not worked under social security should wait 
until September 1 before visiting their social security office. Then they can sign up for 
the basic hospital insurance and, also, enroll in the medical insurance program if they 


wish that additional protection. 


3. Persons now w_ 65 or over who are insured under social security but have never applied for 
benefits, even though they may still be working full time, should apply now to establish 
their benefit rights. This would qualify them for hospital insurance protection and will 
assure that they get any cash benefits to which they may be entitled commencing in 1966 
because of more liberal retirement test provisions. Under the amendments, any earnings 
that & person has after applying for social security will automatically be included at a 


later date in a recomputation of benefits, if it is advantageous to the individual, Therefore 


no one can lose by filing for benefits as soon as possible. 


4. Persons 72 or older not now getting benefits because they (or their husbands) had not 
worked long enough under social security to qualify under the provious provision of the lav, 
if they have any social security credits at all, should get in touch with the nearest social 
security office right away, because the amount of time they need to have worked under social 
security has now been reduced. Some persons 72 or over will now qualify for benefits of 
#35. 2 month with as little as three quarters of coverage under social security. Benefits 
may also be payable to the wives or widows of such persons, 


a Widows aged 60 or 6l, beginning Septenber, can choose to have their cash benefits, at 
a reduced amount, start at age 60 instead of age 62.' Application for this purpose may be 


filed se

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MEMO TO STATE SCHOOL OFFICIALS FROM COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION 


The following memo has been sent to the staff of the Office of fducation and 
to chief state school officers from Commissioner of iiducation Francis Keppel: 


"A number of complaints have been received by the Office of Education that some 
school districts are utilizing the desegregation of their public schools as the occasion 
for actual or threatened dismissal or release of Negro teachers on a discrininatory basis. 
It is alleged that this has been done in order to maintain segregated white faculties in 
all-white or mixed schools and thus avoid faculty desegregation, The problem most clearly 
arises where previously Negro schools are closed. It is also alleged that threatened 
dismissals are sometimes used to put pressure on Negro students not to exercise their . 
rights under desegrezation plans based on freedom of choice, 


"We are in the process of investigating these complaints, While under Title VI 
our authority does not extend to the employment or retention of individual teachers, our 
compliance procedures do provide for review of policies or patterns of discrimination 
with regard to teaching staff which have a discriminatory impact on students. It should ~ 
be unnistakably clear that such policies or practices are prohibited by Title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act, the departmental Regulation issued thereunder, and the Statement of 


Policies of April 29, 1965. 


"The Sta'.ement, as you know, requires desegre:ation plans to contain provisions 
concerning desegregation of school faculties. <A school district cannot avoid the require— 
ment that it desegregate its faculty by discriminatorily dismissing or releasing its 
Negro teachers. Nor can a freedom of choice plan be deemed "free" if indirect pressure 
is placed on Negro students to forego rights under sucn a plan by threatening Negro 
teachers with loss of their jobs should Negro students leave Negro schools to attend 


desesregated schools,"

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What you should know about 
HOW FARMGR COOPERATIViS CAN HELP YOU 


A cooperative is a business owned and operated by the people who use. the | 
goods and services it supplies. It is one way that people can pool cash and sone 
of their other resources to work together for a better life for each of then, 


Most successful farm operators depend upon cooperatives. They get their elec- 
tricity through their local rural electric cooperatives, and their seed, fertilizer, 
feed, and other supplies through purchasing co-ops; sell the products they gow 
through marketing co-ops; and borrow the money they need to carry on their operations 
through cooperative land banks and credit unions. Even the snallest farmer —-and 
the farn worker, too -—- may find that cooperatives can help hin save money in his 
farning and in supplying his family's needs. : 


An @xample of a Need — Credit Unions 


One of the easiest ways to save money is not to borrow it from the 
landlord, the supply merchant, the ginner, the loan shark. Yet alnost 
all farmers and sharecroppers must borrow during the growing séason, and 
farnworkers often must borrow during the off season. A study showed 
that Negro small farmers in St. Landry Parish, Louisiana, were really 
paying their landlords ll. 7% and their supply merchants 14, 8% interest 
(even though it was reported at a lower rate). Those who could borrow — 
from the Production Credit Association or fron a bank paid 6% to 6.84 

interest (with no extra hidden charges). Most of the-loans were fron 
¢50 up to $500. : ae 


A credit union is one kind of cooperative. It could have lent this ~ 
noney cheaper and night have worked out a better schedule for repaynent.- - 
t night have beencble to help those that the Production Credit Association 
and the banks would not help, including farmworkers and non-farmers. 


How a cooperative operates 


A cooperative is organized to save money for all its member-users and to 
bring them needed services, not to make 4 profit for just a few stockholders, 
Most cooperatives operate on these basic principles, | 


Ls Open néembership. Anyone can join who can use its services and pay its 
mnenbership fec. (You have to be a farmer to belong to many farmer co-ops. The 
fee depends upon the kind of business, usually ranging from $5.00 to $100.00) 


Le Denocratic control, The business is controlled by the members, every 
menber can vote, and each member usually has only one vote no matter how much 


_ stock he owns, 


3. Linited interest on capital invested, Menbers buy shares in the cooperative 
so that it will have enough money-to operato, but it is set up to serve its 
menbers, not to make a profit, so the members linit the anount of interest they 
pay themselves on their invested capital. 


4, Service-at as near to cost as possible, After cooperatives have paid their 
operating expenses and put something in reserve for the future, they pay the interest 
owed to the members on their invested capital...-The money left over is paid to the 
nember-users as patronage refunds. This means that it is divided up on the basis 
of goods bought or services used during the year. The more you use your co-op the 


larger refund you will get,

Types of cooperatives 


There are almost as many kinds of cooperatives as there are needs for goods 
and services. Here are a few that have been nost useful for rural people; 


Purchasing co-ops - to buy at wholesale and to sell to their members such 
products as secd, fertilizers, machinery, gasolinté, home appliances, and grocerics. 


Marketing co-ops -— to gin, pack or prepare their members' products for market; 
and to sell them locally or ship them to market. 


Credit unions — to lend noney to its members at reasonable rates. Usually, all 
nénbers nust belong to the sane organization, such as a church or civic group. 


Other Service co-ops ~-- ‘to own and operate expensive machinery; to develop water, 
forestry, 2nd conservation districts; to build and operate housing for older es | 
and health clinics; to reduce insurance and funeral costs, : 


How to usie a cooperative or start a new one 


3 ‘First, visit the cooperative nearest you. Get its literature on how it operates 
and how to join. If it can meet sone of your needs, join it, take part in its neetings, 
vote. in its elections, and use its services. If there is no co-op nearby, try to get the 
one that. bsst. neets aes needs to -: Saas & branch in your area, 


ESS have failed, Before starting one, learn if a cooperative will meet 
your local needs and if you have the resources to make it successful. (This is called 
-a feasibility study; experts on cooperatives can help you with this.) 


Some of the causes of co-op failures have been: (1) Not enough persons: in the area 
had enough need for: it; (2) The members did not understand how cooperatives really 
operate; - (3) There was. no convenient source of supply for a pruchasing co-op or a 
reasonable :market for the products of a marketing one; (4) The manager was not qualified 
to run the business; (5) Thé menbers could not raise a 
nay have been available if the plans were really feasible), 


No natter how big some cooperatives now are, nost of them started with just a few 
persons sitting down and planning together how to get the things.and services they need 
cheaper and better, But expert help is needed; get it fron the start.

FARMERS HOME ADMINISTRATION LOANS 


If you are a farmer and need additional funds at reasonable terms and rates 
to consolidate debts, for operating expenses, to improve your crop, stock, house, 
or buildings, or to buy a farm or equipment, F Home Administraticn may be _ 
able to help you. You may have been turned down for an FHA loan in the past--or 


makes you believe that with enough credit you can manage a farm successfully os 


Floyd F. Higbee, FHA Deputy Administrator, instructed all FHA offices: 


"We must concentrate oh helping farmers improve their conditions... 
rather than to use their problems and shortcomings as a basis fox 
rejecting their applications for assistance....rhe best efforts of 
this agency are now directed specifically to assisting family farmers 
through loans and guidance to the end that no deserving family farmer 
will have to give up the struggle of remaining on the farm because of 


factors that e come about through reasons beyond his control." 
(FHA Bulletin No, 691, February 15, 1961.) 
Kinds of loans available 


If you think any of the FHA loans listed here might help you, ask vour FEZ | 
county office for the special leaflets that will tell you much more about then. 


t loans: To help make your farm and home operations successful. 
Loans for livestock, feed, fertilizer, and farm equipment; for food, clothing. 
medical care, and other household expenses; to refinance debts; to product trees, 
and to do other things to make your farm more productive. Terms: Loans an *e¢ 
seven years at 5% interest; 3% interest for forestry operations, 


Farm Ownership loans: To buy, enlarge, and improve family farms. Loans fe 
farm homes and buildings, to drill wells, to develop and improve forest or 
recreational enterprises, They are for larger, longer-range projects that opera~ 
ting loans, Terms: Loans up to 40 years at 5% interest; 3% interest for forestry. 


Rural Housing loans: To build or improve farm homes or buildings, or non» 
farm homes in rural areas or communities of less than 2500, Loans to instait 


heating or water, or to modernize; or to buy a house or homesite for persons cvex 
62 years. Terms: Loans up to 33 years at 4% interest. Owners unable to repay Z 
loan may be able to get a grant of up to $1000 for minor safety or health improve~ 


ments. 


Water Development and Soil Co ation loans: To improve your water supply 
and your land; for wells, farmstead water, irrigation and drainage, grading; 
fertilizing and seeding; to develop permanent pastures and improve forestry 
practices; to join a water district; and to pay for engineering plans anc legen 
fees. Terms: Loans up to 40 years at 5% interest; 3% for forestry. 


(CON'T) 
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Emergency loans: To help farmers who need special credit to carry on their 
normal operations because of widespread losses causod by floods, dreouchts, and 
other natural disasters, They are usually made only in area specially designated 
by Secretary of Agriculture but sometimes can be made when only one or a few 
farmers are affected. Terms: Loans up to 7 years for" livestock and equipment 5 
up to 20 years for buildings and land improvement, at 3% interest, 


Loans to groups: These are available for watershed improvement, water syste: 
irrigation, soil conservation, the development of grasslands, and forestry and 
recreation enterprises,.and for the building of housing for older persons, Ask 
the FHA county office for infomation about these programs, 


Who is eligible for FHA loans 


The special requirements for the different types of loans are given in the 
FHA leaflets, All of the loans (except for rural housing) require the following: 


1. that you are unable to get credit for the loan: youcneed at reasonable 
rates and terms for private or cooperative lending agencies; 


ee that you have a farm background and the farm experience or training 
necessary to be successful in carring out the planned farm operation; 


3 that you work out a plan with the FHA county supervisor that will 
make it possible to carry through the operation and pay off the loan; 


4. that after the loan is made you actually will be managing or operating 
a farm either as owner, or tenant under a written lease, and that you 
be of legal age ( and, in some cases, a U. S. citizen); 


5. that you have the character, industry, and ability to carry out the 
farming operation for which you obtain the loan, 


How to apply -—— Who determines whether or not you are eligible 


Consider your own farm operation very carefully. If you think that with a 
loan you can increase your cash income enough to both live better and pay off ‘the 
loan, ask the FHA county supervisor to help you plan your operations and help you 
prepare your application, Your lication will be reviewed by the FHA count 
committee which will decide whether ar not you get the loan, The Fiid committee is 
made up of three local furmors appointed by the FHA state director. The comnittes 
may ask you and your family to meet with i+. Try to have other farmers who know 
you tell the committee about your ~background and abiirsiby. The Vaeed aninmis ioe 
should decide in about two weeks. Appeals may be taken to the state director, 

en if you don't qualify for an FHA loan at this time, the FHA office can help 


you plan for farm improvements. 
What to do if you thi ou are not being treated fairly on an FHA loan 


You have the right to have the FHA county office help you review your farm 
operations and plen your improvements. You are entitled to be treated with cour~ 
tesy at the FHA county office and to receive help in preparing your loan applica~ 
tion. If other debts are keeping you from qualifying, the FHA office may be able 
to help you try to work out now arrangements with your other creditors, The FHA4 
county committee must consider your application fairly regardless of your color, | 
the smallness of your farm, or any bad credit or operating experiences in the pas. .

Gencrally, your fair share is based: upon the past 
history of your farm and of the other farms producing the crop. (.ibnormal growing 
conditions, the land,; crop rotation, and your own experience are sometimes considered. ) 
The allotments for.all the farms in your county are listed at the SC county offics.

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INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this handbook is to provide community organizers in 
Louisiana with the basic facts about the political and governmental structure 
of the state. There is no attempt to analyze, criticize or evaluate the 
information. It is presented completely objectively, in hopes of portraying 
a clear picture of the political framework within which you must work, It is 
written with the opinion that a political organizer cannot achieve his maximum 


effectiveness without a good understanding of the basic rules of the structure 


Within which he must operate, 
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Political Parties in Louisiana 


Recognition 


In order a be a recognized legal political party in Louisiana an 
organization must have received at least 5% of the total vote cast at the pres 
ceeding zabernatostet or presidential general election. 

“An organization may file nominating papers to get its candidates on 
the general election ballot if the organization has more than 1000 qualified 
voters. If, at the following election the party or any re of its candidates 
receives 5% of all votes cast in the state, the persons signing the nomination 


papers are recognized as a lawful political party. 


Party Organization 


bach political party must have three major committees: the State 


Central Committee, Parish Committee and Municipal Party Committee, 


The State Central Committee is the chief party-governing body on the 


State level, It has 101 members, elected for terms of four years each at the | 
party primary for state and parish officers, Hach parish in the state and each 
ward in Orleans clects the same number of members as are elected to the state 
House of Representatives. (The Republican party has less, because it is not 
organized in all parishes). Committee members must be qualified voters of the 
parish (or ward of Orleans) from which they are elected; each must be registered 
as a party member continuously for two years, and each must file a declaration. 
of intcntion to become a candidate for membership on the committce, The chairman 
of the committee is the principal officer; he is clected by the committee. He 
reccives primary filing fecs and notifications of nomination, The State Central 
Committec may. create additional party committces and, if not in conflict with 

the laws, make additional rules governing the. party and set additional qualifica-— 


tions for party candidates or voters in the party primaries, The committee also

selects and determines the manner of selection of delegates to the party's 


et 


national convention and determines the sclection of presidential clcctors to be 
placed under the party name in presidential elections, The committce issues calis 
for party primaries ke which state-wide officers are to be nominated, holds 
hearings and makes decisions on disputed qualifications of all state-wide candid - 
ates in the primary, and $1tie aehcs6e in party nominations for state-wide 


offices, 


There are six ex officio party committees in the state: The Supreme 


Court District Committee, the Court of appeals District Committee, the District 

Court Committec, the Public Service Commi¢sion District Committec, the Congress-— 
ional District Committee, and the State senatorial District Committee. The Ctatc 
Central Committee members serve ex officio on each of these committees. The | 
duties of the committees, generally, are to issue calls for primary ations to 
nominate officials clected from their districts, reccive filing fees and notifi-- 
cations of intention from candidates seeking nomination to offices from these 
districts and fill vacancies in party nominations for district offices. 


The Parish Wxecutive Committees, except in Orleans and Jefferson p3risies, 


consist of a number of members equal to the number of members on the parish govern. 


ing body from each ward plus five members; all elected for four-year terns fron 

the parish at large, In Orleans Parish the committee consists of two members | 
from sach of Orleans' seventeen wards, In Jefferson Parish the committce is 
composed of one member from each of Seven wards, two from each of two wards, thre=s 
from each of two wards, and five elected at large. In parishes where committees 
have not been elected since 1940, committees nay be established by a petition 
signed by fifteen qualified electors requesting a public meeting to be called br 
the chairman of the state central committee for the purpose of electing committee 
nenbers; if the chairman fails to call the meeting, a majority of the petitioners : 


may do so. Qualifications for membership on the committee are the same as for _ |

membership on the State Central Committee except that six months affiliation with 
the party is sufficient. Menbers of the committee elect a chairman, Generally,..the. 
duties of the parish committee: sale the sane as those of the State Central commikeen: 
except that they function on the parish level wad are therefore responsible for 
calling parish primaries, accepting filing fees and holding hearings ‘on disputed 
qualifications of parish and ward candidates in the primaries, The committee also 
draws commissioners for the polling places from among the nominees of the candidates 
and certifies commissioners and watchers for the polls. 


Municipal Executive Committees are composed of one committeeman from each 


nunicipal ward unless the city has fewer than three wards, in which case the member- 
ship is made up of three conmitteemen elected at large. The conmmitteenmen are elected 
at the tine of the municipal prinary by the qualified voters of the nunicipality who 
are members of the party, They seees for the same length of time as the municipal 
officials, In municipalities having no municipal committees, the chairman of the 
State Central Committee, upon petition of fifteen qualified electors of the party, 
nust call a public meeting to elect and set up a municipal committee. Upon his : 
failure to do so a-majority of the signers of the petition may issue the. cali. 


4. Six months period of party affiliation is required for membership on the 


committee, The municipal committees perform practically the same functions for the 


municipalities that the parish committees do for the parishes. 


Qualifications for Members of Party Committees 


Members of party committees must be qualified voters in the parish in which 
they are nominated, or of the ward in Orleans Parish. They must have been registered 


for five years ag affiliated with the party.

Louisiana Primary #lections 


Purpose 
Primaries are nominating elections, They are contests among the members 
of the same party to decide which of the candidates the party will place on the general 


election pallot. 


When Reouired 


Except for city officials in municipalities with populations under 5,000, 
the school board in Orleans Parish, and presidential electors, all elective officers 


and legislators must be nominated by the primary method in Louisiana, 


Closed Primary 


In Louisiana, as in most of the South, the rule is "Closed" Primaries, 
This means that a voter is required to be a registered member of a party for six 


months before voting in their primary. 


second Primary 


The law requires that a second state-wide primary be held if one of the 
cnadidates does not receive & majority in the first primary, However, in state-wide 
elections for state officials held every four years, a second primary is not held 
for those state officials if the gubernatorial candidate is elected in the first 
primary. dai second primary is usually required, Since a candidate must receive a 


majority of the votes cast to be nominated in the first primary. 


Changing Party Aiffiliation 


Party affiliation may be changed by writing to the Registrar of Voters. 


This should be done at least six months before a primary election in order to be

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Classes of Primaries 


The Congressional Primary is held every even numbered year on the last 


Tuesday in July. Hach party selects nominees for a wide variety of offices including 


U.S. Representatives and Senators. 


The State Primary is held every four years on the first Saturday in 


December. .\t this time most of the officers who are elected on a state-wide basis 


are nominated, along with parish officers and the members of the state legislature. 


Municipal primaries are sometimes held in conjunction with the state or 
congressional primary, although in the majority of cases they are held separately. 


All elective city officers are nominated at this time, 


Preparation for Primaries 


An issuance of the primary call must be made by the party committee 


responsible for conducting the election. 


The State Central Committee is required to meet for the purpose of calling 


the state primary on the first Saturday in September, prior to the December primary. 
The Congressional Primary is called on the scaled Tuesday in ay hs prep- 
aration for the forthcoming pe : 
Because the parish and district primarics are held along with these state- 
wide primaries, the parish and district committees issue the call for their nomin- 
ating elections for the July primary. 
The official newspaper of each parish carries the spoquncencnt seule 
primary call has been made and that candidates for nomination to the various offices 


should file with the proper committee in order to get their names on the ballot, 


'Notification of Intention! 


Rach candidate must file a 'notification of intention! to run for office. 
It must be filed with thc proper committee chairman by 5 PM on the tenth day after 


the primary call. It must be accompanicd by 4 written oath that to the best of his

knowledge the candidate is a qualified voter, a member of the party on whose ticket 
he wants to be nominated, and possesses the qualifications for filling the office | 
to which he aspires, 

He must also pay filing fees. For officers elected on a-state wide basis 
or from one of the larger districts such as Congressional, Public Service Commission, 
State Supreme Court or State Court of «appeals Districts, the fee is $100. Parish 
offices are $5. and ward elections are $1. This fee goes to the Secretary of State, 


‘and is not returned. The party may also charge similar fees, 


Challenge of Candidate for Nomination

Monday in November, 

ll general elections for Representatives in Congress are held on the first

Supervision of Blections 


In each parish there is a Board of Supervisors of elections. The Board is 


made up of the Registrar of Voters of the parish, and two other people who are appointed 
by the governor. In Orleans Parish the board is made up of the registrar, the civil 


sheriff and one person appointed by the governor. The Board of Supervisors appoints 


three commit eakonses and one clerk to preside over the election in each polling’ precinct, 
They must be qualified voters of the ward in which the polling precinct is located, and 
are selected from liste furnished by each political party, of not less than six names 
each. The lists must be submitted to the Board by the a committee at least thirty- 
five days before the election. As far as possible, the commissioners are to be appoin- 
ted to represent equally all political parties authorized to make nominations, The. 


ay 


commissioners are responsible for maintaining regularity and order during the election 


and count, 


“Bach political party or nominating body which has a candidate on the ballot 


may have one poll watcher in each voting precinct. Poll watchers are allowed within 


the barrier during the election, but cannot electioneer or engage in any political 


discussions. They may enter the polls only after they close, and may remain to watch 


the votes being countec, 


lection Precincts and Polling Places 
Except in Orleans Parish, each police jury ward in each parish of the. state is 


an election precinct. In Orleans, the city government of New Orleans. divides the wards 


into election precincts. 


Write-Ins 


In order to be eligible as a Write-In candidate, a person must file 2 state- 
ment with the clerk of the district court of the parish that he is willing to be voted 


for that office,

parties call conventions at which the presidential electors are nominated, <A sworn 
certificate of the results of the convention must be presented to the Secretary of 
State in order to have the candidates! names on the official ballot, 


Nomination of Independents: Nomination papers must be signed by 1,000 


qualified voters, The political party name and device designated on the nomination 
papers must not resemble any other political party. The Registrar must certify to at 
least 50% more names of registered voters on applications for nomination papers than 
are required by law to make a nomination, One signer must attach an affidavit that. 


the statements in the petition are true. 


Nominations of Independent Candidates Other than Presidential Blectors 


Nomination papers may be filed for any state, district, parochial, ward or 


municipal office, as well as for presidential electors, «ll voters signing 2 nomination 


p*per must sign their complete address, Papers are submitted to the Registrar of Voters 


for certificaétion. ixcept for nomination papers for candidates for presidential clectors 


or candidates for the Orleans Parish School Board, none of the voters who sign the non- 
inating petition may be registered as affiliated with any political party. The papers 

must be filed with the Secretary of State before the date of the second primary. One- 
thousand signatures arc reguired for district, porish or municipal officers, members 


of the legislature, or members of the House of Representatives of Congress. Twenty-five 


Signatures are required for ward officers.

Contents of Nominating Papers 


All nominating papers nust contain the names of the candidates, the office 


for which he is nominated, the party or political principal which he represents (in 


not more than three words), his place of residence and his place of business. 


Objections to Nominating Papers 


Objection to the regularity of nominating papers may be made within seventy-— 


two hours after the last day Allowed for filing papers, The objections are considered 


by a Board of the Secretary of State, the State ‘uditor, the State Treasurer and two 


voters appointed by the Governor, Their decision is final.

Organization and Jurisdiction of the Louisiana Judiciary 


Justice of thc Peace Courts: Parishes, except Orleans, are divided into 


Justice of the Peace Wards. The voters of these wards select the Justice of the Peace 
for 4 four year tern at the state general election. «a justice of the peace must be of 
good moral character, 2 property owner, a qualified elector, and able to read and write 
the English languagc. These courts have linited jurisdiction. In civil cases they 
are limited to disputes involving less than-$100. They cannot handle cases. in which - 
the state, parish, municipality or any other political corporation. is the defendant. 
This court is. mainly concerned with such things as collections of accounts and dis- 


possession of tenants, In criminal cases, it may order 4 person to be held in custody, 


or may sect bail or bond.

Mayor's Courts: Cities, towns and villages of less than 5,000 population 


hive Mayor's Courts.. The mayors of such towns sit in judgnent on charges of violation 


of municipal ordinances, 


City Courts: In citics over 5,000 and in parish seats, the legislature 


con extablish City Courts instead of Justice of the Peace Courts. The judges are 
Glected at the congressional general election for six years. New Orleans has three 
city courts - the First City Court of the City of New Orleans, the Second City Court. 
in the City of New Orleans, and the Municipal Court of New Orleans, They contain 

3, land 4 judges, respectively, who nee elected from thcir areas of jurisdiction for 
the first two courts and by the parish at large for the third. The Municipal Court 


is linitcd to the trial of offenses against the city ordinances of New Orleans. The 
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jurisdiction of the City Courts is siniliar to the Justice of the Peace Court, but 

in citics of more than 10,000 it nay handle disputes involving nore reer In crininal 

cases it can handle cases not punishable by hard labor and may hold prelininary 

examinations for cases not punishable by capital punishment. It also covers PthAs one 

of municipal or parish ordinances, and may issue peace bonds, 
The New Orleans City Courts :are=given: additional jurisdiction in suits 


involving up to $1,000. except in certain cases of divorce, real estate, etc. 


Juvenile Courts: Bxcept for the Parishes of Caddo, Orleans and wast Baton 
houge, the juvenile courts in the sei be of Rctedaha are presided over by the 
jucges of the District Courts, who serve as ex officio juvenile court jucges,. In 
Orleans anc Caddo there are separate juvenile courts, while Bast Baton houge has a 
Fanily Court. This is the court of the first insted for persons uncer 17 years old, 
except for capital crimes and rape by chilcren over 15. It also coverd adults contrib- 
uting to the delinquency of a child under 17, and dcesertion or non-support. In Baton 


houge, Fanily Court has additional jurisciction concerning divorce. 


District Courts: The state is divided into 31 jucicial asntricte, each of 
which makes up the area of jurisdiction of a District Court. In addition, Orleans 
Parish has a special jucicial arrangement, which is ciscussed pelow, One or more 
judges is elected from each of these thirty-one dsektdicte at the Be ent EY General 
Hlection. The term is sex years, -« district judge must have -sneniaa law for five 
years in Louisiana, anc. have been a resicent of his district for ‘two years, The lég- 
islature is permitted to rearrange the jucicial districts and, a two-thirds vote of 
each house, it can increase or decrease the nurnber of Siena in each Cistrict. The 
courts sit for ten months each year in all the parishes except Orleans, where they sit 
for 94 nonths. ‘Where there is more than sak parish ina cistrict, the Judge Sits alter- 
nately in each one, according to the pressure of business. In New Orleans, Meare are 
two cistrict courts, the Civil District Court for the Parish of ovkanae. and the 


Crininal District Court for the Parish of Orleans, These courts are each conposec of

Persons fined or sentanced to jail by mayors or city courts 
are entitled to appeal to the Dietetict Court of the parish in which the sentence was 
passed if they give security for the fine and court costs.. The Civil and Crininal 
District Courts of Orleans have, in general, the same civil and crininal jurisdiction 
respectively as the other District Courts have in conbination. 


Court of .ppeal: There are three Courts of appeal in the state, each of 


which contains three judges. They are chosen at the Congressional general election 
for 12-year rotating terns. The state is divided into three circuits for coverage by 
these courts, and each of the first two circuits is diviced into three districts fron 
each of which a single judge is elected. The third Court of appeal is designated as 
the Court of .ippeal ef Orleans Parish, although it also covers St. James, St. John, 
St. Charles, Jefferson, Plaquemines and St. Bernard Parishes, The judges are elected 
at large by these parishes. Cualifications for a jucge in the court of appeals sae 
U. S. Citizen, qualified voter in “Louisiana, lawyer with six years experience in prac- 
tice in Louisiana, and @ two-year resicent of the district fron which elected: These 
courts are located in Baton Rouge, Shreveport anda Hew Orleans respectively, although 
in the first two- cases the courts are required to sit in certain other oi ies aan 
their circuits at least twice a year. The courts sit from October until June each 


year. i concurrence of two judges is required to make a judgement. These courts have 
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appellate jurisdiction, and handle no original cases, They hear all allowable appeals 


from the District Court that do not go to the Supreme Court, 


The Supreme Court: The Louisiana Supreme Court is composed of a chief 


justice and six associate justices. They are chosen at the congressional general eleéec-— 
tion and serve for 14 years, The state is civided into six Supreme Court Districts 
for election purposes, and the justices are elected for rotating terms, one Suprene 
Court Jucge's tern expiring every two years, «.. Candidate for the Supreme Court nust 
be a citizen of the United States, a qualified voter in Louisiana, at least 35 years 
olc, have ten years of law practice in Louisiana, and have been a resident of the 
district from which he is elected for two years, The Supreme Court sits in session in 
New Orleans from October to June of each year. The justice who has been in the court 
the longest, automatically becomes the chief justice. The Supreme Court has general 
Supervision over the entire court system of the state, It can require the lower 
courts to make rcports on their work, it can investigate their activities, and it can 
assign judges fron one court to another, The Supreme Court is the final court of 


appeals for cases that co not involve a federal question, They have original jurisdic- 


tion on cases involving misconduct of menbers of. the bar and removal of judges of courts | 


of record, 


Removal of Judges

Justice Department 


The Louisiana Department of Justice is composed of the Attorney General, 


first and second assistant attorneys general, and other necessary assistants and 


office staff. 


Attorney General: The Attorney General is the chief legal officer of the 


state. He and his assistants have charge of all legal matters in Which the state 

has diss interest or in which the state is a party. He may aodedelne wer the state, 

or i aa ‘iki in cases which involve the rp = interests of the state. He 
also has supervisory authority over the District Attorneys re the Stnic before the 
District Courts. The Attorney General issues @ number of wriéweal dae opinions 


which appear in a volume entitled Opinions of the Attorney General, These opinions. _ 


clarify points of law and are generally regarded as binding until the court has 
-specifically dealt with the matter in question, 

- The Attorney General is elected for a :-four year term at the. State General. 
Election. He appoints his assistants. Both he and his assistants must have resided 
and practiced law in the State for at least five years, 


District Attorney: Each judicial. district of the State has a District’ 


Attorney who handles the prosecution of offences on behalf of the state in his 
‘district. The District Attorney is elected for a six year term at the congressional 
general election, and must be a-resident and qualified voter in the district, and 
must have had three years law practice in the state. In Some parishes he may appoint 
assistants. The District Attorney and his assistants are subject to removal from 
office if they defend or.assist in the defense of any criminal prosecution or charges 


involving the violation of an ordinance or law in the stats, 
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Clerk of the District Court: bvery parish except Orleans has its own Clerk 


of the District Court, who is elected for a four year term at the state general election, 
and who appoints his own staff. They record important records and handle many clerical 
tasks of the court. 

In New Orleans the Criminal District Court and Civil District Court each has 
its own elected clerk and appointed clerical staff, as well as a registrar of convey- 
ances and a recorder of mortgages, who we elected for four year terms, 


The Courts of Appeals and the Supreme Court elect their own clerks. 


Other officials: Involved mostly in executing the order of the court in 
Such matters as delivering court orders, arresting and committing individuals, nhc. 
are the sheriff (for District Courts); constables (Justice of the Peac Courts) ; and 
town or city marshals (Mayor and City Courts). The exceptions are New Orleans and 


Baton Rouge City Courts, which have constables, 


Jury System 


Juries may be divided into two fundamental types -- the grand, or indictment 
jury and the petit or trial jury. The two are selected by essentially the same process, 
In @ll1 parishes except Orleans (where the Governor appoints a three-man jury commission) 
the district judge appoints five men who, together with the clerk of the court. serving 
eéx officio, become the parish jury commission. This commission is responsible for 
preparing a list of 6ligible jurors. In Louisiana, women are not compelled to jury 
Service, and must file a written request with the clerk in order to get on the list. 
From the list of eligibles, a new grand jury is drawn twice @ year in each parish except 
Cameron, where it is constituted for a full year. In the case of a petit jury, new 
members are selected each week of the session because service on this type of jury is a 
full time affair, 


Grand Jury: This jury is composed of twelve members, ninc of which constitute 


&@ quorum. This jury does not decide the guilt or innocence of persons charged with 


crimes; its purpose is to hold preliminary hearings on cases and to decide whether or 
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not there are sufficient grounds to warrant a trial. In Louisiana, indictment or 
presentment by grand jury is cuaranteed an accused person only if the crime is one in 
Which capital punishment is a possible penalty. For all crimes not capital, indictment 
may be made on a bill of informétion drawn up by the District Attorney, or in some minor 
cases, by affidavit. A grand jury is also an investigative body, pheticulasly See 
alleged cases of political corruption. 


Petit Jury: This is the trial jury. .In criminal cases they render decisions 


of guilt or innocence. Trial by jury is guaranteed in any case in which a felony rather 
than a misdemeanor charge is levied. If the crime is one in which the death penalty 
may be imposed, the jury is made up of twelve members, all of whom must agree to render 
a verdict, In cases punishable by hard labor, only nine out - the twelve must agresé. 
In minor cases a jury of five is used, and all must agree. However, the dcfendent 

can waive his right to a jury in this case, and leave the decision to the sulla alone. 
In the rare instance of the use of a jury in civil cases, the membership is twelve;~~--—- 


nine of whom must agree in the decision, 


Administration 


Louisiana Civil Sérvice Commission 


This Commission is composed of five mcmbers who arc citizcns and qualificd 
voters of ths statc. They are appointcd by the Govcrnor for six year rotating torms 
in the following manner: The Prcesidents of Louisiana State University, Loyola 
University, Tulane University, Centenary College and Louisiana College cach nominate 
threc persons, and the Governor appoints a singlc member of the Commission from c@ch 
of thesé five nomination lists. In thc cvent of a vacancy, the college or university 
prcsidcnt who nominated the member whose placc is being filled is responsible for 
submitting .new nominations within thirty days, otherwise the position will be filled 


by majority voté of thie Commission, Thc Commission appoints a Director of Personnel” 


who is the administrative head of the Department of State Civil Servicc. The Director 


may be appointcd with or without an examination, but once appointed he is a classified 
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civil servant, removable only on cause and after being given an opportunity to have 


a hearing. 


The Louisiana Public. Scrvice Commission 


This. Commission regulates transportation and utility companics., It is 
made up of three members, popularly elected from three Public Service Commission 
Districts for six year rotating terms, at the congressional gencral: election. They 
must be qualified voters and are forbidden employment by or interest in any common 
carrier or public utility company under the Commission's Control. The Commission makes. | 


rules governing the utilities and holds hearings, Thcir. powers extend to the super- 


vision and control of rail carriers, water transportation, :telephone, telegraph, gas, 


electric lights, heat and power, water works, etc...

The Police Jury is the main governing body of all the parishes of foul siana 
except Orleans, gast Baton Rouge, Jefferson and Plaquemines, Sach parish is divided 
into five to twelve jury wards, each of which elects &@ police Juror at the state general 
election for & four year term. In parishes with more than 50,000 inhabitants, each _ 
ward elects in additional police juror for each 10, 000 inhabitants, or part iirest 
over 7,500. In parishes with fewer than 50,000 inhabitants, an additional police juror 
is elected in @ ward for each 5,000 inhabitants or part thereof over 2,500. — 

In order to qualify as a police juror, a candidate (or his is ines own . 
property of an assessed valuation of $250. at the time of his election, but need not 
maintain it after taking office. He must be 4 citizen of the state for five years, _ 
and a resident for two years, He must live in the ward from which he is, elected, and 
if he moves out of the ward, he vacates the office. He must be literate and have no 
convictions for felony. 

The Police Jury is responsible for the appointment (and removal) of several 
_ parish officials, including the Registrar of Voters. It does not, however, govern the 
Sheriff. The police jury can redistrict the police jury wards. It makes regulations 
for building and repairing of roads, bridges, levees, etc. it is also required to 

provide for the support of the sick and disabled paupers including drug addicts 


Within the parish. 


Other Forms of Parish Government 


New Orleans has consolidated its city and parish governnent. ‘The governing 


body of Orleans parish and the city of New Orleans, which are synonymous, is composed 


of a mayor and commission council. There is no police jury. 


The governing body of East Baton Rouge parish is a nine-man council, seven 


of whom are elected from the urban area of Baton Rouge and the other two from two 
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Single-member districts into which the portion of the parish outside of Baton Rouge. _ 
is divided. The seven-members who are elected. at large ‘by the city act as a city 
council for the consideration of only city business, and all nine act as a ci ty-parish 
council on matters affecting the whole parish. Two other incorporated areas - Zachary 
Qnd Baker - still function in the parish. A separtely elected Mayor-President is the 
executive officer of the city-parish, with responsibility for appointing department 


heads and for general supervision of the city's administration, The police jury has 


been abolished, 


Other Parish Officials 


The Sheriff is elected in the state general election for a four year tern. 
He serves as the chief law enforcement officer and as ex officio tax collector of the 
parish, It is the duty of the sheriff to enforce the laws, maintain peace and order, 
keep the jail, and act as an officer of the district court ia. peeeine order and 
executing the court's writs. He collects state, parish, and if a city desires it, 


municipal property taxes, He appoints his own deputies, 


The Clerk of the District Court is the recorder of court proceedings and 
the custodian of the records of the court and other important parish records. He is

The Assessor is also elected at the state general election for four years, 


He assesses the value of property for the purpose of taxation, 

The Coroner is electil: is a four year tern at the state general election. 
He should be @ qualified physician, He is responsible for investigating cases of 
death where the causes Aare unknown, He acts as sheriff when there is a wanna in 


that office, or when the sheriff is an interested party in a case. He may also be 


appointed parish health officer by the police jury. 
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Other Functions of the Parish Governnent 


Education: The Parish School Board is in charge of administration of the 


Schools on a parish level, and is independent of the other local governmental oper- 
ations. kach School Board (except Orleans and Hast Baton Rouge) is composed of as. 
many members as there are police jury wards at the congressional general election. — 
Orleans parish elects five Board members at large, and Hast Baton kouge elects seven 
at large, The Board prepares the budget, levies school taxes on property within the 


legal linits provided for this purpose, selects teachers, determines the number of 


schools and their locations, and appoints a Parish Superintendant of Education, who 


is the chief administrator of the policies of the board and serves for a four year

Welfare: Public Welfare policy is determined for ins eek part at the 

itis level. Welfare employees are all appointed by the state aneniae (aller civil 

service) and financial and program aspects are handled by the state. Bi et the 


police jury appoints, fron a list certified by the State Department of Welfare, a 


five-member Parish Welfare Board to act in an advisory capacity to the state-selected 


Parish Welfare Director. 


Public Health: The state public health program is financed by federal, 


state and local funds. Parish health units may be established by contract with the 
Riise Health Department and two or more parishes may join lecethet ta form a single 
health district. The director of a parish health unit, who is a qualified physician, 
is Siedtintod by the State Department with the approval of the police jury, and the 
parish district board is selected by the police jury or other governing authority 


concerned, The health units are responsible for enforcing the regulations of the 


state and parish boards, for. making certain types of inspection, giving sone physical 


examinations, innoculating against contagious diseases, and assisting with the school 


health progran,. 
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Libraries: “Many of the parishes have established their own local libraries 


in cooperation with the State Library. The. State promotes this progran by undereni Giek 
most of the costs for the first year of operation and by conte ee supply books on 
loan from the circulating collection of the central library. The long term cost of a 
parish library nust be borne by the local taxpayers, who vote 4 special assessment on 


themselves for this purpose. The police jury appoints a five nenber Board of Control 


to oversee the general administration of the library. The Board in turn appoints a head 


librarian fron a list of nominees certified by the state library exaniner. 


Agriculture: Another progran which is a cooperative intergovernnental prosran 


involving state, federal, and local governments is the agricultural program. This forn 


of assistance is handled centrally through the Agricultural ixtension Service of federal 
land grant Agricultural and Mechanical Colleges. In Louisiana, the RLS instit- 
ution is Louisiana State University and Agricultural and Mechanical College. <A County 
Agent (who is &@ member of the University faculty) is appointed for each parish, along 
with such assistants as may be needed, including home demonstration agents. The expenses 
of the program are net out of the revenues of the three participating governments. The

Forms of Municipal Government in Louisiana 


Mayor-Council or Mayor-Alderman Forn of Governnent 


Under this forn of governnent the ngs is the adninistrative head of the 
municipality and idrects its affairs subject to the control of the council, which is 
the policy-determining agency. ‘There are two variations of this plan, one with 4 weak 
mayor, and one with a strong mayor. Under the strong-nayor plan, the mayor exercises 
more complete control in administering the affairs of the city; he appoints and removes 
almost all of the department heads, he may veto legislation passed by the council 
(which may be overridden only by an extraordinary vote), and he hxercises broad auth- 


ority over the budget. Almost all municipalities in Louisiana operate under this plan. 
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Mayor: The mayor is elected by the people at large in the general municipal 
election every four years. There is no educational requirement for this office. 


Board of Aldermen (or Council): Cities must elect five to nine Aldermen, 


with an equal number from each ward, and others at large. Towns elect five aldermen, 


one from each ward and one at large. Villages elect three aldermen. The Board of 


iildermen appoints the Tax Collector, Clerk and Street Commissioner. There are no 
educational requirements for this obtite 

Marshal: The Marshal is elected by the people at large. He is the Chief 
of Police and ex officio constable. His deputies are appointed by the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen. He must be literate. «A vacancy in this office is filled by mopoint- 
ment of the Governor. te 

Wards: . Bach city is divided into four wards, nearly equal in population. The 
Board bY Aldermen may change the bounderies by a 2/3 vote. No change may be made less 
than & year before. municipal elections. In towns the mayor and Board of Aldermen decide 


if the town shall be divided into wards, 


The Commission Form of Government 


This form also has two variations. Under one variation the commissioners 
appoint department heads for each department and may remove them; the commissioners 
Simply determine policy and supervise the department heads. The most frequently used 
variation, however, is that in which each commissioner heads a department and the 
conmission as a whole determines municipal phlicy, (Tit euch ‘commissioner perterns. 
both executive and legislative functions. The mayor simply is a menber of the commission, 
With little if any more authority than the other commissioners, Usually, municipalities 
using the commission plan whose population is over 4O,000 must have a Scivtcsine council, 
and those whosé population is under 40,000 mst have a three-man council. The following 
nunicipalities operate under the Commission plan: 

Alexandria, Rapides acta: Bogalusa, jashington Parish; Bossier City, 


Bossier Parish; Dequincy, Calcasieu Parish; Donaldsonville, ascension Parish; 
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Hammond, Tangipahoa Parish; Jennings, Jefferson Davis Parish; Lafayette, Lafayette 
Parish (Commissioners are called Trustees); Leesville, Vernon Parish; Monroe, 
Ouachita Parish; Natchitoches, Nachitoches Parish; Shreveport, Caddo Parish; Sulphur, 


Calcasieu Parish; and Thibodaux, Lafourche Parish (Commissioners called Trustees), 


Commissioners (City Council): All are elected at large for terms of four 


years. The Cotncil appoints the Municipal Attorney, Secretary-Treasurer and Tax 


Collector, Chief of Police, Chief of Fire Departnent, suditor, Civil Engineer and the 


Municipal Physician. In municipalities with less than 40,000 population, they must 


appoint the Chief of Police and Fire Department, but the others are optional, all of 
these officials may be removed from office by majority vote of the Council at any tine. 


Municipal Departments: The following Municipal Departments exist in 


nunicipalities with more than 40,000 people: Department of Public Affairs and Public 


Education (Mayor is Commissioner), Department of Public Health and Safety, Departnent 


of accounts and Finances and Department of Streets and Parks. In municipalities with 


less than 40,000 people the departments are: Department of Public Health and Safety 


(Mayor is Commissioner), Department of Finances and Public Utilities and Departnent of 


Streets and Parks, 


City-Manager Plan 


Under this plan the commission or governing board is responsible for policy 
deciSions, and & manager selected by the commission and responsible to it administers the 


affairs of the nunicipality. No municipality in Louisiana operates under this plan. 


"Home Rule" 


Under "home rule" a city is permitted, within the framework of gencral laws,

Exanple of a Recent Loan Made 


In Henryville, Indiana, lack of an adequate connunity water supply was putting a damper 

on the cevelopment of the entire area, Families were noving awny. Businesses requiring 
large supplies of clean water could not expand. Churches, schools, and other connunity 
institutions all suffered the blight of scarce and polluted water. They lacked water for 
fire protection. «a $400,000 loan fron the Farmers Home administration changed all -that. 

It financed pumping equipment, water lines, meters, storage tank, fire plugs, and.labor 
necessary to provide central water service for 240 fanilies and others in the connunity.

The State of irkansas in 1963 suthorized 211 counties in the State to- 
cre-te "Rurrl Developnent .uthorities" with full powers to borrow, expend funds and 
transict business, Thc first such authority w2s sét up in Little River County with oa 
purposs of adninistering the rural renew2l progran in thet 2rea. 


Rural Renewal Plan: .. rural renewal plan will provide the basic information and guicance 
necdec for the complete ccononic development on renewal of a designated arcsca, including 
plans for incividual projects. 


Technical .issistance: When a request is approved the Farmers Home -udninistration will 
assign a proeran leader to assist the local public asency and development groups in 
preparins a rural renewal plan forthe area, Grant funds nay be available for obtainin: 
services essential to the preparation of the plan or related projects such as surveys, 
feasibility anc engineerin: stucies. Such funds will be used to obtain services not 
normally available through other Federal and State agencies, 


Rural Renewal Loans: Such loans may be made only to the cesignated local public aency 

in the rural renewal area to finance projects describec in the renewal plan that are

at the bexinnine of the fiscal ycar in which the loan is nace and not cue nor callable 

for 15 years. The prescnt rate (1964) is 3.046 percent. The amount a local public body 
may borrow will be bascd on its needs and repayment ability. In Cctcrnining the latter, 
all sources of income will be cansiderec such as taxes, fees, assessments, leascs, rentals, 
and the sale of scscurity anc propsrty. Loans larger than $250,000 require approval of

100' dairy barn, new concrete stave silo, and new milk house, Bieyicunis, 
dairy herd was housed in 2 barns 1,000 feet apart. The family has been 
able to make a substantial increase in its gross income as a result of the 
new improvements. 


Grant: A $900 grant was made to a 6-year-old widow to drill a well, install 
electric pump, repair porch floor, cover broken windows in attic, replace 
broken sash, and install inexpensive plastic storm windows. The prolonged 
iliness ef her husband, a farmer, had placed a.severe strain on her financial 
resources. To meet some of the bills, she sold all but eight acres of her : 
smal] hill farm, Now she is making needed home improvements long postponed 
because of meager income and more urgent expg@nses. 
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The Food and agriculture ict of 1962 authorized the Farners Hone Adninistration to 

make loans for recreational purposes to individual farmers and to groups of farners 

and rural residents.

The Watershed Protection and Flood Prevention Act (Public Law 566) was 
passed by Congress in 1954 as a means of enabling local people to cope 
with destructive floods, siltation, and erosion damaged in upstream water- 
shed areas up to 250,000 acres in size. 


The Act, popularly known as the Small Watershed Program, has been repeatedly 
broadened and now provides for municipal and industrial water storage for 
present or future neéds, agricultural water management, and public recreation. 
and fish and wildlife development in addition to soil conservation and flood 


prevention, 


Benefits of Multipurpose Projects 


It is a valuable tool in the Department of Agriculture's Rural Areas 
Development effort, Where projects have been developed for multi-purposes, 
both urban and rural areas have benefited. Freedom from floods, erosion, 
and siltation have reduced the tisks in farming, lowered maintenance costs 

. on roads and bridges, and freed urban communities from the threat of costly 


damages, 


Water impounded in upstream reservoirs offers exceptional opportunities to 
develop fishing, boating, hunting, swimming, picnicking, camping, and: 
other recreation facilities, The same reservoirs can supply water for . 
irrigation, and for municipal and industrial water development to meet the 
growing needs for water to attract new industries and allow for future 
expansion of existing industrles’ and municipal and residential areas . 


Projects Eligible for Loans —

Rural and urban groups, communities. and. local Siiaente 3 have found a 
watershed project the ideal vehicle through which they can plan and 
develop their natural resources to meet immediate and future needs and 
stimulate economic opportunities in rural areas, | 


A Kentucky Example 


In Kentucky, flood prevention, recreation, and municipal water supply have 
been combined iin the multipurpose Mud River Watershed project. One of the 
26 flood detention reservoirs was enlarged to createa 900=-acre lake. The 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife .Resources helped finance gnd will 
manage the lake for recreation purposes. This recreation area is expected 
to create new businesses and jobs for local people. One floodwater retard- 
ing ninghardbesthds located above Lewisburg, includes 30 million gallons of water 
for the town's needs. Prior to the project, this rural community had. no- 
municipal water system. Already a small industry which manufactures hog 
feeders has located in Lewisburg. A wood products plant will expand and 
anothcr wood working industry plans to locate in the community. A new 
nursing home is in the planning stages. In all, 170 new jobs are expected: 
in the community as the result of an adequate water supply and the desire 


of local people to move ahead.

There are at least 70,000 different kinds of soil in the United States, 
Some are suited to cultivated crops and some are not. Some can safely 
Support a housing development or an airport and some cannot. A soil survey 
classifies and maps the soils so that predictions for specific uses can 

be made, The hazards and limitations of the soils are considered in ‘making 


the predictions, 


The National Cooperative*Soil Survey, which began in 1899, is made 

cooperatively by Federal and State agencies, The Soil Conservation Service 
has leadership for the Federal part. The land-grant colleges and universi- 
ties, prinarily State agricultural experiment stations, are the cooperating 


: State agencies.

Map 60 Million Acres Yearly 


The SCS's 1,200 soil scientists are now mapping over 60 million acres each 
year. These men are backed by about 200 additional scientists. More than 
40 percent of the Nation's land for which detailed soil surveys are needed 


has been surveyed to date. 


The basic purposes of the soil survey are: (1) to determine the important 
characteristics of soils, (2) to classify the soils and name them according 
.to a nationwide systen, (3) to interpret the soils according to their 
capabilities for use under: alternative management systems for crops, 
grasses, and trees, and according to the properties significant to engi- 
neerin::,. (4) to show the distribution of soils on maps of high accuracy at 
scales appropriate to the landscape, and (5) to publich the results as soil 
survey reports including maps, the basic soil descriptions and the basic — 


interpretations, 


A soil scientist examines the soil to depths of several feed, noting the 
differences in texture, color, stoniness, thickness of horizons, -structure, 
internal drainage, consiste‘ce and other features of the variqus soil 
horizons. He examines the landscape--its slope, erosion, and vegétation 
along with its present use and pehavior. He groups’ the soils into practical 
classes according. to their capabilities, dota 2 | : 


Soil surveys provide detailed information useful in the management of the 
land for sustained agricultural production.

A soil scientist's interpretation of his survey includes yield estimates of. 
cultivated crops, .grasses, and trees that can be produced under certain 
systems of management. Interpretations show alternative land uses and 


conservation treatment needs, 


Soil Survey Findings Published 


The findings of a soil survey are published by county or other similar 
Sized area. The published soil survey consists of a soil map and a printed | 
text that describes each of the soils in the area, summarizes what is known . 


about them, and explains their potential uses. 


The notes taken »y the soil scientists during the soil survey are used for 
reference as the soil survey is made, As soon as the work in an area is 
well underway all notes and information are used in the preparation of 
handbooks and-technical guides that are used in farm conservation planning. 
wach farmer or rancher cooperator in a soil conservation district is given 
a copy of the soil map of his farm as a part of his soil and water conser- 
vation plan. Soil survey information provides the«base for nearly every 
phase of the Soil Conservation Service progran, 


During the early years of soil survey activities, chief attention was 

given to the farmer's uses of the survey. But so much information is gained 
in making a soil survey that it Serves a ereat many other = besides 
those reouired by agriculture. ath 


The published survey is used to make soil and land use studies for selecting 
and developing industrial, business, residential and recreational sites, 
for locating probable sources of gravel and other construction material, 
for evaluating soil and ground conditions for highways, airports, ana pi, 
lines, and for making preliminary estimates of the soils in planning 
agrictiltural ore aten systems, farm ponds, irrigation systems, and diversion 


terraces, 


Rural Development Soil Survey Examples 


In Danbury, Connecticut, city officials, using soil survey information, 
prepared a master layout to allotate housing, industry, schools, shopping 
centers, parks, and roadways for 30,000 additional residents expected in 
the future. With soils information, they were able to identify and locate 
areas that were poorly suited for housing and other types of construction. 


Soil survey information is being used by planning commissions and public 
health officials along the lake frontage in Hillsdale and Branch Counties, 
Mich., and elsewhere to help prevent further water pollution problems. 


. City officials of Stamford, Connecticut, learned through soil survey 
information that they could turn a 30-acre swamp into a recreation center, 
instead of a dump as they had planned. 


The SCS made a detailed soil survey and special legend of the City of 
Wixom, Mich., for use in designing a city sewer system, determining location 


of installation, and needs for site borings.

Adjustment Payments Are Not Income Payments, but are designed to assist 


farmers in shifting cropland to alternate income=-producing uses, The amount 
of assistance is based upon such factors as land productivity, type of con— 
version being made, use to which the land is being converted, changes in 
operating costs, and increase in value under the new use, 


Conservation cost=-share payments provide a means for the public to share with 
farmers part of the cost of conserving and improving valuable soil, water, 
forest, wildlife, and recreation resources, 


Farmer—Agency Agreements: In the speniband conversion program, needed conser= 
vation practices must be agreed upon by the farmer and the Soil Conservation 


Service technician. The county ASC committee will then determine which of 
these practices is eligible for cost-share payments.

FHA may still insure the loan-—-provided a qualified third party: becomes a 
cosigner of the mortgage.

The Housing Act of 1961 permits insurance of a loan up to $25,000 for 
purchase’ of a single family home,...the loan to be repaid over a period as 
long as 35 years in the case of a new house (30 years for an existing house),

What ars the money allowances during training? . 


Cash ‘payments are authorized up to $10 a week more than the average weekly 
unemployment compensation in the State where the training is done. These 
allowances can be paid for 52 weeks, except in cases where basie education 
courses (for example, literacy and arithmetic training) are required, In 
these cases a further 20 weeks of money allowances: is authorized. yen

Who is eligible for these payments? 


Unemployed persons who have had at least two years of gainful employment, and 
who are either heads of families or heads of houscholds, or who are members 
of a household in which. the head: of the family or household is unemployed.

A. The general rule is that only one person in any one household may be 
receiving training allowances at a given time. But youth selected for 
occupational training and further schooling--because they can't get jobs 
without such special help--may nevertheless be paid allowances of up to

CG. What about additional subsistence or commuting payments?

A. This is a new experimental feature of the dict, and costs from now until 
June 30, 1965, are limited to 2% of the total spent under the act. Grants 
of up to half of all costs in moving families and household. effects and 
loans of up to the total cost may be made if there is a bona-fide offer 

‘of a permanent job at the new location, Only "involuntarily unemployed" 
persons who can't find work in their own communities and who are competent 
to perform the job elsewhere can be so aided.

imendments to Smith-Hughes and Georee—-Barden Vocational Zducation «cts 


The following applies to the vocational education program under the Smith-Hughes 
act of 1917, the George-Barden .ict of 1946 as amended, and supplementary voca- 
tional education acts notwithstanding anything in those cts to the contrary: 


1, any portion of any allotment under the Smith-Hughs ict, the George- 
Barden ict amended, or supplementary vocational education acts may be. trans— — 
ferred to or combined with (a) other allotments under the above-mentioned ..cts 
or (b) the allotment under Section 3 of the Vocational iiducation .ict of 1963. 


2. Funds for agricultural education maybe used for vocational education in 
any occupation involving knowledge and skills in agricultural subjects, whether 
or not such occupation involves work of the farm or of the farm home, and such 
education may be provided without directed or supervised practice on a farm, 


3. Funds for home economics education may be used for vocational education

4, . Funds for distributive education may be used to prepare for gainful en- 
ployment any person over 14 years of age who has entered upon or is preparing 
to enter upon such occupations. Such: education need not be provided in part- 
time or evening schools, This now permits pre-employment training. Heretofore, 
distributive education Federal funds for use at the high school level have been 
available only for cooperative programs, ..t the adult level, they have bcen.. 
available only for extension courses, 7 eee | 


5. Funds for trade and industrial cducation may be uscd for pre-employment 
schools and classes organized to fit for gainful employment persons over 14 years 
of age who are in school. Such schools and classes may be operated for.less. _ 
than 9 months per year and less than 30 hours per week, and without the rcequire— 
ment that a minimum of 50 percent of the time be #siven to practical work on a2 
useful or productive basis if the pre-employment training is for single-skillcd 
or semi-skilled occupations which co not require training or work of such duration 
or nature. Moreover, it is no longer necessary that one-third of any amounts 
allotted for trade anc industrial education be applied to part-time schools or 


classes for workers who have entered upon employment.

Work-Study Programs 


Purpose: The Vocational -iducation -:ct of 1963 authorizes special funds for _ 
four yegrs, beginning on July l, 1965, to conduct experimental work-study

continue their full-time schooling without & source of income. Funds 
appropriated for work-study programs are to be used to pay salaries of 
vocational education students employed in public agencies, 


Use of Work-Study Funds: The .ct prescribes that authorizec work-study 
programs shall: | 


1. Be administered by the local educational agency and made reasonably 
available (to the extent of available funds) to all youth in the area 
Served by the agency who can meet the recuirements of the next

2. Provide that employment under such work-study programs shall be 
furnished only to a student who (a) is or has been accepted for 
enrollment as 2 full-time student in a vocational education progran 
which meets standards prescribed by the State board and the local 
educational agency for vocational education programs, (b) is in need 
of the earnings from such employment to commence or continue his 
vocational education program, and (c) is at least 15 ycars and less

Residential Vocational ochools 


Purpose: Funds are authorized for four years beginning July l, 1965, to make 
grants for the consturction 2nd operation of residential vocation schools 
Which would provide room, board, vocational training, and paid employment to 
strate the feasibility and cesirability of residential voontionm education 
schools for certain youth of high school age. 


Grants may be made to State boards for vocational eduction, to colleges and 
universities, or, with the approval of State boards, to local public schools 
or school agencies. In making such grants, the United States Commissioner of 
Education shall sive special consideration to the needs of large urban areas 
having substantial numbers of youths who have dropped out of school or are 
unenployed. 
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State gligibility: In order to qualify for funds, a State must submit through 
its vocational educztion board a State plan for udministering the funds which 


meet certain criteria prescribed in the -ict..

At a staff meeting in late summer, members of the southern staff expressed 
the feeling of a need for a full time research department to gather necessary 
information for the CORE Southern Program. Early in October, Judi Nusbaum began 
to work on the research program in the Southern office. At about the same time, 
Bill Yates was doing research on Louisiana at CORE's. Baton Rouge office, Since 
that time most of the research has been centered around Louisiana problems; how- 
ever, the department's work is now beginning to expand into other states, The 
fallowing information is a general outline of the activities of the research de~ 
partment so that persons concerned will have an idea of the information available 
from that department. 


1. Judi Nusbaum is responsible for gathering and organizing infor- 
mation on agriculture, governmental programs, statistics on farm population, 
etc. She will also work on any special rural problem that is requested. 


2. Bill Yates is responsible for material on governmental and 
political structure of the states, and information on industry (government 
contracts, etc.) and employment. 


3. Presently most of their work is given to the South Central—Area; 
it will broaden as requests are received from Eastern States, 


4. Information is, of course, available to chapters as well as staff, 
to the other areas as well as the South. (However, all research is 
limited to the South.) 


5. New Orleans fortwmately offers resources for research--—libraries, 
governmental agencies, etc.——-that are adequate to present needs. Research 
staff will maintain contact with others sources by mail or, when necessary, 
by personal visits. 


6. In addition to gathering information, research staff members are 
building an index of source materials, 4t some time in the future they 
will be asked to prepare a list of publications and agencies which will 
likely prove helpful to chapters and to staff members in the field. This 
list will be circulated throughout the area so that many problems may be 
researched on a local level.

The exclusion of Negroes from the administration of 
justice in the state courts of the South has long been the sub- 
ject of serious criticism and concern. But little attention 
has been given to the extent of exclusion of Negroes from the 
federal courts of the South. 

One obvious reason is that, in the conflict between 
state and federal law on basic Constitutional questions of the 
past two decades, the state courts have with frequency appeared 
as the antagonist of the Negro Southerner, and the federal courts 
frequently as his protector. 

This protection has come, however, largely through the 
overriding decisions of federal appellate courts. As federal 
jurisdiction is extended, the role of the federal courts becomes 
ever more vital to the national effort to achieve full justice. 
The Civil Rights Act of 1964 enlarges the responsibility of the 
federal courts, including district courts, many of which in the 
past have been highly protective of segregation. The voting biil 
now before Congress seeks to by-pass these courts. New federal 
legislation to protect citizens against the Klan and other dis- 
pensers of death and ruin will, however, almost certainly in- 
crease the reliance on the district courts of the South for the 


protection of individual life and liberty. 
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Pressures to move Civil rights issues out of the 
streets and into the courts continue. The question has to 
be asked (and it has always had its pertinency in criminal 
cases) <-- what kinds of courts will handle them? 

The federal court system in the South, guided by the 
Supreme Court and the Courts of Appeals, has slowly demonstrated 
the ability of a frankly white-dominated institution to deal 
justly with the broad, crucial questions of rete: But now, not 
just the logic and principles of these very decisions, but all 
the practical understanding of human dealings that is implied 


in the term, “jury of his peers," requires a closer look at the 


racial composition of the courts themselves, as administrators 

of justice to the individual as well as guardians of principle. 
This report deals with employment practices and jury 

composition of the southern federal courts. It is based on such 


documentation as there is available plus interviews with lawyers 
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practicing in the federal courts of each state. 

States covered by the survey are Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, and Texas in the Fifth Circuit; | 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Virginia in the Fourth; 

Tennessee in the Sixth, and Arkansas in the Eighth Circuit. Each 
state contains from two to four U. S. District Courts. Data on 
the Courts of Appeals refer only to their offices and operations 
within these eleven states. 

Clerical records of the federal government do not 


designate race of court employees, and there are no compilations 
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of statistics on racial composition of juries. No systematic 


examination of gach court in each state was attempted. Re- 


spondents for the most part relied on memory and general knowledge. 
: 7 Results of such a survey are not definitive or finally authori- 
tative; there is room for minor errors and oversights. But such 

a survey does reveal general patterns, and it is with these that 
we are concerned. If more detailed and precise research is 
stimulated, that is good; but the immediate purpose is a new 


awareness of the need to improve the situation. 


Lt. EMPLOYMENT 


The broad patterns regarding the role of Negroes in 


the federal courts under study in this survey can be summed up 


in the following statistical table:

The number, 
from observation, is quite small. 
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The above table may possibly overlook some Negroes 
in some positions. But it cannot be far from the exact numerical 
situation. 

The circuit court and district court judges are ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. So are the United States attorneys 
and marshals. The clerks of the respective courts are appointed 
by the judges. The judges also appoint U. S. commissioners, 
jury commissioners, and the referees in bankruptcy. The 
clerks select their own deputies and clerical assistants, sub- 

- ject to approval of the judges. Assistant U. S. attorneys are 
appointed by the Attorney General of the United States. The 
Attorney General authorizes marshals to appoint deputy marshals. 

Exclusion of Negroes from the top positions in the 
system obviously has the practical effect of virtually elimi- 
nating them from lesser positions. The influence on appoint- 
ments and hiring by southern office-holders through political 
party patronage channels can't be overlooked. 

Of the nine Negro deputy marshals there are two in 
Alabama, one in Mississippi, two in North Carolina, one in 
South Carolina, two in Tennessee, one in Virginia. Of the 
five assistant United States attorneys, one is in North Carolina; 
one in Tennessee, two in Texas, one in Virginia. This is at 
best tokenism. 


In no state are Negroes serving in the positions of 


importance and highest responsibility except in token numbers 


— 


as deputy marshals and assistant U. S. attorneys, and in four 
states -- Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, and Louisiana -- in none 
of these positions at all. 

In lesser positions, a Negro clerical worker was noted 
in Alabama, a bailiff in both Florida and Georgia, court criers 
in Virginia and South Carolina, and two secretaries in Texas. 
Again, some may have been overlooked, but not enough to change 
the general picture. 

In nearly every state, employment of Negroes in cus- 
todial jobs was noted. Use of Negro employees designated as 
"criers" or "messengers" as valets, chauffeurs, and the like was 
reported. In Georgia, such an employee's duties were described 
as helping the judge with his robes, bringing his books, and 
driving for him. 

A respondent in Alabama said: "If it were not for the 
lone Negro deputy marshal, the District Court in Birmingham 
would look like the County Courthouse." A respondent in Virginia, 
when asked if he were describing Negro employment in addition to 
a deputy marshal and two criers as "negligible," replied: 
"non-existent." Instances were cited in Tennessee, Texas, and 
Georgia of Negroes turning down appointments or jobs. Strenuous 
opposition was encountered to appointment of the three Negroes 
in responsible jobs in North Carolina. This came from various 


sources, including political ones. 


II. JURY SERVICE 


Negroes are called and do serve on petit and grand 


sh 


juries in the southern federal courts. Estimating and evaluating 
the degree to which they do is of course not an exact science. 
One respondent's “tokenism" might be another's "substantial num- 
bers" or another's "fair amount," 

But for the very most part, lawyers interviewed in 
each of the ciel states were not satisfied that Negroes are 
serving on juries to the extent that they should be. 

In Alabama, a typical jury panel was described as five 
or six Negroes among 110; Negroes occasionally serve on grand 
juries. An Arkansas respondent said he and others estimated that 
out of double panels of 40 to 50 persons, three or four might be 
Negroes, and out of a single panel of 24, one or two might be 
Negroes. In most cases in Arkansas, lawyers consider Negroes 
as "Ciphers" who will go along with the majority, but they are 
said to dismiss Negroes when opposing counsel has been active 
in Civil rights. There is a general understanding in Arkansas, 

a respondent said, of the need to avoid the appearance of system- 
atic exclusion. In Florida, one sees "as many Negroes as women" 
on jury panels; their service was termed "more than token," but 
less than reflective of Negro population. Negroes were said to 

be called "fairly" for jury duty in Louisiana, but more than 
average numbers are eliminated by challenge or excuse from serving 
on the jury. The same was said of South Carolina. Mississippi's 
Situation was described as "token." So was Tennessee‘s, Georgia's, 
and North Carolina's, with recognition in the latter of some im- 


proving efforts. In Texas, the estimate ranged from "token" to 
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“substantial numbers," with more of a conflict of opinion among 


respondents over whether enough Negroes serve than in other states. 


A Virginia respondent said that from five to seven Negroes might 
be on a panel of 30, from two to five on a grand jury. A re- 
spondent said the number serving on federai juries throughout the 
state is "not sufficient." 

The respondents described two problems involved in 
getting satisfactory numbers of Negroes on federal juries. One 
is whether or not enough Negroes are called for jury service in 
the first place. The other is whether among those called, even 
if it is a "fair" number, enough Negroes get through the various 
processes of attrition to do what really counts--actually serve 
on a jury. 

One often cited reason for a smaller number of Negroes 
called for jury duty is the lack of knowledge of the Negro com- 
munity on the part of the mostly white court personnel. (All 
southern jury commissioners are white.) Prospective jurors are 
generally selected by a procedure described by the Judicial Con- 
ference of the United States in The Jury System in the Federal 
Courts, September 1960. It involves getting persons of sub- 
stance to recommend those who might be selected. Often, only 
white persons make these recommendations. Even the Negroes who 
make them might not be persons of knowledgeable acquaintanceship 
in the Negro community. They are often the Negroes who happen 
to come into contact with white persons. 


A Tennessee respondent said officials go to persons 
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such as the presidents of chambers of commerce for names for jury 
lists. Use of state jury lists was reported in parts of Georgia 
and Virginia. Use of voter registration lists -- which are no- 
toriously low in the number of Negroes -~- was reported in 
Mississippi. 

Some respondents singled out individual district 
courts where genuinely conscientious efforts seem to be made, 
with varying degrees of success, to get representative numbers 
of Negroes on the jury lists. These included the Middle District 
of Florida, the Atlanta Division of the Northern District of 
Georgia, the Middle District of North Carolina. 

The lawyers interviewed were inclined to attribute 
the high amount of attrition among prospective Negro jurors 
mostly to racial circumstances, partly to other causes. 

Peremptory challenges by opposing attorneys account 
for some of the attrition, particularly where the case involves 
Negroes. Negroes, in the view of defense attorneys, value Negro 
life and welfare, it seems, more highly than whites. Another 
reason often cited is economic, and it applies to large numbers 
of whites as well. Hourly wage earners (unless they have a union 
contract or other agreement guaranteeing compensatory pay) and 
persons of low income generally are unable to give up the working 
time (and pay) that jury service entails. So they get excused 
if they can. Negroes in disproportionately large numbers, com- 


pared with whites, are hourly wage earners and low-income workers 


in the South. A respondent in Mississippi commented that most 


— 


Negro hourly workers there could probably earn more serving on 


a federal jury. 
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a resolution which said in part: 


It is our strong conviction that only 
men of the highest professional competence 
and the fullest devotion to the declared 
principles of the Constitution should be 
charged with the judicial responsibility 
of enforcing federal laws in the South. 

It is our further conviction that no ap- 
pointment contrary to these qualifications 
however strongly urged by state or Con- 
gressional spokesmen, can satisfy the new 
politics of the South. In a situation 
where plain talk is desirable, we would 
report as plainly as we can that the pro- 
gressive leadership of the South, both 
Negro and white, would find the appoint- 
ment or promotion of any judge of well- 
authenticated segregationist views to 

be a severe blow to regional, national, 
and democratic interests. 


The problem of jury service is more complex. If the 
impressions of respondents in this survey are correct, then a 
great many more Negroes need to be called and to serve on 
southern federal juries. The widespread reports of non-use of 
low income and hourly income workers on southern juries raise 
questions beyond racial considerations. One may not only ask 
if it is possible under present circumstances to get a federal 
jury of peers for people who are not white, but also for persons 
who, regardless of race, are not middle-class. 

Proposals have been made to select jury lists much as 
public opinion poll samples are chosen -- at random in such num 
bers from lists of all qualified persons so as to get a true 
cross-section of the community in terms of the various socio-~ 
economic factors, including race and income level. Some such 


fresh approach seems needed. 
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There is an urgency to this. The goal of non-dis- 


criminatory selection of juries is to assure that only the facts 


and evidence of the case will affect outcome of a trial. It 
would be just as much a tragedy if public clamor and legal 
maneuvering over exclusion of Negroes from juries were to be- 
come a factor in the outcome of a trial as when this results 
from discriminatory bias in the composition of a jury. 
Reform of the basic institutions of American seciety 
is compelled by the logic of the civil rights movement. What 
began as an effort to correct the most glaring inequities of 
racial discrimination requires that the general structure of 


inequity be overhauled, looking toward the ideal of liberty and 


justice for all.

Black 
clouds often rise from the dump anc spread 
out over the nearby Negro homes bringing 
filth and even worse stench than usual. On 
a recent windy day, garbage flew long dis~ 
tances and landed on houses, in yards, and 
on the streets. 

‘People come to the dump to. gét théir food 
= food that is probably much, much worse 
than the food of those people we Americans 
send CARE packages to in other countries. 
These people must come because of an in« 
adequate welfare program and the refusal of 
the city to participate in Federal programs 
designed to alleviate the pain of an empty 
stomach. | 

The dump is not fenced in = although 
Negro schools and houses are nearby. There 
are pools of water in many places. Sixteen 
year=-old Frank Perry jumped into what looked 
like a mudpuddle but turned out to be a 
6=16 foot deep hole. He will never «hed a 
Woman or have a child. He will never love 
a woman or have a child. There was no warn- 
ing sign and when the police finally arrived 
a long time later,there was still a mud - 
puddle.a child might step or fall into, and 
weeks later it is the same — no fence, no 
warning. | 

And so a breeding place of insects and 
disease, a filthy blight in the Negro neigh= 
borhood, and a death=-trap for the careless 
continues. ‘When concerned lionroe residents 
went to City Hall after Frank Perry's death, 
they were told the dump might be moved — in 
a few years. As always, the loss of Negro 
life means little or nothing to those who 
rule, and we in hiobroe must act to protect 
the lives of our people. 
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Since the Ferriday project opened at the 


end of June, harassments, arrests, and in- 
tinidations have plagued the project. The

RE: Summer Project Workers URGENT 


Four areas of CORE's Southern Region are planning concentrated 
efforts during Summer 1965. Volunteers and Task Force workers 
are needed in order to carry out the projects successfully, and 
we are requesting your help to build this work force. 


Because of the other projects being planned for next summer by . 
FDP, SNCC, SCLC and many others, it has become obvious that we 
must make a concert effort to involve people in CORE's program. 
Ourprimary problem is our financial inability to hire as many 
Task Force workers as we need, and must rely heavily on self-- 
supporting or individually sponsored volunteers to staff CORE 
projects throughout the South. , 


CORE chapters can be of tremendous assistance in this area. Work 
could begin now to raise funds specifically for the purpose of 
giving subsistence support to project volunteers, and to set up 
workshops to acquaint members and interested parties with our 
summer plans. Some members, particularly students, may well be 
interested in working on one of the projects for the summer-- 
and may even have the resources to support themselves in many 
cases. Your chapter, or a member of your chapter, might have 
contacts in your community who could come down or subsidize 
another worker's coming down. 


Expenses on an average project run to $15-25 a week--a maximum 
of $250 for the ten-week summer project duration. We are also 

} in need of cars, particularly for voter registration work, and 

: would like as many volunteers who can to bring onw down. Need- 
| less to say, funds are needed for everything--but our most vital 
 § need is of people. | 


| We are planning a major "big push" in Louisiana, that will re- 
quire approximately 60 self-supporting volunteers, and 40 Task 
Force people who will probably come from the Southern Campuses. 
It will require ahout 25 volunteers cars, along with the regu- 
lar project cars. The success of the project is vitally im- 
portant in terms of movement progress in the state--and in the 
South. Remember that the whips of both House and Senate in 
Washington are duly "elected" officials of this state, segre- 
, gationists, and part of a statewide political machine that has 
: made it impossible for the Negro community to have a voice in 
i § what happens to it. Powerful bosses like Leander Perez must 
| ts be dealt with, and the only way to succeed in this is with mas- 
sive Negro registration, political activity, education, and sig- 
nificant changes in the economic structure of the state. None > 
of this can be accomplished through the efforts of a handful of 
CORE staff people, although that is exactly what has made the | 
progress that thus far exists. However, a"big push" is defini- 
tely needed if we are to make actual, significant social change. 
And this "big push" requires a "big" number of dedicated people 


to carry it out. 


Northern Florida has made tremendous gains in Negro registration 
in a few areas--for instance, when CORE workers began a voter re- 
pieteeston project in Gadsdén County in January, 1964, there were - 
65 Negroes registered to vote, there are now more than 5,000. 
A community center has been developed in Chattagoochie that is 
supported and operated by local people, and many other programs 
have been initiated. This summer, freedom schools, adult educa- 
tion programs , voter registration gains in other areas any many 
other such programs sorely needed by the Negro community could 
be successfully developed--but workers are needed to organize 
them. The project needs 25 vduntzers, and of course as many cars 
as possible, to carry on the program planned. 


south Carolina is concentrating on voter registration and politi 
caleeducation, in an effort to defeat Strom Thurmond and his ma- 
chine in 1966. The present staff has asked for about 35 volun- 
teers to make concrete progress in this direction this summer. 
North Carolina, too, is concentrating on these areas and has ask- 


ed for about 15 volunteers. 


With your help, we might provide the projects with the personnel 
they need for the greatest possible gains. 


If you would like more details on the projects or needs, can raif& 
funds to support workers, or can enlist volunteers aid, please 

get in touch with Debbie Bernstein at the Southern Regional Of- 
fice. Enclosed is a copy of the Task Force application form, 
which we are also using for volunteers for the summer; please 
reproduce it and distribute it to interested people.

This tape is a recording of the memorial service for murdered civil right workers 
James Chaney, Michael Schwerner and Andrew Goodman held on August 16, 1964 at the 
Site of the burned down Mt, Zion Methodist Church outside Philadelphia in Neshoba 
County, Mississippi. The church was burned on June 15 and on Jue 19 the three wor- 
kers went to investigate the burning, Chaney and Schwerner had been making trips 

to that area for some months and had held meetings in the church, It has perhaps 
not been made clear by the mass news media that only Goodman was a summer vol- 
unteer, Schwerner and Chaney, both CORE staff members, had been working in the 
eastern part of the 4th congressional district since January. The memorial was 
attended by several hundred people, most of them residents of Neshoba County. 

The Mt. Zion Church, The memorial was held 12 days after the bodies were found 

and Mt. Zion is only five miles from that spot. After the invocation, the first 
speaker is Ben Chaney, James’ 12 year old brother, You will notive that at one 
point in his talk he says "I want them (Sheriff Rainey and his deputies) to hear 
this good," He says this because the Sheriff is standing om the sidelines listening, 


In early August, shortly after the bodies were discovered, COFO (Council of Federated 
Organizations) sent a number of workers into Philadelphis to establish the Neshoba 
Project under the leadership of CORE national vice chairman Rudy Lombard. The pr0- 
ject is now staffed by four CORE task force workers ad a volunteer, The programs 
include voter registration (several successful freedom days have been held at the 
Neshoba County Courthouse in Philadelphis), freedom registration and participation 
in all aspects of the Freedom Democratic Party (Philadelphia had a 90% vote in the 
freedom ballot in November), A community center, library and welfare program (dis- 
trubution of food, clothing, vitamins medical supplies, etc.) have been set up and 
are being run by local citizens, A freedom school is operating with classes for 
both children and adults, It currently offers math, French, and Negro history. An 
agricultural program is under way to increase the amount of federal aid to farmers 
in the county and possible to form cooperative among farmers. 


The minister who gives the introduction at the beginning of the memorial service is 
Rev, Melvin L, Kirkland, On October 16, 1964, Rev. Kirkland became the first Negr’ 
registered in the registration drive, Previously there had been only four Negroes 
registered in the entire county, As the project continues the CORE workers hope to 
add many new voters to the books, Rev, Kirkland had taken the registration test 

five times since 1952 but the white officials failed him on all those attempts. He 
is chairman of the Neshoba County Movement's Executive Committee and his house in the 
rural Longdale Community is but half a mile from the site of Mt. Zion Church,

blanks and taught people how to fill them out. So far no regular clinics. 
Rev Gray said that use of his church will bave to be cleared with his 
pastor. He made the statement that "all progress in the local community 
should be aided and supported by the pastors of churches". Mrs. Gray is 
one of the two cooks at Mt. Olice Elementary School. There are 160 stu- 
dents in grades 1-8. The school is three make shift frame buildings in 
poor condition. According to the Grays, Mt. Olive has no community ties 
except the school, church, and Masonic Lodge (15 members). The school 
and church are right next ot one another. 

There is very little farming. Most people are employed in nearby Bernice 
as construction workers. 

There are 7 churches in Mt. Olive — all pastors live outside of Claiborne 
parish. 

Haynesville Headstart has problems. Friendship Church has to make repairs 
to bring it up to standards demanded by the government. So the pastor 

has asked that the director and teachers in Headstart promise to donate 


a certain percentage of their wages. The church must be repaired by 
tomorrow. Rev. Rhodes and Judy Fleiss will get together tomorrow to 
discuss this.

The waitress came and Pam ordered a 7=-up and ice cream 
which the waitress brought. Pan then said “is ther any particular reason 
why he (Jerry) can't be served?" The waitress said “I just work here". 
Pam asked for the manager and lady across the room said that she was the 
owner and that she kikn't have to serve any white trash. Pam and Jerry 
got up and started leaving for the door, leaving the food untouched. The 
owner said, "you haven't paid for your food“, Pam replied, “I didn't eat 
it either", The two left. 

Arrest occured at 1:30 pm. One sheriff (deputy) and one city policeman 
pulled up in front of Freedom House. Sheriff asked for Pam. Sheriff 
Said she was under arrest for theft of food. Pam asked to see it.

and Harold Ickes, adn a local Negro, James Willians, were handing out leaf- 
lets concerning Negro complaints about the mill (poor wages, no promotions, 
facilities, etc.). One man who had been drinking hit Harold and knocked him 
down. He was 0. W. Holt, License no. 42F-444, ‘5% Blue Rambler. | 
Holt then went to his car inside the mill yard, where his wife and three 
children were sitting, and took out a <2 rifle. He aimed it at the workers, 
then raised it toward the sky and shot twice. Then he went back to the 

mill yard. The police were called, end they came and tuld the man to leave. 
Harold wouldn't press charges because "he didn't see any good it would do", 
Holt and the police left. 

The 4 pm shift came on and there were about 115 Negrcees getting off of the 
earlier shift. The workers again began passing out leaflets. One white man 
named James Earl, license no 42F-032, white 150 Mercury Comet, walked to 
his car. Holt came back - he walked around the parking lot and then cane 
back to Harold and began te oe verbally abusive. Earl came back, drew back 
and hit Harold and both jumped at him and began beating on him. Harold got 
into the noneviclent position and then Tony and James approached. Holt then 
drew another gun, a pistol, and pointed it at then. Tony and James ran 

off and called the police again, while Zarl was still beating Harold. 

Police came and both Karl and Holt ran off. The superintendant of the hill, 
Schwartz, and the police picked up Holt and he was arrested and put in jail 
on charges of drunkeness. The charges were pressed by the Superintendant 

of the mill, Schwartz, who also cane te Harold and apologized for the whole 
incident. The workers have heard, but aren't sure, that Holt was fired by 
the mill. No charges were pressed against Earl. The FBI was called by

Donnie lee left for New Orleans last night; a few more people from here will 
be traveling back there tomorrow. 

The march will begin at 2:50 pm. There will be picketing in the morning. 
Ike Reynolds brought new voter registration forms. We are gathering together 
young people for talk planned by the MCHR on birth control. 


July 14, 1965 


11:25 pa 
Joan Grieco: WMarched peacefully. White man arrested but we do not know why. 


Bridge blocked as we knew beforehand. We kneit at the bridge for a few 
moments and returned home. Mr. Young and kr. Lomax told us earlier that 
this was not the day for civil disobedience. A fire cracker was set off 
during the march but nobody was hurt. 

Saturday we were picketing at Columbia Road. I was sprayed with insecticide 
and black paint. Local Negro boy was accused of bumping a white girl and 
was arrested. We stopped picketing for a few minutes and as we returned, 
the same man who sprayed me, hit John Hanilton. 

Monday, on our way back to the barber shop, cars came out of an alley and 
tried to hit us. As I was taking their lisence plate number, a man grabbed 
me by the neck from behind and tried to throw me into the street. One 
girl screamed and the whites fled. Earlier John Hanilton had been hit by 
two whites and was taken to jail but was not charged. 

Yesterday, aS we were waling toward Columbia Road the same man who sprayed 
me and tried to hit Farmer, hit me on the neck with his fist. ‘tie filed 
charges. l1was not seriously hurt. 


July 15, 165 


2:20 pm 

Charlse Currier: Louis Lomax is here. He led the march for four blocks ar 
and then left. He has been doing this all week. He managed to get into 
the governor's meeting when nearly everyone else failed. 

Forty-eight people picketed peacefully yesterday. There were more today 
with no incidents so far. There was protection to and from the picket line. 
The march today is scheduled for 2:30 pm with a mass meeting to follow 
tonight at 7:30 pm. 

Alan Cartner is arriving today or tomorrow in Bogalusa. 

There are many political problems here. We will fill in the details in 

the future.

Ike Reynolds: March today — there are from 500 — 600 people. 

We are now on our way back from the Courthouse. It had begun to rain

30 ~ 40 State Troopers present at the picketing of the Pine Tree Plaza 
Shopping Center. Included in the shopping center and being picketed are 
such places as the Lallaza Restaurant, a Speed Wash Laundramat with a 
"Whites Only, Please"' sign outside, and a Five and Dime. The picket was 
composed of 5 whites and 5 Negroes, 5 local people and 5 out of towners. 
There Was a considerable amount of brutality on the picket line. There 
were 6 or 6 whites involved and no weapons, only hands were used, as far 

aS could be seen. John Hamilton, a white summer volunteer from Los Angeles, 
was knocked temporarily unconscious. Charlse Bellows, a white summer vol- 
unteer from South Hampton, N. ¥., was hit by a number of men. He has a 
large egg=like knot on his right temple. Alan Gartner, a white teacher fro 
from Boston, and National Public Relations Director for CORE, was with the — 
press at the picket line and was shoved around a great deal and clouted 

on the side of the head and his glasses were knocked off. 

After the harrassment, State Troopers, who had previously just been stand- 
ing around, provided some protection. (It was later reported that three of 
the white men who were beating at the picketers were arrested.) Gartner 
decided to halt the picket and put the five girls and Hamilton into a car 
to get them out. Just then City Police made their first appearance of 

the day. Three of them arrested 10 marchers for trespassing and brought 
them to the Courthouse.

The report also is that police tried to get her out of the jail and into the 
mob of jeering whites waiting outside. When she refused to go out, she was 
Slightly beaten, not badly, but unpleasantly.

escorted her out. She is in a home in the community resting now. The 

Justice Department is investigating very actively. Mr. Dore saw the bruta= 
lity outside of the shopping center yesterday.

Alan Gartner: Definitely a march today at 2:30 pm. At this time the nine 
persons are still in jail. The students from Minneapolis arrived safely

At one store, the owner started washing the window with a hose 
from the curb, spraying the picketers as they walked on the sidewalk. They 
continued to picket. At Ray's Barber Shop, Henry Park and Victor Levine 
from San Francisco were sprayed with hot water and doused with soap as : 
they picketed. A Bogalusa police officer stopped the owner after a few | 
minutes. Fruit and eggs were thrown during the march. Delores Taylor was | 
hit below the right eye with a watermelon rind. She was taken to Charity | 
Hospital followed by a group of whites who attempted to assault the others 
as they waited for Delores in the waiting roome — 

Another girl was taken out of the march and put into "protective" custody, 
but returned after the march uninjured. A local girl was arrested and let 
out on personal bond. Henry Park was arrested for calling an officer a 
son of a bitch and has probably been released. 

We have a maSs meeting tonight at Ebenezer. Tomorrow we are doing no work. 
We might test a few restaurants.

In the meantime a crowd of about 
200 people had gathered, predominantly Negro, and they were extrmely 
stirred up. To keep them together and prevent any violence Archie climbed 
on top of a car and started leading Freedom songs. Then the police 


stepped up and Archie was arrested. The arresting officer was Laughton. 
Laughton talked to the man who had been beating the workers, but he was 
not arrested. Workers have bail money and are attempting to get Archie 
released. FBI man McGordy is there now. 


12 midnight | 
James Petersen (local Negro working with CORE): James called from a pay 
phone to say that Archie is out of jail and fined. They have housing with 
a local fanily for tonight anyway, but don't want to say where. Expected 
to see Ronnie Moore tomorrow, but he will be there either Thursday or

The manager named les told 
them they werc on the wrong side, but they too were served. 

Shots were fired into the home of Roosevelt Hayes yesterday also. This 
took place Saturday night at 9 pn. Actually the residence belongs to Foster 
Hayes; Roosevelt is his sone Roosevelt was in the back yard and heard a 
car ride by and then heard someone = a man's voice — holler, "wake up, 
you black son of a bitch". Then 5 shots were fired — bullets later were 
found in the house. Mr. Hayes called the local Sheriff who came with a 
deputy and conducted a light investigation. The Baton Rouge office called 


the FBI.

The representatives were Mr. Collins 
from Tennessee, and Mr. Basil Garrett from Arkansas. They told Smith 
that in 1949 practically all the tenets found in Title VII had been 
incorporated into the union. In effect, there is no excuse for the union 
not enforcing the provisions of Title VII, as Smith had previously said. 
There is a plan in the union to oust Smith. There is a meeting Monday 
night so that union members can become more familiar with Roberts Rules of 
Crder and can function better at the regular union meetings. 

The Holiday Capri, part of the Holiday Motel chain, charged 4 Negro women 
from Tallulah a total of 10 for cover charge in addition to the #12 

they had just spent on food and drinks. 

Alec and Harold plan to go tomorrow and find out whether everyone has to 
pay cover charge.

WNEW Radio has revealed exclusively charges that teen- 
age negro and white girls, arrested hring freedom eidimetcat- 
ions, have been subjected to indignities in prisons in Mississ- 
ippi and Georgia. 

Rape, sexual abuses and other indignities were reported 
by Dr. Jean Noble of New York University, and Dorothy Height, 
President of the National Association of Negro Women. Com- 
plaints are expected to be filed with the Justice Department. 

The station first started broadcasting the story Wednesday, 
June 5, at 4 P.M, and continued throughout the evening. On 
Thursday, June 6, a half-hour version was broadcast at 1l A.M. 


and on Sunday, June 9, a 25-minute updated report will be

Other reports of abuses and indignities come from 

Dr. Jean Noble, an associate professor at N.Y.U.'S 
Center for Human Relations and Community Studies. 

Dr. Noble is president of an organization of some 

35=-thousand college girls and alumnae -- a service 
sorority known as Delta Sigma Theta. She details 

the story of one 23-year old white girl who was 


arrested in a freedom demonstration. 


She has been on a hunger strike in jail for about 
two weeks, And when she was in jail she was asked 
to strip naked and stand before the male prisoners 
in the yard of the jail. Now there've been lots 

of rape and most of the girls who have been admitted 
to the Jackson, Mississippi jail have been subjected

So far, we have heard from leaders of large organi- 
zations concerned with the problem... passing on 
information from sources which they consider un- 
impeachable.

to come by. It's not difficult to understand that 
a wWonali == a girl -- who has experienced these 
indignities would be reluctant to discuss them 
pubiicly. It takes a iot of courage. The kind of 
courage exhibited by Shirley Smith.... an attractive 
girl in her 20's.... who works for the African- 
Ainerican Institute.... a group closely connected 
with United Nations activities. 

Miss Smith, a white girl, went on a freedom ride... 
and was arrested in Jackson, Mississippi. Her crime: 
She was sitting in the Negro section of the Jackson 


Bus Terminal lunch counter.

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I was sentenced for a breach of the peace to six 
months in jail. My bail was established at $500. 
I was fined $200. In the cell immediately next 
to us were two young 16-year old Negro girls.... 
and the first sign I had of most unusual cruel 
treatment was that the two 16 year-old girls were 
denied a shower curtain, and this meant that if 
they were going to shower -- and mind you it 

was July in Jackson and very hot -- they had to 


shower with no protection. 


There were no female attendants, and so we raised 
the question politely with the jail authorities 
that we felt if we had a shower curtain -- and we . 
were all white in our cell -=- that we felt the 
Negro girls should have one. And we were simply 
chided for false modesty and told that usually 
this is the way -- the words they used were 


not that polite -- that Negroes were treated.

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We had a little toilet facility in the jail, in 
the cell itself -- and, as I say, bunks for four 


of us.

back of a jeep and driven about 150 miles from the 
city of Jackson. We had armec police cars in 

front of us and behind us and sub-machine guns. You 
couldn't imagine such an escort for a group of 
people who were peacefully demonstrating. 


What was the age range of the group? 


Well, one woman was a grandmother in her midesixties 
and the youngest girl in our group was 18. Anda 
few of us fell into the late twenties and thirties. 
There were two older women in our group, both of 
them attorneys from California. We had heard that 
they were forcing the girls to submit to some very 
rude and cruel investigation prior to being finally 


placed in their cells.

Specifically, the women plan to see for themselves

I'm out! I've never liked jails, but I was never so happy to 
leave a jail as I was to leave that one -=- despite the fact that 
it probably was the ckeanest jail and had ty far the best food of 
any I've been in. 

The mental competency hearing was to have been at 2:00 Friday. 
About 2:30 Judge Myers returned from lunch, and was about to begin -=- 
witnesses and representatives of thempress standing around, waiting 
a bit impatiently -- when Att'y Rodriguez asked permission to set up 
a court recorder. The judge looked a bit surptised, granted permission, 
then pulled the psychiatrist's report giving mem a clean bill of health 
from a drawer in his desk, handed it to Mr. Rodriguez, stated that he 
would have a copy made and a release order written up. When an amazed 
reporter asked if that was all, the judge just nodded 'yes'.& He also 
lowered the bond on the other two charges from $1,500 to $1,000, 
which we put up with the aid of a imgakr bondsman from Oriando. Local 
bondsmen wouldn't go my bond, and Mr. Lewis, the bondbman from Orlando 
who did mentioned that he had run into some static over it. 

But I'm leaving out a couple of weeks of reports. Let me start 
at the beginning. From Dayton I went to Knoxville, where I discussed 
the situation of the Sumter County co-ops awith Connie Brown of 
Highlander, who had been working with them. Then I continued on 
to Koinonia, contacted the people there on some committees, and an 
R.A.D. official who felt that his gov't. agency would be willing to 
put up almost unlimited low interest loans for such a project, as they 
feel that they will save much more in the long run in reduced relief 
loads. At the meeting held Monday, July 8, reports were made by 
committees investigating terms of a co-ops taking over the pecan 
plant. James Mayes, a farmer who was a high school teacher and head 
of the PTA in Lee County and was fired when the PTA defended students 
wh o had refused to go to school until a student suspended for writing 
a dissertation on freedom would be allowed back in school (the whole 
teaching staff and the principal were fired, and all the teachers were 
fired again at the end of this pasé year), has begun showing considderable 
leadership. SNCC is hebping, but its help is somewhat diminished 
because most of the people have little or no experiance with co-ops, and 
because different people are involved each time (I'm not blaming the 
SNCC staff for this, the last batch are most frequently in jail). 
Friction has also developed with Clarence Jordan over SNCC’'s use of 
people not committed to non-violence, and of techniques not entirely 
non=violent in his view. I'm quite sure I could straighten out this 
latter difficulty if I could stay there a while, but Wednesday I 
had to get down to Tallahassee, 

In Tallahassee, demonstrations had stopped, largely because of 
the combination of the students being gone fpr the summer, and fatigue 
on the part of Pat Due. Mhe shtuation remings me of the bible story of 
the battle in which the People of Israel would win as long as Moses held 
his arms high, but as he became fatigued, the people lost heart and 
f@11 back. So it is in Tallahassee with Pat. We immediately reorganized 
the picketting (the lines are now 4 ormmore white, and there seems to 
be considerable enthusiasm among white suppotters, though there 
are portents of trouble from the Johns committee to them.). We 
got out a newsletter entitled "The CORE of the Matter", and I used my 
meager skill as a stencil-cutter (much more meager than skill). to 


get out a flyer on the meeting which people distributed, and ad a 
: ood turn-out; some 45 persons, or whom 17 were 
resutl “it was aecided to continue the picketting of the Atala it 


ition 
Friday evdnings, saturdays, and sundays, to attempt to open direct 
negotiations with the central office of the company through Dr. Minas 
the Chaplain at F.S.U.. The committee was directed to study further 
action at the pools where white students were arrested for going 
to the Negro pool which is the only one near campus (probably one 
reason for the increased activity of whites!), and Negro students 
(Priscilla Stevens) for going to the White pool. Actually there 
seems to be some error, as my observation has indicated that bothh 
pools are bluel The march on Washington and the possibility of a 
march on Tallahassee to try to get an executive order in the state 
were discussed, and both assigned to committee. After this I served a 
Koinonia Fruit Cake, etc., which enlivened people's spirits to the 
poigt of getting a party started which had a strong bntegrating effect 
on the group. | 
During that day, Tues., July 16,Pat had gotten a telegram ordering 
her and John and two others gmt to appear fro questioning the following 
day concerning their suit against teh city officials, sheriff, theaters, 
et. al., and We spent the following day on that. The lawyer, Maurice 
osen, a cousin of Tobias Simon's, seemed satisfied. : 
Thursday morning I caught a 4:25 Greghound for Dunnellon, arriving \/ 
around8:45 A.M... I got off the bus just acwoss the line in Citrus | 
county near the home of Betty Wright, a local CORE leader, and walked to 
Betty's house. I had breakfast there, and discussed local problems with 
Betty, her mother, Rev. Townsend (The 80-year-old Moses of Dunnellon 
RE, complete with staff!), and others, talked with a U.P.I. reporter, 
Al Lee, and then it was about 11:40 and most people had already left 
for the picket line in fyont of segregated "Mrs. Me"'s cafe. I went with 
Bettyz to the line, where, as we approached she took a couple of pictures. 
I suggested that it is important to get some identifying oBject into the 
picture so that anyone lookingtat them will know where they were taken. 
she asked me to demonstrate, which I did, kneeling by the curb to get one 
shot showing boyh the line and the cafels sign. Just then a car parked 
where I had been standing and I stood betwween it and another to 
get another shot of the reflection of the line in the store's window. 
A police car had dgawn up and a cop called out "C'mere a minu I want 
to talk te you.” "Sure, just a second," I answered, taking the picture, 
closing the camera case, and returning it to Betty. I hen walked over 
to the officer, answered his questions concerning my name and employer, 
and asked his identification. One ossifer’showed me a duputy sherriff's 
badge, the other, a Dunnellon cop refused to identifyea himself, ) 
saying mks he was not involved. He then asked me to get inte the car so 
they could take me to ask me some questions. I told them I was busy 
right then. Mhe deputy, Noland, then said that if I would not come 
voluntarily he would arrest me for vagrancyd Surprised, I said, “But 
how can you do that when I'm employed and have money? See, here's 
cash and a pay check!" showing them my wallet. They did not take it, 
but arrested me and I then got into the car. Eventually I was taken 
to the county Jail in OcalaMM, where I was told by Chief Deputy Geiger 
that I didn't have togsay anything if I didn't want to, that I could 
call my lawyer, that I would be treated as anyone else would, with the 
same rkghts he would have if he were in there, that no one is beaten there. 
IT asked if freedom from illegal searchpand seizure or false or capricious 
arrest were not among the rights he enjoyed.

jail where I was placed in a segregated white cell. About ten or 11 
prisoners were in a day room, and there were also three little cells 
with fomr beds each. Someone said there was an empty bunk in the middle 
cell, mpper left. I found it and began to spread my sheet on it, when 
a fellow walke d over and asked what I was in for. I fold him, ‘Vagzmancy... 
or at least that's what the man called it. I had money and a job. ... 
WZ hat are you in for?" While I had been talking I had heard a voice 
ask 'Is that the one?' and another answer, ' We don't know for sure; 
wait, let's see... " and I saw the two go over to the little 
speaking hole and talk to a guard or deputy (I think) out in the 

hall, The fellow hadn't answered my question, so I told him my name, 
and asked his. When he didn't answer, and I could feel the tension, 

I decided it was abest to continue tq quietly make my bed, and wait 
until things might cool to the point where I could talk to people. 

As I tucked in the last edge of the sheet, the whole bunch of them 

came at me (I think they all did, but I'm not really certain now. At 
the time I had the impression it was all of them), hit me in them head 
knocking my head against the wall. I fell down, and people began 
knocking my head against the toilet rim, while others kicked me and a 
few reached for my shirt collar to pulljme up so they could slug me in 
the face. Soon they had kicked me under a bea. Someone threwge cold 
water in my face == I'm not sure if I'd ever lost consclousness, or 
not. I#d been fleading with them to talk, not fight, and now as I lay 
trying to regain my breath someone came up and kicked me in the leg and 
Said "Nigger, you wanted to talk] talk!". After a while I stood up, 
holding on to the bed to steady myself, the obscenely viscious anti- 
Negro slogans they had been ye@ling still ringing in my ears. A fellow, 
looking somewhat sympathetic, came over, picked up a nickle that 

had dropped out of my pocket, and handed it to me. My eyes were seeing 
tuukre four of everything, however, and I just dropped it again. He 
asked, I think, why I went around with colored pdeople, and I explained 
that I had been asked to come to Dunnelon to work with the 60ORE chapter 
there by a friend I'é met at FAMU (Betty). As he appeared xbout to 

ask another question the rattling of keys was heatd, and someone called 
out "The guards!", and these valiant sons of the South again drew 
courage to fall upon me = I guess about five or six of them this 

time. The guards then came in and took me out. As I walkedout someone 
Slugged me in the back from behind, and a voice, I suppose that of a guard, 
said "Oh, let's have no more of that," in the tone one uses to scold a 
small child who sticks out his tongee. 

I was then placed in a Negro & Puerto Rican cell, where prisoners 
gave me a towel to wash my face with. later I talked with Betty and Lee 
who saw what I looked like and got pretty upset. Friday they tried to 
go my bail =-- then up to $1,500, and were met with a temporary detention 
order charging mental incompetence. Apparently they did not want to 
let me out befpre the marks dissappeareda (they have now, except for a 
sore ear and a constant dull headaceh, which don't show on photographs). 
fhe hearing was set for Wednesday, July 24, and then postponed to Friday, 
the 26, when, as I mentioned above, at the charge was summarilly dropped, 
and &#ahat evening I was released on Bond. f& 

In Dunnellon people are afraid right now, and I think it will be 

better if I go back to Tallahassee now, and come backe to the Ocalla mass 
meeting Tuesday evening, and then wait to go up to Dunnallon on Wednesday 
evening for the mass meeting. I doubt they would invade a church to arrest 
me, or to arrést others, and I think that we can rekindle hope tlhere. Im 
sure Betty can do an excellant job in the mean time, I'll probably call 
in to the office tommorrow, though, to get y'all's advice. I think it's

The préctice of picketing a place of bus=: 


iiu.ess is 4 well established phencemenon on 
the American scene. Dating back at least 
to the early days of the labor movement in 
this country, picketing may be looked up- 
on as an outgrowth of the Constitutional 
guarantee of free speech and the right to 
petition. 

The Supreme Court, in two separate cases 
in 190, has held that forbidding peaceful 
picketing is an abridgement of freedom of 
speech. 

Tradition and custom have not only recog- 
nized picketing as a legitimate activity, 

- but recommend observance and respect even 
if one has no direct stake in the contro= 
versy being aired or in its outcome. In 
many places, crossing a picket line has 
come to be as little sanctioned as is pok- 
ing fun at another man's religion, 

By and large, University students have 
dezonstrated their recognition of the right 
of others to voice their opinions without 
hinds ance. Whether for, against, or 
neutral about integration, students, by 
their fair minded attitude toward those 
participating in the picketing, have been 
anc are upholding a significant exercise 
of freedom.

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BaRTLEY SPEAKS AT OPEN FORUM 

The. controversial public accomodations 
provisions of the civil rights pro gram 
now before Congress does not differ much 
from the Civil Rights Act of 1875,.ac- 
cording to Dre Ee Re Bartley, U of F 
Political Science professor. 

Dr. Bartley, addressing an audience of 
150 attending the Summer Session's last 
Open Forum, pointed out that the major 
difference is in the Constitutional source 
empowering Congress to act on the issue. 
Whereas the current bill draws its author- 
ity from the Interstate Commerce Clause 
of the Constitution, authority for the 
earlier bill was the Civil Rights Section 
of the 1th Amendment.

Dear Jim, Marcia, et.al. 

Mohday night I returned to Dunellion, Florida for their mass meeting. 
Reve Pinckston, the advisor to the NAACP youth in Ocala, was arrested 
before the meeting on chargew of contributing to the delinquéncy of a 
minor. <Apparrently the people still were too determined to be scared 
off by this: 150 camel Four were white, including myself, but thought 
the others were all native Floridians, none were from Dunnellon. Tthe 
meeting was dynamic andvdetermined. Even when the lights went out, we 
just kept on di ng&@tg and people went up and made contributions to the 
new Dunnellon CORE, and the only result of the lights gbing out at a 
time when one might have feard panic, was that there was probably a larger 
collection than there otherwise might have been. There were deputies arom 
but ddspite their fear people did not flee straight home as they did before 
but went across the street, had 2 soda or candy bar, and stood arousid 
talking over the meeting. You have Betty Ann Wright, Box 403, Dunnellon, 
the director of the group on all your lists, don't you? 

Tuesday night I got up here. No real progress had been made, but 
a meeting was held that night here with some 40-odd people who selected 
a committee to arragne the constitution, etc., after hearing an official 
from RAD (Rural Areas Devdopement) describe all the government funds he ~ 
could get for us OR ANY OTHER GROUP OF FARMERS IN THE SOUTHEAST TRYING 
TO FROVIDE EMPLOYMBNT FOR THEMSELVES WHERE THEY ARE RATHER THAN MOVING 
TO THE CITIES @Ruleville?). They also promise to study the srea to 
determine the most promising potential industries, etc., and are specifi- 
cally looking for oppressed groups. I hope to see Mr. Delton again this 
afternoon to get more detaias. SNCC had assigned a fellow named John 
Perdew to the project, but he is now in jail, reportedly beaten and under 
$43 ,000-bond, so they have given up as signing a specific person. Ralph 
Allen of SNCC who was supposed to be on the Constitution committes is 
in jail also under the same conditions. Let me describe that sequence of 
events. 

Thurdday night we had a mass meeting in Americas. It started on 
time!!% Well before 8:00 many people were singing freedom songs. A 
dymamic crow& yelled approval of suggestion to continue their demonstra- 
thons and about a dozen decided to register to vote the following after- 
noon, including Billy Wittkamper, a white boy from Koinonia who'd just 
cone of age. People continued to sing as they walke out of the church. 
Don Harris, the SNCC leader here, Ralph Allen, and John Perdew got them 
to walk two-by-two so as to avoid charges of blocking the sidewalks. As | 
people began to disperse in an orderly manner, The twovfellows I'd come 
with and I drove off, as did most of the SNEC people. Afterwe'd left, 
however, kxhaxSkerriff% police attacked the three remaining leaders. They 
arrested them, nd when they weht limp, policebegan beatting them. Under 
provacations by the police, fights then broke out between the police and 
the previously peaceful, but now leaderless crowd. Friday Billy, his 
brother Greg, and I were msssing through Americus and stopped at the 
courthouse for Billy to register. As we entered, two febloows from the 
Sumter County movement warned us that only two could register at a time, 
but since only Billy was registerring, we 211 walked on. W#lmest as soon 
as we'd found the door of the deer registration office, we were accosted 
by the shefriff in a vulger and insultingvmanner, told that we were not | 
residents of the county (without our having said anything at all), had | 
no busingss there, and ordered oute When we insisted on Billy's right 
to régister, he wags allowed to remain, with the sherriff standing o¥er 
him, but the otler two of us were ordered outside where we waited by 
Greg's care While we waited we learned that there would be abother meeting 


that night. We couldn't go however, as we had to gote a meeting of the = 
co-op's constitution committee. ae

RAD is willing to 
providetraining, but that would make it impossible to get going this 
season. A subcommittee was delegated bé inguire into the pos-:ibility 
of land purchases, because many of the farmers most in need are now 
afraid of joining us becawe they rent all their land and want to be able 
first to have something to fall back on.

It was just as bullet 
riddied as could bee Twenty-seven bullets were fired trhough it one 


day last fall within a fliinutel! Miraculously, no one wes hurt. _——— 


As for the events of Friday night in Americus, I'm enclosing a 
statement of an anonymous citizen of Americus which I just interrupted 
this report to takee Please make several copies and send me a couple. 
Thankse I've gotten a couple of news repotts out on the scene here, but 
only my Minneapolis friends seem to have given it any real play. 

Listen, did you send any lawyer or law student or something down 
here? There's a rumor that a young lawyer or law student connected with 
CORE is among the seriously injured from either Friday night or last 
nighte The fellow in question has a broken leg and a hell'uva bond! 

I'll tr» to find out in the mean time. There seem to have been at least 
four and perhaps six seriously injused from Friday. There were more 
demonstrations yesterday, and there was another mass meeting today, 

but I don't know of any demonstrations yet... I went in around 6:00 and 
the town was quiet. I'll see again when I have to pick up some pople at 
the bus depot at 9:50. In the mem tine I don't want to get arreste d — 
again if it can be conveniently avoided. 

It “ould probably be very good if Farmer cmid speak in Tallahassee, 
Dunnellon, Ocalla, and perhaps several other towns -- oh, yes, and 
Gainesville -- Florida in early September. Possible? Oh, in case ym 
should ne ed it, the phone here is 924-7255, Area code 912.

Agter 17 days in here I 
was promised a hearing today, to be officially informed of chagges against 
ists eee as The law, I've heard, says a prisoner was to be arraigned before 
a judge within 72 hours of his arrest. But that's in the United States, not 
in Sheriff Chappel's fief! Well, another day and still no arraignment. 

 Meantshile, CORE’s least dependable field worker spends his time pacing, 

reading, writing, pacing, and playing dominoes; held without bond on a capital 
charge, along with three others here on capital charges. Some 150-200 others 


from Americus are being held under far_vorse conditéons in Lee and Terrell 
counties. I amwell. Some of the others are not. 


"As Haley knows from our conversation of several hours before my arrest 
I'd hope d to avoid arrest.......However, twenty-eight determined young people 
set out to demonstrate; I did not join tham, but went slong about twenty yards 
behind, to observe. Where they were stoppedda large and sympathetic crowd 
gathered, watched, shocked, while the solemn demonstrators knelt and prgyed 
Soon, a pick-up truck eppeared, the demonstrators entered it with no resistance. 
and were quickly driven off. Then the cops, eemaiagly trying to provoke a fight 
beget pushing the crowd of onlookers back up in the street with their sticks. To 
prevent a fight, a couple of us the crowd asking, "Go back 
to the church, just go back to the church. ' , boom! And here I am. And yet, 
what else was to be done? Important a9 my work was, it wasn't worth giving the 
police another excuse to to shoot into thet crowd:”

when the officer he sent to arrest me, Alford, testified correctly that I'd 
told people to go back to the church, which was in the firection the police 
were pushing. Alford insisted on saying “Niggers”* and C.B. (Attorney C.B. King) 
took him to task so that finally the solicitor told him to say ‘colored people. ' 
When questioning was going badly for the prosecution--which was nearly all day-- 
Chappel would butt in--and the judge let him’ In the end, they proved nothing 
except that I had calleddpeople into the churth and welcomed them, and told 
people to go back to the church afterwards, and that I had very léttle to do 
with the Sémter County Movement and something to do with a CO-OP. They didn't 
bring up any evidence as far as I could see connected with insurrection (except 
for mention at the March) and that the Movement allegedly asked the kids to stay 
out of school some two or three weeks after my arrest: 

When the solicitor got up to sumeup, he quoted from the decision from 
the Herfion Case on the ‘insurrection’ law. C.B. pointed out that the decision 
tan that 1934 case had been that the law.@as unconstitutional, and that, consequently, 
it hadn't been used since in any case of record: He also pointed to the Nelson 
Case in which the Supreme Court ruled all state sedition laws unconstitytional. 

The solicitor said the question of clear and present danger in the Herfion Case 
didn't apply and ignored the Nelson Case. The judge bound me over. 

Books and fruit we c se--definitely--and proteins (canned meat, cheese ) 
We are allowed to send out and these. (We must buy our own supper), though 
prices are high here. I imagine C.B. could leave money for me. I have spent 
about $20 this month, and it's a bit rough since the other (non-civil rights) 
prisoners have nothing so it's only fair to share with them too. (as they do with me).

“Pederal District Judge, J. Robert Elliott was asked to convene a 
three-judge panel to halt the “conspiracy against desegregation in Americus’ 
by state and local officials. The suit names as defendants the chief of the 
state highway patrol, the sheriff, the local mayor, city council and police chief. . 
If the action succeeds it well may be used as precedent in cases of civil Wh 
repression all across the South. 

Plaintiff of record is Zew Aslony, but hhe verdict would obvieusiy and 
logically apply to the other three who are held on the same charge--inciting an 
insurrection and unlawful assembly. The other three so charged are Donald Harris, 
John Perdew and Ralph Allen’ 

As of this writing (Octobup 14) date of the hearing has not been set.

A letter addressed to Jim McCain, our Director of Organi- 
zation, from Zev has reached my attention concerning what 
I take from Zev’s letter to mean civil suits for damages 
on Zev’s behalf against those State officers who falsely 
arrested Zev and beat hin. 


As you may know, we have pending in the Piftth Circuit 

right now an action for false arrest brought against police 
officials and the City Magistrate in Jackson, Miss. While 
X recognise some of the obvious difficulties in bringing 
such a suit, my inclination is to do so anyway, particularly 
if we have any supporting evidence as to what happened. 


If you wish, we can send you a copy of our complaint in 
Rierson v. Ray, where we brought a case under two theories: 


(1) common law action for false arrest (not malicious pro- 
secution, where the proof is much more difficult); and 
(2) under the old Civil Rights Law. 


Perhaps you could drop me a line as to how you see the 
proof in your own mind and what kind of a record can be 
made and then you and I can made a decision.

May 1 is the last day to register and be able to vote in the September primary and 
November election, this is an important week - though we'll probably just get 15-20 
people registered anyway, because we've registered most of the 20% of qualified people 
who were champing at the bit just waiting for someone to show them how and now we've 
got to work with people who've really scared bad. Unfortunately, there still seems 

to be reason to be scared. 
You probably know of the recent shooting of a voter registration worker, Mrs. Daniels, 
in neighboring Terrell County and subsequest bombings of her home. There's also 


been trouble in Albany; more brutal and subtle, about which nothing can probably be 


done. Saturday é.3B. King, our attorney, held two rallies in his campaign for second d&etvi 


district congressman. This can be very important. Not that there's much chance of his 
winning the seat at this time, but because the SNCC boys as a result are able to take 


over one=hundred persons per week: to register to vote and because it will give him a 


chance to seek white votes as his brother, $later, did in the majority election by 
emphasizing issues attractive also to poor whites and white liberals. Saturday also, 


the sixth recent shooting by police of a Negro during a supposed criminal investigation 


took place. Five of the victims, including Saturdays, were youths. All were unarmed. 
Two, including Saturdays, were shot to death. According to reports at Albany Movement 
kids who were up here yesterday, police pulled up to a group of kids standing in 

front of a stone. They say they had reports the kids were attempting to break in; 

and that the kids ran when the police drew up, so they fired and the bowel killed 


running away. But the kids say the bullet hole is in his chest! The SNCC fellows are 


looking into it, but the implications of violence returned indirectly for registration 
or "demonstrating" are enough to scare a lot of people off. Don Harris's report shows 
that pena 90% of those eligible by local standards in Sumter County voted in the 
county officials primary despite bunches of drunk and disorderly white men hanging 


around the polling places and other incidents. There were separate ballot boxes for 


Negroes and whites and there are rumors the Negro votes weren't counted, but of course 


. | oo 2 


there's no way of checking that. Also Don Harris was roughed up by some of the 
candidates who shouldn't even have been hanging around there, and people who had 
applied for registration some time ago but weren't given the test until within six 


months of the election were turned away. Also, Sheriff Chappell who was not an election 


official and was a candidate turned away at least one Negro woman who had passed the 
test seven months ago, and if it's worth it we could probably find others treated 
similarly and get statements from them. The six month qualification cut the Negro vote 
down to around three hundred, but we hope to have 1,200 by November. : : 
Teams are being expanded to cover the entire second district in addition to Sumter 
and Lee counties in the third with expansion in the third to come later. There are 
supply problems, the most crucial of which is being about F cars short of having : 
enough to supply each team with a car and one for Don to get around in. So if y'all 
know where we can get some cars from please let me know. 


We're starting a newspaper. The idea. has been floating around for a long time and to 


“ pleasant surprise it took only a small nudge to get a group of kids really moving : 
on it on a pilot scale. Friday is the deadline for articles for the first issue and a} 
we'll have more than enough already. May 1 the first issue will come out and Marv, of 
course, will be on the mailing list. Since we've no capital except my pay check the 
first issue will be mimeographed on SNCC's machine with me kicking in paper and stencils. 
We hope to sell 1,000 to 1,500 copies here of the first issue, and if we do we'll have 
no trouble getting ads for the second issue to make it pay its own way and raise money 
towards getting out a weekly printed paper. These kids badly need training in reporting, 


editing, etc., Ehough. There's a page on the movement around the country. 


A day camp was set up Saturday out here. Result forty-five happy kids and lots of 
good will for the movement. SNGC is supposed to get us a projector, screen etc., to 


set up a theatre as our boycott has resulted in no local films for Negroes and allies. 


A quilting coop has started in Terrell, making quilts for sale at $12, but needs a 
market. Can an arrangement be made with Dave Dennis, who, last I heard, had more orders 
than quilts? Do any of y'll need quilts? Probably not. We'll relax any ideas you've , 


got. 


We're also raising grapes to raise money. Market for that is assured by an agreement 


to buy all we produce with Pine Mountain. 


Gotta go canvass now. Love to all and please reply. I'11 send more latter.

Dear Sir: 


On Tuesday, May 7, 1963, I went to the East End Betterment 
League Meeting to try to help other leaders in the Community to get 
the parents to keep there children at home because of the decision 
the School Board had made. The East End Better League went to the 
School Board asking them to transfer the students because of the 
danger at the school. The leaders, spoke to boycott the school 
because of the inferior schooling on a split-shift basis and that 
the building constituted a hazard. 


CORE and N.A.A.C.P. students, Tuesday assured the parents 
that tutoring services would be offered at the requests of parents 
participating in the boycott. There were approximately five hundred 
(500) parents and negro leaders attending the Mass Meeting. Tuesday 
night they voted unanimously to keep the children at home. | 


Pickets walked around East End School, Wensday morning, May 8, 
1963, at 7:30 a.m., after parents had voted to continue the boycott. 
There were approximately 30, people on the line and approximately 
eighty (80) children went to school that day. 


On Thursday, May 9, 1963 students that went to East End School 
walked the picket line. There were about twenty (20) persons in 
school, 


On Friday, May 10, 1963, the Boycott was approcimately 807 
effective at the East End School. 


On Saturday, May 11, 1963, demonstrations were held at the 
City Hall, Durham, North Carolina, because of the sutition in 
Birmingham, and also because of the sutition at the East End School 
in Durham, North Carolina. 


As you know the school was set a fire by a negro three weeks 
ago. The school board said that they did not have available room 
for the students that is why they could not transfer the students

This is my report from June 12-July 6, 1963. 


I beft Greensbro, North Carolina, June 12, 1963, and I arrived in 
Danville, Virginia on the same day. I went te the High Street Bap- 
tist Church. There I met Rev. Lawerence Campbell and other teaders 
in the Danville movement. | 
We discussed the present situation in Danville. As a representative 
of CORE, t was asked to lead one of the demonstrations that after- 
moon. Demonstrations were held at the following restruants: Howard 
Johnson, Holiday Inn, and Charcoal House. I led the group who went to 
the Charcoal House where we were arrested about four hars later for 
trespassing. : stayed in jail until early the next morning then, I 
was released on bond. Our trial was scheduled for that Monday. | 
June 13, 1963. We held work shops at the Hight Street Baptist Churdi, 
and I gave the background of C O R E and its affiliation with Ciril 
Rights. 
June 14, 1963. We held more work shops on nonviolent direct action 
and how to protect areself when beaten by the police of any other per- 
— gons trying to attack a person. 
June 15, 1963. We held demonstrations down town. There were more than 
seventy-five people arrested for breaking the injunction md the new 
city ordiance of Danville, Virginia. 7 was among the mw rson who were 
arrested for breaking the injunction _ the city oridance. We spent 


June 15-26 in jail. 


Report Conti nued 


Our trial was held July 2, 19638, and July 5, 1963. Attorney Lyn Holt 
had the cases opntinued because we were not given fait trial. Judge 
Akins was one do the persons that beated students and other demonstrator 
on June 10, 1963. Judge Akins also wears a pistol into court and on 

the streets. Under these circumstances we are trying to get the cases 
inte Federal Courts. 

During my stay in jeil I was beaten by policemen and the jailer. 

June 27, 1963. We had a mass-meeting, and the people who had been beat- 
en in jail and on the night of the 10th of Sune. Persons also spoke on 
the police brutality ad the reason we should fill the jails here in 
Danville, Virginia. 

June 28, 1963. We held more work shopg, because we had more yarng 
people to join in our movements. | 

June 29, 1963. We had test teams to go to Howard Johnson, Holiday Inn, 
lecal movies, and the bowling alleys. Iwas among the first students wio 
were able to bowl. There were about nine other students. The name & 
the bowling alley was Riverside Lane. 

At this meeting we tried to encou- 
rage more adults to bemw@me active in the movement.

On Monday Actober 14, 1963, non-violent workshops continued 
in Shreveport. Tuestay October 15, Emmit Holmes, Calvin Evans and 
Charles Brown were released from jail on $502.50 bond which 
was put up by the national office of COX, The three young men spent 
23 days in the city jail. Two of tem attended Booker T. Washing- 


ton High School and the other one doesn't attend school. Calvin 

Evans and Charles Brown were approached by the Superintendent of 
the city schools and asked to sign papers and consquently they 
were expelled for an indefinite time. 

We then planned for a mass meeting so the three young men 
could tell of their experiences in jail to the Shreveport community. 

October 16-21 we worked on the planning of the mass meeting 
and non-violent workships. We also organized a Freedom Chorus 
under the leadership of CORE. 

October 22, CORE held its first mass meeting at the 13th 
District Auditorium. The three local youths spoke and our guest 
speaker was Issah Reynolds; field secretary for CORE. We are 
planning for another mass meeting and Dave Dennis will be our 
guest speaker. As you know Shreveport is Dave's hometown and we 
think we will be able to raise a few dollars. 

October 23-25 we met a young Airman from Barksdale A.F.B. 
Issah and 1 talked with him concerning the segregated facilities. 
around the base. We have planned a meeting for November lst which 
he will bring about 15 other Airmen who are concerned about the 
segregated policies there. As soon as this meeting is held I 
will send you a special report concerning it. 

Demonstrations will continue in Shreveport soon.

FIELD REPORT FOR JANUARY: 
Dear Jin, 


During the last three weeks of scouting in Arkansas we have been working 
mostly in St. Francis County, city of Forest City, We have talked with several 
people here in this county mostly around voter registration, voter education, 


federal programs and ASC projects, 
Fifty percent of the population is Negro and a Negro could be elected

As you probably know, the situation in Baton Rouge is quite 
complicated at present, but I do believe that things will work 


Out e 


The community is afraid of us because of the injunction and 
our former policy of “press releases". Many of the community 
leaders that I have talked to during the past two weeks had the 
impression that we were more interested in our organization than 
in the movement. They are dissatisfied with us because they feel 
that we tried to carry on the movement without communicating with 
them and letting them know what was taking place in their community. 
I was very much in accord with what they were saying. I do believe 
that we have come to an understanding and that we will be able to 


work together in the future. 


My greatest problem now is to gain their confidence. In an 
effort to do this, I have been setting up meetings with individual 
leaders in the community to discuss the situation and come to an 
agrreement according to the methods of the community of Baton Rouge. 


It has been quite effective, so far. 


The other problem which I feek to be very important is that 
which exist between the attorneys in the areae We must have some 
sort of co-ordination or we are going to suffer a tremendous defeat 
where victory is needed most. A legal victory now will help very 
much in gaining confidence from the community. We must curtail 
this excessive bond and the injunction immediately. Writs should 
be filed against the University as soon as possible so that we 
can gain the confidence of the students. 


At present we have approximately fifteen students living in 
Baton Rouge at the expense of CORE. By the end of the week I will 
have cut the number down to approximately seven or eight. These 
students will be used primarily for voter's registration. We are 
now attempting to re-construct our community membership. As this 
number increases our dependants should decrease. The voter's re- 
gistration drive should begin by the middle of next week. 
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Two interracial committees have been established in Baton 
Rouge in order to co-ordinate the efforts of both sides in solving 
the race problems which exist here. I'm in constant communication 
with members of both committees. Their efforts are very pleasing. 


We have a very good chance to "salvage". some, if not all, of 
the remains of what was once a great and sucessful movement. I 
have a tremendous amount of confidence in the community and our 
ability to re-think and re-construct our efforts in forwarding 
the movement heree 


I'm doing allthat I can think of to cut down on expenses here 
but I don't think that I have exhausted all means. Suggestions ane 
welcomede 


Here is our approximate daily-weekly expense report.

Dear Fredricka: 


To give a very accurate account of the whole Baton Rouge project 
would be quite difficult at this time, but I can give a personal 
evaluation of it. 


The movement began around the middie of November with about 
ten students from Southern University. They had contacted me at 
my home in Shreveport and inquired about the possibility of beginning 
a CORE group in their communitye I went down, alone with Rev. Cox 
who was working in the area at that time, to speak to the students 
and set up a CORE group if possible. The group was formed and I 
remained down to help the group become established in the community 
and to help plan their first project. Our initial project was to 
seek fair employment and to desegregate downtown lunch counterse 
The officers of the group weres Ronnie Moore-chairman; Weldon Roougeau 
co-chairman; Patricia Tate- secretary. | 


: During the group's embryonic stage of development we worked 
deligently in trying to make it strong and acceptable to the com- 
munity and other organizations. In the boycott we worked in con- 
junction with FOCUS, a newly organized civil rights groupe They 
accepted our plans, which were at that time to negotiate with down- 
town merchants on fair employment and the desegregation of their 
lunch counterSse 


Negotiations were begun with the merchants around December th, 
but not to the extent that they should havee We then held a work- 
shop for the students at St. Mark's Methodist Church on December 9th. 
The workshop was attended by approximately two hundred (200) students. 
During the workshop hit-and-runs were made at downtown stores which 
had segregated lunch counters. This climaxed two weeks of such de-~- 
monstrations without one single arrest and this is what we wanted. 
Although we did not want any type of arrest because we were not 
prepared for one we carried on such actions with instructions to 
move on when requested by the police. On the eve of the workshop 
Reve Cox arrived to help out in the area. He carried on many of 
the classes and helped to bring the students together toward 
establish.ting ideas in regard to direct action and the acceptance 
of jail. 
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On December 12th we had our first substantive sitein at the down- 
town stores. Approximately one-hundred (100) students sat-in at 
Rose nfields, McCrory's, Woolworth's, and Kress without intimidations 
from the police or store managerse To me this was a noticable victory. 


On the 14th of December we set up our picket lines during which 
we encountered our first arrest. This was the beginning of a long 4 
line of mistakes that has thrown us against a wall that should not ic 
have ever existed. Our major mistake was to begin our direct action _ 
program without first doing the following: a) Making contact with 
i the community leaders and informing them of our plans and soliciting 
more community supporte b) Making thorough surveys of the community 
and the stores that we planned to take action against. c) By publi- 
cizing the attempts and results of the negotiations. 4d) By making : 
news releases in the name of staff members instead of playing more 
around the local participants and leaders who were inwtolved. e) By 
releases’ too much to the presse Because of these mistakes a move-277 
that could have been the turning point of the South and its tradithons 
became a repetition of the 1960 movement with about the same resultse 
I doubt if I'11 ever be able to forgive myself for its failure. : 


On the following day the mass demonstration took place in down- 
town Baton Rouge which was another mistake because the students 
were not prepared for such a demonstration and by having such we 
immediately placed ourselves on the defensive, which wes the real 

' turning point of the movement. After the movement we had no further 
action for the downtown area or segregation so our movement shifted 
from the real source of the problem to its instruments which was the 
university. This was exactly where our opposittion wanted us to be 
and we fell directly into his trap without any realization of what 
was happening until it was too late. It has been about two months 
now and we are still on the defensivee We are now in a battie of 
6uPPi SUrVivale 


| Uniess we have some sort of victory soon we will remain on the 
defensive. I was depending on a victory from the courts but with 
this constant disagreement between the attorneys I'm very worried. 
Our problem now lies among the attorneys and these disagreements 
and our hesitance in paying the attorney fees for this area. As 
a result of this Attorney Johnnie Hones has been informing the | 
community leaders that we haven't paid him his fee and that it 
doesn't seem as if we intend to pay hime The ministers, especially 
eve Jemison have been making announcements in their churches khat 
we don t want to pay Attorney Jonese This isn't helping us in our 
fight for survival and respect in the community. 


We are now in the process of setting up a voter's registration 
program and direct communication with community leaders. This has 
proven to be very fruitful. We are beginning to gain community re- 
Spect again and our future in the community looks brighter, but not 
yet gecuree 


My former letter will tell of what is happening now with the 
studentse My time is very limited. I'm now averafing about four 


hours sleep pér nighte I have had the flu since I left Cincinnati

I'm very much cencerned about my expemse reports, espe- 
Cially those that are net accounted for during the period 
between December 2, and February 10. They were sent to the 
National Office on February 5. The repert form February 4 
through February 10th was sent along with two others by air 
mail special from Shreveport on March lst. Please thoroughly 
check fot these reports and if you can't find them I'll send 
you the copies but this proposes a proble m ag far ac the ree 
ceipts are concerned, 


As my last expense report reveals I'm now using my personal 
money fer expenses here in Baton Rouge. I understand the finan- 
cial difficulties that the National Office is é@xperiencing and 
I'm very much cognizant of the fact that a very large sum of 
money has been exhausted in this area and probably much of it 
Was spent cerelessly and unnecessarily. I take full respon- 
sibility for this and I'm also willing to use my personal money 
te continue our work here ip this area and in Shreveport until 
the National Office is able’ continue. To "fail" here or to 
repudiate our efforts will serve only to place us deeper into 
that edifice of eniquity which we have sacrificed se much to 
be liberated from. I'm not able or willing to experience or 
endure this. 


During the pest week we have begun to cook our own food 
on a hot plate and I find this to be quite economical, Expense 
for food has been cut to approximately five dollars per day. 


I'm leaving for Shreveport tonight to be present in two m 


meetings, We are attempting to orzanize a negotiating com- 


mittee in the area. The committee will be composed of léaders 
from all of the organizations in the community. I'm algo ate 
tempting to reconstruct the COREg group there. Sinee about 
three-fourths of the students expelled are from Shreveport 

the CORE group there has some very high potentialities, 
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There are ne other sources of income down here. Rochester 
CORE sent twenty-five dollafs last week and there have been 
a few contributions of five and ten dollars from individuals 
but that's it. We are now writing to celebrities and others 
who are economically stable to inform them of our situation 
down here and request that consideration be focused on the’ area, 


‘= We are now in the procese of setting up "citizenship schools” 
in the pPuepes community. The schools are to illustrate to people the 
proper procedure in registering te vote, filing income tax re- 
turns, etc. We are also intensifying our “selective buying pro- 
gram", This is quite complicated because of the injunction, 
The NAACP has promised their support and I am suppose to be 
made a member of their executive council ih the next meeting. 
The president of the local branch of the NAACP is also a 
member of CORE. His name is Rev. Jelks and he seems to be 
avery strong person. I'm not placing all of my confidence 
in him ner his group though,

I'm very 
sorry to say that our efforts have not been as suce 
cessful as we would have liked them to bee. I hope that

There are many reasons to account for the lack of ree 
sponse toward the drive by the community, besides our 
failures and mistakes, namely: 


le We have been unable to acquire the transpor- 
tation required by the drive. 


2- Fear on the part of many to associate with 
the drive because of our affiliation with the 
Jackson Nonviolent Movement. Many people fear 
radical organizations, 


3. Fear has been imbedded into many to the extent

4. Lack of organization within the communitye 


Se Lack of participation from the ministers and 
other leading citizens, 


Jackson will require much work and concentration by 
CORE and other responsible organizations. During the 
Freedom Rides many people were antagonized by some of 
the leaders of various organizations who came in to 
give assistance, Many of the students who came in to 
organize the Jackson Nonviolent Movement said and did 
some very harsh things to some of the citizens here 
who could serve a major part in our work at present 
but refuse because of thise 


Other problems have been arising lately also. The Jackson 
Nonviolent Movement has been causing many problems lately. 
A couple of weeks ago &Shey sent out leaflets throughout 

the community announcing that a certain person, Reve R.L.T. 
Smith, was going to speak at a@ rally for them and later 

I was informed by Reve Smith's son that there was no com= 
mittment to this and both parties were quite displeased 
with the action. Later tickets were sold throughout the 
community for a dinner to be sold at the YMCA which later

through their office, I have done much to straighten 
things out and I think that they are under control nowWe 
The Movement is still around $800.00 in debt and the col- 
lectors are consistentky coming. I'm trying to help them

I'm now working on organizing the community, from which 
I'm beginning to acquire some results, My basie problem 
has been to learn the people. I didn't have anyone to 
introduce me nor acquaint me with the situation enough 


to really grasp things. 
At present my attention is on the following: 


1. Organizing the community. 

2. Getting the Jackson Nonviolent Movement back on 
its feet. 

3e Canvassing during the evenings. 

4. Acquire substantial transportation for’ the drive,

5. Carry on successful workshops throughout the 


community. 
6. Conduct voting classes in the churches and homes, 


With this the drive hasn't yet been a successful. Maybe

Last Wednesday I met with the Governing Board of the 
Mississippi Adult Education Project of which I am a 
member, Here were discussed problems that are existing 
in our voter registration drive and how we probably bes t 
confromt them. It was decided that we should ask for g 
additional grants from other sources in order to con= 
duct more workshops in the state of Mississipp&, There 
are twelve members on the board. 


Last Sunday, Auge 12th, I spoke at Central Methodist 
Church at which a Voter Education school was organized 
and will began to function Wednesday, Aug. 22, Thursday 
I met with the Methodist ministers and they agreed to 
give aid to the drive. Yesterday, Augel3th, I met 

with the Hinds County Voter Registration Board of Di-~ 
rectors of which I am a member, Here were discussed 
future plans for this area.e We agreed to hold two bane 
quets during the month of September and a mass meeting 
to really kick off the drive through a united effort 

by all the civic and social organizations. I twas als o 
decided that the board should be expanded and that the

A Mre WeJe Thomas from a local furniture company came in 
today and gave me a startling message. It seems that the 
furniture that we presently have in the office has never 
been paid for.

I just received youaletter and the questions that 
you asked are quite pertinent at this time. There are 
many more matters that exist here which are almost iden- 
tical to the “furniture” incident. In fact the bills 
still total close to %700.00,. 


In regard to the Jackson Nonviolent Movement, there 
was no real organization when I arrived. The Movement 
was really Tom and Paul Brooks, I am just beginning to 
find out the problem and to map out a method of dealing 
with it, Last night we held the first meeting since I! ve 
been here. We have temporary chairman and other officers, 
There were four people in the organization when I arrived 
and none were really serious or mature enough to handle 
the situation at hand, Bills were increasing and nothing 
was being done to eliminate them, Paul Brooks would not 
inform me of what was happening nor would he bring me up 
to date on anything. I found out everything after every- 
one had departed. There are many more things that hap= 
pened which I'll only be abd@e to inform you of after I 
get the opportunity to sit with youe Potentially, the 
group might be able to pull from the bottom and become 
an organization again. Many of the old members are re- 
luctant to come back because of thinss that happened 
in the group during the past year, ‘The community isn't 
behind the organization because of the lack of leadership 
withine 


To begin another movement here will require much 
work and a considerable amount of time because of the 
cebrise It can be done, though. I have been making 
some very good contacts in the community and I been 
able to gain respect, An interest is growing, but 
very &lowly. After this week I will be able to give 
a better evaluation of the future possibilities, 


Wiley is scheduled to be here one day this week. 
The meeting will be centered around Mississippi amd 
the VEP in the area. I'm very concerned and worried 
about the procedures that are being taken and this 
sudden turnover. Basic contact and structure have 
been made in the community by certain people who are 
connected with us and we have been responsible for the 
progress here and then when things really begin to 
shape up we aren't here anymoree These tactics can 
very easily cause the public to lose faith in you and 
the organization (CORE). We begin a project and as 
soon as the people become involved we pull out. They 
Will not understand the reason nor will they try.

the state. We met at the home of Mr. Amzie Moore. Some

After we were there for about thirty minutes the house 4 
was staked out by a policeman who watched all activities 
from a funeral home that is located next to Mr, Moore's

The meeting in Clarksdale was held under the auspices 
of a statewide organization called The Council on 
Federated Organizations and it was chaired by Dr. Aaron 
Henry, a native of Clarksdale. The meeting began at 
approximately 8:5 P.M. 


Wiley explained to the body why it was decided that no 
"Civil Rights" organization would receive any funds from 
the VEEP to work Mississippie It was decided that funds 
be distributed through a statewide organization, mamely 
COFO, All Civil Rights organizations were asked to give 
aid and work with the project.

I told him "No" and he also ordered me to 
move one The officer then trailed me out of the city 7 
limits where we saw a car which was driven by James 
Foreman, Director of SNCC, stopped by two police cars, 

I drove for abaqut ten blocks and waited for Jim to 
continue on the trip back to Cleveland, Miss, After 
waiting for about fifteen minutes I decided to con-= 
tinue on the trip at a very slow rate of speed. I was 
almost immediately stopped by a Highway Pateolman who 
ordered me to pull over, After I stopped the car he 
ordered me to get out which I did. He then asked to 

see my drivers license which I gave to him, After look- 
ing at them he becan to ask me aY lot of questions abou t 
different things which included where I was from? What 
was I doing in Clarksdale? For whom did I work? etc, 
During the interrogation I said "yes" to him. He im- 
mediately responded by asking me if 1 knew how to say 

" vassuh "2? I then asked him if it was necessary. He 
responde by saying " Come around heah 'nigser! and sat 
down besides md. He was referring to the car in which 
he was now sitting. I then asked him "Why"? He then 
made a gesture toward his gun and said " I said come 
round heah and sat. down", I did as he asked. After 
sitting he began to explain to me how the white people 
of the South were better than the "niggers" and how we 
are suppose to respect them. JI explain to him that it 
was more respectful to say 'yes! than to say 'tyassuh'!, 
He then told me that I was trying to be smart and that 
if I gaid it again he would knock my damn teeth down my 
throat. He then continued to question me and call me 
names, During the conversation he made several gestures 
toward hitting me with his night stick. I always addressed 
him with a yes or no, and I told him that I was going to 
continue until he stopped calling me a nigzere 


After talking for about an hour he told me that he woul d 
have to charge me with something. After thinking for 
about five minutes he decided that he would charge me with 
" failing to yield the right-a-way. I still don't know 
what "right-a-way" he was talking about. There were four 
other people in the caf with me but none were arrested. 


When I arrived at the jail I asked if 1 would be able to 
pay my fine then or put up bond. The desk sergent said 
that I could but the arresting officer stated that I could 
not, A brief discussion was held between the two which 
resulted in their calling for the Chief of Police. After 
he arrived they went into another conferance which resulted 
in my having to spend the night in city jail. They did

The next morning I was transferred to the County jail 
where they gave me top service. lIhey had found out that 
I was a CORE representative from Wiley, who had come down 
during the night to investigate the arrests. I was re- 
leased at about 9:00 that morninge 


The other six were arrested because of violation of the 
cities curfew ordinance, All were acquitted yesterday. 


Yesterday four other workers were arrested for passing 
out leaflets without a permit. They were working in

During .the past three weeks the Voter Registration project in Mississippi 
has been intensified to a great extent. CORE, through its local Field 
Secretary, has taken a major part in the development of this program 
throughout the state, sspepecially in the Southern section of Mississippi. 
Since the first of September approximately forty pe ople have attempted to 
register in Hattisb urg, Mississippi. A considerable amount of Voter Education 
clinics have been organized and many people have been instructed on how to 
fill out the forms and the political structure in Miss, These instructions 
are performed through the clinics and through door-to-door canvassing, The 
people are accepting very well but the apathy exist. This is because of 
the lack of information and knowledge about voting and its importance, The 
instructions are eliminating this and as a result more people are becoming 
aware of its value and are willing to co-operate, 


I“laurel, miss. a Negro is running for the Justice of the Peace position. 
This is very important to the people and as @ result of this more people 
are realizing the importa nce of the ballot and are willing to co»perate 
with the program. The ministers and laymen are giving theif support over- 
whelmingly in this particular community. 


Some of the people who have attempted to register to vote in these areas 
have met econmic reprisals, by losing their jobs are credit at some places, 
This is not as prevalent as it is in the Delta region. 


In Jackson, the Jackson Non-violent Movement has been re-orga nized with 

Ss ome very maburepeople. They are doing a considerable amount of work 

in research now so that they might be able to set up clinics throughour 
the city. These are to aid people in the political structure of Miss.

The commodity vrogram has been one on and off procedure, We have re-_ 
many boxes from our contacts and so fa r the response has b-en entirely 
from the CORE appeal letter, About seventy five families have received 
help so far. The need is greater than that which we are going to be 
“ble t provide far, Because of pressure I do believe that LeFlore 
County will re-establish their Commodity Program. Sunflwer, Bolivar 
and Coahoma counties have been putting residents back on the commodity 
list at a very rapid rate. We are still having problems with «uitman 
and Tunica counties, A petition is being drawn up by residents of thése 
counties asking for commodities. Thus far we hav- about thirty names. 


Transportation has been a major factor in the program tI have sent out 
an appeal to some pgople for a station wagon to be used in the Mississippi 
area. This is a must. I am now concentrating on setting up training 
centers in key counties where I hope to teach to interested parties 

What the movement is about and to acquaint them with the techniques of 
non-violence, This is needed very bedly before any type of direct action 
project can be initiaté d. The b-sic problem in Mississippi is that the 
peorle just don't understand what is going on. We can't expest any type 
of a successful movement here in Mississippi until the people are pre- 
pared. hey must do the direct action and und-rstand why they are doing 
it. We should be ready by this summer.

The major project of December has been "giving aid to families in need 
in the Delta area of Mississipni®. Thus far wé have received contri- 
butions from at least 200 people throughout the nation. The do nations 
have been food,clothing, and money. Only on one occasion have we received 
medicine and I'm moe than sure that you know the results of that. About 
90% of the donations have been a result of the CORE appeal lette r. 


Distribution centers have been set up in the following places. Bolivar 
Gounty--A distribution ed nter was set uv here at the home of Mr, Amzie 
Moore, which is in the city of Cleveland, and is being taken care of by 
: Mr. and Mrs. James Bevel. Coahoma County--A distribution center is 

ee | being manned in Clarksdale Miss. by Mrs. Vera Pigee and Dr. AAron Henry. 
4 Sunflower County—- A distribution center is manned in Ruleville, Miss. 

: ( this is where the field workers were shot in September ) by a local 
community group which was organized two months ago and is tery active 
in the voter registration program. lLeFlore County--A commun ty center 
: is taking care of distribution here and it is being co-ordinated by a 
Gathdlic priest, Father Nathaniel. 


My only difficulty in this distribution is that I don't have any tyne 
of transportation by which I can visit these places as I should, My 
mistake has been not getting out publicity as I should. As a result 
the NaaCP and SNCC have been capitalizing on our effort:. To be frank 
about it I just don't really think too much about publicity. I guess 
I'm really afraid of it after the experience in Baton Rouge. Une good 
; thing, though, is that the peoole in Mississippi know who is doing the 
: work. 


| | At this time a vetition is being signed by people in Bolivar, Coahoma, 
and LeFlore counties askint the government to restore them on the 
commodity program. 


| In Jackson, Miss. the boycott is going into its second month and it is 
having a little effect although not as much as it could have been if 
they could have waited and organized the community for such a program. 

I think that it is time for CORE to take an active hand into the mapter. 
This would mean a direct action project in which an arrest would be 
involved which would also mean money for bond. I would like to have 
permission to send three people on a picket line of for a sit-in on 
Emancipation Day. Immediate response would be appreciated.This would 
put into spotlight several things of significance. 


I don't think that an office is necessary in Jackson any longer. I aan 
use my home for business and any church for a meeting place. This would 
mean thirty dollars that could be used for something else. I'm going 

to have a telephone put into my home next week. I would like to close 
the office on the 15 th which is the day on which rent is due and will 
terminate the paying month, 


| I hope to establish workshops in the above counties in order to acquaint 
the people with the philosophy of noneviolence and just what the mowe-~ 
ment is about, This will take much work but I feel that it is needed. 
Some comment or suggestions on this matter would te appreciated,

During the past several months the people of Mississippi 
have been under constant fire to achieve political and 
moral freedom. Many have lost their jobs, put off of 

the farms, lost their homes, put off of Weliare, shot 

at, and beaten because of their attempt to become registered 
voters. At this time these people are making the supreme 
sacrifice for Freedom, ‘hev are hungry and without food 
and clothing. Children cannot go to school because of 

lack of clothing and money. Babies are dying becouse of 

the lack of money to buy milk. 


Among thése poverty stricken and forgotten people their 
lie much talent. In the homes of these familiew are 
béautiful quilted blankets, throw-rugs, and aprons that 
they have made from old rags that others find useless. 
These blankets are beautifully handmade and priceless 

to many people in the North because of the skillfu'll 
manner in which they are madee Realizing this we decided 
to set up a co-op in the Delta where these things can be 
made and sold s t: at families can have some type of an 
income or assistance. 


The co-op will be set up in this manner. Women will come 
together during the summer months and make th ese blankets 
and throw rugs which in turn will be sold to interested 
people. the monev will come back into a "kitty" out of 
which money will be drawn to help families in severe need, 
No one will recéive a salary.

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Mar. 23--- Five students from Tougaleo, my wife, a I left 
Jackson on reute to Greenville, Miss. te participate in a 
survey for VEP and Mr, Wiley Branten, They financed this pro- 
jeet. We arrived at appreximately 7:30 P.M. 


Mar. 2l--- We canvassed Sunday afternoon and centacted around 
50 people. 


Mar. 25--- We continued to canvass. Around 100 people were con- 
taeted on this day. We went to Greenwood later that evening 

to attend a mass meeting. This was the first large mass meet- 
ing in Greenwood, 


Mar. 26--- We canvassed early that éy¥dXingi morning. Four #9 
arte vere taken down to register. Areund 150 peeple were 
eontacted. 


Mar. 2/--- Canvassing began early Wednesday morning but was 
terminated early that afternoon beeause ef aetion in Greenwood, 
Mississippie On this day Beb Moses and ten other workers from 
SNCC were arrestedon charges of 'Breach ef the Peace, e . 
night before, Mr. Greene's home was shot into white heods, ~* 
The next day, Bob Moses, James Forman, and other workers drew 
up a reselution asking for pretection from harrassment and in- 
timidatiens, They then, along with ether eitizens, went down 
te the “ayer's effiee te discuss the matter. Upon their arrival 
they were met by policemen and a police dog. At this point J 
James Forman and Lawrence Guyot were arrested. The other peeple 
then preceeded to the courthouse to register. Beb and the other 
workers returned to the ehureh, where distribution of food and 
clothing was taking place. Appreximately 100 people were there, 
Bob and the ether workers began te talk to the people about 
veter registration when they were appreached again by pelice 
efficers. The group refused to disperse and therefore were 
arrested. Upon hearing about the arrests, we, the Greenville 
workers, left for Greenwood. 

Upen arrival we found things in quite a termoil. We immediately 
held a strategy meeting at which we planned for eur next action. 
Mr. James Farmer was contacted to speak at a mass meeting on 
Taursdaynight. We decided te hold eur voter registration 
Classes fer the next day at Wesley and take peeple dewn in 

carse ig, 

hat night we had a mass meeting at ‘urner's Chaple with Rev. 
James Bevel as guest speaker. Appreximately 20°0mpeople packed 
the chureh and sidewallts. During the meeting we asked fer #4 
people whe would be willing te ge dewn to the court house the 
mext day. After the meeting we held briefing sessions until 


around 2 3:30 A.M. 


More 28--- We met at First Christian Baptist Church at 7:00 A.M. 
to prepare for the people whe were planning te ce dewn to 
register. Peeple began te arrive at 8:00 A.M. We held voter 
registration clinies and I gave points on non-vielence and jail. 
At 10:00 A.M. Rev. D.L. Tueker arrived te lead the people (50) 
down to the courthouse, ey left the ehureh at appreximately 
10:30 walking in deuble file. Upon reaching McLaurin Street 
they were stopped by the chief ef police and about ten other 
policemen who ordered the peeple te disperse inte smaller 
groupse ‘hey complied by breaking inte greups ef five. 

After arriving at the eourthouse a small group ef whitesbegan 
te gather outside. Because of the schedule of the lunch hours 
ef the registrab ( 11:30 te 1:00) the group decided te walk 
back to the/x¢giditdkd/ church. After walking a few blocks 
they were met by police and a larzce police deg. he police 
immediately begam to push and pull peeple in the fine and let 
the dog snap at the people. This freightened the people and 
they began to break in confussion and fear. At this point 

one of the offieers yelled " Get that black ‘nigger’ preacher" 
( Rev. Tueker). The mam who was in charge of the deg immediately 
let the deg loose on Rev. Tucker. Another efficer then yelled, 
" Kill that ‘nigger! preacher," The deg then knocked Rev. 
Tueker te the ground and bit him on the ankle. He was taken 

to the hospital by Dr, Aaron Henry and several other werkers 
fer treatment. ; 
Around 1:30 I sent Rev. and Mrs. Bevel and my wife te meet 

Jim at the Memphis airport. Around 2:30 we began to send ear- 
loads of people te the registrars office to register. Police 
set up readblocks along the routes and turned the cars around. 
We immediately filed a complaint with the Justice Department, 
Around 3:30 the readbloeks were lifted, 

Laterthat evening the commissioner denied that the deg had 
bitten Rev. Tucker. He claimed thet the dog was only playing. 
Jim arrived in Greenwood at about 7:00. The mass meeting began 
at about 7:30 P.M. with an attendance ef appreximately 2,500. 


Mar. 29--- We met at Friendship Baptist Church with about. 50 
more lecal citizens whe wanted to go down and register, hey 
also attmpted te walk dewn to the registrars office, but were 
stepped and dispersed after walking about four blocks. WNo dogs 
were used this time. “hat evening we drove the people down in 
cars without any interferance,. 

A mass meeting was held at Friendship B.C. at which Chuck 
McDew was the guest speaker. Mr. Ewers of the NAACP and Jim 
gave a family of nine whe had been put out of their home be- 
of their attempts te register a tetal ef $200.00. 


Mer. 30--- “ne registrars office was closed, so I took Jim 
to Memphis via of “uleville where he met seme of the people 


who were taking part in the home industry project.’ 


Mar. 31--- We canvassed and spoke in churches througheut t e 


city. Later that evening I took the students and my wife 
baek to Jackson. I returned te Greenwood the next morning.

three counties we would not need more than six workers, 


The situation will determine where the office would be 
set up. I don't think that we would really need one at 
the very beginning There will definitely be needed a 
secretary to keep the records straight for us, ‘this is 
one additional tha t wouldbe needed but maybe not at the 
very beginning. 


In regard to COFO, Bob and I came to the following sone 
clusion, We feel that COPO is a necessity if we hope 
to obtain any type of leadership out of Mississippi. We 
know that we are not going to able to stay bere forever, 
For that reason we think that COFO is one media through 
which this leadership can emerge, We will seontinue to 
try and build COFO and bring out its potentialities, In 
regard to financing the project it would not make any / 
differance really as to how or through what media you 
decide to distribute the funds, I'm more than sure that

Gentlemen: 


I have been brooding over newspaper pictures of police dogs at the throats 
and stomachs of human beings. It seemed to me that in this particular 
challenge to local law enforcement, your opponent's reaction was bestial, 
and my thought was, "how to remove the danger of the police dogs without 
violating the law?'' The answer was simple and difficult. Offer them a : 
female dog in oestrus, that period when a female animal will accept service 
by a male of the species. A cute and gentle female dog in heat, on a leash, 
at the head of a freedom march possibly would arouse a conflict of interest 


among the police dogs. 


The idea has problems. One is that such a move, because of its comic 
possibilities, might reduce or degrade the enormous dignity of what you 
are doing. Another is that it might serve to further frustrate the already 
dangerously tested frustrated efforts of the local authorities. What would 
they use if their dogs failed them? And, there is the possibilmy that police 
dogs have had the female lure trained out of them. 


So, the suggestion may not be of any use to you because of these, and possibly 
other potentials to boomerang. That is for you to decide, another of the many 
difficult decisions you face each moment in your very brave and decent aspir- 
ations. The woods are full of outsiders with suggestions, people who, like 
myself, cannot possibly understand this extremely complicated and passionate 
conflict. A self-consciousness about this almost discouraged me from writing. 
But then I realized that I must communicate it to you, and at the same time 


point out its dangers. 
So, there it is, offered in earnest, as are my best wishes to all of you.

Dear Jim: 


I am writing this letter from Canton, Mississippi. A 
copy of this letter is also being sent to Mr. Farmer. 


I am very disappointed at the response whhich has been 
given to the local project here in Mississippi by the national 
office. 


In the state of Mississippi CORE is involved in four 
projeéts in four different counties. They are: Direct 
Actions in Jacksonp¥ississippi. Voter Registration and 
educathonal training in Canton, Mississippi. A Home Industry 
Project in Ruleville, Mississippi and direct actions in 
Clarksdale, “ississippi. We have the following people work- 
ing in these areas. Jackson--Matt Saurez. Canton--Miss Annie 
Moody, Miss Jean Thompson, Miss Barbara McNair, Mr. George 
Raymond, Mr. Hezekiah Watkins. Clarksdale=- Mr. Tom Gaither 
and ““4ss Doris Castle. In Ruleville, Mississippi, we have no 
one specials Jerome and I work as alternates. 


During the past monthe I have been taking c are of these 
people, with an ezception of Mr Tom Gaither and Mr. George 
Raymond, with funds given to us by the V.E.P. which Was 
$125.00 per week. Friday we received our last allotment from % 
them. The situation at hand now is that we Bkkkbh are work- 
ing off of bread and water. 


During the past six months I have been attempting to 
establish some type of an over-all program for CORE in 
Mississippi. It has been difficult because of my imability 
to determine what positions CORE really wanted to take. Ever;#- 
time I would ask the national office about helping to set up 
such a program I would get the word to do what I thought was 
best. When I do that then I'M con@ronted with what the 
national office can do or won't do which is then too late be- 
cause I would have committed myself as CORE on"what I thought 
was best. 


Last fall = started a project in Mississippi to get food 
and clothing to destitute families. I worked hard in snow and 
ice to get the proje@t on the road. When I asked for hekp 
I was told that CORE was not a "charity" organization. Before | 
long the project was the biggest in the state with other 
groups reeping what CORE had sowed. Today we have a Home 
Industry Project, on which I need help in order to build it. 

I know nothing about Co-Op Managemant nore Industries. I need 


———- 
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help and if we don’t do something fast other organizations will 
take it as they are attempting to do. When I asked for suggest- 
ions I am told again to do what I think will be best. 


| This project is very important to me because I feel that 

| it it can be successfulsand will benefit the community. I have 
set up the present plans for the program. We ran into tax 
difficulties which caused us to discontinue operations i.e. 

the shipping of the material. At this time the people are work- 
ing on the quilts and other materials 4n their homes. This 
proposes a problem in keeping control and seeing to it that the 
quilts are properly made. At present I am searching for a build- 
ing in which we can officially set up the business. At present 
we have approximately $300,00 in the bank. Several magazines are 
interested in the project and want to do a story. 


| We need a person to aid in setting the program up in a 

| manner where we can compete and who have ideas on how we can 
go about saving money on our production. We also need some one 
to go and set up some sales for us. 


At present there are 12 women working voluntarily on the 
project. They will work for one month making blankets and other 
items. We also hope to build a bank account to help us get started. 


For the past two moyjths in “ackson, we have been continuing 
the direct action programs and have permanently established our 
workshops. In these workshops we teach, the political structure 

of Mississippi, Voter Registration, techniques of direct action 
and non-violente. These workshops have been very effectively and 
have become world-known. The pe@ple in Yackson have begun to re- 
spect CORE much more. Many people are paacing more confidence in 
CORE and less in the NAACP because of their positions in‘Jackson 
movement and how theyalmost destroyed it. 


In Clarksdale Tom has that situation about under control. 
The problems will come when he gsts ready to leave and our 
ability to replace him which will be next month. 


: In Canton, we have a very unique program all to ourselves. 
We are working on several things in the community. The main 
project is voter registration where we Rave had much success. 
Aléng with that we are attempting to set up educational centerd 
in the city where we can teach students and adults about lécal 
governments, how they can receive aid from the Federal Government 
on farm projects, trying to find means by which more aid can be 
given to people by the Weffare Department, set up a library 
where people can read and learn different things, have education- 
al movies, and, of course, educate them in the importance of the 
movement. You see, the big problem in Mississippi is to get the 
people to understand exactly what we are attempting to do. If 

we can awaken the minds of the masses in Mississippi we can have 
the greatest movement ever. Madison County is so important be- 
cause of the populations -- 29,00 Negroes to 9,00 Whites, and 
the percentage of land owned (40%) by the Negro people. We hope 

/ to make this county; a "model" county. This is why we are trying 
to pull the Federal Government in on as much as we possibly can. 
Forinstance we are dealing with the FHA, ARA, ADC, Voting and 


education. We have a small library but not large enough. 


The buying power of Wadison County is with the Negroes. If 
we can get the vote then the voting power will be with the Negro. 
CORE is successfully mobolizing the community. We don't want to 
make a "committment toward demostrati>ns until we have the 
community ready with very little doubt. 


We have a very good position in Mississippi and people 
from other areas areasking for aid. CORE has a very important 
decision to make. (a) How important is Mississippi to CORE? 
(B)How much is CORE willing to put into the area, (C) and for 
how long? (D) Just what type of statewide program would be 
acceptatle to CORE, and (E) What does CORE want outof Mississippi? 


If the national office would answer these questions then I 
think all of us would have a better understanding and the staff 
would be able to work more effectively. 


For the past two months + have been trying to @ind out from 
the national office as to under whose auspices is the project in 
Mississippi. Y ou tell me Gordan. Gordan says that he doesn't | 
know. Marv refers me back to you, and Mr. Farmer does the sqme. |

| As you know the man (Price Lewis) pleaded Nolo and was fined 
$500.00 for"unlawful @ischarge of a fire arm." As of yet he has 
not been charged with the shooting of those people (5 of them). 

I suggested that Carl investigate this and find out just what can 


be done. Also I think that someone should become aware of the 
fact that CIRE has two very important trials coming up in Miss. 
on which no one is working at present. The trials involve 
George Raymond in Ruleville, “ississippi. This is connected with 
the library case where George eas arrested on the street aboyt 
30 minutes after he visited the library to find out if they 
discriminated. This cage would be very important and this is an 
appeal trial. The other case deals with Mr. C.0. Chinn from 
Canton, Mississippi.About a month ago prior to his arest he rent- 
ed us an office and since that time he had teen constantly 
harassed by the pdlice and threatened by local BEMRHkEKH white 
citizens. When he actively started working with us he met with 
even more pressure. On the day he was arrested he did have a 

gun but it eas not concealed. It was on the seat of his car 
which is where he had kept it for the past 3 years. We have an 
obligation because of the fact that he stuck his neck out for us.

I know that you are aware of the present crisis that civil 
rights groups are confronted with, their struggle against segregation 
in the State of Mississippi: 


At this time CORE is attempting to expand its activities in the 
State with Mississippi people who are willing to work on our "task force,” 
We are now working in four ()) counties in this State. They are: Hinds 
County, Coahoma “aunty, Madison County, and Sunflower County (Senator 
Eastland's home county). In these counties our main projects are Voter 
Registration md Direct Action, ‘In the rural counties like Sunflower amd 
Madison Counties, we are attempting to expand our programs into the field 
of education and organizing the farmers into groups whereby we might be 
able to attack discrimination which exist in the local Federal Farm 


Programs. 


In Canton, Mississippi (Madison County), we have a very effective 
voter registration vrogram underway, In this County the population 
is approximately 29,000 Negroes to 9,000 Whites with 0% of the total 
lmd owned by Negroes, Yet the Whites control the county. This exists 
in many other counties throughout the State and we (CORE) wuld like 


to get to then, 


Our cducational program will work in this manner, We hope to rent 
buildings which we will call Community Centers. At these centers, we 
hope to establish libraries where the people can come and learn more 
about their government, how to establish better living conditions, 
how to better their farm conditions, We want to be able to show films 
on agricultural development, health, history, government, etc. We want 
to be able to have a central place for people from all over the 
county, to come and acquire information. We hope to train people in voter 


registration and help them to become acquainted with the wrd am practices 


of "FREEDOM", We want to have a place where people who are trained in 
these fields can come and talk to the local people and teach them. This 


type of program, I believe, is very essential since Mississippi has 
become a strong hold for segregationists. 


In Mississippi, we (CORE) have ten (10) people working. Seven (7) 
of those 10 people were formerly paid out of a special grant given to 
me for the state. This grant has been exhausted am because of the 
present financial conditions the national office probably will not be 
able to pay these workers, These people are now presently sleeping 

in sleeping-bags on floors and without transportation, Grits md gravy 
has become their standard meal but their work md courage continues. 
Some have been beaten, jailed and shot at. &t this time warrents are 
out in other parts of the state for four (i) of use 


We are asking for aid in this project. You can help by supporting 
at least one of these people for a period from 6 to 12 months at $25,00 
per week. We would like to expand by increasing our staff from ten (10) 
to twenty~five (25). We need two people who have, or are attending law 
School and would like to donate his or her time and energy to this 
project. We need someone to do extensive research for us on Federal laws 
governing voting, agricultural programs, etc, If we lose our present 
workers in Mississippi, we will have to drop our programs. SNCC has been 
able to put 80 workers into Mississippi. We should be able to provide 


for 25. 


We also need books, films (16mm), tape recorders, tapes, typewriters, 
memograph machines, and other office equipment. Our present office 
is in a cafe in Canton, Mississippi. We also need ganes, and educational 
materials for children, and other equipment to help us establish and 
maintain a center.

Mississippi in Motion 


During the past month we have directed all attention on Madison 
Dounty because of the threats against our Task Force Worker, George 
Raymond, and the increased intimidations which have been directed 
against the people from the community. 


On election day of August 6th, we sent people to have a "vote-in" by 
affidavit in Canton, Miss. On this day we had 30 people to attempt to 
vote by affidavit because they felt thay had been discriminated against. 
Others sent affidavits to Washington. In the next primary election, we 
held a "Freedom Vote" election in which 2,27) Negroes in Madison County 
cast their bablots for their favorite candidate, This was a major step 
forward for us in our demonstration to the people of the importance of 


voting. 


We want to increase our voter-registration activities in Mississippi 
during the next six months by emanding our activities throughout the 
Fourth Congressional District and part of the Third District. Enclosed 
is a map with the places on it where we have or will set pp bases to 
work, with your approval, of course. There is also a program for the 
establishment of community edueational centers in Mississippi. 


Our staff in Mississippi has been cut. Two of owr workers had to leave 
for various reasons. Miss Annie Moody left Friday in order to go back 
to school, and Robert Dearon had to leave because of a better job offered 
to him in Los Angeles. Therefore, our staff is now down to three paid 
workers who are in the following locations: 

George Raymond--Canton 

Matt Suarez--Meridian 

Dave Dennis=--Jackson, Canton, Meridian, Ruleville, etc. 


We need additional staff and I don't care if they are black or white, but 
I prefer the former. I have found someone to take Miss Annie Moody's 
place and that is Miss Doris Erskine. “he should begin as of last 
Wednesday.

is a college graduate who has many potentialities which I fdel will be 
quite beneficial to us and the movement. “he was in Dayton for the 


convention. 


I recommend the establishment of nine "volunteer" workers in Mississippi, 
of which we pay their expenses and disperse them throughout the Fourth 
Congressional District. We would let three of these workers work with 
each Bask Force worker and put the Task force workers in major areas 
wherever they can operate efficiently. The expenses for each worker 
should run per week: 

Rent: $3.00 

Food : 10.00 


Transportation: 2.00 
15.00 total per week. 


This could be handled in several ways. The money could be sent directly 
to the workers from the office, or it could be sent to the field secre-

tary in charge to be dispensed to the workers. I prefer the latter, 
for then 1 believe that much of the expense could be cut and the money 
would be used according to need of progects. The project is separate 
from the Community Genter project and + want it to remain that way 

so that it can be tax exempt. 


The manner in which I would like to set up the project is as follows:

These are wild ideas, Jim, but CORE is going to have €o do something in 
Mississippi. No Civil Rights organization seems to want to tackle : 
Mississippi, and 1 know that I know that + don't want any part of any 
more direct action in the state mam unless it is in the field of voter 
registration. + believe that voter registration in the state is the 


best method so far, 


At this time we are engated in a “Freedom Vote" campaign in which we are 
running Dr. Aaron Henry and Rev. Ed King, of Tougaloo, against the 
gubernatorial candidates of the state. This election will be unofficial 
and its purpose is to dramatize the cause of the thousands of Negroes 
who desire to register, but cannot because of fear and discrimination by 


the registrars, 


To carry out such a program, we have joined forces with SNCC to cover 
the state in informing the people of the election and to set up polling 
places throughout every community. SNCC has 65 people in Mississippi 
working and they are financed by their national office at $10.00 per 
week, 

We are also in charge of the food program again this year. We are 
attempting to cet the National Council of Churches to take over this 
program. They have stated that they would be willing to do so. They 
will attempt to get the USDA to release commodities to them to be distri- 
buted to the people. ‘he National Council of Churches is considering 
ra&sing over three million dollars which will be put into Mississippi 
during the next five years. In order to get some of this money, 

feel it a necessity to expand our activities. For another reason to 
expand is because feel that if we want to capitalize on what we have 
put into the state we must move on. Mississippi is very important today 
in our struggle for equality. it is the only state which stmds now 

as a completely segregated state. it stands as a symbol to segregationists 
which must be destroyed just as the tyrant who feels that rape, murder, 
and castration are the only means for survival. We (CORE) are a part 
of the great memy that has been sent out to destroy this tyrant. Our 
duty is to hold our front line at any cost or risk, and to penetrate 


his line of hatred and psychological prostitution with an unbending and

‘leak-proof prophylactic of justice and determination to overcome. 


In regard to Ruleville, Miss., we have rented a building in which we 
are setting up the co-operative. The by-laws which I gave you in 
Frogmore have been accepted. 


The city of Ruleville issued us a permit to pperate a business, which 
was a surprize to everyone. The business is now on its way. 


I am also working to set up a conferance in Mississippi for the Share- 
croppers' Fund. This conference is to take place in January. 


In regard to the vote-in, we have rented an office in Jackson,..Miss. 
through COFO, I am on the state executive Gommittee to Blect Aaron 
Henry Governor of Mississippi. This campaign is very important and 
can mamxx mean quite a lot to the movement,

We feel that the enclosed programs, both political and educational, 
are some of the most creative and successful programs ever to come 
out of the civil rights movement. We also feel that they are programs 
that should be expanded throughout the country, expecially the South. 
These programs touched on every phase of life that exists in Mississippi. 
They can do the same in other areas. 


We have not included in the enclosed programs a full discussion of the 
immediate fall COFO political program. This program includes running 
independent candidates and a freedom vote. Details are being worked 
out in Mississippi as this is being written. 


Generally, here is another opportunity for CORE to become a pioneer 

in the Civil Rights Movement by expanding these programs throughout 

the South. We played a vital role in creating and establishing these 
programs in Mississippi, and we are capable of doing the same throughout 
the South.

In fact, it wasn’t received here until January 8th. 


But anyway, when the Freedom Democratic Party attempted to 
present its program to the Leadership Cenference it was 
stymied not by the labor movement, but by Clerence Mitchell 
of the NAACP. I should point out that this was the first of 
two meetings and CORE was not represented at the first 
meeting. We sent George Wiley te the second meeting. The 
FDP did present its views and there was a heated exchange. 
Wiley played a very real and important role in getting many 
of the other organizations that were leery about the 
challenge to #hpport it. At the meeting ten of the organiza- 
tions agreed to support a resolution challenging the right of 
the Mississippians to be seated and mentioning the FDP (but 

not specifically endorsing the right of the three to be seated). 
On this point the unions were split, as was the civil rights 
movement itself. The NAACP was not one of the original ten, 
although the following day the NAA did go along as did the 
American Jewish Congress and the Anti-Defamation League. The 
International Union of Electrical Workers had supported our 
position from the beginning, whereas Andrew Biemiller of the 
AFL-CIO had opposed it. The other unions had indicated that 

a they would have to report back te their superiors for decisions. 
i The position of Biemiller was that the challenge was, in and of 
— itself, symbolic and not substantive and might hurt the chances 
4 of significant reforms in the House and Senate Rules. We . 5 
disagreed. 


I do want to point out that the FDP had not made any effort to

A Series cf Recommendations 


My resignation from COR: staff goes into effect on May 1, 1966. I am leaving 
CORE for personal reasons which do not relato to this memo, I do not intend to 
terminate my relations with the organization as a member, worker and supporter, I 
intend to work with CORE in whatever capacity possible, 


Enclosed you will find a number pf programmatic proposals that you probably 
have seen before but have not seen implemented, I still feel that these programs 
are important and that they can be an asset to both CORE and the movenent in the 


future, Your comments on these are very much needed. 


: The reason that many of these proposals have not been implemented has been be— 

cause of lack of funds, For example, when we had a research department we were able 
to send to staff information concerning various federal and state programs which en=— 
abled them to be more aware of what was going on in their areas, and which suggested 
action to be taken, Political booklets were drawn up for Louisiana; one was begun 
for South Carolina, Simplified editions of government releases were distributed, 
But there is now no research person; the budget doen#@# allow it, This department 
was vital in the development of our staff training and our political education pro~ 
STAMS » 

At this time it does not seem as if CORE will have in the very near future 

the adequate funds to finance these programs or similar programs on a local level. 
Therefore, field staff will have to begin to rely more on the local communities in 
which they work for financial support. ! suggest that staff begin to work with local 
people in developing community-wide programs that can be written and distributed to 
other people, ministerial and civic groups, businessmen, etc. The program should be 
followed with 4 request for financial aid, Following are suggestions that can be 
made to some of the groups: - 


A, That churches take up 2 special collection on a particular 
sunday for the projecte ° 


B, That local clubs sponsor fund raising dances and parties, 
C» That community people give fish fries and house partieSe 


De. S&ttempt to get businessmen and social groups to sponsor ban= 
quets with Floyd McKissick or some other prominent person as 
guest speakere 


Be Attempt to get businessmen, churches, or clubs to be re&pon- 
sible for certain portions of the project budgete For example; 
some church group can be responsible for the rent of an office, 
@ social club can be responsible for the telephone bill, etce 


Another area that can greatly aid field staff and local people and national 
CORE in getting financial aid for projects is an increase in personnel in the public 
relations department. There is a need for the development of more material on the 
local projects-—-brochures, bookkets, newsletters and the like, At this time CORE 
has no such, To effectively implement such a program we need PR people to visit 
projects to learn, to write and to photograph what is going on, Only then can we 
| think seriously about public contributions growing out of public awareness, 


Our local groups have another serious problem: isolatioh,Local peophe in one 
state are uninformed of the activities of those in another state, In urban commun- 
ities people may be ignorant of programs in adjacent neighborhoods, The same prob— 
lem affects field staff. There is a need for dialogue between people from different 
projects, to exchange information and to see what each other is doing, There are 
many new projects now existing with which all of us should be familiar, For instance: 


In Mississippi different groups are exploring many avenues of working out 
community problems, The Freedom Democratic Party is involved in voter regis— 
tration and in running candidates for offices across the state, They are at— 
tempting to give Mississippi Negroes a political voice in the state, 


The Poor People's Conference was organized by the Delta Ministry. This 
group of former tenant farmers and sharecroppers, evicted from Delat planta~

tations by' vengeful white landlords, has bought dour hundred acres of land. 
They mean to build a city with their own hands, Another group, the Poor 
People's Corporation, has organized 15 co-ops in the state, These were 
people who did not have any means of income prior to forming the corpor 
ations Now they make handbags, hats, dresses, quilts and a double-—dozen 


other items which are sold at. distribution centers in some of our large 


cities... : 


In Alabama people are organizing. cultural programs in which local eae 
‘are taught Negro histdry and are introduced to African culture. One of the 
reauats of this "Self-Image" program has been a new political party signifi- 
cantly named the Black Panther Party. In Chicago, SCLC is organizing in the 
ghetto. The project is worth a great deal of attention because. this is an area 
of organizing wheré civil rights groups have had their greatest amount of dif- 
ficulty. In Monroe, ‘Louisiana people are attempting to organize a rent strike; 
in Opelousas the CORE staff person is helping people organize a potato CO-OP. 

I could go on about projects in other parts of the country, but I feel the a- 
bove gives adeguate example of my point. I should mention that PR plays an in 
portant role here also, : | : 


I suggest that field staff and local people attempt to. visit neighboring pro j- 
ects in order to exchange ideas, This actual, visual contact is bound to be more 


stimulating than for them to hear a staff person talk about it, ~ 


ea I strongly feel that the type of power base needed to bring about the type of 
change that the civil rights movement is advocating is one that is not only commun— 
ity-wide, or South—wide---it must be nationwid& with links to poor people internation=- 
ally. 
| The Southern Office should be the beginning of. the development of the Link: L 
talked about in the above paragraphs. But to do this. job that office will need at. 
least one person each for prégram and research, preferably two for PR together with.

I feel that the coming COFHZ convention poses one of the greatest challenges that 
CORE has had to face, If we do not come up with a realistic, unified program under 
Strong direction---this could very well’be our last convention, We have in the past 
spent too much time politicking and dealing with minor constitutional changes, This 
year k feel the convention should be one workshop to talk about direction and pro~ 
grams.

OTAFF TRAINING 


The experience of staff people in the field has been variéd, both in the pro- 
groms they have attempted anc in the success of those programs, The opportunity 
to observe these prorrams led to guestions on how dceply they have really pene— 
tr-tec cormunity life, 


During the mst two years the civil rights movement has wdergone tremendous 
changes in its nethods of operntion.. In the past our:role as st-ff members of 2 
civil rights ¢roup was to do rather than to get other po ple from the cormunity 
to do,- During the year of 1965 we hve been talking anc writing bout this change 
of direction but we have not been very successful in its implementation. In many 
areas we have been successful. in getting people together to talk &bout their pro- 
blems but the questions after is "What do‘you ‘do now that the people are sitting 
and talking?" Staff members have often found how themselves quite inadequate to 
participate constructively in such a necting, 


We are no longer involved in just getting people to carry picket signs or to 
march on city ha Lis; but to also set people to move on their omn, 


Most people are not aware of the structures or functions of thear city, or. 
county governrients, or officials, nor are they awere of the various federal pro- 
rans that can be of benefit to then, One of the functions of staff is to inforn 
people of those things, but in order to do that we must be aware of the functions 
of these programs and how we can take acvantage of then, 

There is a turnover in CORE's staff every year (task force workers), These 
workers cane with very little knowledge of the present feceral programs or of 
pertinent information about ‘the community in which they are to work, In order 
for the staff to be able to fulfill this function they must be informed of these 
prozrans and information about communities in which they work, This is another 
function of the Southern Office which it is at enpting to carry out the followin:: 
manner. : 


Procedure 


We are presently making information packages to ve " Pigtedbuted to the field 
staff, Each packaze contains complete outlines on a narticulor nrogrem, accom 
panied by a list of questions for the st-ff to answer, The purpose of the ques— 
tions is not for the office but to give emphasis to important parts’of the pro- 
gran, We are @eliso in the proce s of writing booklets on the political structures 
of the states in which we presently have staff, As a followup to those infor- 
ition packes/:es and booklets we are also planning to hold workshops with the stagg 
on their prdjects. The purpose of, these wrkshops is to deal with the particular 
problems of the staff on that particular project and to talk about ways in which 
the information sent to hin applies to his project, We are also planning to fol- 
low up these smaller work shops with state-wide workshops which would give the 
staff an idea of what their follow workers across the state are doing anc to | 
broaden their training, These workshops will be followed by south-wice confer— 
ences. We hope to have our first southwicde ec nference by the end of Januzry. 

The purpose of the south-wide confermee wiil be to review all material scnt out, 
discuss southwide direction, exchange ideas, and become fomiliar with other pro-

2 It should deal with the concrete realities of the daily 
lives of the vast majority of these people, e.g., their educational 
background, job chances, their economic stctus, their motivation, 
aspirations and self-image, 

32 it should provide the prople of the conmunities opportunities 
for effective social action and concrete basis for an increased sense 
of personal effectiveness, 


II, Preparation for Community Problem-Solving

he Community Organization. Our definition of commumity organization is 
! the bringing together of people in a commujity to form a working wnit to 
| solve common problems, At thes ame time we discuss programs necessary to 
| solve community problems we should discuss the means of implementing these 
programs. In order to develope a‘ project that is close to the ppople and 
which motivates them to take part, it must mect a realiz.d need of the people. 
In order to find out common needs in the community one must talk to the © ‘ 
) people and get them to talk to each other, One should begin this communication 
) by first concentrating on blocks, We will hold block mectings by encouraging , . 
people who have expressed the necd for change in the community to invite 
: their neighbors over for coffce and talk, There people can discuss their 
7 problems and may developea means to solve them, 


The role of a CORE staff person at such a meeting woukd be to serve 
2S a resource person ans inform them about resources and methods that they 
can employ to solve, or at least attack, their problems, The st-ff should 
work very closely with the people once they began to mect, The st-ff should 
also attempt to have the people bronden the meetings to include other blocks, 
It is possible and perhaps fexsible to work on more thrn one block at the 
: beginning, but the first meetings should be in one-block areas, /fter the 
| people have expressed theit feelings about their problems, the staff will 
inform the people about the _politic:l agencies that are responsible for 
 eradicnting the problems, “taff will suggest, whet needed, means of pres- 
| suring these agencies to get them to effcet change, The staff should not 
domimete the mecting but should make sure that it is a community meeting 
run by the local people, The role of staff is to give inform*tion and 
sugscstions when necded, For stimulus it might be good to have outside 
people who are involved in solving problems in their own communitY¥es, to 
spe2k to the new group.

The community must~be made aw-re that it must develop means of suse 
taining its organization, ond that CORE's role is to help in whatever way 
possible~--not to do the work for them, 


: The development of such community groups provides a2 basis Zor launch- 
ing a series of other commmity projects, We do not intend to mike these 
groups into CORE chapters but we do intend to develop a CORE chapter made 
up od prople from these community groups. The role of the CORE chapter will 
be to help organize other community’ groups as explained above, Its members 
: are toscorve as financial suprorters, advisors, and community organizers, 

The CORE chapter will be the springboard for introducing new programs and 
helping the comaunities implement them, This will involve training local 
people to carry out such projects. These projects will include such things 
2S: pre-school projedts for children ranging in age from 2 to 5; tutorial — 


projects to help students with problems int heir school work; 


In order for CORE chapter members to berble to train other local peo- 
ple the CORE staff must train the members of the CORE chapter,

clections, To do this the CORE program calls for massive canv>ssing in the ~ 


Negro communities end block mcectings to encournge people to register to vote, 


ve will -lso trv to ¢ et the registrars office to hire additional assistant 
rucistrars to increase the number registered exch day, 


The first democratic primary election illustr-tcd to us that it is not enough 
to just get people registered they must also have some po litical edueation 
to accompany registration. In that election the Negro vote was split dow 
the middle which made it insignificant in the eléction, The candidates 
ilinstrated that point ~s neither spoke to the problems th-t confronting the 
Negro populntion, Of approximately 10,000 jobs in city government the Negro 
populttion occupies only a small percentage, snd those employed work at the 
lowest level of cmployment, 


In order to2 void that dilenm. we must begin now to organize politically 
ond to do that we must teach people the political structure of their city ° 
end provide means for their votes to be effective, CORE fcels that poli- 
ticrl org-nization must begon with political educ-tion, In New Orleans the 
najority of the newly registered voters have never m:ticipated in politics 
ond thercfore know little about the functions of their city, perish and 
stxte governnents, These people know little -bout the duties and oblicine 
tions of their elected officirls, With political ecucation and org-nization 
will develop the independent political power which the Negro people of New 
Orleans so dacesperntely riced at this time,

EDUCATION 
(A) 


The New Orlesns School Boorrd has continually neglected Negro Schools, The 
schools cre over=crowdg@d, lack sufficient library books, 1b facilities, 
textbooks -nd other equipment. Some high-school students (seniors) in 

New Orleans parish only have one textbook, Our educational program will 
organize stucents and parent groups to pressue the school board to correct 
the deficiencies, We will encourage mrents to file suite for cross the 
board desczres-tion, The only schools prescntly desegregatec are white 
schools, The Negro schools remain segregxted and from all indications it 
scems they will rem-in » unless something is done to change it, 


We will also attempt to work with Oper-tion Head St.rt in its pre-school 
educational project, We will encourage prents,students to participate in 
Head Start, We will also try to have the herd st-rt project hire needy pco-~ 
ple from the Head Start cormunities. 


We will also org:nize tutorinl projects for eclemmt-ry students who have 
trouble.with their studies. We will encoursce college students and local 
odults to run these projects, We will also try to enlist rctired teachers 
to assist, The tutorial project wills-lso have Negro History classes for the 
students, 


(B) fdult Educztion 


Louisiana heads the list of strates in illiteracy, Negroes have the highest 
group rate of illiteracy in louisiana, This is not the frult of the Negro 
sople. Prior to 1956 there were not enough schools for Negroes, Also, 
esroes had to quit school to work because of poverty cand discrimination. 

Because of educational lacks Negroes are finding it difficult to wmpcte 
in industriggized society, It is not cnough to open doors for better jobs 
for Negroes wnless they also have theopportunity for training anc education 
to prepare themsslves for new opportunities,

There is sone agrecnent among several staff members of various civil rights 
groups on the nect for .closer wrkins relationship between themselves and peos 
ple in the labor mnovencnt as well as the workers outside the unions and people 
otherwise unerployed, Out of this concern has grown an interest in cevelopins 
ways of working whth labor union as, in mrt, a means of making the caves rights 
novene t more useful in the communities it necks to serve,

Using sone papsopal contacts, staff could ask 
union workers to relate their understandins of how their union 
operetes and toward what ends, The union worker ould also be 
asked for their opinions as to whether or not they think the pre- 
sunt union operetions should be chanred and if so in whet ways, 
Discussions of this tyne might examine some of the internal pro-

POLITICAL AWARENESS 


During the past year there has been much t2lk within the CORE circles <bout cone 


munity or,:.nization with 2 political orient-tion, But little has been cone to 
implement thrt which we heve talked obout, 

The '65 voting bill and coming clections has mde it more urgent for us ta begin 
politic.l ecuention 2nd political organization within the Nerro cormunities, In 
the South thousonds of Negroes are registering to vote, But just as fast the 
white power .tructure and corrupt Negro leaders are moving to capture and molest 
this new potcnticl power that the Negro people -re attempting to acquire, 

In the South we are constantly working with people who have never participated 
in orgenized politics id, headlines know very little ~bout the functions of 
their county, re and state government. das a result of this many people gre 
voting on the recommendation of those who do not have their well-being in con- 
sideration, In other arens people arc afrrid to run for public office becouse 
of the fear that they .re not qunlified, In areas where people have attempted 
to organize in order to support one candidate find that many of the people who 
ore newly registered do not know how to use the voting machines or the b-llots 
where there ore no voting machines, Far exemple; In Talluich, La,, over 200 
Negro votes cast in the last election were voided because the ballots weré in- 
proper ly filled out, ais a result three of the four Negro candidates who ren for 
office lost, 

CORE haw to intensify its effort to bring about a political awareness within the 
Negro cormunities through political eduentiog, Such a program should consist of 
the following: 


1, The development of booklets on the political structures of the cities, 
counties and states in which we work, 


II, Hold corriunity workshops to: 

1. acqurint people with the booklets 

2. How to use voting machines and peper ballots, 
3. How to run a campaign and gualify to be a candidate, 
4. whet officials are responsible for once clected,

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R..TIONALE BEHIND THE COLLEGE CONFERENCE PROGRAM 


Thus far, in the civil ri;hts movement, the involvement of collerze studertts © 
from southern campuses has been’ painfully minor but we are certain that thcre 
is grect poteéenticl in this area, These students are the future leaders of 
their communities, Whether they are to be traditional representatives of the 
Ne;ro midcle cl.ss or the leaders of 2 new and better society depends heavily 
on the movement tocay. _ 


Southern Ne;ro éollege stucents have had very little introduction to the civil 
rights movenent, Frontheir birth to the time that they entcr the wiversity 
they have b en Living in a system which has attoxptec to keep their mincs lock- 
ed in a dungeon of conformity. Thus far, the Ne;ro university has-not--becn-able 
to provide an ef ective means for the student to escape this ps ycholgical dun- 
geon. Insteac it has done more to sustain it. Upon graduation most students 
tend to conform to the society and become content or "glind” to the evils that 
exist around them, The university usually prepares the student to Co this in- 
stead of preparin;: hin to build a better socicty,. 


The Norpro people Of the South and the country must organize politically and 
economically in orcer to build a strong base from which they can cause enough 
change to gumrantec equal opportunities everywhere. In many places across 
the country people are besinning to move in order to establish this base. I 
strongly fecl that the collere studets of this country, . especially in the — 
South have a vital role to play in establishing this base,. There are skills 
that arc being aquirecc. by the collese students that are very badly needed by 
the people in their cormunities, These skills can be shared and new skills 
aquirec through community educational programs, Students who major in a;ri- 
culturé are necced in the rural areas of the South, Lawyers and Doctors are 
neccec, Banks 2 clinics, shopping centers, Agricultural Cevelopment prograns, 
new schools and universities », ond political training anc organizations are | 
neeced in the rural areas, Skills to develop these things are being aquired 
everycay by colleze stucents but without the inazination or incentive to do 
then, 1 ee 
We are planning a series of conferences on southern. Negro campuses to begin to 
get students to ciscuss these problems in an attempt to cone up with solutions, 
Through these conferences we hope to further expose the students to the goals 
anc purposes of the movenent., We hope to provide the initial incentive for hin 
to become interested cnough to take part in the. present programs, cevelop new 
programs, anc become a voice in the movement through the--SEDF Progranis ~ ae 


The stuc ents. who will participate ain these conferences have - great stock. in 
the success or failure of the movenient. These students will soon be the adult 
‘citizens in a dozen cormunities all over the region,

Dear Dave: 


Here are the 200 questionnaires we agreed upon in Durham. I 
have also had 200 copies made of an introduction “from you." Needless 
to say, it is presumptuous to try to write anything for anyone and you 
may went to rip it up and re-do it at our expense. But I know you are 
busy and I thought perhaps this would save some of your valuable time. 


I don’t know how you want to handle the mailing -- whether to in- 
dividuals or to town and county groups to be distributed on the scene. 
Whatever way you choose, just let us know what the expenses are and we 
will reimburse you by return mail. You ere undoubtedly right that the 
questionnaire should come from you and be returned to you, rather than 
us. I can think of few things less compelling than a questionnaire from 
three sociologists mailed from the safety of the North. And. cf course 
the big problem here is getting people to respond. If just a few bother, 
we may wind up characterizing C.0.R.E. on the basis of a minority who have 
the time (because of withdrawal from the community?) or have the in- 
clination (because of a need to grab at straws to identify themselves 
again with the womb of the university?) To prevent this, it would be 
a help if you could simply add a one sentence reminder in your notices 
to the volunteers in the next two weeks. 


Dave, I'm sorry <naat we didn't get a chance to talk at greater 
length in Durham. ‘You were engrossed in more important discussions and 
I managed to cover the gamut of rudeness, from waking you up to entering 
your closed meetings. Let me close by saying what I had no chance to 
say: my first commitment is to civil rights and not to the research. 
We will send copies of the results to you, Farmer and MeKissick before 
we do anything with them. If there are items that you think are danger- 

ous to the movement, we will simply remove them from the cards so that 

mo one can get to them. Our intentions couldn't be ther from an "expose" 
or a mass media once-over. We hope the data will aid €.0.R.E. first and 
science second. If we can be of any further help, just let me know. 


I would close with "Freedom," but somehow that seems to be a closing 
thet you people alone have earned. I feel it, but I won't counterfeit ic.

Dear Deve: 


Personally I thought that Johnson went too fer in invoking the hurricene 
egeinet the segregetionist South (or was it againet the Southern Negroes to 
balance the political docket after the Voting Bill?) In any event, I truet thet 
CORE weathered the storm and that you ere in good shape. 


At the moment, ve heve 279 completed cuestionneires from CORE workers. 
Aetually, we don’t know how to evaluate this as a response rate. I hed sathered 
thet you had ebout 100 workers in all this guemer. If so, this is @ pretty low 
return end I would hesitate to draw eny conciusions from it. The feuit, of 
course, is lergeily our own for not getting cut the questionnesire sooner. Then, 
too, we'd be ridiculously naive aot tc count on hostility to questionnsires 
generelly ae enother fector. Finally, Mimi Feingoid and Marty Goldstein report 
thet there were elet of -orkere who simply couldn't understand some of tie | 
questions and found the whole thing confusing. I must confese that we designed 
it for Northern college studente and feit thet ve must make it pretty 
sophieticeted to hold their attention sad evoeid boring them. Onec we designed 
it thie way, it was quite iaeppropriste for someone who hes not had some pretty 
goed education, but it seems to me that we hed to opt one way or the other and 
we teally coulda’t heve both. In any event, I wonder if, there ere any stray 
questionnaires that heve been filled out and left eround your office. If se, 
we need ell we can get and we'd appreciate it if Bevethe Smith could send thew 


on to us. 


But at this point, we have another plan to salvage the operation. As you 
mey rveeall, we are going te send folloe-up questionnaires to the SCOPE workers 
through the meile et our expense and with our own busy work. This will eid 
us in getting et the impect of the summer on the volunteers and chenges thet 
have oeecurred in their attitudes tovwerd the Soauth, toward the University, towerd 
Society generally. Since SCOPE is siso providing us with ratings of effectiveness 
for their volunteers, we can elise begin to see whet kinds of variables are 
essociated with whet kinds of performences under what kinds of circumstances and 
thue aid with the reeruitmwent and plecing of workers. 


Needless to say, we'd like to include CORE in this phase of the study es 
well. In fact, thie may be the plece where we can catch those who were too 
busy to respond while they were in the South but will have e little time once 
they are back home. It mey ewen be thet they will find home sufficiently boring 
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and feel e sufficient need for renewed contact with the South that they will 
actually look forward to filling out the questionnaires. Our plen ia to mail 
the questionneire aad them bug them a bit with se series of reminders. 


We think this would be valuable data for CORE to heve. It would also allow 
us to compare CORE with SCOPE and with the volunteers for Operation Ceteh-Up 
in Prince Edward County, Virginia. Our original agreement would still stand 
in thet CORE would heve the rights of clearance on the data end on euy pub- 
lieations. The lest thing we vent to do is to harm the movement or any phace 
of it in eny way. oo Coy im CORE will find the 
resuitse helpful. 


If ell of this sounds neneen>*4. we need we par First and moet 
easily, we need the eet: Greases teers. ete that 
we do aot intend to ine lu the permenent eid staff, "though we would like to 
include those who volunteered for the summer and decided to stay on this fall. 
Nor do we went to include the locel workers in the various commaities. These 

people heve understendable problema with the questionnaire end it would be teo 
much of a burden for then. 


 Seeondly, Deve, we would like to get eval» steers frou 
their project supervisers or someone on the atefft whe is ~“Eeeilier with their 
relative effectiveness. This should be very simple and perhaps you have it already. 
Tt would be adequete just to summerize the performence on @ five-point seele such 
26 below, noting thet there should be people at every point since it is useless if 
everyone ie judged extremely effective out of loyalty.

I know thie poses problems. For one, you may act have enyone who is in @ position 
to meke these judgments. For another, you may went to eveid them on principle. 

For e third, you mey feel that these ere not the kind of ratings that should be 
eveilable te us. We would uaderstend all three, but let me try to rebutt for 
purposes of the reseerch end ite ultinste ugefulmess to you, CORE end eivil righte 
genereily. If — that it goes without esyiag thet the renkings will be wholly 
confidential. We already feel like seeret egents in the wey in which we guard | 
the data. Here we would quiekly fer the rankings to enonymous IBM cerde and the 
linkages with specific persons would then be destroyed. The rankings are sot complex 
but evenso they should be erveiel in helping us establieh some criteria and some 
baseline of performance. Finally, it my be thet effectivences in hard-core areas 
such os Lowi ®t @ me will be quite different from effectiveness ia SCOPE areas 

such es South Cerolins end Virginie. If so, this is valuable es weil, though the 
lest thing we want to do is te drew invidieous comparisons between, say, CORE ond 
SCOPE. “e intend no judgmente as to which is the “better” or “moet effective 
orgenizetion. Thie is beyond our pale end a baa irrelevant to this study end to 

the struggle ses a whole. 
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Dave, I know this letter heaps your burdens higher. On the thought that 
you may be out of town, I am sending copies of the letter to several other 
people in the New Orleans office. But, I wonder if Mike Aiken and I could help 
by coming to New Orleans for a couple of days in order to do some of the work 
ourselves and to give you e further understanding of what we're about. If so, 
we'd be happy to come. It seems this summer as if the movement has been coming 
to Medison. Bob Parris, Norman Hill, Mike Loesser, Al Lowenstein and others 
have been through, perticularly at the NSA convention. It now seems only fair 
that we should return the visit end come South if this would be useful end we 
wouldn't be getting in your hair. In any event, we stand ready to come if 
needed. Thanks again for all your help in the midst of a hectic summer.

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Political Education 


During the past Year there has been much talk within the CORE cir&tlas 
about community organization with a political orientatign. We have not made any 
really significant strides in that direction, North or South, since the MFDP 
challenge. 


The 1965 voting bill has made it more urgent for us to begin political 
education and organization within the Negro communities. In the South,;thou- 


sands of Negroes are registering to vote for the coming elections, White 
politicians and corrupt Negro leaders are moving just as fast to capture and 

molest this new freedom that the Negro people are attempting to acquire. If 

we do not move fast then one can very easily say that the voting bill and our 
past efforts to get people registered would have been in vain. 


We feel that political organization must begin with political education. 

In the south we are constantly working with people who have never participated 
in politics’ and, therefore, know very little about the functions of their city, 
county, and state governments. Most people define their immediate problems 

as unpaved streets, open sewerages, bad housing, high rent, low Wages, unemploy 
ment, etce If they knew what part of the government, or what official, is re- 
sponsible then I'm sure that they would become more concerned about who is 
elected to that office. I also feel that they will make attempts to organize - 
in order to get a good candidate into that office. The more knowledge that 

the Negro public can receive about the functions of the government (both how 

it is supposed to operate and how it presently operates) the more difficult 

it will be for the corrupt politicians to misuse theme > 


CORE has to intensify its efforts to bring about political education 
within the Negro communities. We have begun to develop booklets on the politi- 
cal structure of the Cities, counties and states in which we presently works 
We hope to finish these booklets by mid-November. We must also begin to hold 
community workshops in these communities to explain this material to the pub- 
lice We will also help people to organize local training groups from the block 
On upe Local people should be informed about efforts of people from other com- 
munities to organize politically and also invite some of these people over to 

talk to them about ‘their efforts to organize. | 


Listed by priority are the states in which 1 feel we should increase our 
activities in political education and organization. 


SOUTH CAROLINA -- In 1966 Strom Thurmond will be up for re=Slection. In order 
to defeat him wo must begin now to develop meaningful politi- 
cal machinery among the Negro people in that state. 

CORE's staff members have been very active in voter registra- 
tion during the past several years and have been responssnie.. 
for a significant increase in the number of registered Negroe 
They have not in the past, and will not in the future, be 
able to do political organization or education, as needed, 
because Of the tax exompt funds that we presently use to work 
in South Carolinae The type of political organization that 
is needed to defeat Strom Thurmond is definitely a partisan 
typoe Therefore, if we intend to work for the dofeat of

LOUISIANA , 
| Louisiana will also bo involved in congressional elections in 1966. 


We are hoping to concentrate in at least three of the eight con- : 
gressional districts (2nd, 6th and Sth) in cfforts to get political | 
organization and education to the people in thosc areas. 


We have been concentrating in approximately ten parishes during tho 
past four monthse Tho voluntcers were somowhat successful in 
stimulating interest among people in many of those parishes during 

the summer project. Louisiana has alroady had sevcral vory success- 
ful “People's Conferenccs" in which people from diffcrent parishes | 
came togethcr to. discuss ways of eliminating certain community ills. 
The se confcrences can become a means of informing people of the 
political structure of Leuisiana and their particular parish or city. 


We are planning to kick off the first series of these workshops in

belt arcas of North Carolina. There are approximately seven coun- 
tics which have expressed interest to either Attorney McKissick or |

They hope to continue their efe 
forts in order to build a substantial organization for the 1966 — 


electionse 


In 1964 the incumbent Democrat, Arthur Winstad, from Philadelphia, 
was defeated by a Republican candidate Prentiss Walker. This conid 
give the Negro people a tremendous opportunity to make significant 
strides in the political arena there because 1 am sure that the 
Democratic party will attempt to win that congressional seat back, 
Which will mean a. split among the white voters and an excellent 
opportunity for the Negroes to run a candidate on an independent 
ticket. This could pull the Negro voters together, and maybe win 

a victory. : 


CORE is also working with the FDO on a state-wide level. The FDP 
hopes to be able to challenge all candidates during the 1966 con- 


gressional elections. 


Political education and organization has already begun in most 
districts. Mississippi is asking for nine workers and two leased 


CarsSse 


~ Florida is a state where the staff has produced as much or more than 


most of our projects in other states, and the Florida staff has had © 
less to work with. They have been responsible for a substantial 
increase in voter registration in that area and have worked with 
several Negro candidates in an attempt to crack the white power 
structure. These campaigns have resulted in better Negro political 
organization and education. But fa future elections the staff must 
increase its efforts in this direction. In some of the counties of 
North Florida Negroes outnumber whites. In these counties we hope 
to be able to make very significant gains by 1966. 


At present time North Florida only has one worker, Spiver Gordon, 
He is asking for four additional workers and two cars in order to 
continue the operations in those areas. During the summer he had 
several task force workers and several volunteers which enabled hin 
to begin work in other arease This work must continue. 


I think that we should also begin to look forward to finding means of 
making connections with other states. By 1968 wa should be able to have 
unity among people from various states with an objective of making signifieg . 
cant political gains on a national level, To do this we must bercome in- 
volved in political education and organization in the North.

There is some agreement among several staff members of various civil rights 
groups on the need for a closer working relationship between themselves and peopl e 
in the labor movement as well as the workers outside the unions and people otherwise 
unemployed. Out of this concern has grown an interest in developing ways of work~ 
ing with labor unions as, in part, & means of making the civil rights movement 
more useful in the communities it seeks to serve. 


Toward the objective of developing ways of working with labor unions this 


proposal put forth the following suggestions for consideration: ;

Thus far, in the civil rights movement, the involvement of college 
students from Southern campuses has been painfully minor--but we are 
certain that there is great potontial in this area. Thesc students ate 
the future leaders of their communities. Whether they are to bo tradi- 
tional representatives of the Negro middle class or leaders of a new 

and better society depends heavily on tho movement today. 


Southorm Negro college students have had very little introduction to 
the civil rights’ movement. From their birth to the time that they enter 
the university they have been living in a system which has attempted to 
keep their minds locked in a dungeon of conformity. Thus far, tho Negro 
University has not been able to provide an cffective means for tho student 
to escape this psychological dungoone Instead it has done more to sustain 
ite Upon graduation, most students tend to conform to th society and 
become content or “blind” to the evils that cxist around them. The Univer= 
sity usually prepares tho student to do this instcad of preparing him to 
build a bettor socicty. 


Negro men who seek skillicd or professional jobs:other than teaching, 
have very little chance, if any, to find decent employment in the Southe 
Negro engineers, scicntists, pharmacists, actors, musicians, construction 
workcrs, plumbers, ctce, have little chance of acquiring good positions in 
thoir trades. Many Negro people focl that by “escaping to the North" they 
can got away from this dilemma, but the horriblo truth is that these pro- 
blems exist throughout the country. This they must learn and this tho move-~- 
ment must teach before the South is drained of its potential black lesadecr- 


shipe 


T@®- oscape the dilemma, the Negro pcople of the South and the country 
must organize politically and cconomically in order to build a strong base 
from which they can causc enough change to guarantee cqual opportunitics 
everywhero. In many places across the country poople are beginning to move 
in order to establish this base. I strongly fcocl that tho college studcnts 
of this country, especially in the South, have a vital role to play in cstab-e 
lishing this base. There are skills that are being acquired by the collcgo 
students that are vory badly neacded by the poople from their communitics. 
These skills can bec shared and new skklils acquired through community cdue-- 
cational programse Students who major in agriculturo are needed in the rural 
farm arcas of tho South. lLawyors and doctors are nceded. Banks, clinics, 
chopping contors, agricultural development programs, new schools and Univer- 
sitics, and political training and organizations are necded throughout the 
Negro communitics of the South. Skills to devolop these things arc boing 
acquired everyday by college studonts but without the imagination or in- 
centives to do thom.

SUMMER PROJECTS 


During the summer projects of 1965 many of us were quite dissatisfied with results 
of using volunteers in the capacity that we attheupted, J.e, as commmity organizers, 
We learned that it is almost impossible for people to come from northern communities 
into southern communities and do any type of effective commmnity organizing within 


24 months, A program for summer volunteers must be rigid with direction, 


This summer we should begin recruitment early and concentrate heavily on Negro 


college campuses,

Because 1966 is an important election year across the South and the first big test 
of Negro voting strength since the Voting Rights Bill, I feel that we should con— 
centrate on®voter registration and political education during the summer, Vol- 

unteers should be used for canvassing the communities, organizing local people to 


do voter registration, and to conduct voter education workshops. They should also 


pe used to help get out the vote, 


Staff should decide at this meeting whether they intend to use volunteers this

SOUTHERN OFFICE | 
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DISCUSSION PAPER FOR A VOTER REGISTRATION PROGRAM 


The Voting Rights Bill of 1965 has removed many of the physical barriers that once 


prevented thousands of Negroes from registering; but it has not been able to remove 


the psychological barriers that 300 years of racial hatred and discrimination have 


so well established in the minds of the vast majority of Negro people. It has not 


stopped southern white employers from using economic pressures against those Negroes 


who wish to register, Tt has not stopped physical intimidation on the part of many 
in the white community. All of these facts have made the Voting Rights Bill somewhat 
insignificant to many people who live in the urban and particularly the rural areas 
of the South, These are the areas that the federal government has little knowledge 
of, and the same areas where civil rights organizations cannot reach because of lack 


of funds and personnel, 


The coming congressional elections and local elections in many areas where we work 
have made it imperative for CORE to increase its program of political education 


and voter registration,

I have been complaining for the last two weeks about the 
present methods of the National Office in sending the ex 
pense funds to Mississippi for the staff and the COFO 
office. I understand that the office is presently going 
through a "little" financial difficulty, but I do feel 7 
that we must make some bettee arrangements in order that 
we do not run into more difficult problems, 


At present we are running into a lot of bills and the p¢ 
method of paying these bills are wecoming quite confusing ~ 
: because of the manner that the money is being sent to us. 
What I am trying to say is that we feel that if the money 
is sent on a monthly basis we would be able to pay our 
bills on time and avoid any financial set-backs. 


: You see, we are spreading the staff throughout the district

Jackson, Mise, Dec. 20: For thousands of Mississippi Negroes -~- particularly 


‘tried to exercise their voting rights «-- Christmas 1962 was 


not particularly merry. 


Some 20,000 active in voter registration who have been dropped by local 


officiais from lists of those eligible to buy federal surplus commodities. 


As a consequence, Dave Dennis, CORE field secretary, has filed a formal 
protest with Secretary of Agriculture Orville Freeman and Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy. CORE National Director James Farmer has supplemented this 


with a wire to Attorney General Kennedy pointing out that "this is the type 


or reprisal to be expected through discriminatory use of local option in 


dispensing federal funds, goods and services," 


In addition, Dennis asserts: “Many people who have attempted to register 
have been harassed to the extent of losing their jobs. Families have been 
thrown off their farms, Some have been pressured financially, Also, this 


year more than 68% of the cotton was harvested by automation, which meant that 


manpower was cut tremendously.” 


To bring at least some cheer to the destitute, the Council of Federated 


Organizations, which includes CORE, SCLC, SNCC and NAACP, initiated a program 


_of distributing Chréstmas packages to needy Mississippi families.

DISCUSSION PAPER FOR A VOTER REGISTRATION PROGRAM 


The Voting Rights Bill of 1965 has removed many of the physical barriers that once 
prevented thousands of Negroes from registering; but it has not been able to remove 


the psychological barriers that 300 years of racial hatred and discrimination have : 


so well established in the minds of the vast majority of Negro people, It has not 
stopped southern white employers from using economic pressures against those Negroes 
who wish to register, it has not stopped physical intimidation on the part of many 
in the white community. All of these facts have made the Voting Rights Bill somewhat 
insignificant to many people who live in the urban and particularly the rural areas | | 
of the South, These are the areas that the federal government has little knowledge : 


of, and the same areas where civil rights organizations cannot reach because of lack 


of funds and personnel, 


The coming congressional elections and local elections in many areas where we work 
have made it imperative for CORE to increase its program of political education 


and voter registration, 


¢ 


Two weeks ago the Southern Office, upon recommendation of project directors , drew 


up a voter registration and political education program for Florida, Louisiana, 


Mississippi, South Carolina, and North Carolina, that had a budget which totaled 
over $300,000, only to find that VEP would have only $250,000 to distribute among 


all the civil rights organizations, CORE's allottment would be approximately $60,000. 


Mr, Halex worked out a formula, based on area and present CORE operations in the various

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southern states, for the distribution of the $60,000, Louisiana and Mississippi wiil

fnother formula was devised for discussion on how the funds should be used within 


the given states. Criteria are based on the percentage of Negro population, percent- 


age of Negroes unregistered, CORE's relationship to the commmity, and our ability 
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to register people in a crash program, and coming local and congressional elections. 


in the latter we would be interested in areas where Negroes are planning to run for 
public office, Another consideration would be our ability to follow up the program 


after it is finished, 


Based on the above, the Southern Office feels that we should attempt to have erash 
voter registration programs in areas where we can get more people registered and have 

sn effect on coming elections, This would mean that the program would run from 2-4 
months, beginning about March 1, depending on the area and the date of the first primary. 
Let's use Louisiana as an example for formulas to distribute the money in such a crash 


program, The first primary for the 1966 congressional elections in Lovisiana is on 


June 24, This would give Louisiana staff approximately 4 months for a crash program, 


Let's sat that we choose 5 cities for maximum results (we recommend that the staff 
work by cities rather than by Parish, whenever possible), The budget should look 
somewhat like this...

Concerning: Educational Centers in Mississippi 


We are attempting to set up little educational centers in several counties 
throughout the state. In the centers we hope to set up small libraries where 
people can come to read and learn about different things. We will also attempt to 
conduct citizenship classes (voter registration), agricultural develppment work- 
shops, business administration classes, and provide guidance for teenagers in 
choosing occupations and obtaining scholarships. We also hope to provide educa- 
tional movies for the people. The centers are to be equipped to provide something 
for the thousands of people who have nothing to do. ‘4n many of the communities, 
there are no libraries, or other facilities for recreation for the Negro people. 
They have no means of acquiring information and education on self-improvement. 


These centers will be geared to help the people in every manner possible to devel- 
op themselves both intellectually and spiritually and provide an outlet for their 
many potentialities, 


We nedd more funds in order to develop these centers and pay personnel. The budget 
for each center should be approximately as follows:

Concerning: An Abortion for a Pregnant State 
VOTER REGISTRATION 


During the past year I have been very active in Mississippi in the voter 
registration program and some forms of direct action. From June 7, 1962 
to May of 1963, I was the only CORE representative in the state, wit h 
only three short visits from 6ther CORE representativs. Since that 

time CORE has hired several Task Force workers for the state. 


Mississippi is a state where definite long-range programs must be set 
up if it is to be cracked... At this time it is the most segregated 
state in the United States ‘of America. Enclosed you will find statis- 
tical data that was drawn up by Mr. Jesse Morris of SNCC last week. 
This report demonstrates to us the problems that confront us. This 
report was drawn up for the National Council of Churches in the hope 
that they will provide funds for projects in Mississippi. 


During the past three weeks we, CORE and SNCC, have been involved in 
a "Freedom Vote" campaign. Many people felt that this was silly and 
was some sort of plaything, but, on the contrary, it did much more 
for the movement, toward uniting Mississippi, than anything else we 
have done. The purposes of the campaign were: Se 


1. To demonstrate to Mississippi, Washington, and the rest of the 
nation that the Negro people of Mississippi would vote if they were 
allowed.to register free from intimidation and discrimination. . 
2. To form a unit by which we could unite the people throughout 
the state. 
3. To make the people aware of the power of the ballot. 
4. To communicate with the masses. 
5. To focus national attention on the political system of Miss. 
6. To encourage Negroes not to support either political party 
unless.they both change their civil-rights policies. 

oo. To set up a structure for a statewide political - organization. 


I believe that we were able to accomplish our feat. Over 62,000 Negroes 
voted in the Freedom Vote campaign. Many more would have participated 
if it. had not been for the harassment and intimidation. We had over 

100 arrests, several shootings and beatings and hundreds of threats 

and traffic tickets. Our campaign cost.over $13.000.00, paid for from 
contributions from all across the nation. Three of our CORE workers - 
were jailed. One, George Raymond, was kicked around by police. Several 
SNCC workers were beaten, shot at, and over 80 were jailed. | 


Many, people. diasevee with our program of asking the Negro people here 
not to support either the Democrats or the Republicans. We feel that 
such an act will make it necessary for the political parties to change > 
their policies in an attempt to gain the Negro vote which would be 
independent at this time. If the parties refuse, then we would be in 

a position to begin a third political party.. Some think that this) 
would only make the state increase its pressure against the Negro in 
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an attempt to keep him from registering. If they do, then this would 
make the local registration laws come more and tnore into direct con- 
flict with the Federal Government, which would force the Federal 
Government to act in behalf of the local Negro. 


Through our Freedom Vote we made contac&é with people in every county of 
Mississippi and from every county people voted. This means that we now 
have contacts in these counties with people who are willing to take a 
stand. To keep things really going we must follow up on these contacts 
and organize people to attempt to register on a mass scale throughout 
the state. To accomplish this, we must get more people into the field. 
At this time SNCC has around 35 people working. They cannot hire any 
more because of financial problems. SCLC has approximately 20 "citizen- 
ship workers in the state. CORE has five people. With at least 20 
more people from CORE we could set up our structure as we want it. We 
coujd use 20 workers who would work on a volunteer basis by which we 
pay their expenses. Both white and black are welcome to work. 


Such a project would be approximately $15.00 per week, per person: 


Room and board --- $10.00 
wanesvorcaviphD --- 5 00 
Total p15 .00 


This is the first time that Mississippi has been organized to such an 
extent. We just cannot afford to let it fall back. We must take ad- 
vantage of our present accomplishments. I am asking for CORE to support 
©O more workers in Mississippi for six months as a special project for 
the State. This would cost approximately $8-10 thousand. 


it is my opinion that SNCC and CORE are in better positions to tackle 
Mississippi together than any other organization. We have formed a 
unit in Mississipp where we have almost become one, and I hope that 
it remains That way. 


COMMUNITY CENTERS 


The citizens' councils of Mississippi have begun a campaign to force 

out of the state as many Negroes as possible during the next four years. 
In the Delta where Negroes form a majority, they have already put their 
plans into action. Automation is putting Negroes out of work on the 
plantations, loans are being cut from the small farms, and large plan- 
tation owners are beginning to buy up the small farms, and are hiring 
more whites and fewer Negroes. The state refuses to allow federal 
retraining programs to enter the state. The state is offering free. 
property and tax cuts to industries and the industries are offering 
work for whites but not for Negroes. The Udico Electrical Appliance . 
Co. from Los Angeles is a good example. The Negro must leave or starve. 
He can't leave, because he has no place to go. If we can off-set the 
e@itizens' councils' program by providing training, and projects for 
Negroes for at least 10 years, then I believe we can conquer the 
problems of the area. 


The type of projects which can be organized are: 
A. Farm Cooperatives 
B. Food-processing Plant 
C. Store Cooperatives (Dry Goods, etc.) 
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D. Private Business | 
1: Barber and Beauty Shops - 
2. TV and Radio Repair Shops 
3. Machine shops 
4. Upholstering shops 
5. sewing establishments 


These are some of the things which are needed in the Negro Community 
and which. are easy to learn if we could get the teachers and places 
to teach... In my opinion there are many people from the North who would 
be willing to come. to Mississippi and give a year to conduct such 
training for people, and help the people set up such projects. This 
would be a private Peace Corps in the United States, which is needed 
very badly. 


The Community Center can serve another purpose as well. It can provide 
entertainment and information to the people that they have not been 
exposed to. Each center should be equipped with the following, in 
addition to the training facilities mentioned above: 


A. A library where the young people can be exposed to objective 
books and information. There should be films shown. every week. 
B. A game room where people can learn other types of games than 
“tunk" and "blackjack" . 

C. Classes in health education, including: child care, sreventien 
of common communicable diseases, birth control, sanitation, etc. 
D. Special classes on Economics (to teach people how to save and 
spend money wisely), history (to teach them about the Negro and 
make them aware that they have much to be proud of), citizenship 
(their rights and how to obtain and keep them, how to register 
and vote). 


There should be training provided for the people to meet the demands 
of these new industries. If we could have 100 Negroes prepared to 
operate machinery , to do clerical work, etc., the industries would not 
be able to say "We are hiring only skilled labor." in-an attempt to 
exclude Negroes from employment. Here we can directly challenge their 
hiring practices. and, discrimination in other fields. We cannot demand 
jobs if we are not. ‘trained and prepared to fill the re. : 


such projects as. mentioned above would take careful planning, money 
and personnel. I am sure, though, that there are foundations which 
would be willing’ to provide money for’ such an educational project. ‘ 
The instructors would be the next problem, but I'm also. sure that there: 
are some retired professors and the like who would like to come down 

for a year on such a project. The problem would then be to find them. 


My suggestion now is. to open a center in Mississippi, beginning with 
a library and orientation programs on health, citizenship, agriculture 


‘and other small things, and.attempt to interest: unions and foundations 


in a,more detailed project and then expand the:centers (about 10) 
throughout the Delta. College students could man such a project on 
a simple basis, but when we move into more ae courses, more 
profess onal people would be needed. | 
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Proposal for_a FREEDOM EDUCATEON PROGRAM 


Ie Need and Purpose 


It has been the experience of nearly five years of civil rights work in the © 
Deep South that the movement must grapple with a depressed commmity--depressed 
economically, socially, politically and spiritually. Nonviolent. direct action 
and limited political action (voter registration) have begun the work of lifting 
the depression, but civil righ$s work must expand its scope to meet the challenge 
effectively. We cannot turn our backs to the commnity's starvation, ignorance, 
living conditions, etc. and promise them the vote when we know that the vote is 
only a partial solution to the community'ts problems. It is true that we cannot 
achieve our political ends of the Negroes in the South are not registered, but 
even if we are registered, we cannot achieve our ends if we are not politically 
active and knowledgeable. In some areas of the South where political education 
has been neglected, the movement now faces the problem of Negrogs who are registered 
voters, but who sell their votes to dishonest and conservative politicians. In or- 
der th at both the total goal of a better world and the limited political goals 
which we have set should succeed, we need an educational program, 


This paper proposes that in addition to the planned intensification of politi- 
cal and protest action, the Southern staff inaugurate a program of comprehensive 
education. A suggested outline for its scope and development is presented below. 
The purpose, like that of the political program, is twofold: We must organize 
crash programs which will operate alongside existing programs, where they are 
inadequate. Secondly, however, we must think of our programs ultimately as supple- 
menting, not replacing, the regular social institutions, and therefore, an integral 
part of the proposal is that we must work for the improvement and integration of 
the existing social institutions. The Mississippi movement has dealt with these 
programs experimentally during the summer bf 196, and this proposal will draw 
its examples and generalizations from that experiences 


II. Outline of the Program 


As here envisioned, the educational program would be built around a new commih- 
ity institution, a community center. In Mississippi we have found no existing 
organizations or institutions which could be adapted to the needs of our educational 
program. (However, in other places, it might be a better plan to work through a 
local organization--possibly a voter's league or a civic clu). The community 
center would house a library and sufficient space and equipment for a wide range of 
educational and recreational activities. The staff would have to include at least 
one or two full-time workers, usually sent in from outside the community, with 
special educational and vocational training. This training does not necessarily 
involve degrees--in Mississippi, these needs were often met by students from Northern 
‘colleges--but the college students who become really effective community center dir- 
ectors are exceptionale. Besides the full-time staff, the center must have strong 
and. dedicated local supporte One of the most important responsibilities of the full- 
time staff is to discover, enlist and educate suitable local leadership. 


The various programs which the community center would present are described as 
follows, remembering that each program has a dual function--1) to fill the gap where 
regular programs fail, and 2) to stimulate the improvement of regular public ins ti- 


tutions. 


he Freedom Schools 


~The Freedom ‘ §,hools, aimed at schooleage children, enna have two basic functions: 
first, they would offer eemedial academic work to improve the verbal and mathematical 
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| abilities of the typical student. They would try, also, to expose the sind: to 
- academic and cultural influences lacking in the Southern Negro homes and schools, 
-and give a taste of the subjects which they do not get in the regular schhols. 
Illustrating this need, French and typing were by far the most popular subjects 
in the Mississippi Freedom Schools. Secondly, the Freedom Schools would differ 
from the regular schools in the presentation of material. The Freedom Sghools would 
make an effort to deal with subjects too "controversial" for the regular schools. 
The racial controversy is the most obvious. area of discussion in this category, 
but there are other taboos which the regular schools avoid, such as an academic 
investigation of the theory of evolution. In a "free" atmosphere of discussion, 
the Freedom Schools would study such things as Negro history, American history, 
the civil rights movement, and the concept of citizenship in a democracy. Current 
events would be discussed honestly and on a mature level. Freedom School. teachers 


would find other, individual, ways to supplement the students! school needs. 


The Freedom Schools would also study the Southern power structure, including 
its educational institutions (What is the purpose of Negro schools in a segregated, 
feudal society? How far are they supposed to go in "educating" a person, and what 
| is this education intended to produce?) The schools would be a logical place for 
7 students to talk about what kind of schools the shate should provide for all its 

_eitizens, and to plan for action which could accomplish this. In Mississippi's 
summer Freedom Schools, the students offered elaborate plans for pressuring the 
schools to offer enlarged, updated curriculum, to upgrade the instruction, and 
ultimately to abolish segregation in the school system. The upshot of this discus- 
sion was a projected statewide school boycott, scheduled for some time this year, 
and symbolic attempts to integrate the white schools in September. The Freedom 
Schools held a statewide convention for the purpose of writing a platform for a 
new Mississippi. This platform is probably the truest measure of the Freedom . 
Schools! success. It illustrated the point that the Freedom Schools cannot divorce 
‘themselves from the public schools which the students must attend for the major 


part of their education. 
Be Preschool Education 


) This program would try to deal with children who are potentially poor students 
before they fall behind in school. The preschool program would be essentially a 
day nurserye It would provide day care for the children of working mothers-- | : 
offeriig supervised rest and play, but also offering basic education to prepare | ££ 
them for school. The areas of study would be reading readiness, beginning writing | ; 
and vocabulery development. The school would also introduce them to cultural 
influences beyond the immediate enviromment.. Many children never have the opportu- 
nitty to paint, to model in clay, or to play musical instruments until they enter 
school, and even then it is only the better schools which offer this, The program q 
would also include participation in the school lunch program and the school Milk | ‘ 
program if this could be worked out with the government, and if we could afford it. j 


Ideally this would be a pilot program which the school system would adopt, to 
bridge the gap between the privileged and the deprived children. And it would pro- 
vide a focus for parents and community leaders to organize and demand — their | 
children ‘be offered these educational advantages , | 


C. Adult } Education 


Throughout the South, the state has failed to offer even cursory education to 
Negroes in years past. These people are adults now, and subject to the demands of 
an industrialized society. The state must be forced to provide basic literacy, 
more advanced reading instruction, and vocational education to the people it hasin 
the past deprived. This can be done only through a comprehensive and free public 
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program, but this kind of program will not be offered until there is organized 
pressure for it and the example of a pilot program which dramatizes the need and 


shaws the possible format for a more comprehensive programe . 


. Evening classes should be offered to adults in the areas of literacy, duties 
of citizenship, vosational training, and whatever other subjects the people express 
a desire for. Because they are adults, the people can formulate their needs better 
than children can, but. because they are adults, their habits are more set and they 
are harder to reache 5So far, in the Mississippi project, we have not achieved any 


- real breakthrough in adult education, but we are continuing to experiment with 


new ideas and materials, and increased efforts to involve the adult students in 
the planning of the program. -.The general areas where we are developing programs 
are citizenship, health education, federal programs and literacy. Vocational 
training is’ beyond our reach just now, but we are doing research on how government 
training programs can be brought to the Deep South. | 


De Social. Services

~ The centers must. go beyond theconcept of strictly academic education and try 
to offer to the Negro. people some services which they do not now have, and which 
they must have if they are to lift themselves out of the economic, social and 
political bottom, There must be provision for wholesome recreation for Negro youth, 
to bive them a real alternative to bars and street violencee Some community insti- 
tution must make a first step to deal with housing conditions, with sewage and 
sanitation in the poor part of tom. All of the social blight which characterizes 
the "colored section" of any Southern town must be removed by united community 
action, and the community centers can provide the spark for ths organization. 
Other programs which fall into this classification would be the public health pro- 
gram, the organization of farmers! unions, and the already-existing welfare and 
relief program (food and clothing distribution). As with preschool and adult ed- 
ucation, the community centers must encourage, through example and pressure, the 
development of really adequate public social services. 


Ee Political Education 


*"“This is handled separately in our program, because of its importance in the 
Southern civil rights movem8nt, but there should be no separation in thinking. 
Political education cannot be separated from other phases of the educational pro- 
gram. Voter registration and voter education are now and will be for some time — 
to come bhe core of the South's civil rights program, and no phase of the program 
should fail to relate the social heeds of the people to the possibilities of 
ageressive political action. 


III. Outline of Requirements 


Several things are needed to implement this program. Most basically is a 
center itself. In Mississippi we have found that the typical community has no 
budiding suitable for a community center available. A building must be large enough 
to accommodate the library and various educational and recreational activities, 
ard by and large only churches and lodge halls meet the requirements. This means 
that we must build our centers, symbolic of building a New South when the old South 
does not meet our needs. “4s a rough estimate, we have found that a simple concrete- 
block, one-story buildirig can be built, with electricity and running water, but 
without luxuries such as air conditioning and tile floors, for around $10-12,000 
(local estimates vary), excluding land and labor costs. A frame building is 
roughly the same. The next need ia for steff, and that too, cannot usually be pro- 
vided by the local community. A trained outsider is needed to organize and oversee 
the programe However, local leadership is emerging in the communities which have 
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had centers for less than three months, and the need for trained outside staff may 
be temporary. The third major need of the centers is for equipment and operational 
expenses, The local picture is more hopeful here. We have found that the local 
communities can help significantly with day-to-day expenses. The kind of serviees 
so far provided have been volunteer labor to remodel old buildings, free sandwiches 
for the children, improvised play equipment, donated school supplies, and especially 
volunteer supervisory help with the children and the library. Regular expenses 
such as the light bills can usually be absorbed by the voter registration project. 
Another resource which has proved to be significantly helpful is donations from 
outside sourees. The books for our libraries have ccme almost entirely from the 
gifts of people all across the country. Similarly, the. food and clothing for the 
welfare program has been donated. Some progress has been made with the idea of 

an outside institution--a church group, a labor union, or a Northern civil rights 
committee, etce--"adopting" a center, and shouldering its major expenses. This is 
still in the pilot stage, however; only three centers have been adopted, and it 
remains to be seen how constant and adequate the support will be, Another resource 
which has not been used sufficiently is thkt of local college students. ‘These 
students can be used year-round in college communities, and ap their home towns 
when bhey are on vacatione 


As a final ergument, we can, in this project, discover for ourselves and show 
the world what kind of society we envision. The center cante an example of our 
goal in microcosm. The concept of an integrated group of workers applying their 
brains and bodies to the solution of social problems is needed in America now, 
to show the average American an alternative to racism, materialism and cynicism.

. Background _ <a 


I feel that the Hieibetiia challenge to the National Democratic =e marks 
the beginning of a significant new move by civil rights groups to confront the 
"power structure" with some meaningful and constructive efforts for change, 
both morally and legally. It took the civil rights organizations years to 
develop a program that would bring about meaningful changes in public accommo- 
dations laws. Aggressive, imaginative groups developed the sin=-in movement 
that challenged the laws and conscience of this country. 


| There are several things besides the energetic efforts of the workers in the 
state that 2 feel contributed to the success of the convention challenge. First, 
it was a grass-roots movement made up of people from the grass roots, We were 
able to by-pass the "established" leadership, which helped us also to by-pass 

the traditional cries of "go slow" and "let's not hurt our friends," The 
people who made up the party were people who owed no allegiance to the local 
power structure. The party was also made up of people who had been active in 
developing the program, people who had attempted to register and had met with 
violence or economic pressure because they made that attempt. These were 
people who knew what suffering for accause meant and were willing to continue 
suffering, which made them almost invulnerable to any type of threat or compro- 
mise offer from seemingly "big" people or the established —r-, They went 


to the conventi on independently. 


Secondly » the movement was independent of any compromising obligation to any 
nationally established leaders, organizations or to the Administration. It 

was and is one of the few creative movements that the conservative elements 

in the civil rights struggle, or Walter Reuther (meaning the labor power 
structure) or the Administr ation had no control over. Therefore, when the chips 
were down and some of the national leadership, Walter Reuther, and the Admini- 
stration turned against us in Atlantic City, we were able to maintain our 
militancy and determination without "stepping on anyone's toes", 


The challenge proved to me that it is not safe for the civil rights renner 

‘to become too strongly aligned with the administration or unions or other | 
conservative elements, I'm especially critical of the unions, At this point, 
Walter Reuther depends heavily upon the Johnson administration because Johnson 
has a lot to say in regard to whether or not Reuther's present negotiations with 
the auto industry are successful, and Reuther needs a success for the survival 
of his union. At this convention, Reuther had to dance to. the tune of the 
President. Because of certain ties that some of the civil .rights leaders have 
with Reuther, they were forced to dance-to his tune, which meant that they were 
also dancing to the tune of President J ohnsone . Ifm not saying that we should 
dissociate ourselves from the power structure altogether, but I am saying 

that we should not align ourselves with them to the extent that we cannot afford 
to go against their wishes or demands. We must establish allies within their 
ranks, but I am certain that we can do this without obkigenins Cenvetves to 


the groupe 


I'm convinced that any real, meaningful attempt to get civil rights representa- 

tion in the political arena must be independent of these other ties, because 

we (the movement) must maintain a position that will free these powers to move 

in the direction of making some type of significant political change... The: only 
way we do that is to remain a threat to these powers, and we can do that by 


being independent of them, 


Freedom *68 = 2 


I feel that at this time CORE and GNCC are the only two organizations that can de- 
velop such a meaningful meovemente In many aspects CORE has_the greater potential 
of the two, because of our chapters and program in toth the Nerth and the South. 

The reason why I mentioned the North is that this is where political organization 
within our ranks is needed-most. We did not have one delegate from within our ranks 
at that convention. If we:don't do something about that soon, we are going to find 


ourselves in the same political dilemma in 1968,

The following are some general recommendations that I'm making to CORE for a long- 
range program to begin immediately and extend through 1968. First, however, I would 
like to clear something up. At this point we do not interpret the Freedom Democra- 
tic Party as a third Party, but as an attempt to build a meaningful political ma- 
chinery to aid us (the civil rights movement) -in obtaining a. significant voice in 
our present government , both locally and mtionally. .

AN AWAKENING CITY 


Canton, Mississippi, is a small town with a population of approximately 
9,797 (9,707) people; of these, 6,220 are Negro. Canton is the county 
seat of Madison Gounty, with a population of approximately 32,904; of 
these, 23,642 are Negro. The ratio is about 3 to #1, favoring Negroes. 


Canten is atypical Mississippi city (as voter - registration worker 
Claude Weaver put it,"It's so typical I hate it."); that is, there is 
nothing offered to the Negro for progress. The Negro communities are 
infested with poverty, ignoranc6é and frustration. There isn't a movie 
theater or a library in Madison County for Negroes. The people there 
de not have anything which provides a wholemome outlet for entertain- 
ment or education, '! 


During the past eight months, CORE workers have been very active in this 
little town attempting to increase the voting power in the Negro commun 
ity and to establish some type of local leadership. The intimidations 
against the CORE workers have been tremendous: : 


1. At first, police blocked off reads to prevent local citizens 
from attending mass meetings. | 

2. The CORE office has been weecked twice. 

3. Voter registration workers have been shot at three times. 
Five young members of CORE were shot down last summer as they 
left a voter registration meeting. The gunman, Price Lewis, 

a lecal white service station owner, was fined $500 ($100 for 
each person he shot) on charges of "unlawful discharge of a 
firearm within the city limits". He is now free. 

4. CORE Voter Registration workers have met with constant 

police harrassment. George Raymond, CORE strateghst for the 
area, was pecently pistol-whipped by a local constable. After 
the beating, George was charged ;with "intimidating a police 
officer" and "disturging the peace". He is now out on bond. 

5. Many local citizens who have attempted te register have met 
with tremendous economic pressures. They have lost their jobs, 
have been refused loans and have been intimidated by local | 
whites. X&£ four 

6. At the present time (January 23) xwe CORE workers are in the 
county jail on charges of "intimidating an officer" and violation

office. Their bond is $500 each (the amount of the fine for

7. During election time last August (during the Democratic primaries) 
whites rode around in the rural areas of Madison County 

threatening the few registered Negroes (about 40) that if they 

showed up at the polls bhey would be killed.

Despite these harrassments, the CORE workers, under the leadership of 
CORE Task Force Worker George Raymend, have been able to organize a local 
civil rights group (Madison County Movement); they have had over 300 
Negroes to attempt to register, but with only about 27 to become regis- 
tered. They have filed over two hundred signed af&fitiaxi®x affidavits 

we SR the Justice Department, and they have initiated a local boycott on 
about 20 stores. Besides making the usual fair-employment demands, they 
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are also planning to boycott these stores until Negroes are allowed to 
register to vote in Canton, free from harrassments and intimidations £ 
from local officials and white citizens. The boycott is a huge sucdess; 
after only about 2 weeks, the campaign is 75 per cent effective. 

There have been several incidents between white citizens and Negroes 
which shows this, besides the sight of stores in Canton where ho. 
Negroes can be seen shopping. The sheriff has found it necessary 

to issure a statement accusing Negro leaders of coercing the Negro 
population. Some white merchants who have been hit hard have gone 

out of their way to approach Negroes and make amends. One even 

came te a mass meeting to plead his case. But Madison County Negrees 
are holding firm until they can be first-class citizens--in Mississippi. 


Some background data which the CORElator might find interesting: 


More than one-third of all families (white and Negro both) in Madison 
County have incomes of less than $1,000 per year. As a matter of 
fact, the average is closer to $500. 


In Madison County, the 1961 Infant mortality rate for white babies 
was 28.9 per 1,000 births (compared to 22.4 for the United States). 
For Negro babies it was 43.4 per thousand babths, compared to a 
national average for Negroes of 40.7 per thousand, giving comfprt 
only in comparison to the Mississippi average of 50.0 £mx per 
thousand births for Negro babies. | 


in Madison County there are 7,945 housing muxkikx units. For whites, 
1,863 wwn their own homes; Negroes, with a 3 to 1 population edge 
are homeowners in only 1,649 instances, contrasted to 3,221 renters. 


The homes Negrees livé in are in shameful condition quite often. 

3,809 Madison Ceunty homes have no toilet facilities; 2,276 are classed 
by the United States Census Bureau as being "dilapidated" , and an 
additional 2,262 as "deteriorating", and these two classifications 
account for almost one'half of all the houses in the county. Obviously, 
many of the houses--simply from the standpoint of not having bathing 
facilities or flush toilets--are not fit for human habitation. 


In Madison County, 2,299 students attend six white schools; 7,345 
Students attendthe eight Negro schooégs.

The N, F, CC, EF. P. for the first part of his month has been 

preparing for a hearing of the State's Advisory Committee of 
the United States Commission on Civil Rights. And of course, 
the need for some advance work was necessary so that we could 
testify intelligently. We have tested each public accommoda- 
tion and looked into all areas where federal monies were used 
to find out if discrimination and segregation existed or not. 


VOTER — REGISTRATIONS: 


Once we find ourselves pretty much with out transportation on 
a large scale, therfore, the results on the back sheet of 

this report doesn't have a large increase in voters registra- 
tion, Another very important factor is the factor is the peo- 
ple just don't see the need to register at this time, Since 
Goldwater has been defeated and the Civil Rights Law is passed, 
this puts tts ovt there to find an issue that folk will really 
fo for. Perhaps, the answer lies in the 1966 state election. 
We are currently beefing up Quinegy CORE to start a voter - re- 
gistration drive so that we might carry on other phrases of 
the program, 


This election in Leon County should be an interesting one for 
CORE to observe, There are dozens of candidates running for 
one seat of the city council, all are segregationist. 


Negro leaders in Tallahassee have said this will keep a hand 
off this election, but we will be looking to see who supports 
Mr, Cates, the loudest serregationist of them all. It is said 
that a few Tom Negroes will be supporting Cates,

Mr, William Robinson, Johnny Watson, Stuart Wechsler, met 
recently with a local chain store owner, J.Q. Kelly, about 
fair hiring. We found him to be very receptive, We ment- 
ion about our program and he agreed to apply under the 
federal program to get funds to train unskilled workers to 
work in using cash registers, &« etc. We see Mr. Kelly as 
being in the reach of other merchants to come along with 
our program, This is too early in the game to say what the 
result will be. It is a good start. 


Some time ago I mentioned about the Negro Civic and Business 
League and their buckle under attitude, I had several talks 
with on menber who is his own rights is militant, He shows 
many of the same views as we, After much talk with this 
group, he was able to vet them to agree to many of his 
proposals to present to the county officials. I saw them 
and they were very good. I think with a little threat to 
the power structure, This group will meet with the county 
commissioners soon on the desegregation of public schools, 
and we have several talks with them about sticking to their 
gums, and not to give in. One assurance we have is that we 
have one man who will be fighting until the end,

I conducted a one man tour of the state mental hospital 

in Chattahoochee, Florida last we are getting pemsons to 
testify at the civil rights hearing and found the place to 
be abosvlutely 100% serregated.

Jefferson County: 


Monticello hed its first direct action in the form of a march 
and picketing the administration building of the school board. 


A public meeting was called last week to air out all grievances 
of the students of iioward Academy, a Negro school. The 
grievances were many and just. ‘they included the following: 


1. Segregated school system 

2. Non-accreditation of Howard Academy 
5S.  Uuver crowded school buses 

4. Over crowded class rooms and etc. 


These grievances were taken by 75 marching students to the school 
board where a delegation went into see the school board about

The administration building was picketed while the negotiation 
was in session. The group was not satisfied with the boards 
decision; tnerefore, they tried several times to get the 
students to boycott the school. The principal stopved their 
attempt each time by threatening students with expulsion. IF 
tney had rebelled, he insisted that he was going to expel them 


from school. 


Fred ~aunders, leader of the movement in Monticello for this 
vart of the demonstration, has been suspended by the principal. 
No doubt, this is an old tactic to prevent Saunders and any 
other students from getting involved in any of CORE's 


activities. 


I have had a talk with the principal and I am truly convinced 

tnat he is definately 100% Uncle Tom. A group of the local 
citizens also msde a call on Mr. Simpkins, the principal, 

follow up action bv the students will be explained under 


legal matters. 


LIBERTY COUNTY: 


The Liberty County voters group has been continuing their

The N. F. C. BE. P. has been very busy for the past fifteen 
days perparing for the on coming city election in Quincy, Florida. 
This plus attending meeting has really kept staff on it feet 
until the wee hours in the morning. Below we hope to give you 
a summary of what has been happening in North Florida. 


VOTER REGISTRATION: 


Gadsden County: 

Quincy, Florida the county seat has been the showplace of 
much political action on the part of local Givies Interest 
Group, and staff. Tye city of Quincy has a dilly of city 
charter in regard to politics and public office. The intent. 
of the city ordinance is not to make a political affair out 
of a post on the city administration. For instance, candi- 
dates are not allowed to openly campaign for himself or seek 
the vote in any way himself. From sources in the community, 
this city ordinance will surely be broken by the white oppon- 
ents, who is a larree farmer who employed quite a few Megroes 
at one time. He still supervise a large number of them. JdHe 
has made it known to those working under him that he will re- 
lease them if they voted for Mr. Witt Campbell, the Negro 
Candidate for city commissioner. We are planning to counter- 
attack this by speaking personally to each worker at this 
plant, thtis getting someone to testify that this is true and 
get white candidate disqualified. We are paanning a public 
meeting to have each candidate answer questions, since they 
won't be able to announce a plateform publicly. A group of 
citizens have been appointed to seek the court house steps 
for one of these affairs. If permission is granted for this 
we hope to have just the risht questions for both candidates. 
T,e city registrar has supplies that we meed to be able to 
contact all the registered people by matl. He has also 
supplied us with mames of the régistered voters and from his 
list, we put 400 new voters in the city limits within two 


weeks. 


Liberty County: 
Bristels? Fiorida, the Liberty County Voter League con- 


tinues to register more new voters. The problem there now is 
that the only people left to register are those who are too 


Old or just don't won't to register. Since ww knocked the 


racial barriers down, we have had no trouble in that regard.’ 


Jefferson County: 


Monticello, Florida, the Monticello voter group had a rather § few claus

At this time this phase of work is the anti-poverty program. 
David Dukes is working with the group and he is trying to 
get them to conmcern themselves with all problems in their 
county. With adequate personell, money, and cars we could 
have done a much better job in Jefferson County. 
Madison County: | 

_Madison,: Florida voter group has been trying to get its 
president to meet for some time but they have been without 
result. We have tried several times to get meetings in 
that area, but the problem is not that easy. We may go 
into some communities for years but if some type of leader- 
ship isn't established, then meetings are not enough; One 
must live and work in that area otherwise we are wasting our 
time. Madison County is such a place. We need two good 
workers and car to really do anything meaningful in terms 
of good community organization, and etc. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION: 


Gedsden County: 
The anti-poverty program as staff sees it could do much 
in terms of getting the community included in some type of 
community issue. However, because the Federal Government is 
what it is, and no really good guides were drawn to effectively 
administer this program whereby it will really do what it is 
intended to do (help the poor to help themselves),our experi- 
ence in Quincy has been just the opposite. The white power 
structure has been this loosely info rced program as a way 
to get richer and Negroes responsible for his stealing. Take 
Quincy, for instance, everyone appointed on the board of 
directors are part of the power Be ee ETT, dle class.

Civic Interest Group chairman, Rev. Cruteher, carried a few 
wepoene » one of these proposals being that the two legro 
policemen's beat be expanded and they be given a car to patrol 
the Negro. area of the City.

STA Ts LEGISLA (TURE 3 


The State Legislature convenes on April 6, 1965, in Tallahassee, 
Florida. Stafi had push the idesl of some sort of direct act— 
ion to push certain proposals which would be presented to the 
legisl: twre at that time. We had hope to get support of other 
Civil Rights sroups, but wo were unable to get them together 

to push the magter any further tha: our office. Therefore, 
Attorney Due and Staff decided to present 2 petition to the 
Legisiature and -et the Rights groups to sign it. This we 

were able to do. 


On Monday, April 12, 1965, fifteen persons along with members 
of staff went in tovia'sit with the entire Legislature to discuss 
conditions in North ern Flerida and to seek support of the 
petition that wis presented to euch of them and the Governor, 
Haydon Burns. The Southern delegation of the State regeived 

the group cordially and promised support of the petition, but 
those closet to us, for example Gadsden County's representative, 
Miz. W. M. Inmen, local Guincy cracker, all but threw the group 
out of his sffice. One thing the group will probably remember 
in the 1966 Election is his remarks, "I don't want any Niggers 
votes and I have never campvaigned in the nigger areas, The 
group left his office with srong determination to see that he 
dosan’t get any — vote and also to register all the Negroes 
they could to rid Gadsden County of that sort of person. 


One very interesting thing about the visit to the Legislature 
is the fact that this was the first time many of the group had 
ever been in the Capitol. I think the trip was very importaant 
to them for it gave them a chance to see lawe which have been 
governoring them made and talk with the people who made them 
and at the same time feel a part of the entire thing, They

On April 2%, 1965, Staff members of CORE went in to have a talk with the hospital 
administration in rerard to their policy of compliance with Title IV ef the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, We discussed the following: (1) patient acsignments, (2) 
personne] and staff ith regards to promotions, (3) duties and the lunch room 
facilities, To all inquirges, we cot positive answers. Since our visit, we have 
had several reports of people being dismissed, who had been told either by doetor 
or hospital officials that they shou'd be in a hospital. It is our feeling that 
these veople (hospital) are afraid that some Nezrocs will request transfer to the 
so-called white ward or these is a coneern to keep the Negro ward as ies s crowded : 
as possible, as so to maintain segregation. ce are investigating these reports and 
hopefully «“e will arrive at positive approach, after we have had an oppottunityte 
see whats the story. 


RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 


A letter has been sent to all cities in the Nineth Congressional Distriet with 
regards tc recreation facilitées and their compliance with the Civil Rights Law, 
Fellowing our visit to the hospital and our letter demanding that all recreational 
facilities be open to all persons, The City Commissioners of Quincy called in a 
delegation of Negroes of the sity to diseuss in their words City improvement, which 
lated ameunted te: (1) The hospital being open on a voluntary basic, (2) the only 
two Negro policemén be given a car to patrol, instead of walking a 500 ft. beat 
up and dowm Adam Street, or"Colored Street", (3) Recreational facilities be open 
on a trail basis. Although CORE had approached the City officials about thése 
ohanges, we were not ivitéd to this special meeting. H,wever, we were well 
represented by Rev. Crutcher, who in ne uncertain term demanded that the swimming

SCHOOL DESEGREGATION wo Th 


Jefferson County has been the tarzet of protests for the past week, ber of 
citizens ent to the superintendent's office te find out why they hadgséen or heard 
of Jefferson's plan to desegragatee the public school system, Their protest was 
backed by the fact that one prior students and parents requesting a transfer to 
come in and sign a transfer and preference card to whibh seheel they wish to attend 
for the comming year, a joint protest has been filed against the County school 
“‘poerd ‘by ‘the Tocal Pra and CORE. “Tre compTiart i's enclosedir tiffs’ report’ also 
the Jefferson County Voter Group has had a little diffichlty whkh sfpbbs. 
executive member and their relationship with CORE Task force workers. it seems 
that one or two members are only interested in getting folks registered and nothing 
else. The matter was settled by the whole body at a general election and the whole 
body voted in favor of CORES88 program ‘2 Jefferson County. There is a mve at this 
point to get rid of the principal of “oward Academy which is one of the leaders of 
an Anti-CORE program.

The Supreme Court unani- 
mously threw out their 1960 
convictions on charges of 
“unlawful assembly.” 


In a one-sentence decision, 
the court granted the Ne- 
groes’ petition for review of 
their case, then reversed the 
Florida judgments. 


At the same time, the 
court also reversed the con- 
victions of 29 other freedom 
riders who were accused of 
breaching the peace in Jack- 
son, Miss., in a similar de- 
segregation attempt in 1961. 


In both reversals, the 
court cited a 1960 Virginia 
case involving a Negro law 
student who tried to obtain 
food at a whites-only lunch 
counter during a 40-minute 
stopover at the Richmond 
bus terminal. The court held 
in that case that an inter- 
state traveler had a right to 
be served at a terminal with- 
out discrimination.

They have 6 investigators for the entire program, 
Therefore, if task force workers and/or summer volunteers could 
investigate the centers, we are in a position of readiness to act. 


Contacts have been established with the Senate Labor & 
Welfare Committee, the Civil Rights Commission as well as OHO itself. 


We need to be in reeéipt of "hard" spedific information 
with respect to discrimination in staffing and/or service (affidavits 
and field reports). We would consolidate this information and seek 
Gmmediate administrative redress. 


If necessary we would file complaint under Title Six of 
Civil Rights Act. | 


OZO Counsel informed me that they would first proceed 
under Executive Orders 10925 (1961) and # : (1963) which involve 
less delay than title VI of Civil Rights Act, and they also cover 
employment (which title VI does not).

This report will deal primarly with the monthsof 
November and December. During the month of November, CORE 
Task Force Worker, Sherman Henry, joined me. Before that 
time, I was alone in Florida. With the second CORE werker 
Eddie Williams on the staff, we have been able to make a 


few gains. 


We concerned ourselves with the following; working 
dilligently during these three months (November, December, 
and January). 

1. Voter Registration 

2. Anti-Poverty Programs 
4. School Desegregation 
4. Employment 

5. Hospitals 


Although Voter Registration was given top priority, we gave 


as much attention to the other areas of work as we possibly 


could. 
We are hopeful that this report will reflect upon the 


past three reports submitted. 
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VOTER REGISTRATION 


We have devised a new system of registering voters, in 


erder to cope with the problem of the registrar's office not 
being open at a time convenient to the would-be voters. In 
many North Florida Counties, the registrar would only open 
the books one day a week. We devised a system whereby each 
day of the week, we have staffed in a particular county for 
an entire day, doing nothing but Voter Registration Work. We 
found this system to be quite feasible in terms of getting 
names on the books. The old problem of canvassing and not 
finding folk at home daring reehebretios hours seriously ham- 
pered our efforts. Since Leon and Jefferson Counties allow 
every day for Voter Registration, we put most of our efforts 
in those two counties during our Christmas Voter Drive. 
Although only three Christmas volunteers showed up for the 
Christmas Program, we had a fairly successful voter drive. A 
break-down of new voters by counties, is enclosed in this re- 


port. 


ANTI-POVERTY 


- Leon County - 
For the first time in almost a year, I have been able to 
get someone in Leon County to sit down and formulate plans to 


combat problems in this county. Rev. ©. K. Steele, Vice-Pre- 
sident of S. Cc. L. C., and Rev. D. B. Speed, President of the 


lecal N. A. A. C. P., have both decided to meet each Wednesday 
of the week with me, and work out a course of action. I shall 


report more on this when something is done. 

Several complaints have been filed with Sgt. Shiver's 
office concerning exclusion of the poor off the Board of Dir- 
ectors of tiie Leon County Anti-Poverty Program. 

A few weeks ago, the state Road Park and Forestry Depase= 
ment of the State of Florida, received Anti-Poverty Funds for 
the creation of a Neighborhood Youth Program, geared at young 
school drop-outs. White schools were contacted for a list ae 
drop-outs; however, no Negro schools were contacted. We met 


with representatives of each agency, and demanded that Negroes 


be hired cr we would have the funds stopped. The three depart- 


ments agreed to hire any drop-out (s) thereafter, withrregard 


to race, color or creed. 


- Gadsden County - has pernaps cone of the most orranized 
Negro Community iction :rograms in the North Florida Area. 
However, the county has rot to this date, wotten one cent of 


the Federal roverty Funds. Tnis of course is due to ovr conm- 


plaint earlier in the year to Sgt. Shriver. After our complaint 


to Washington, afterwhich the funds were held up, the local 
Community Action Committee decided to put more Negroes on the 
Board of birectors.

This past month has not been too productive as regards field acti- 
Vities. The combination of my not being able to get the Louisiana 
Car tags and driver's liscense, a tie-up with the insurance company 
to pay for damages resulting from a wreak, (the auto repair company 
Will not let me have the car until the insurance company pays off), 
anc then the season holidyas have all resulted in practically nothing 
getting done. 


My visits to Plaquesmine Parish have been quite scattered, most of 

the time I have been unable to make any contacts. So far only a few 
persons heve telephones, so this means that I must make trips done 
there, drive through muddy back roads, roads with no street sighs, etc., 
only to find that the people are not at home. Frequently Negroes in 

the parish are afraid to speak to us or give us directions. Ruth Wells 
intends to return to school at the end of this month, so this means that 
I will have to have another partner very soon.Ruth will be able to work 
for only ten more days and at the pace the project has been going so 
far, I doupt that we will be able to get very much accomplished. I 

heve not been 2ble to contact Ronnie Moore because he has no phone. 

I do no& know who he has that will be atable for the next few months. 

If possible I would like to have Cathy Patterson, although I have not 
contacted her and do not know what her plans are, I am certain she would 
like to work the area if she can. Ruth and I plan to return Mon. and 
work until she has to go to school, if I do not have another partner, 
and particularly if things are pikking up down there I suppose I will 
have to go alone. 


New Orleans CORE is practically dormant. From what I have been able 

to learn there was quite a split between M. Robinson and 0. Castle. 
some persons attribute the near death of the chapter to this difficulty. 
For the period I have been here New Orleans CORE has not had a meeting, 
although they have been doing some pkrkimgz picketing of the down town 
theaters very sporactically. The active members, which total around 
ten, are all teen-agers. Oretha does not have any one who will take 
the .responsibility of calling for demonstrations, all of the work 
falls on her shoulders. She is doing a good job as the CORE represen- 
tative here. Her posistion is quite secure on the Coordinating Counci 
so that CORE does have a voice in community affaires. Much of this is 
due to Lolis Ellie, who, for personal political reasons of his own in- 
tends to stay inthe Negor spotlight. Oretha has also been plaqued 

with many personal problems which hurts her activity dor CORE, how- 
ever, she seems to be coming out of this situation. I hope that be- 
tween Playguemines Parésh and other sofjourns into the state I will be 
able to help her rebuild the chafter. 


As for the rest of the state of Louisiana, I have not yet been eble to 
Visit the other areas of activity. This is due mainly to the fact that 
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I am never able to reach Ronnie Moore. All of the times I have been 
done to Baton Rouge to see him he is never home and one quickly tires 
of making a twoo hundred mile trip and getting nothing done. I do hope 
to see him this week-end, however, as I have wired him that I am coming 
and to please inform me if he will not be home. 


Last week I went to Austin, Texas and talked to some people there who 

are intererested in forming a chapter. My feeling is that some one must 

be stationeé@ in Texas in order to cover that state adequately. Ike is 
suppose to be working there, but he can do nothing living, or very little, 
in New Orleans and making brief visits to Texas. We have inguires form 

El Paso, Beaumount, Dallas, and I understand that at one time there was 
an Houston CCRE chapter. Just what has happened to it now I do not 

know.

On Sunday, Jan. 5th I met with Ronnie Moore in Baton “ouge. The 
specific purpose of this meeting was to discuss the problems of 
Task Force Worker Ed Vickory whe is to be released from jail dur- 


ing this week. 


In earlg’er talks with Ronnie, it was pointed out the great dis- 
advantage CORE has been placed in because of the red-baiting 

issue Vickory's negligence forced upon us. This was back in Sept. 
At that time it was my opinion that Vickory should be moved from 
Louisiana. I felt very bad about this because he is an extremely 
good worker, however, I felt necessay in order not to have our 
actions diverted from the Civil Rights issue. I relayed this 
opinion to Ronnie, his response Was rather nonOcommittal which 

led me to belive that he did not understand the problem completely. 
Sunday we once more discussed this. I informed Ronnie that I had 
spoken to Eli and Haley and that both of their opinions was that 
Vickory should be moved to New Orleans until it is decided what 

to do about him. Ronnie told me that Vickory had mentioned that 

he would like to go home in order to settle some family difficultiess 
This @eemed to me to be a good “out” for us and I told Honnie to try 
to encourage him to go home for a while. Ronnie agrecd to this. If 
Ed does not go home he will come to New urleans and then we shall 
have to decided what to do about him. 


As for “onnie's area, the 5th and 6th Congressional Districts, he 
has workers in Quachitia Parish,(Monroe They are Tom Valentine, 
Mike Lessor, and Shirley Thompson. Egst Feliciana, (Clinton) - | 
Mimi “inegold, Alice Thompson, and Brenndon Sexton. In Iberville, | 
(Plaquemine) and Ascension, @onaldsonville) Spiver Gordon. All of 
these areas are being worked for voter registration. 


Ronnie informs me that he intends to begin work in Tensas Parish, 
(St. Joseph) and Jackson Parish, (Jonesboro) around the 13th of — 
Jan. Ronnie said that in Tensasthe Negroes have requested that 
CORE and the Federal Government stay out until they see what they 
can do about VR. Presently there are no Negores registered in this 
parish. Ronnie said that he intends to give them this chance but 
that there is an understanding that they will call on CORE when | 
they feel they need help. What %e intends to do by going there ' 
on the 13th I do not know. Bob Collins and I tlaked with Wiley 
Branton regards the advisability of CORE filéng suit, (once we 
get plaintiffs), or the Federal Government. Branton said that he 
would check into the situation and let us know what he thinke.

Plaquemines Parish 


The situation in the parish was beginning to show some promise 
until that fatal night of Feb. 13, where-in, due to my negelegence, 
Farmer announced to the press that "we are already in Plaquemines 
Parish", Retribution against the Negro community was fast in 
ocurring and is continuing up to this time. Perez's first re- 
action was to set up police barracades on the West Bank highway 
23 at Belle Chase which is at the entrance of the parish. The 
police stopped all cars driven by Negroes, searched the cars 
and the passangers. They even searched the womens’ pocket-books. 
When CORE material was found it was confiscated. One man was 
arrested, Edwald Avist of Venice. He was charged with carrying 
a concealed weapon, (a pen-knife, according to one of the pass- 
angers), bond placed at $1,000. I was called at about 4 am that 
morning from the parish. The people reported that the police had 
detained them for 3 hours, questioning and intimating them. The 
following morning I @hecked with Elie and he began making arrange- 
ments to acquire the bond money. In the meantime I made arrange- 
ments with our contact, Rev. Ragas, to have Avist come to see us 
as soon as he was released. This happened on Thursday night and 
Friday. By Saturday Avist's grandfather had put up his bond. 
Rev. Ragas reported to me that Avist, along with Rev. John Taylor 
would be in our office that following Wed. Avist and Taylor never 
appeared and I later learned that they had gone to the NAACP 
which refused to take their case. Avist's trial was held the 
following Wed., charges were dropped pending a six month pro- 
bation period. Avist did not have legal aid and Bob Collins 
felt that this was best otherwise the issue would have become one 
of Civil Rights and Bob felt that this would have acted against 
Avis t as well aw us for our long range plans. 


I have not been back into the parish because our contacts there 
said it would de no good for I would be immediately arrested. 
They also reported that on the night of Feb. 13th the police 
had a photograph of me and that when ca#s were stopped they 
appea#ted to be leoking for someelse. 


Since the 13th of Feb. Perez and his agents have been visiting 
Negro churches, questioning the ministers and members. They asked 
where “Parmer and the CORE workers were living", and told the 
people that he would not allow any mass meetings or CORE activity 
in that parish. I keep in touch with Rev. Ragas via the telephone. 
He continues to inform me that the police barracades are still up. 
I decided to check on this for myself so I took one brief sojourn 
down there and saw that the barracades were up. Since communica- 
tion is so difficult because of the lack of phones, I have not 
been able to talk to all of the contacts. I asked Rev. Ragas to 
try to get them together for a meeting in New Orleans this Thur. 
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Since developments have taken a turn for the worse in the parish, 
I feel it is essential that we give considerable thought to what 
our future plans for that area will be. This is esspecially so 
if we do plan te make the state of Louisiana a focal point for 
this summer’s activity. It would do us great diservice if we } 
abondoned thigz area to Perez, not only state-wide, but nationally. 
Where~as, one month ago I was of the impressionthat we could have 
a voter registration program there, as long as we did not make a 
big issue out of it, it is evident that Perez has given us a good 
| semple of what we are to expect. It is my opinion that if we are 
if to work there, and I definately feel that we must, that it will 
have to be attacked as Jackson, Miss. was with the Freedom—Rides. 
There are a great number of things to be taken into consideration, 
for example, the fact that there is only one main highway leading 
into and out of the parish, that the only way to cross the Miss. 
river to get the the other Negro villiages is by ferry, the justi- 
fiable fears of the Negro community, that access to the fott (St. 
Phillip} is apparently impossiblé. There is only one launching 
site near the island on which the fort stands. Definately a 
national issue must be made of the parish, otherwise we end up | 
with people being thrown in fail and nothing being accomplished.

| New Orleans CORE has turned out to be even a larger problem then 
ee I ever imagined at the fisrt. In one of my earlier reports I 
stated that what was needed was new baiood in this chapter. I then 
set as my task the solving of this probbem. During the following 
weeks, after I first arrived, I attempted on several occassions to 
discuss with Oretha what steps could be taken in getting the chapter 
: back on its feet. I met nothing but a stone wall in this effort. 

: I have found it quite difficult to work with this group. fTo me 
: there seems to be a general atmosphere of un-cooperateness and a 
hostility towards anyone whose task it is to be assigned to then. 
I have spoken to anumber of people who were at one time planning — 
to join %ew Orleans CORE, sincere, intelligent people who would | 
| have been an asset to the chapter. They all said the szme thing, 
| :I received no encouragement to join the group, I was given nothing 
to do." These people were either lost to the NAACP or are just 


doing nothing. 


I have been able to talk with Elie about this matter and he 
agrees that the group needs revitalizing. The question is how 
ay without alienating anyone or createing more problems. We are 
o | presently working on this situation and hope, that with time, 
x it will be corredted. | 


I have been able to begin work in the llth ward on voter registra- 
tion. This is due mainly to the efforts of Steve Rubin, an 
instructor at LSU. We have a team of ten people who have begun 
canvassing. The project is just beginning so it is difficult at 
| this time to say just how it will progress. The canvassers are 
composed of Tulane, LSU, and Lyala (sp?) students, ajong with a 
few of our CORE members.

There is a new Orleans CORE member who has said that she would 
be willing to accept this job. Presently she has indicated 
that she would be willing to donate her time for a whilebut 
would like to be placed on paid staff as soon as we can, She 
has also incicated that she does not requbre too high a salery, 
considering the fact that her duties will be quite limited, i.e., 
primarily answering the telephone and doing whatever typing we

It is my feeling that the tims for sit-ins at 
drug stores, picket lines at theaters, etc. are aver, and that 
what we must beging to do now is attack fundamental issues if 
CORB is to survive. Elie feels that + am getting too fa ahead 
of the game. He is afraid that the pople are not yet quite 
ready fort his type of activity. I do not agree that the peo- 
ple are not ready, however, Ido feel that the leadership is a 
bit backward in its analysis os tl situation. it is not my 
intention to castigate the ‘ew Orleans chapter. 1 realize that 
to present such a pro gram now would create futher alianation, 
however, at the same time 1 am working on getting in new people 
with the hopes that they can be developed to guide such a project.

Rights, however, is quite bright and most willing to learn. 
He has agreed to stay on as a volunteer for as long as his

It is “arry who is getting the typewriters for us, and also 
a number of other things we need forthe office, lig has gone 
full swing into whatever activity we have here in the city, 
besides being quite helpful here in the office,

ministerial alliances. They requested that I be on a panel 
to discuss "Problems in the Field".. CORE, SCLC, SNCC, 
NAACP, et al are invited. The question is this: should 
Ll request that they pay my expenses, @ rather, I have re- 
questedt hat they pay the expenses but received a letter 
crying our line as regards money. Now, the question is: 
should 1 accept the invitation even though they cannot pay 
the expenses? I would like to have an answer to this as 
soon as possible as ths conference is early in April.

You should have received a large envelope of materials last week. 
Did the pictures of Canton arrive undamaged? I wish I could think 
of some more creative use for them than just the CORE-lator or 
"Canton Story" type pamphlet. 


There's no week report on Canton from me because the staff there 
is supposed to have done one. I haven't seen it but they may 

have already sent it to the NO, whether to you or McCain I don't 
know. The report from Meridian on the community center is, I 
think, an updated (though undated) one since the New Orleans staff 
conference, Dave and I visited there the afternoon of Sat. Mar. 7. 
The report is not an exaggeration; the denter there really functions. 
It is interesting how differently the Canton and Meridian projects 
have developed, each so good in one aspect and so nearly a total 
flop in the other half. Each project seems to be a projection 

of the personalities of the staff in the two areas. 


It seems that I was not alone im my feelings about Judge Cox's 
remarks - see enclosed clipping. The article doesn't exactly make 
it clear that Kunstler has or is going to file this week an action 
to prohibit Cox fram handling any racial cases. Did you have | 
anything to do with this? When he was in Jackson this past week- 
end Kunstler said several people had sent him clippings of the 
Judge's remarks and that he had come down at the request of ML King 
and the ACLU.

Haley and I had tenatively set Thursday, March 26 as the day for the 
opening press conference. That's later than you probably expected 

for two reasons, one that I plan to go back to Jackson for the remain- 
der of the week (except for a trip to Plaquemine on Friday for 4 
meeting of the Louisiana staff that Haley has called) for reasons 
which I'll explain later on, and two it is my feeling that we shouldn't 
have the press conference uptil we have a phone. The delay shouldn't 
make any difference in the news value, it seems to me that theoffice 
"opens" whenever we say it does. We will have to move it up at least 
a day now though because the New Or@eans chapter is planning to have 
some people arrested in a stand-in or something in connection with 
their theatre (movie) project. The idea is for them to stay in jail 
over Baster; they're arranging for a jailhouse vigil or somesuch by 
sone ministers and students. 


Will it be allright with you if we send out a report on Canton to 
all the chapters. It is an idea Dave had for communicating directly 
to our chapters about what is going on in Mississippi. 


Probably the biggest thing that has happened in Miss. in the lgast 
three months is that in addition to fheazkz Louis Allen there have 
been four other killings in southwest Miss.* I feel a little foolish 
writing about it that way but there doesn't seem to be much information 
on them and they created no stir in the CORO office at all. When I 
set back to Jackson I'm going to try to get some facts. If I can get 
enything halfway reliable on them I think it would be a big story, 
possibly could tie in to the civil rights debate. Since it has been 
so long I thought the story could easily be released from outside 

the state. The two possibilities that ocdur first to me are a press 
conference on it by Farmer or having Haley announce it at his opening 
press conference. I'll be calling you later on this, from Jackson 
where I should get some idea of how much information is available. 


The reason I'm going back to Jackson is mainly to work on toy3xxuxgxks 
improvement in the operation of the COFPO office. It operates very 
badly now. It has bothered me since the first day I got there but 
what has prompted me to make this attempt were the many and bitter 
criticisms of the performance of the office by the field staff last 
Sunday. i'm going to try to use that as some sort of mandate for 
improvement. It will be very difficult I know, but I just don't 

see how the ambitious summer program can work unless that office is 
run better. If I can avoid creating too much resentment it may also | 
result in my getting e little more involved with the program for the i 
whole state. It is not good for me to have a provincial attitude | 
about the state, limited completely to the 4th district. This is 
especially so in regard to the summer program where the 4th dist. 
will not be much different from theothers. 


I would appreciate hearing from you on what you think my role ought 


to be working out of the Southern office. I've heard from you so 
little that I would like to get some comments, direction, etc.

The report was written by CORE Field Secretary Ed Hollander. It tells of 
his failure to get the Federal Government to intervene to protect Federal 
prisoners: 


"At the Justice Department John Doar greeted me and took me to see John L. 
Murphy, chief of general litigation of the civil rights division. In Mr. 
Murphy's office, he and James McShane, in charge of US Marshalls, and Jerry 
Jones, a Justice Department attorney keeping over-all track of Mississippi 
events, and I met for about an hour and a half. We went over my case in 
detail and at the end of the session Mr. Murphy said that even though the 
investigation was not yet complete he doubted very much whether the Justice 
Department would take any action. He based his opinion on the belief that 
there was no denial of equal protection of the laws in my case because it 
could not be shown that the jail officials knew what was happening to me. 


"It is difficult for me to understand his position because I had told a Hine 
County deputy sheriff and two US Marshalls. Mr.. Murphy felt this was insuf- 
ficient and suggested that it would have been better if I had cried out or 


yelled for help. He said that if I had done that, and if the jailer were in 


his office, and if his office were near enough and my cries loud enough for 
him to have heard, and if under those circumstances the jail officials did 
not do anything then the Justice Department would have a case. 


“It is exceedingly difficult to understand why my crying our, which as far 

as the jailer could know might be done by any of the prisoners engaged in 
horseplay, would better inform the jailer than my telling a deputy and two 
marshalls of the incident with fresh bruises on my face. You may remember 
from my letter to Marshall Stuart that the marshalls told the other prisoners 
to leave me alone, indicating that they did not believe that I had fallen off 
a table while asleep. Incidentally, the color photographs which the FBI took 
only a few hours after my beating turned out very well. Perhaps if you have 
time you might want to look at them. At any rate, Mr. Murphy did not offer 
further explanation of his position; he did say that I would be notified wher 
ever any decision is made on my case. 


"I asked Mr. Murphy what could be done by his Department, the FBI or the mar- 
Shalls in the event that upon conviction I am placed back in the Hinds County 
Jail, under federal custody, where there are likely to be some of the same 
prisoners whom I was in with on June 2/th. He said that he did not know 
whether, upon conviction, I would be kept in federal custody or turned over 
to the authorities who brought the charge. He did say that in the event I 
were under federal custody nothing could be done to prevent my being beaten 
again. He said that “decision” had been made and indicated that it had been 
made by persons very high in the Department or in the executive branch as a 
whole.”

Dear Mr. Stuart: 


I am writing to you at the suggestion of Jackson FBI agent 
Charles M. Kokes with whom I spoke regarding the incident 
I wish to report to you. I was arrested in Canton, Miss- 
issippi on May 29, 1964 charged with “parading without a 
permit" during a voter registration “demonstration” at 
which I was present but in which I was participating. Il 
spent 28 days in the Madison County jail without being 
tried and during that period received no mistreatment from 
either officials or the white prisoners with whom I was 
housed. On Friday, June 26th eight of the fifty-five per- 
sons arrested on May 29th were still in jail in Madison 
County Jail. 


At about noon on the 26th three men whom I believe are 
U.S. Marshals, though I saw no credentials, took the eight 
of us to Jackson, Mississippi. 1 believe two of the 


Marshals were Charlie Sutherland and Dan Kelly, and the third, 


a Negro, whose name I don't know, I believe is the recently 
appointed Marshal for the southern district of Mississippi. 
We were chained together in groups of two and three with 
chains and in that fashion we were driven in three cars to 
Jackson. In Jackson we were taken to the fifth floor of 
the Hinds County Court Building where we were “booked” as 
federal prisoners. After a wait of about half an hour in 
the hall on the fifth floor we’ were taken to a second floor 
county court room were a U.S. Commissioner, whom I believe 
is John R. Countiss III, interviewed each of us briefly for 
the purpose of reviewing and resetting bail. After that we 
were taken to our cells on the fifth floor. I, being white, 
was of course put into an all-white cell of the Hinds County 
Jail while the other seven prisoners, all Negroes, were put 
into an all-Negro cell. I had no difficulties on Friday, 
June the 26th.

On Saturday morning, the 27th, however, I was beaten three times by white 
prisoners and it is this I wish to call to your attention. One or two 

hours after the 5 A.M. breakfast that morning a white prisorier who had been 
brought in during the night for, I believe, being drunk, started questioning 
me in an accusing, aggressive, and profane way as to whether I was a freedom 
rider.” He stopped after about five minutes only to return in about 15 
minutes. None of the other approximately 20 prisoners in the cell had ques- 
tioned me in this regard the previous day and [ do not know why this partic- 
ular prisoner decided to all of a sudden. Certainly jail officials were 
around the cell doors enough early that morning to have instigated such ques- 
tioning, even though I have no specific evidence that they did so. After the 
second period of “questioning” the man returned in about 15-30 minutes and 
presented me with a civil rights leaflet which had been taken from the pocket 
of my coat which was hanging in the night section of the cell block. After 
he asked me a few questions about the leaflet someone started hitting me in 
the back of. the head arid in the face with their fists. The man who had 
presented the leaflet had been standing behind me and to the right as I sat 
at one of the long tables in the “day room" cell. While talking with him 
the third time I had not turned around to face him and so I can not be sure. 
whether he was alone and can not be sure whether he was the one who hit me. 
He hit me about 15 times, stopped and walked away. I remained seated at the 
table and did not respond to his implorations to stand up and fight him. 

As far as | was aware the other prisoners took no interest in the beating 
other than to watch, To the best of my recollection this took place at about 


7:30 A.M. 


About 15 minutes later a man whom I believe was a deputy sheriff (he was 
wearing a uniform and a badge) called me to the door to ask what had happened. 
I told what had happened. He called out to the other prisoners to ask what 
had happened and the explanation he got from several of the prisoners was 
that I had been asleep on the table and had fallen off. I continued to ex- 
plain what had happened because he did not seem to understand. When I 
mentioned that I was a civil rights prisoner he said “oh” and promptly walked 
out. After.about 15 more minutes the marshals whom I believe are Kelly and 
Sutherland called me to the door and asked what had happened; Sutherland did 
all the’ talking. I told them; when they asked the prisoners what had happen- 
ed, they got the same answer that the deputy had. Before leaving Sutherland 
did shout to the prisoners something like “leave this boy alone now.” I 
didn't see any more deputies or marshals until I was bailed out. 


At approximately 9:00 A.M. the first beating was repeated. This time a man 
approached me from behind where I was seated in the same place but did not 

say anything before he started to hit me. The beating lasted about as long 
as before and both I, and the other prisoners as far as I know, had the same 


reactions as before. 


After another 30-45 minutes a man approached me as the previous two had. lL 
was still sitting at the table, but this time [I had my head down on my arms 
on the table. This man pulled my head up by the hair and hit me once, from 
behind, directly in the right eye. As he walked away I could hear him mutter 
something angrily but couldn't really understand what it was.

Two drunks had been brought in early Saturday morning, around breakfast time. 
One of them slept most of the time but the other engagéd himself in a lot of 
loud talking and antics of one sort and another. About 30-45 minutes after 
I was last hit the “active” drunk picked up a 4-5 foot lengtt of broom or 
mop handle which I noticed had been. lying around the cell on the previous 
day. He charged at me from the front, but with the table and bench between 
us. He hit me about 6 times with the wood handle, the blows falling on my 


arms and shoulders as I was protecting my head. 


I was standing in line for lunch when a deputy called my name and told me to 
get my things, that I was being bailed out. As the eight of us went one by 
one to the counter to sign for the return of our belongings a deputy stepped 
on our toes as we signed the receipt form. I know this happened to me and I 
understand from the others that he did the same with them, too. Before we 
were taken down to the first floor the deputy called someone on the phone 
whom he called the “chief” to come up. When the chief came he asked me in 
a disinterested way about my beating, I told him briefly what had happened 
but did not go into any more details than he asked for. 


On the first floor all eight of us signed a paper that Mr. Countiss presented 
us (in the presence of our attorneys, Carsie Hall and Marian Wright). 
Countiss had a county deputy photograph me; then we were released, about 
12:30 P.M. Later that afternoon I talked with FBI agent Kokes in his office 
and he took a report of the incident and also took photographs. My injuries 
which did not cause serious bodily harm, consisted of bruises on the face and 
head, a black right eye, and one or two chipped teeth on the upper right 
side, On Monday, June 29th I gave a signed statement about the incident 

to agent Regis Kennedy in the New Orleans, Louisiana FBI office. 


I will look forward to hearing from you about what action can be taken in my 
case and also about what can be done to prevent future such incidents. If 
you need additional information I will be glad to provide it.

Joe Morse, Sandy Watts arrested for burglary 
On Friday night November 27th eight COFO workers (at least 5 are CORE workers 
I believe) were taken to the Meridian police station for investigation; 
six were released but Joseph M, Morse, 21, white, from Duluth, Minn. was charged 
with having a stolen record player in his possession, bond set at $1,50@,. Sandra 
Watts, 22, white of Lakeview, Oregon was charged with burglary, bond $2,500. 
Police were waiting at the community center for some workers to return there on 
Friday night, not late, around & p.m. I believe, flashed something that was 
probably a search warrant for the new office, located at 513 25th Avenue. (though 
Eric Weinberger doesn't believe there was an address on the warrant) and asked 
for the new office to be opened so they could search it. Eric looked for but 
couldn't find a key (Joe Morse had it and wasn't ikon at the time) so the 
police broke in and as I understand it found the allegedly stolen record player 
and took it. Exactly when the eight were taken to the police station and the 
six released I don't know, In addition to the two arrested the other were: 
Eric Weinberger, Gail Falk, Luke Cabbot (Not sure of spelling), Frank Wright, 
Judy Wright, Louise Samlio (not sure of spelling). A411 are white with the 
possible exception of Cabbot whom I have never seen. Joe and Sandy were. held 
in city jail the first night but were then moved to the county jail (Lauderdale) 
because it is a state charge. Gail Falk also happens to be in jail at this time 
serving out a $12 harassment traffic ticket; she is serving it in the police 
station jail (different from the city jail). 

Henry Aaronson is working on the case and it was he who had the preliminary 
hearing postponed to later this coming week. He is working on bail but it not 


very hopeful; Marv Rich also knows about it and assumedly is also working on 


bail, The third "worker" identified in the news article, Vincent Cummuskey, is 
not a civil rights worker but is a young man whom Eric Weinberger knows, is or 


was, at least, stationed at the naval base near Meridian and had visited the 
community center several times - es hundreds of other people have. When I 
talked with Eric on the phone tonight he said there are a number of peculiar | 


details about the case which he didn't want to go into over the phone,

In my letter of March 22 I mentioned that my experience has 
indicated that the bookeeping department handles its business 

in a most slipshod manner. The letter gave some examples; 

since then there have been others in relation to me of which 
you are aware. I write with the same multi-purposes again, to 
express mg own annoyance/befuddlement, rectify my own situation; 
and to call these matters to your attention so that they may 

be improved for the general good of the organization. 


On April 26 I wrote to the bookeeping department and 

enclosed a new W-4 form for the purpose of increasing 

my federal income withholding tax. Normally I would have 
expected the change to have gone into effect for the following 
pay period (ending May 5) but that check was the first to 
include my incremented salary plus the back increments from 
January to the present so I thought it understandable that 

the withholding change was not madee 


But I was very surprised with the check I received today. 
Since the end of August my withholding has been $24.90 per 
pay period. Recently, as you know, my salary was increased 
by about $11.50 per pay period. I was, then, more than 
surprised = and annoyned - when my withholding for the 
latest check (period ending May 19) went down to $19.40. 

I just don't understand how this can be in view in my 
higher salary and request for increase in withholding which 
together should make my withholding about $52.00 per pay 
period. 


I would have returned this check to you if my checking 
account balance were not so periaausly low.

There are, of course, a number of items of mutual interest& between 
us but there a few I would like raise immediately, 


Naturally, it concerns money, Particularly re the photographic section; 
for instance you said that it would not cost much money to have 

Nick Lawrence come dow as his salary would be paid by SEDF, ‘his is 
true but we don t have ang money to buy film for him or myone else. 


And we don't have any satisfactory way to have the film developed. 
While it is possible to make prints at Matt Herrmm!'s darkroom vwe 

have no dryer and so cannot turn out either flat or glossy prints, 
both qualities necessary in some instances, particularly flatness. 


Charlie Currier will be in to talk to you about "CORE Photo," 

I agree with his basic point that the organization is either going 
te have to invest more in photography or just eliminate the 
photographic section, As it is it costs a good bit but we aren't 
getting nearly enough refurn, In the long run, say 6 mos, toa 
year (perhaps Charlie would disagree about the time, in either 
direction), it likely could pay for itself or a pretty good part 
of itself, As it is there is no hope of doing that. I don't 
know enough about darkroom work to be able to say what equipment 
is needed, 


If the organization cannot make a sufficient financial committment 
at this time then I wild suggest that, for thetime being, we send 
our photograthers home or reassign them to other kinds of work and 
forget about photographs.

THE PAST IN GENERAL 


Since going south in January, 1964, I have been, for all practical 
purposes, the entire public relationsstaff for CORE in the South, with the 
exception of the six week period that Charles Currier was here. In 1964 
the Jackson COFO office ran an effective public relations ("communications") 
department but it did not service CORE very well. In the spring of 1965 
plans were made to set up a lth congressional district (CORE's major area 
of responsibility in Mississippi) PR office in Philadelphia to improve CORE 
public relations from Mississippi, to supplement the then lagging Jackson 
office PR department, and to serve as a major program arm of the lth dis- 
trict project. Unfortunately, because of arrests and other reasons, the 
department was never set Upe 


Florida and South Carolina have never had ey PR staff and, in that 
absence, the field staff manages to do a little PR work itself, oceasionally 
with good success. Louisima never had any P R staff of its own until this 
summer when a PR department was set up in the Baton Rouge office which func® 
tioned pretty well. That office was permanently shut down at summer's end 
and all the PR staff from it have left the state. During the summer there 
were also a field fellowship photographer in north Louisiana and a volunteer 
photographer in New Orleans. | 


My major duties have been to notify reporters in advance when news . 4. 
events are going to take place and try to get them to cover the actions; to 
phone news to reporters after events have happened; to issus written news 
releases, chiefly of news events but occasionally of feature material as well; 
and a variety of other jobs such as writing project histories and summaries, 
editing material written by other staff members, writing staff biographies, 
attempting to keep file of newspaper clippings, drafting letters and telegrams 
of protest and numerous other miscellaneous jobvse 


In 1964 I made some tape recordings and had a few of thom played over 
radio stations (through the efforts of chapters) and bofore groups. Since 
last fall 1 have been taking pictures of projects and demonstrations, and in 
that period the two photographers mentioned above as well as Charles Currier 
and Richard Tinsley have also been taking pictures. Several hundred photos 
have ®Bcen sent to the national office, some being used in the CORELATOR and 
in pamphlets$; about 20 photos have been placed with publications, sometimes 
free and sometimes for moneys and we have sold pictures to SEDF. Pamphlcts 
and posters also fall within the responsibilities of the southem PR depart- 
ment but none of cither has been produced. . 


COMMENT 


As much as the organization needs publicity and money, it is badly undor 
invested in southern PR -in staff, equipment and money. It is a virtual truism 
in CORE that money is raised on southern projects and sometimes even driven 
away by northern projects. Tho addition of Doris Castle (as a fund raiser) 
to the southern office staff is good, not only because she will raise money, 
but also because fund raising concerns will no longer be directed at me. 
Formerly I was the only person even close to that function but I could givo 
very littlc attention to it. But Doris won't be doing PR work which means 
that the southern PR staff is still just one person.

“Ql Louisiana Summer 65 Brief Summary 


Diversity was the byword of the Louisiana summer project. Local 
problems, those selected by local Negroes as most important, were the 
targets of attack. The Negro citizens of dozens of communities in 15 
perishes grappled with their problems, winning, in some cases, clear 
victories; in other instances groundwork was 1] aid for future success. 
In Tallulah, Madison Parish, two Negroes were hired at a supermarket 
where Negroes before had not even cosidered applying for work. At | 
another store Negroes won a 100% wage increase when, acting on the sug- 
gestion of the CORE workers, the employses complained about their 50g . 
hourly wage. Of even greater future importance will be the improve- 
ments at the Chicago Lumber Mill. The Mill's work force of 50 is 80% 
Negro; segregation is the rule both in the plant and in the local union 
of the International Woodworkers of America, whose officers have always 
been white despite the large Negro majority. This summer Negro employss > 
was fired for drinking from a "white" water fountaine When the union 
took no interest, the Negro menbers,- who had never seen a copy of the 
Local's constitution, got hold of one and studied it along with Robert's 
Rules of Order. At the next union meeting their active participation 
pzovoked a storm of white reaction, but another victory had been won in 
the men's minds and hearts and more tangible fruits are sure to coméee 
There had to be satisfactions such as these for the CORE workers, for 
“wages & working conditions” were touch. Among other hardships, one 
CORE worker was beaten inside the courthouse on a voter registration daye 


In Mincen, Webster Parish, CORE national director James Farmer led 

a march of 400 Negroes demanding “Equal Pay for Equal Work." In addition — 
to protesting the city's policy of paying Negroes less than whites for the 
same job, the Webster Parish Voters League was protesting the city's segre- 
gated parks md schools, and the deplorable condition, or total absence, 
of strest lights and pavinge A petition of these grievances to the mayor 
and city council had prey,iously been ignored. 


Citizens of Jonesborg, in Jackson Parish, also demonstrated to pro- 
test street conditims, open sewers, absence of mail delivery, (it's a 
Southern custom in many towns that Negroes must go to the Post Office to 
pick up their mail), and police brutality, mother Southern custom. Of the 
twenty persons were arrested; two were beaten in jail, one vory severely. 
During picketing of the National Food Store in New Roads, Pointe Coupes 
Parish, two more persons were beatens; one of them , a CORE staff member, 
had to be hospitalized for several days. 


In Pointe Coupee and six other parishes Negroes not only voted for 
the first time but they also rm for positions on the Parish ASCS com- 
mittees.. Tic Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service of the 
Ue Se Department of Agriculture is administered on the local level by com- 
mittees of local farmers elected by their peerse These committees assign 
crop acreage allotments, run the soil bank program, measure actual acre- 
age planted, and handle certain kinds of federal loans, among their broad 
poworse Most Negro farmers didn't know how the committees workeds$ they 
did know that they weren't being treated fairly. No Nogrocs won positions 
on their ASCS committees this year, but in those parishes every dirt farm 
er, sharecropper and tenant farmer now knows that he can vote. 


The city dump in Monroe, Quechita Parish, is locatod right in the 
Middle of a Negro neighborhood od daily the garbage of 60,000 pooplo 
is burned in the open air. Further, the dump is not fenced in and this 
summer a Negro boy fell in a hole filled with wator and drowned. The 
dump is still thero but efforts were begun this summer to romovo it. 
The CORE workers also initiatod “Project Uplift" a program to have surplus 
food distributed to the poor, some of. whom wait overy day at tho dump to 
pick through tho "fresh" garbago for edible bits and scraps. - But succoss 
was still to be won by summer's ond. The CORE staff and voluntcers also 
worked with tho Negro members of the hod carriers unions; its mombors most- 
ly Negro, its officers all white. 


Negroes in the Caddo Parish town of Greenwood Acres formod a group 


with the optimistic name of “Greenwood Acros on the Grow.” But by summer's 


end they had met with little success in their efforts to gain equal treat- 
mont in the city’s public serviceose 


In Alexandria the Food Town store was picketod fr job rights, -but 


without the quick victory that had come in Tallulah. Whon a protcst letter 


to tho superintondent of the Pinecrest State School for the Retarded was 
ignored, Negroes of Rapides Parish sent their canplaints of job discrimi- 
nation and paticnt segregation to the Dopartment of Health, Education and 
Welfare in Washington, beginning a lengthy process of investigation. = 


Studonts in tho OI-iborno Perish town of Homer also found that letter 
are not enough. Theirs to tho school board went unanswered until they 


picketed the school board building demanding, and getting, a mecting with 
tho board to discuss school imporvements. 


Staying alivo in Ferriday, Concordia Parish, was a major projoct of 

the CORE workors, who wore frequently run out of towne Not long after 
arriving in town, threo CORE workers wero beaten by mon driven in tho | 
sheriff's car. All summor the workers facod hindrances such as gasoline 
and railroad flares being thrown into their houses at night. Tho first 
project of the Ferriday Froedoan Movement was a march to protest polico . 
brutelity, and lator 800 signatures were gathcrod on a potition to Atty. 
Gone Katzonbach asking for foderal protcctione 


Washington Parish boastod the most ma@ched in city in the country 
this summor: Bogalusa. For nearly a yoar Klaneridden Bogalusa was a holl- 
hole of boatings, threats, intimidations but at summer's and some school 
integration was beginning, two Nogro city policeman had bcen hired, police 
wero under foderal court ordcr to stop attacking Negroes and civil rights 


workers, half adozon restaurants wore integrated under court ordor, and 


the Klan was in federal court trying to avoid an wjunction against its 
torroristic tactics. Still, Deputy Sheriff O'Noal Moore was dead and his 
murderer unpunished$ employment in private business, including mammoth 
Crown-Zellerbach, was scarcoly improvods$ dirt streets aro still unpaved, 
and many other conditims are unchanged. 


Voter rogistration was carried on in most CORE projects but now- 
where were the results morc spectacular than in Clinton, seat of East 
Feliciana Parish. One of the orfginal 9 counties in tho U. S. to receive 
a federal registrar, over 2,000 Negroos registered in 18 days - an in- 
creaso of 1,000%. Yet in West Feliciana, where only 100 of tho 4,500 
eligible Negroes havo managed to registor, registration continued to bo 
very difficult after passage of tho 1965 federal voting rights bill.

| THINK IT IS NECESSARY IF BOTH THESE INDIVIBUALS WISH TO CONTINUE THEIR 
CORE ASSOCIATION, AND IT 1S MY FEELING THAT THEY DO, THAT MEANS BE DE-= 
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VISEB TO ENABLE EACH OF THESE INDIVIDUALS TO FUNCTION ON PARALLEL TRACKS, 
RESPONSIBLE EITHER TO A STRONG FIELD SECRETARY OR TO A STRONGER COMMUNITY 
IRGANI ZATION SUCH AS THE MADISON COUNTY MOVEMENT. UNFORTUNATELY, CDGM 

TO WHICH MANY OF THE RESIDENTS OF CANTON RELATED VERY WELL AND WHICH 
FORMED THE GENTER OF ACTIVITY, IS BEING ERODED AND TO ALL INTENTS AND 
PURPOSES, DESTROYED. IT MIGHT THEREFORE BE NECESSARY TO STRENGHTEN THE

Prefacatory Remarks: 


As early as April of this year CORE was invited to conduct 
a voter registration program in Monroe, and the rest of Oachita 
parish, by Dr. John Reddix, a local dentist and president of the 
Monroe NAACP chapter. He had been dissatisfied with the results 
of the registration campaign being conducted under NAACP auspice s 
in North Louisiana. He had comtavted the few active members of 
his group and all had agreed to inviting CORE into the area. 

Last week was our first opportunity to scout the Honroe area 
and talk with Dr. Reddix in answer to his request, and Ronnie 
¥oore and I did that on 9 Dewember. The result of this conferenc e 
was the decision to send a group to Monroe to work in the area. 

The group assigned to this area arrived on Monday to begin 
work. The workers assigned are: Brendan Sexton, Tom Valentine and 


Mike Lesser. 
I. Areas Worked 


Today the first canvassing in Monroe is now in progress. The 
area being canvassed is in the heart of the Negro commercial 
istrict of the city, as distinct from Negro residential areas 
on the periphery of the citgés business. Our office (the old 
NAACP office) is in the middle of the section being canvassed, 
on South 10th 8t. This area has never before been canvassed for 
voter registration despite the large number of dwelling units it 
contains. | 

The other work done by us so far has consisted of cleaning and 
organizing the office, and conferences of an introductory nature 
with local Negro leadership figures.

IV. Intimidation and Harassment 
One such incident took place on the morning the boys arrived at 


the Trailways bus station. While sitting in the waiting room a police o| 
man came in and stared at them. He said nothing, and didn't move toward 


them, but just stood looking at them until finally they left. He 
did not follow. Upon inquiry we found that the bus station has been 
used several times (the white section) since it was desegregated, 
and nothing has happened. 

The city officials definitely know we are here, from the FBI 
and from attorney Johnson, arc they know where our office is, but we 
have not heard from them yst. 


Ve. Future ACtivities 


1. Canvassing of the immediate vicinity is to continue tomorrow. 
Brendan and Tom are working on this as a team. 

3. Friday at SP.M. a Ver. clinic will be held in the meeting room 
which is next to our office. This clinic will run throughout the 
evening and night, and will be held again on Saturday.

VIe Opinions, Observations and Evaluations 


A- The Negro Commnity. 

There are several militant people in Monroe-perhaps 10-15 
who are ready for a direct action approach-that I know of right 
now. The NAACP disappointed many of these people through its 
emphasis on $membership, and its failure to support them and the 
localgroup in areas as school desegregation, voter reg. suits. 
Promises were made and never kept. Or, outright suppression of 
action was carried out from the regional and national levels. 
As a result some of the most militant people left town or gave up. 
One such person got so disgusted that she resigned form the organize 


ation and became a Muslim. She had been an officer in the local NAAC PTF 
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ON the other hand, Negro lea@ership in the city is not action 
oriented. So far only one or two seem so. There are many “leaders” 
who are tied to the white power structure in one way or another. 
MU.t people I have talked with are amenable to a voter registration 
campaign or even enthusiastic, but I doubt if they would gupport 
direct action at this time. Probably the most powerful Nigro in 
the community is Mr. Carroll, principle of the high school. I am 
told that the people will do anything he says. And, he is reported a 
aghinst any sort of stirring up of the community. 

Ther is, of course, much fear in the community, as this area of 
the state is known for racial violence on the- part of extremist whit es. 
fhe prior Vere campaign waged in the area fell sort of flat after 

a while. And, from all indications this occured because it was not 
sarried out properly. The campaign was waged with alot of printed 
material, an affice and moneys; but, with little foot work, dooreto- 
decor canvassing, few rallies, and with almost no follow-through such 
as filing of individual complaint forms, recanvassing etc. 

This is not to say that the people on the local level did not 
work hard, but that they lacked some experience and outside or- 
ganizational help. P’r instance, the NAACP sent in a field 
secretary who was descfibed to me as being scared to work out in 
the streets, or do work which might bring him into contact with 
the white authorities. He refused to go into Tensas parish because 


of the danger. 


Be The Future of CORK. 


T think that the immediate future of CORE in the area lies in 
procucinge a successful voter registratiom prorcram which will impress 
some of the more interested leaders, and also, at the same time in 
cultivating the enthusiasm of the younger elementemainly those who w 
were burned by the failure of the NAACP to support them in their 


projects. 


All of these comments are, of course, the product of a

In Monroe the Negro residential area in which the office 
is located has been canvassed by the 35S CORE workers with a 
few local pepple participating. The results of the canvassing | 
were unimpressive, with a few people coming to the clinic | 
for instrucyion. 

In West Monroe, however, where Dr. Reddix and Mike Lesser 
spoke at Trento B.C. a few Sundays ago, a clinic and canvas 
program has been initiated by a group of gern people as a 
result of that speaking engagement. They are getting their 
materials from us, but seem afraid of having CORE come in to 
help them, as we suggested and offered. They send over for 
material. 

In re registration, the books have been closed until this 
week. One person went yesterday (monday) and passed. Two 
are supposed to apply today.

Be. Building Community Support: 
This has been attacked along several lines, 


1. Building agroup of adult community leaders to act as a 
leadership organization of vot. reg. activitiess 
At an NAACP meeting with only 4 people in attendance 
our vep program was explained. A larger meeting was planned 
and held on 10 Jan. 18 people present along with CORE 
workers and Ronnie Moore. Our program was explained and 
plans were made to implement it. Committee set up to 
contact all area ministers for support, speaking engage~ 
ments and use of churches for clinics and meetingé. 
Commitments made for transportation and canvassing. 
Group set up to start canvassing 14 Jan. (Only 3 of 
this group showed up and program cancelled for that day) 
Another meeting of the group scheduled for 17 Jan. 
Progress in gaining commitment from adult community has 
been slow, but several individuals who will work are 
= forward, and perhaps we can build leadership around

2. Building an active working force of high-school age and 
other youthss 
On 9 Jan. two student council members at Carroll High 
School met with us in our office, and agreed to start a 
program of interesting the high school students in vep 
activities, and a meeting was set up for 9 Jan at Mt. Zion 
BeCe Limited activity at the high school-such as teaching of 
the forms and streesing the importance of v.r had been 
approved at a meeting of Mike Lesser and Mr. Carroll, the 
principal (see contact list). This is now being followed up. 
At the meeting of 9 Jan. & hes. students showed up along 
with another young man-out of schooleand Rev Johnson. It was 
agreed that — wished to participate and get other young pee 
peaple. 7 
On Sunday, 1B Jan a meeting with 10 students in attendance 
was held at Rev. Johnsons church (see contact list). This was 
a training session in ver. procedures, Plans made for canvass- 
ing on Saturday, 18 Jan and a training session on Fri. 17 Jan. 
The students are working on ideas to get out more kids. 
This too, is a slow process-it is exam time-but I believe 
it to be our best possibility for organizing a work force, 
and also possibly the best way to arouse interest in adults. 


Se Shurches and ministerss 
Mr. Bowie and Mr. Tillman have agreed to write letters to 

all are ministers about v.r. and to press the ministers to 
accept upeakers and to give us use of facilities. We hppe to 
start a program of church visitations on a large scale this 
coming Sunday.

IV. INTIMIDATION AND HARRASSMENT! 3% 


"Mike, Ah'm jes tryin ta commnicate with ya'll." 
Monroe Police Chief, Jem Kelly 

Fa LS 

A. I think it is fair to say that we have experienced, here in 
Monroe, a greater degree of harrassment by the local police, 
than in any other single commnity we have worked in since 
the project began in ‘Tulys including Clinton and St. Fran- 
cisville. 
On the third day we were in Monroe, in Dec ember, Tom and I 
were picked up by the police and questioned for 4 hours by 
the police chief, John Kelly. The next day, Brendan SExtan 
was stopped and questioned by police. On each occasion we | 
were threatened with arrest on charges of soliciting. While | 
we were out of town for Christmas, a man who said he was from 
the United States Detective Agency came to the house in which 
we had been staying and questioned the landlady about us. 
Upon our return, nothing overt happened until 11 January 
when the police came to our office to take me downtown for . 
questioning. Upon my refusal to go voluntarily I was arrested 
and taken to headquarters. When I refused to respond to 
questioning by the chief, he had me booked on a charge of 
vagrancy and put in the white line. Coincidentally, Rennie 
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was scheduled to be in Monroe that day, and when he arrived 
he had a conference with Kelly and I was released. Kelly 
denied I had ever been arrested, and said he only put me in 
fail because I had not “sooperated" with him . He said he 
only wanted to “keep channels of commnication open." 

The following night I was picked up again by the two Negro 
cops @n the foree (there are 3). They held me while one called 
a white cop to make the arrest. I was picked up in the hall 
outside of Dr. Reddix' office and taken to headquarters and 
questioned by a Capt. Homneycut for 1 hour, and then released. 
While the process of my arrest was going on the police had 
surrounded the block in which the building was located. I was 
taken in custody after being identified by Dr. Reddix who 
testified that I had been visiting him in his office, 

Today, as per our agreement with Kelly, Shirley Thompson 
went to his office to identify herself to him. At this inter- 
view he insulted her and tried to intimidate her with threats 
of jail. These didn't work, of coursé, : 

Besides these individual acts of harrassment, the police 
keep a constant stakeout on our office--sometimes a plain 
clothes detective (white) sitting in an unmarked car outside 
the building, sometimes a Negro cop in plain clothes loitering 
on the corner, taking down names of people seen with us or 
entering the building. Always there is regular patrol of the 
block on which the Bffice is located. Police follow us when 
we are walking or riding, and, they have recently taken to 
sending Negro cops to the Town House restaurant--which we 
frequent--to sit outside in patrol cars. 


Be Our mail, incoming at least, is regularly opened before eur 
it reaches use This is especially so of all mail with CORE 
letterhead, or in any way identifiable as CORE mail. Ths 

I would suggest that all mail be sent unmarked, and sealed 
carefully and thoroughly so that we may have evidence for , 
the postal inspectors if possible that they will do anything. 
Especially do this with important mail. 


Ce We have had no contact with the West Monroe police, or the 
parish sherriff's department yet. 


VI. Future ofnCoRE: 


A. The NAACP has conducted vot. reg. activities through mech of 
north Louisiana with varying degrees of success, and has set 
up chapters in the area, including Monroe, 

In Monroe, the present RAACp chapter is small. Dr, Reddix 
has been trying to revitalize it with limited success up to 
now. He claims he wants any and all civil hy on organizations 
to come into Monroe. Many of the people who have been and will 
be working with us are or have been members of the NAACP They 
have varying 4 es of loyalty. 

One result of our work may be to revitalize the NAACP here 
if we are successful in vote reg activities, and as people 
regain interest in civil rights--unless we can make them 
concious of the effectiveness of the CORE approach. 

Tha., it is possible that the NAACP will gain members, and 
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carry on one of their “money membership" campaigns, while 
we wind up doing all the work. 

We are conscious of this possibility, and will evaluate 
the situation as we go along. Dr. Reddix is a key man in this. 


“UT. Bcononic Problems s 


z Povers$y: 

| There is a tremendous amount of Negro poverty in the Monroe 
area. Many of these impoverished people are unable to relate 
voter registration to solution of their problems. In fact, 
they are unable to relate to their own environment, and one 
of our jobs must be to reach these people. We have " peen try- 
: 3 ing to get to some of the young unemployed men in town to 
get them interested in working with us and registering. Also 
important, might be to help with means of assistance to im- 
poverished families. Any suggestions? 


B. THe single largest employer in the area is the Olin Mathieson 
container plant. At the plant no Negro has gone above the 
position of fork-truck driver, and the whole plant is com- 
pletely segregated. 

Interesting, and perhaps important, is that the Olin- 

\, Mathieson Co, signed an equal opportunity agreement in 1962, 

4ith then vice-president Lyndon Johnson, chairman of the 

snesident's Gommission on Equal Employment. Several men at 
the plant are willing to file complaints against the company 
> for discrimination.

TENSAS PARISH 


We have been supplying material to the group teaching voter 
registration in Tensas, for the past monthe Two weeks ago we had a 
conference in Monroe with Rev. Durham from Newallton, to discuss 
their progress and problems in Tensas. 

Their feeling, at the present time, is that their white folks 
are pretty good white folks~-S Negroes were able to register in 
January=- and they would prefer to just have us supply them with 
voter registration material for the time being. 

We believe that this is the best course for the time being-to 
keep in touch with Rev. Durham until the time they feel they need 
us, and keep making suggestions for their program. 

They are teaching people in clinics at a slow rate, and say they 
have had no trouble at the registrar's office yet. 

While we were in Madison parish we talked with Elliot Nolley 
who says he has been asked to help by Rev. Durham. He palns to 
suggest to Rev. Durham that we come to one of their clinics to 
assist in the near future. 

Our feeling is that there is a great deal of work to be done in 
Tensas, and that our program in Madison parish will show the leaders 
in Tensas the kind of progress which can be accomplished with a 
CORE voter registration program. They may then see the advantage 
of experienced, outside help in achieving their goals. (Tensas 
and Madison are adjacent parishes). 


At any rate, with our limited assistance and advice 3 more 
people have been registered, making the grand total 18.

Registrar's books closed for the month of April. The books 
will reopen May 16,18,19 and close until June 17, if there 
is a second primary the books will open June 17 is,19 and 
then close for 30 days.

There has been no VEP activity during April. Canvassing 
and clinics will resume in May in preparation for opening 
of the books. 


Chapter Development: 


Meetings of the potential CORE chapter have been held each 
Thursday in April, the group now comprise 50-40 high school 
students, and we are forming an advisory group of adults in 
the commnity. 


The group has officers and committees--membership, project, 
publicity and executive, 

Project: She project committee has begun an economic survey 
of the Monroe and West Monroe area, this includes gathering 
of information about chain-stores and manufacturing concerns 
concerning segregation policies and discrimination “ta empl oy- 
ment and information about concerns holding government con- 

tracts. > 


The delMelonment of the group has not been entirely satis- 
factory vecause of personality conflicts and mistakes in 
organization, but it is growing in size and we should be abl 
able to iron out these difficulties. 
A major problem is that as the group has grown many people 
have joined about when we can not be certain. Leakes to 
police department have developed and it id difficult to 
p information from getting out. 
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Commnity Activity: 


One "mass meeting" was held on Sunday April 19, outside of 
the CORE group aniy about 7 people showed up and 3 of these 
were NEgroe policeman sent by the police chief. 

The meeting had been fairly well publicized by leaflets and 
word of mouth . Fear and apathy would seem to be the best 
explanation for its failure. 


Intiminidation and Harrassenment: 


Chief Kelly has continued his pattern of attempted intimidat 
fon and harrassement. When he heard of Richard Haley was 
supposed to come to the mass meeting Kelly came to a CORE 
meeting and warned of doing anything but » he tried to 
scare the students unsuccessfully and took names of the 
members. 

Ghief Kelly sent all of his Negre cops to the mass meeting 
to spy -but they were very obvious and the speakers at the 
meeting pointed them out and lectured then. 

The Sheriffs department has obtained a German police dog 
named "Deputy Rock" and has announced thatnit Plans to ac-_ 
qurie more of these dogs. "Deputy Rock" has been displayed | 
in the Negro neighborhoods in avery pointed effort to scare 
the people, and he has been loaned to the police depastment 
in several occasions.

Al fred age was arrested last weekend on burglary 
and he is now in the city jail in Monree. So far there 
has been no notice in the newspaper of his connection

LET'S HAVE A PEOPLES! CONFERENCE 


A paper proparod in haste for tho May, 1965 
staff confcronce by Mike Losser. 


In tho past sevoral woeks thore has been a good deal of lively dis~ | 4 
cussion among Louisiana project staff end in the southern office & out q 
what we arc going to do this summcr amd how wo are going to do it: we a 
have talked about community contcrs md voter registrations; pro~school 
education and political organizations about agricultural cooperatives 4 
and building a third party. Woe have used torms such as community org~ i 
anization. dircct action, indigenous lcadership and felt necds. Wc have 4 
spoken of program and structure. And it scems to mo the only thing we 
haven't much talked dout is pcoplo. 


I would like to explorchere some of the things we have becn talking 
about--our goals, programs ond mcthodology~-and attompt to rolatc thom 
to what we have boen avoiding--or talking around~-people. 


A. good plecc to begin is with Project Head Start: 


At the Monroe staff mecting where project head start was discusscd 
there were two basic schools of thought: ono group argued that sctting 
up pre-school centers was a good idea because it would provide us with 
an organizational tool--a free one at that--which would reap for us 
organizational benefits that would outweigh our expenditure in fime, 
effort and mores personnol. Tho other group argucd that this project 
was not civil rights but social work, md that we needed to be focus= 
ing upon more basic issucs and organizing people for mass action mand 
political powcr. 


Noone was really discussing what the progrem would or could mean 
to the children and their parents, md to the community~--in short, to 
the people. We were engrossed in our programs; thinking about what we 
wanted md what we felt would be best for the community.e And, even 
those of us who supported Project Head Start were thinking in torms of 
how we could use it to MANIPULATE others--in an altruistic senso, of 
course, and couched in much different terms, but manipulate nonethelcss. 


We just were not talking about people. 


But anyway, we left Monroe with the agreement to go to the parishes 
to see if any of the communities "felt the need" to have a project head 
start. Three communities did, md we wrote up applications for them and 
sent them into Washington. And, two days ago I received a letter from 
Mr. Freddie Mack in Caddo Parish telling why he would like to be director 
of the Caddo Parish head start program. He says; "I would like to have 
the oppottunity of planning a program that would enlighten, encourage, 
young boys and girls that there fight for survival is not a lost cause. 
And that they are wanted and needed in an American Democracy of the later 
years. That theyre is something in life that they can do." | | 


OdDviously Mr. Freddie Mack sees something in project head start that 
we at the Monroc meeting did not. He sees something of intrinsic value, 
or of potential value that we did not. And, if this is true perhaps we 
CORE staff need to hire Mr. Mack and some of the other people from Caddo 
Parish to come in some week soon and “community organize" us. Or per- . 
haps a less ego-shattering alternative would be for us to begin to Nave Pf 
more faith in the people we are supposed to be working with--to believe 
more in their ability to think--understand--create, 


Project head start need not be : "Jack and Jill", "be a good, neat. 
little boy," social work. It could be Langston Hughes, Frederick Douglass, 
and freedom. Mr. Mack seems to have seen that. Why didn't we? 


Maybe we need to have our sights raised. 


The point that needs to be made here is not that project head start or 
other programs of the same nature--such as freedom schools and community 


ale 


centers and adult education programs are the answer to the civil rights 
fight. Rather, it is the concept upon which such programs operate which 
determines their values If we limit our own view to seeing project head 
start or a freedom school as a means for getting people to rally around 
us so we can get them to act on our issues, of course it will have little 
value~-intrinsic value, and produce little of meaning in terms of itself. 
On the other hand we can look at it as a stimulus or catalyst which 
challenges people-«kids or adults--to look at themselves md their en- 
vironment in a new way which provides the basis for a real dialogue-~an 
honest dialogue between the individuals who make up a community. And 

that includes CORE workers too. 


Whish brings me to my next points 


The new thing here in Louisiana seems to be, "We are going to organ- 
ize people around their felt needs." But, the "NEW, néw thing” is that 
wo ere going to build a state-wide political movement. Possibly a third 
party. How do we reconcile these two? How do we help people organize a- 
round BPHEIR felt needs, and then talk . about OUR solutions? It sounds 
unlikely, but that is exactly what we have been doing--sitting in our 
office designing solutions for other peoples’ problems, and then, which 
is far worse, figuring out how to handle, or manipulate, these OTHER people 
into accepting OUR grand design. 


What about a third party? Well, I think it is a great idea. It appears 
to me that ours is a political society in which the big decisions are 
political ones, md, therefore, people must develop political power if they 

expect to bring about meaningful social change. But, all that is mean- 
ingless rhetoric to Mr. Mack in Caddo Parish because it was not his ideas 
it was mine: it will not be his political party; it will be ming. And he 
will be a member because he trusts mes not because he trusts himself. 


More important than that is the fact that we are also sitting around 
working out ways to get him to accept our solution, and doing it in 
the name of creating a democratic society, when our very actions indi- 
cate that we don't have any faith in Mr. Mack or the democratic process. 
If we did we wouldn't be attempting to manipulate--to handle--the people 
in the communities. 


What I mean to say is that the process is important--the end does 
not justify the means. Ends are means. People are bothe If we view 
the third party, or whatever shape our political movement takes, as 
middle~range objective towards a greater end, then it is also our means. 
It must truly be formed by a concensus of the people who form it, and not 
just a manipulated agreement. 


I would give two more examples to illustrate my arguement: 


First, the latest developments in the Plaquemine "movement." Here,a 
new set of demands has been drawn up and sent to the mayor by the Iberville 
parish voters' league and CORE. The letter lists seven points to which 
the mayor has a certain amount of time to respond or face new demon- 
strations. Where did the demands come from? Whose demands are they? Who wé2 
will enforce them? To the first question: they are almost identical to 
the demands of the Bogalusa movement, md if they come from anybody in 
Plaquemine it idthe executive committee of the voters' league. To the | 
second question one might be able to answer, "They are the demands of 
tha people" IF one could say thet the voters' league represented the people 
and the people knew about the letter and agreed with ite While the 
first point might have some validity for some members of the community, - 
I daresay the seconé would be true for few. To the third question one 
must answer that the people who little or no part in framing the demands 
will be asked to demonstrate for them. 


I do not hesitate to predict that CORE staff will now be rushed to 
Plaquemine to “organize the community” to massive support of demands it 
never madée ? 


Now for my last example. We sit here today in a staff conference, 
and in a day or two we will return to Louisiana for sa communities con- 
ference. Let me describe the scenario of these two one-act plays. Here, 
at the staff conference, we will ves work out a summer program, and > 
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tomorrow we will go to the community conference and explain it to the 

people. After it is explained discussion will be invited--nay, begged--end 
there will be an embarrassing silence. The matters will be broken down 

a little, end after a somewhat halting exchange will be agreed upone 

W e6 will thén go home to begin implementing our summer project in their 

communities. 


This reminds me of a meeting of one of the Ohio CORE chapters where 
a rent strike which was in progress was being discussed. Because none of 
the people from the slum building who were on strike were there I went 
and got them and brought them to the meeting. The CORE members became 
suddenly inarticulate. After the meeting, when the community people had 
left, several of the CORE members began soundly abusing me for bringing 
them. They complained that the matters being discussed (the rent strike) 
were too important for them (the rent strikers) to be present for, and 
would be told to them later--after the CORE members had made the policy 
decisions. 


It is my impression that neither we nor that CORE chapter think of 
ourselves as part of the communities in which we work. Rather, we see 
ourselves as an outside force working ON the people of the community; 
and that is bad. It implies a WE and a THEY, en@ that implies a sense 
of the superior, sophisticated and knowledgable WE helping, = 
and manipulating the less knowledgable, needy THRY. 


Is that not closer tH the social worker mentality than Project Head 
Start? 


i think we will be making headway when we find that we do not need 
two conferences, but only ones; when we have become part of the commun- 
ity, md the people of the community see us as such and identify with 
use Then we will not need a staff conference and then a community 
conference, but only a PEOPLES' conference.

We got started yesterday afternoon on our door-to-door campaign. 
There were 9 persons during the work. I walked so much yesterday un- 
til my shoes fekt as if they were several sizes to small. We were able 
to reach 134 person for the period of time we spent on the field. Trans - 
portation is being provided for those who need it. After many contacts 
in the community, we finally found some persons who would help us get 
persons down to the registration office. 


After walking with the younp people who sare during the door-to- 
door work, I think I will be happy to get back in the office. (smile) 
There are still 8 persons here,including Dave, that we are responsi- 
ble for, in terms of board and lodging. The students sare cooking for 
themselves at a cost of about $ 7.00 per day for all of them. This 
give you an idea of what Dave needs per week for food. I understand 
from Dave that the hotel bill is being paid by the National Office 
once the bill is submitted. I am enclosing Weldon's Withholding state-= 
ment to be given to Jan Jennings. Weldon went all his mail sent to 
the address attach address on the slip enclosed. 


The area in which we are working, is one of the largest and tough- 
est in Baton Rouge.You must be prepared to leave a home at any time. 
Some persons we have visited will not cooperate in any form, You feel 
like giving up at times, but when you realize that our people are like 
they are because of the system under which we have live, you take 
heart and start all over again. Its going to take a good while and a 
continued proeess of education in politica] education on the whys of

A report will be sent to you from this office once a week on how 
registration is progressing in the ares where we are operating. I 
think the students here with Dave,Ronnie and Weldon will do a pretty

Res Baton Rouge Voter Registration Project 


One week has passed since my arrival in Baton Rouge to help 
make plan with the Baton Rouge CORE group in setting up it 
machinery to attempt to do an efficient job in voter 
registration in the Baton Rouge area. Several things had to done 
in order that maximum efficiency would come from our efforts. 
First, we had to get the registration office in presentable 
order so that it could ie cur Meateudrters. Second, training 
those who would work on the field and in the office. Thrid, 
getting posters up and announcements out that we were in 
business to help get persons registered and to give any other 
information as it relates to voter education. T here were many 
other little thing to get straighten out before we could get 
rolling. After all these things were done, our schedule was 
drawn up and and duties assigned. 

Thomas Peete was assigned as field director. His job would 

be to assigned the workers to the area in which they would 


canvass, giving direction as to street and precincts. 


Wi2Bie Bradford Jr. has charge of transportation. At the end of 


each day's reporting, a list would be complied of those needing 


transportation and the hour of the day it was needed. This infor-

mation is turned over to Bradford and he in return setthat they 
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are picked up and carried to the registration office. 
Charles Siler, is our poster maker for a sign that we are using 


in connection with the registration campaign. He really does 


a jam up job. | 

Java Mae T hompson is the office secretary. She complies all 
lists that are brought in by the workers each evening, recording 
all who are registered, those who are not, those who need 
more help, those who will go down themselves, those who will 
need transportation (turning same over to Bradford). A 

complete -list of work to be done the next day is posted for 

the workers. She also telephones those the workers report on 
their blanks who are not registered, but stated that they 

would go down on their own, to remind them of their commitment, 
and anything else that the office needs to do. 

Our work day begins in the morning, making and completing any 
assignment that was not completed the day before. As making 

a second trip to a pdérson's home to help them with what ever 
information they will need in filling out the application 

blank, if this was neglected the day before. Getting new 
assignments from the field director and discussing what was fone 


wrong and how we were received in the homes of the persons contacted 


and clearingi: up any questions that any of the field workers may 


the 
have. During tie morning period whatever has to be done is 


completed before the workers go back on the field. In the

afternoon around three, not later than four, the workers are 

out knocking on doors and making contacts in the areas that 

have been assigned to them. In the evenings from seven until eight 

our workers will be coming back to the office, sotthat their 

reports can be complied and gone over by the secretary. Whate-e 

ever duties any worker has to follow up with the next day, he or 

she knows it before one leaves the office in the evening. This 

procedure is followed to the lettem:each day. To date, kept up, 

I am positive that they will do a excellent job. Hach worker 

is asked to find a block worker in his or her area. 

For the record, I think it should be stated here, that this is a 

community where apathy and complacency rate very high as it 

relates to Negroes being interested in being registered to 

vote. The system has done so much to these individuals that 

it is pitiful to listen to the kinds of answers one gets when 

one talks with some of these person. You are sometimes asked ¢t 

to leavesthe homes of your contacts. Then again, it is very 

difficult after you have helped someone and carrged him or her 

down to the registration office to know if the person has 

passed. After fi&ling out the application form, you are told 

by the registe, that your registration card will be mailed to 

you, thus it is very difficult to know exactly how well you have 

done.

4s the year of 1965 comes to an end, COil cen Look back on this 
year with a great deal of satisfaction, knowing that its program on 
voter registration in S. C., has increased the Negro.political 

voting strength substantially. for the first time since the Era of 
feconstruction, the affairs of £.C.. The change will not come over- 
night as many think it will. This change will take a little time for 
the Negro to become adjusted to his role in this area. then egain, 
there must come a period of political education along with the Xegro 
voting power. /lready there are signs of the “Negro becoming inter- 
ested in politics. In several communities, this year, Negroes ran 2: 
for local office. ‘Some of them won out in the primary elections, but 
lost out in the run off elections. I think this is a good indication 
of what will happen in the future as far as Negroes attempting to 
seek office. The defeat of all these Negroes who ran, points up the 
neecd for a strong local political machine that can and will take the 
advantage of the Negroes voting strength in these areas. 

To strengthen the Negro political power in several of these areas 
we have already started organizing these communities from the precinct 
level up. £y doing this, we feel, that new Negro leadership can be 5° 
as well as an organization from the grassroots level up. it will take 
time .to educate these people in the art of politics but given a little 
time, I think it can be done. : : 

“we have made mistekes in our program of registration in S.C., but 
I think those mistakes have helped us. The first mistake was taking 
on more communities than we have personnel to adequately cover. 4t 
first we were so’thifly spread out that we could not give the type 
of service fhat was needed in each community. Since the sumrer we © 
have coneentrated on a few counties and have done a much better job 
in working with the people. These are the counties ‘where:our pre- 
cinct organization is getting started. These counties are Sumter, 
Clarendon, Villiamsburg, Dorchester and Jasper. None of these sz" %.- 
counties have all of their precincts organized at the present, but 
before the June primary in S. C., we hope to have these five counties 


completely orenized.

I feel that COKE has started something in 5.C. politically 
that she cannot afford to give up. Yet, I think CORE must realize ) 
that it is going to take some time to do what must be done to help : 
get this political movement in high gear in S.C., There is a \ 
good change of some counties electing Negroes to local office : 
if the political machinery is well organized in each given 
community. To do this, i# will take plenty of time and help. 
The 3.C. State Senate has hed ‘to re-apportion itself accor- 
ding to population by an order of the State Supreme Court. ‘hat °:. 
plan will be accepted by the Court is anybody's guess. Until a 
final decision on the number of Senators South Cerolina will have 
in the future for the S.C. Senate and the number of Senators that - 
come from each county, we will have to wait. | 


Clarendon County, according to our count, has as many 
Negroes now registered as there are whites in the county. Every 
Negro we get registered from now on, will give the Negro the 
political power that hes been denied him in the past. 


As we move forward in the new year, we must realize that 
political activity in these areas ts only one aspect of the 
number of problems affecting the Negro. 

There are other problems of housing, employment, school 
desegregation, etc., that must be attacked if the Negro is to 
reach his rightful place in American Society. COKE has been in 
the forefront of this struggle for complete equality for the 
Negro and we cannot and must not slacken our pace now. 

The lessons we are learning now in South Carolina with 
political activities will help us in the future in communities 
with similar problems. I1f we can help channel the direction of 
the Negro political movement in South Carolina in the future, CORE 
will have achieved something no other organization has been able 
to do in the past. I think it can be done if we have the deter- 
mination to stick with it.

RE: South Carolina Political Action Program 


For the past several weeks, we have focused our attention in ite 
areas of precinct organization, political education and voter registration, 
in that order. With the great increase in voter registration it was im~ 
perative that we start these sew voters in the art of organizing precincts. 
The Democratic precinct organization in S. C. took place the last Saturday 
in Feburary and we have many Negroes taking part in their local precincts 


for the initial time. In some communities, Negroes were elected as officers 


to run the precinct for the next two years. Some Negroes were elected to serve 


as delegates ta the County Convention and some WERe serve as delegates to the 


State Convention in S. C., this is the first time this has happened in some of 


the communities where we are working. 


In several communities, Negroes goffered themselves for local elected 
officées. In no community were we able to elect a Negro, but those elections 
did bring out voters in large numbers. It further gave many Negroes an opp 
ortunity to vote for the first time in their lives. In Clarendon County 
where two Negroes agp7€or the Town Council, the vote was the heaviest in any 


previous election. Many mistakes were made in getting out the vote in this 


county, but the bringing out of those who, had never voted before more than — 


compensated for our effort. We also must remember that this was a local town 
election where the whites could and did out vote the Negroes, We are hoping 
to run at least one Negro in Clarendon County for the 8. C, House of Reps. 
On the county level, the Negro to the ftate Legislature, Negroes will be 


as 


filing in other counties wav the Negro population is larger than that of the 


whites and with a little more push in registration before the election in June 


we stand the chance of electing Ne,coes i: wre wnen one county for State office, 
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| There is much work to be done in political education with our people. We 

have already started holding educational meetings in political education in these 
communities where the Negro vote is able to challenge the vote of the whites. Mock 


elections are held periodically and the same procedure the voter must go through att 
the polls, one is carried through at the mock elections.. These new voters are «2 


‘ being “cold whet. to do and say if they cannot ‘and do not know how to mark their 


ballot on election day. It is avferagene conclusion that when a Negro offers him- 
self for a political office in many of these counties in S. C,, our candidate will 
tidt get one white vote. This was proven in the election held in Manning, S. C. for 


town council. 


When we start helping Negroes get registered in Clarendon County in June of 
1965, there were not more than 300 Negroes registered. At the closing of the reg- 
istration books for February, 1966, there were 5018 Negroes eligible to vote, In 
Williamsburg County, there are almost 6,000 Negroes now registered to compare with 
ever 3.3000 whites. The potential in Clarendon County for Negro registration is 
BBE 6, 000 to 7,000 and in Williamsburg County about 7,500 to 8,000. Within the 
next three months before the June Primary, we hope to add a substantial number of 
unregistered voters to the eligible list in both of these counties. We feel that 
‘as soon as the Negro candidates file in these two counties for State Wilica,sthat 


‘will give added incentive to get many more Negroes registered. 


CORE stands in a very unique position in S. C., in the area of political ct: 
action. If we can help put just one Negro in office, it will be worth the effort 
.we have put forth in S. C.. Other Communities are asking for our services, but we 
‘just don't havecthe manpower to give all the help that is needed in so many diff- 


erent communities. Congressman Watson of the Second Congressional District in 
S. C., who was once a Democrat but switched to the Republican Party, is up for 


re-election this year. Fred LaClair, a Democrat, has already announced his 
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candidacy to oppose Congressman Watson. We have bean asked that the labor movement 
in 8. C, help organize the campaign for LaClair, which wp have already concented 


to do. If we can get out the Negro vote for LaClair and at least two fifghs 


Pd of the whites in the Second District will vote in LaClair’s favor, Watson 
ft stands a good chance of being defeated . With re--apportionment being 
forced upon S. C, by the courts; Negroes will have a better chance to get 


4 elected whrn it is compheced. ie 
The political pot will be boiling this: sumet and we hope to be right in the 
midst ef it workiag for these candidates: who will ‘represent the entire community 


amd not just the white people, This is the becinhing of CORE's role in political 
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we can elect a competent Negro to office, we do so, end in comnunities 
where we don't have the vote, we try to elect those candidates that will 
attempt to serve the total community. We cannot afford to waiver now, the 
stakes are too high. The political action part of CORE's program is just 
getting off the ground, let's move forward much more vigorously in the 
future than we have in the past. 

Thig year marks the initial beginning for the vast majority of Negroes 
in many communities in the political affairs of their area. This is the 
start and we must not expect results to be perfect the first time out. Too 
much of our time, energy and money have been spent in S. C. for CORE to 
slacken its efforts now. We need to add to our staff if at all possible 
for the next two years . If we give up now in S. C., or weaken our position, 
I am positive that some other Civil Rights groups will come in and get all 
the credit for all the grouncwork in political action that we have started | 
in S. C.. For the next two years in S, C., we must center our efforts on 
registration and political education together. 

In the local primary election in Clarendon County where two Negroes 
ran for town council in Manning, S. C., we were able to get 80% of the

: It has been approximately ten and half monghs since I was instructed 
by the National Agtion Committee to take charge of CORE'S South Varo- 


lina voter registration and political action programs. We started out. 

in South Yarolina attempting to cover at least 2h counties. We soon 

: learned that to do a successful job with limit personnel, we would have to 
dropp the majority of these counties. To get maximm results, we dropped 


20 counties and then placed one worker in each of the four counties left. 


But before this was done, we were directly responsible for adding at least 
25,000 new Negroes to the voting list in those counties which were dropped. 


At the end of the summer of 1965 when the summer volunteers left South Caro- 
lina to return to school or their homes, we took as our assignment four counties 
to cencentrate in, namely, Clarendon,Dorchester, Sumter and Williamsburg. The 
registration in Clarendon was raised fron 650 to over 5200. Dorchester from 
1000 to over 000. Sumter from 000 to over 8560. Williamsburg from 2000 


to over 8000. 
) We were instrumental in encouraging Negroes to run for public office in 


Clarendon, Sumter and “illiiamsburg counties. Clarenden county has one Negro 


being offered for the State House of Xepresentative. Sumter has one Negro 
| running for the House of Nepresentative. Williamsburg has one Negro running 
for ke State Senate, two for the House of Representative and one for Road . 


Commissioner. In each of these three counties, these candidates have an 


excellent chance of being elected to office for the first time since the 
period, providing we can get out the vote on election day. To assure maximum

ep motion. Percinct organization is almost compheted in all these BEE oor 


counties. Many other counties in South Carolina are running Negro candidates 
too. . Our first important job in this election is to get our candidates out 
of the first primary, which come off June 1)th,1966. If we can do this, we 


will have the rest of the summer to reach those Negroes who up to this point 
have not registered. If we can accomplish our aim in the June primary, our 
candidates will have an easy time getting through the General election in 
November. 

Some of our candidates will be facing oppésition from the Bepublicans in 
November if they are successful in winning out in the primary in June. Many 


of our voters are new, who have no political sophistication, but we are de- 


termine to have them ready to cast their vote on election day. 


The challenge to get Negroes elected is great, but we are ready and determine 
to mect this challenge.

Sumter is a city of approximately 24,000 people. I was born, reared 
and educated in the public schools of this city and at Morris College 
in Sumter. I have seen Sumter grow from a small city with only a 

few business located on its main streets, to a thrifty city with 
several shopping centers distributed over several other areas in the 
city. As a boy, I played on its unpaved streets and watched the 
acorn trees grow into mighty oaks which have been a source of pride 
to the of@wr residents of this city. 


I have worked with voter registration in Sumter and South Carolina 
long before Negroes were allowed to vote in the Democratic primary. 

—~I can remember well when Negroes in Sumter and other areas in wu: 
South Carolina were not interested in voting, mainly because they 
could not vote in local elections. Since the primary has now been 
opened to all eligible persons a new awareness of registration and 
voting has been taken on by Negroes in Sumter and elsewhere in 
South Carolina. 


During the past several years, Negroes have been attempting to 
register in greater numbers than ever before. Several reasons 

can be given for this. Leadership among Negroes in Sumter is 

much more progressive than it has been in the past, apathy on the 
part of many Negrees is changing, as it relates to voting. Several 
Negroes have offered themselves for public office, although none 

has been elected to office in Sumter. For the past three years, 

CORE with its affiliates has been concentrating on voter registration 
in Sumter and other areas in South Carolina. For the past few 

months in Sumter a campaign has been launched to register 5,000 
additional new Negro registrants. This project is under the dir- 
ection of Frank Robinson, a field secretary of National CORE. Since 
the registration office has been opened in Sumter, more than 750 
persons have visited the office for advice and help in qualifying 

to register. Of this number, over 250 persons have already re - 
ceived their registration certificates. The number of Negroes seeking 
registration certificates will continue in Sumter until the majority 
of those who can qualify receive their certificates. According ta: 
the 1960 census, there are more than 4,000 Negroes and and 8,000 
white in Sumter over 21 years of age. The voting age in South 
Carolina is 21 years of age, plus other requirements. The Negroes 
in Sumter who are over 50 years of age may find it much more difficult 
to qualify for a registration certificate than many younger Negroes. 
This is understandable, because the oider Negroes have not had the 
chance to a formal education, therefore cannot meet the educational 
qualifications that is required of applicants. 


The Negro in Sumter wants to be treated as any other American 


Citizen, enjoying all the privgleges and opportunities and sharing 
the same responsibilities as any other Americans, no more,no less. 
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One area of the new thrust by COHE adopted by the 1965 Nattonal CORE 
Convention, as that of¢ political action and voter education. We are 
urging all ehapters to make a concerted effort in thisf# direction, ané@ 
start immediately in trying to impl@ment thisg@ thrust. 


It has long been recognized that one of our basic responsibilities 


has been to dducate ourselves and of fellow citizens about political 


issues which affect our lives and our welfare... To meet this challenge, 
effective political activity has of necessity become a vital part of 
each community, state¥ and Nation. The job of good citigenship and po- 
litical education must be done in each community. 


There is no one perfect way to,carry on a voter registration campaign, 
but there are certain basic rules that should be folbowed. These should 
be divided into *nree catizories; namely, ORGANIZATION, REGISTRATION AND 
EDUCATION, 


1, Organization 

a, Select a political action committeee in your chapter 

b. Find out the facts on voting and requirements on voting in poor 
community 

c. Inform your chapter and members of the community of the facts that 
pertain to political activity. 

d. Keep in touch with other organizations who nave a similar interest 
in political activity in your community.

Sumter is located almost in the middle of South Carolina. During the early years of Sumtes's 
existence, its main source of income came from the rural areas. During these early years g# the 
majority of persons at work, were tied up with the farms. If they were not farmers themselves, 
they had some connection with farming. This was not only true of Sumter, but others areas in 

in South Carolina as well,that relied heavily on its income from the rural economy. Today the 
rural economy has changed tremedously to urban concentration with the coming of industry to 
many areas in South Carolina and also Sumter.

Thirty five years ago, Sumter's population was approximately 25,000 more or less. 1962 pop- 
ulation is over 74,000 persons. Of the present population Sb bt TGS /16/ Mb ed | a little mére than © 
48% is Negro. A large percentage of Negroes are employed as domestic. Some are employed in 
the industries that are now tapEted in Sumter and some at Shaw Air Force Base at Shaw Field 
S.C.

Sumter is noted for its world largest Iris Garden and Babe farm. 
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Negroes in Ghat like others in the south have had to appeal to the courts to get many 
discriminatory statutes erase from the statute books. Teachers had to appeal to the courts 
to get equal pay on the state level for equal training and service{ Equal voting rights in 
the dasdliestic primaries in S.C.. Several years ago, Negroes in Sumter as well as in S.C. 
could not vote in Municiple or local election. Now Negroes vote in all elections in Sumter 
without the slighest lifting of eyebrows. Negroes have even offered themselves for local 
public office in Sumter. To my knowledge, no Negro in Sumter has been turned down attemptigg 
to register if he or she qualifies. Negroes have stayed away from the registration office 
in Sumterbecause many have felt that their vote would not count and there was no need to 
bother themselves. Today this spirit of apathy on the part of the Negro in Sumter and the 
south is being overcome, because many now know that there is strength in the ballot. Then — 
again the oe in Sumter as well as the south is much more intelligent and progres- 
sive. No ima ! mannnimamn overt barriers have been placed in the way of keeping 
Negroes from anal Clie to register and then to vote. The Negro in Sumter 50 yezrs and ddge 
older may find it much more difficult to register than some younger person, this is under- 
staridzble because the older persons have not had to chance to a formal education and he or 
she can not meet the educational qualification.

First, a little backgreund. There are apparently two major factions in 
Whe Negro Community of High Point. One is associated with the Democratic Party, 
the other with the Republican. Democrats seemsto center in or around an 
organization called the Steering Coumitteec. group has not been active in

problem with Cox came to light when a number of the Republican faction | 
petitioned James Farmer toe have Cox removed from High Point during the time 
of the truce. The Democratic faction came to Cox's supper | 
him as their hero. 


Specifically, there are three major problems concerning Cex. One 
involves a possible violation of our policy about accepting personal domations. 
Anether involves actions undertaken by him without authorization by either 
lecal or the National Office and the thirdiadnvolves his general status in 
the State of Nerth Carolina. 


In the matter énvolving funds, it is reported that while Cex was 
in jail in Louisiana, bhe number of people and/or organisations raised 
money to pay Cox's personal bills. It is reported that Cox eccepted some 
of this money. It is furthermore addéated by Cox that he received a personal 
denation in excess of $400 in a personal testimonial dinner which was given 
in his honer. Rev. Cox told fe that hé initially teld them that he could 
not sccept the money personally but then under pressure went ahead and 
accepted. I asked him why he hadn’g contacted the office about this and 
asked you or Farmer whether it was appropriate te accept this contribution. 
He never really answered my question. Cox also states that he accepts 
payment for speaking engagments (sermons I believe) which he has made at 
various churches. He state@ethat he believed that during his vacation or 
in his capacity as a paster that this was justified. 


As you know, Gex is net one to held his tengue and many times has 
spoken about or taken actions which have net been autheriszed. I knew 
personally of a number of these but 1°11 mention here only one whieh invelved 
his recent return to North Carolina. Upen his arrival in High Point, the 
community was in the midst of ae truce. Rev. Cox sent telegrams to the YMCA 
and/or YWCA National officers threatening national demonstrations. He then 
sent copies of the telegram te the local Y executives in High Peint. The 
national aetion threat was not cleared threugh the national office and neither 
were his lecal actions cleared by High Point CORE, This little incident in 
iteééfids of no great impor@ance, but it is 6fééeblef many. The fact that

persons in t community use this as a means of embroiling him in a controversy 
seems to speake for itself. 

The last problem srea has to do with Cox's status in North Carolina. It is 
apparent that when he left the state, he did net make it clear that he had 
been transferred. Consequently, when he returned to Nerth Carolina, the 
people in High Peint had the impression that he was still "their Field 
Secretary". Cox apparently did nothing to dispel this fallacious assumption. 
In fact, when the petition to have Cox removed came out publicly, it was 
charggé by the Steering Committee faction that Cox had been removed from 
North Carolina as a result of this petition and against his will. I was at 
at least one meeting where the subject was brought up. While Cox did tell 
them he had been transferred, he said it in such a weak way as not to be 
convincing. He never forcefully made the point that he had requested the 
transfer. I asked him to make sure that it was known locally that it was 

he himself, many months ago, that requested a transfer to the midwest. In 
spite of this, Cox seemed to try and leave the impression that he was really 
still assigned to Nerth Carolina and that he was only gone temporarily. 


Except. for the matter of funds, the other items may seem inconsequential. 
Hewever, because of these other items, Cox became embroiled in this 
community split. In fact, he became the main pawn and center of controversy 
in a wegmunity split which threatened and still threatens to destrey CORE and 
the civil rights campaign in High Point. 


' Following consultation with you, I ordered Cox not to take any actions in 

4 the name of CORE in North Carolina. I further asked him to discuss all 

of these matters with you at length as soon as possible. My recommendation 
is that you deal with Cox quite severely and let him know that his tenure 
with CORE is quite tenuous until such time as the types of probleme enumerated 
here have been dealt with satisfactorily.

I received your letter of May 29, 1962 reminding me 

of the budget which Jim gave me. Definately, it meets 
my approval, because I know of the organization's fund 
shortage. However, very often financial problems arise 
which are not in my budget, but in regard to the group's 
welfare, such problems must be met immediately. Thereby, 


creating extra expenses. 


Things which necessitatesextra expenditures are: (1) out- 
of-state traveling such as to Washington; (2) postage; 
(3) making telephone calls from spots in city to office; 
(1 attending night meetings pertinent to the group's 
interest; (5) attenfing church registration clinics; 
(one thus far); (6) sending persons to registrar's 
office by cab; (7) buying food for group when absolutely 
ecessary like when David has no expense money or has used 
t for other essential expenditures; and (8) paying 
ack home bransportation expenses or paying the admission 
fee to Rochester University of a student who has worked 
faithfully in the Movement. 


It is very difficult to emphasize the essentiality of 
over spending my budget. However, I hope you understand 
that I have tried to be objective inmmeeting those 
expenses which are not included in the budget. Even 
though it is not feasible for me to take a salary 
deduction, it is also very hard for me to deny a 

request for money to return home, to re-enter school, 

or to pay for the group's food when David has no 

expense money available or has used for other necessary 
expenditures. 


Realizing the need and significanceof registering people 
and realizing the difficulty of getting people to the 
registrar's office in the first place, it becomes imperative 
to keep an appointment to register, even if it means 
getting a cab to keep it.

Doing our best, but we have only registered 35 persons 
as of this datee Our drive definately has caused many more 
to go down on their one For instance, in Ward One precinct 
45 we had less than 900 in late Aprile However, now we have 
9735 registred as of May 31, 1962. Another precinct #51 where 
we are now working in early May we had less than 700 and now 
we have 792. So you can see the real number can never be 


told --=-= number of persons we are ag responsible for registering, 


because we have contacted 500 persons who were not registered 
in these two paéetncts and we taught them how to fill out the 
registration forms. 

We anticipate mass resistance to our program from 
the registrar and parish officials in the near future.

27, 1962 and Cox's trial is scheduled for November 29, 1962; (2) Mr. 
Arnold Trebach of the Civil Rights Commission in Washington D. C. was 
here in Baton Rouge lately recording my testimony of the charges from 
December to the latest arrest; and (3) BRCORE has been sponsoring "Hit and 
Run" demonstrations.

setting up voter education clinics at churches. 


As to Tangipahoa parish, it is very hostile. Negroes are even 
ignored when they request service as an interstate passenger at the 
Greyhound Bus Terminal at Hammond, Louisiana which a key town in 

Tangipahoa parish. As o this moment, I am trying to set up clinic 
headquarters at Amite, La. which is TP parish seat. 


Kindly send me some VEP field report forms. According to your last 
memo, I should send in to you a report every time I visit a town. 
For instance, I owe you a report on St. Helena Parish from Oct. 1 to 
Oct. 15, Then I should file with you as soon as I finish or October 
ends on Tangipahoa parish.

I am enclosing 13 more complaints of voter discrimination in the 
parish of Iberville. Due to the fact that the Negro residents are 
willing to continue to fight for first class citizenship at the 
polis, we are continuing our voter registration drive for an 
additional month and we setting up a permanent clinic progran. 


Today, in Baton Rouge, the Louisiana State Sovereimty Commission 
is meeting to discuss ways and seans of counteracting our registra- 
tion drives in the Sixth Congressional District. Ye need some 
federal action to defeat such massive resistance to Negro suffrage. 


Mr. Jim Mo Cain should forward to you within a few days two com- 
plaints of voter discrimination in Saint Helena Parish. In this 
parish, we have had poor participation on the behalf of the 

Negro residents in our registration drives because of fear and 
apathy. We have had very little success at the registrar's office. 
It took me several weeks to persuade two persons sign complaints. 
Federal action on these two complaints will help a great deal. 


To prepare potential voters to meet Louisiana qualifications for 
registration, we must do the following: (1) teach the preamble to 
the United Constitution, (2) administer and grade a constitutional 


test of 47 questions of which only 4 out 6 answers must be correct 


to qualify, and (3) teach how to fill out the enclosed application 
form. If the right to vote is to be protected for all citizens, 
this system on literacy and constitutional law must be tested in our 


federal courts. 


Any assistance your office or the federal government can offer | 
in removing these discriminatory impediments will be appreciated.

Now to our voter education project in Iberville parish; from November 
12, 1962 to November 21, 1962 the Congress of Racial Equality sent approximately 
110 persons to the registrar of voters office and we got only 24 registered. 
After informing the registrar of our complaints to the United States Department 
of Justice, he resigned. I am enclosing a newspaper article to that effect. | 
Maybe, this story may be valuable to Marvin too. 


After consultation with the Louisiana State Sovereignty Commission and 

and the Louisiana State Board of Registration, the police jury of Iberville 

parish recommended to the Honorable Governor Jimmie H. Davis who presides over 

the State Board of Registration to appoint Mrs. Ella Billings, a member of 

the White Citizens Council to take the place of former registrar, Milton Dardenne. 
Mrs. Billings reportedly said to one of our 17 plainf#iffs to the Justice Department 
"If I would Have checked the other (Negro's) application card, she would not had 
passed either." From this statement you can imagine the situation of hostility, 
we are faced with under Mrs. Billings' administration which is to begin Monday, 
November 26, 1962. At present we plan to send atleast 30 ~ 40 persons of 
high school education level to the registrar's office on November 26, 1962. 
Be prepared for more complaints. Press on some federal action.

The Congress of Racial Equality has organized and coordinated a 
permanent registration clinic program at the Plymouth Rock B. C., 
-910 Court Street, Plaquemine, Louisiana. Rev. J. H. Davis, Pastor. 
The local merchants have formulated a financial pool under the direction 
of CORE to pay two young men($12.00 a week subsistent fee) to carry on 
a permanent instructional clinic program on voters' education daily in 
Iberville parish under the guidance and assistance of CORE's staff member 
in the Louisiana Sixth Congressional District. 


in light of the above development, I shall move to the other parishes 
in the subsequent orders (1) December 10, 1962 to December 24, 1962 in 
Gast Feliciana Parish; (2) December 26, 1962 to January 10, 1963 in West 
Feliciana Parish; (3) January 11, 1963 to January 38, 1963 in Pointe 
Coupee Parish; (4) February 1, 1963 to February 28, 1963 in Tangipahoa 
Parish; and (5) March 1, 1963 to March 31, 1963 in Washington Parish. 
During the remaining period, I shall make periodic checks on Iberville 
parish and from now on I shall submit each month an extra field report 
on the permanent drive in Iberville parish. 


As to our problems at present and a head, I shall elaborate briefly 
by parish. First, in Zast Feliciana parish which include tows like 
Clinton and Jackson, Louisiana, the only Negroes registered are those 
Negroes of professional status who the registrar invited dom to his office 
to register. Only 82 Negroes are registered and all other persons refuse 
to attempt so register because of their fear of violence and economic 
reprisals due to the fact that they work and rent from the same Caucasian. 
This parish was the major victim of the 1958 voters' purge in Louisiana 
next to St. Helena parish of which you already have two complaints. 
second, in West Feliciana parish which include the towns of St. Francis- | 
ville and the Louisiana state prison spot, Angola. No Negroes are registered. 
There are only 9 Negro farmers economically independent. Although Negroes 
outnumber the Whites in population and voting potential, they do not vote 
because they live on plantations as sharecroppers,a modern form of slavery. 
If 1 am to help the Negro residents of West Feliciana parish, I shall have 
to go on land owed by Caucasians and it is tmpossible that I could easily be 
shot in back with no questions asked for trespassing. Negroes there fear 
economic and very probably physical reprisals if they attempt to register. 
Thirdly, you cam anticipate more and continuous complahnts from Iberville 
perish. I shall send you some more under separate cover.

Fourthly, in Tangipahoa parish which include Kentwood, Amite, and Hammond, 
Louisiana, conditions arevéry hostile. The parish is run by a clique of ;

and others must see that Negroes don't votee Washington parish is the same. 


From the above paragraph, you can see our struggle against mass 
resistance to Negro suffrage. Ask the officials of the Justice Department, 
What can I do on the field to overtum Louisiana's literacy test system? 
Besides fear, apathy, and restricted literacy, we must teach potential 
voters how to read and write the preamble to the U. S. Constitution, instruct 
them on the 43 constitutional guestions on the test which I have sent you, and 
finally teach them how to fill out the registration form which you should have 


: on file. 


Do your best to force some immediate federal action those complaints 
from St. Helena and Iberville parishes. Within the next few days, Ishall 
forward some more complaints from Iberville. 


Take good care. Because of hostile conditions in East Feliciana 
and West Feliciana parishes, it will not be wise for me to stay over night 
in any of the two for the reason of physical safety. Therefore, from 
today until January 11, 1963, I shall be traveling daily from Baton 
Rouge to various places in Zast and West Feliciana parishes. No place will 
be over 78 miles from BR. Pray for mee

In reference to Mr. W. W. Harleaux's request for special assistance 
in Iberville Parish, may I suggest. that you request of the Voter Education 
Project: of the Southern Regional Council that. a specific grant of $1,600.00 
be: given to the: national office of CORE for the sole purpose of intensifying 
the voters’ program in Iberville parish before the gubernatorial election in 
November of *63", This suggestion is made because of the subsequent 
reasons: (I) The local poverty stricken people of the above parish have 
already purchased an automobile for the sum of $500.00 to be used daily in 
voter registration; (2) The local people with CORE's support have been success- 
full in registering 175 persons in 23 months because they spent $250.00 to hire 
two: subsfistent: workers to teach voter registration procedures daily; (3) The 
Justice Department: claims: that. a pattern of discrimination can be proven only 
if the program continues and more Negroes attempt: to register when the Whites 
usually attempt near an election; and (4) we mst: continue and intensify the 
program while commnity: interest is at its best. 


I make this suggestion because with such a grant in addition to the 
grant which CORB may receive for the other parishes, the people of Iberville 
could double the number of subsistent workers (from two to four) and plus 
keep the program in full operation up to the gubernatorial election. | 
Louisiana hopes that. if Negroes are kept from voting in the next state election, 
a wall of mass resistance can be developed through the election of state officials | 
vowed to segregation and Negroes will be in the courts for decades for suffrage. 


The local people of Iberville are poor but they have leaders who are willing 
to work and fight. They have 2,5@2% Negroes already registered if the program 
could contimme and if 1,500 more Negroes could be registered before November; I 
know that. Negroes will be elected to the police jury, school board, and state 
legislature.. 


May I conclude by saying that. there are only two factors for the Voter 
Education Project. to consider: in regard to Iberville — time and money. 


I sincerely hope that Mr.. Branton will. consider this proposal and the 
significance of the program in Iberville.

I. Deaths (When people die they are scratched from the rolls. 
This is a minor factor in every parish or county) 


II. Persons Not Voting in Two Years ---- In LouSsiana if vou 
don't vote in two years, yaux you are dropped. In Washington 
parish over 200 Negroes were taken off for this reason alledges 
the registrar. Likewise @egreases have been made in other parishes. 
Our records may show 175 persons registered but when the registrar 
purges his rolls of delinquent voters, the increase cannot 175. 


III. Registrars in Louisiana are afraid to submit to the State 
Board of Registration the real numbers of Negroes registered 
because they fear "state intervention, censorship, and control 
of their offices." We can't prove this, but many voters&froups 
hold ot this opinion, including the 2nd Ward Voters League in EBR. 


IV. In Louisiana if you move from one parish to another, you — 
must reside in that parish six months before you can register. 
Therefore, migration within the state is a factor for the 
decrese in Louisiana. 


NOTE: These four reasons may account for the fact that voter 
registration in the even years (like 62) will be less than 
the uneven years (like 61). You can expect this trend to 
continue unless we can register extremely large numbers every 
year with emphasis on the gwen years.

rh : DIRECT ACTION, ECONOMIC BOYCOTTS, AND RELATED ACTIVITY 


September, 1963 


EAST FELICIANA PARISH: 

As a result of the activity of the Task Force this summer, | 
an informal chapter of CORE was organized in Clinton in mid-August. 
During September it was extended to cover the whole parish. Headed 
by Corrie Collins of Clinton, the chapter draws from 20 to 40 
people to its meetings, but according to Ed Vickery, only four 
pseeie can be counted on. The group is currently sponsoring a 

yeott of all East Feliciana white- or Tom@owned business estab- 
lishments, and it plans to start a picket line at twe stores in 
Clinton if necessary. Clinton's new disturbing-the-peace laws, 


| an exact copy of Plaquemine'’s, limits pickets at any one store to two, 
‘ese laws may be an aid to CORE, since 


picketing five feet apart. ( 
there may be no more than four or five persons willing to picket. ) 


fhe boycott is part of a campaign to win equal job oppor- 
tunities, as well as justice on all levels, for the Negro citizens 
of East Feliciana. Specifically, it serves to dranatise the fact 
that thousands of Negroes are being denied the right to Yote in 
East Feliciana; in boycotting, they are voting with their dollars 
instead of the ballot. Other grievances for which they boycott 
include desegregation of the public library, desegregation of all 
public facilities, and desegregati>n of the parking lots. 


In conjunction with the boycott, efforts are being made to 
open a gas station in East Feliciana, on land donated by one of 
the Negro residents there. 


As part of Clinton's efforts to destroy CORE, the town has 
issued a restraining order against all forms of demonstrating and 
free assembly (closely modeled after E. Gordon West's creations). 
In order to prove that CORE should be restrained, special counsel 
for Clinton is attempting to show that CORE is part of the "inter- 
national Communist conspiracy" and hearings have been set for 
Oct. 14. In preliminary hearings on September 30, Ronnie Moore 
turned over the names of the Task Force workers, for whom sub- 
poenaes were immediately issued. At this hearing, witnesses were 
tricked into taking the stand without their lawyer's being 
present; an agreement had been made earlier to postpone the 
hearings, but the D.A. later renegged on that agreement. 


WEST BATON ROUGE: 


A CORE group is in the making in Port:'AlLlen. With a membership 


of about 25 young people, age range: 16-23, it is now actively 
involved inthe voter registration campaign. Almost half of the 
members are young people who helped with the drive this summer, 
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and have given upaa year of school to continue this work. 


At present, no direct action is planned. The community-is 
split on this question, but one of the most powerful leaders 
Hall Davis, is against demonstrations, and his help is needed for 
the success of tne voter registration drive as well as the devel- 
opment of the CORE chapter. Mr. Davis is now conducting negoe 
tiations with the Town Council. His stated objectives are to 
find a man to run against the current mayor in the election next 
year, but the community understands these meetings as Davis’ 
giving the Council the "straight facts" about what is happening 
in the Negro community. Rev. Warner of Shiloh Baptist Church 
presents another obstacle to CORE activity; he has forbidden any 
outsiders to speak in his church, and has spoken out against the 
children's participating in the demonstrations in Plaquemine. 


The only action taken by the CORE chapter recently was the 
organization of a memorial walk and prayer service in memory of 
the Birmingham girls. CORE was able to obtain a parade permit 
from the gayor, the sheriff, and the chief of police, and the 
marchers were given police protection. About 05 people walked 
from a church to the courthouse, where a brief prayer was éaid, 


then returned to the church. 


TANGIPAHOA: 


In a surprise move, on Sept. 5 a loosely organized student 
group in Hammond demonstrated, 300 strong, in front of the high 
school, and marched to the City Hall. At the City Hall, the 
mayor spoke with two or three representatives of the group, and 
the demonstrators dispersed. The mayor agreed to a meeting with 
representatives of the student group, but no date was set and 
the meeting was never held. The following day about 270 students 
were suspended from school for missing class, but within a few 
eri the students were allowed to come back to school, with only 


d punishments. 


In the following days there were a series of met between 
the mayor, white business leaders, and Ne leaders, culminating 
in a meeting on Sept. 7 between the City Council and the Negro 
leaders, at which a five-point wees was presented. Those | 
five points were: public accomodations, school opening in September 
on a depsegregated basis, integrated park facilities, equal job 
opportunities and fair wages, and a biracial committee. The 
meeting was a failure, largely because there was no agreement 
among the Commissioners, one of whom is a liberal, one is a rabid 
conservative, and the mayor is a middle-of-the-road man. Following 
this meeting, a white minister took the initiative in calling 
together white businessmen. After conferring wit! the Negro 
leaders, the white group recommended a birgcial committee to the 
mayor. The mayor consented, and on Sept. 9 hand-picked a 16-man 
committee (8 whites and 8 Negroes, with a white chairman), which 
is oe empowered to make recommendations to the City Council 
through the mayor. The meetings of the committee are not open to 
the public. though no member of CORE is on the committee, 


< 


the mayor has agreed to allow a CORE observer, as soon as CORE 
chooses one. In the meantime, Galway Kinnell is conducting in- 
formal conversations with several white and Negro leaders, in an 
effort to bring about desegregation without demonstrations. 


The biracial committee is working on a lengthy list of 
demands, including desegregation of the park, removal of signs on 
rest rooms, better jobs, desegregation of restaurants, and 
desegregation of the movie theater. It cannot consider desegre- 

ogy ef the schools, since this is in the jurisdiction of the 
ool Board. 


A CORE chapter was organized Sept. & and is composed 
rimarily of young people age 16-50, including several of the 
eaders of the Sept. 5 demonstrations. It is holding off demon- 

strations to five the biracial committee a chance to work. In 
the meantime, it is testing all the facilities in town, and 
drawing up an inventory of segregation in Hammond. It plans to 
boycott all segregated facilities, but without picket lines. 


POINTE COUPEE: 


Catching the spirit of Plaquemine, the Negro people of 
New Roads are in the process of organizing for action on all 
levels. Three rellies in the past month have focused attention 
not only on the unjustices incurred at the registrar's office, 
but also on the general state of inequality in the town in | 
general. CORE Task Force workers helped organized the rallies 
and provide the speakers. 


In response to pressure from the Negro community, the mayor 


suggested that an all~Negro group be formed that would present him > 


with the major grievances from the Negro community. The announcee 
ment of the general meeting to elect this committee was made at 
the Catholic church, ensuring Catholic control of the committee. 
The committee drew up 4 list of 18 grievances, which included 
desegregation of the vocational school, the appointment of a 
full-time Negro policeman with all privileges, desegregation of 
the parish fair, jobs in the welfare department, removal of all 
segregation signs in public places, desegregation of all lunch 
counters and recreational facilities, and incorporation of eleven 
areas. The mayor took action on only two of the grievances: he 
will set up safety signs in the Negro areas, and he will enforce 
the law against teenagers' drinking. There are at present efforts 
to create a parish-wide committee. 


The failure of the og to produce more tangible results 
has considerably angered the Negro community, especially the 


young people. <A CORE chapter has formed in the past few weeks, 
and plans to hold a march on Oct. 12. The leaders will discuss 
whether or not to apply for a rade permit. The group has also 
planned a general boycott of all New Roads stores. In preparation 
for these activities, Ruthie Wells, Shirley Thompson, Mike 

Lesser, and Tom Valentine supervised a non-violent training 
session. The October 12 march will be aimed at desegregation of 


a 


the parish fair, and will also be a protest of the cit 
officials' failure to do anything about the Negro people's 


demands. 


Although voter registration has not been a major issue 
to date, the CORE task force workers will try to direct attention 
toward this problem, .iththe possibility of direct action against 
the registrar: siteins in the registrar's office, picket lines, 


etc. 


IBERVILLE: 


CORE is carrying on a 90% successful selective buying cam- 
paign against all Plaquemine merchants. We are conducting periodic 
picke6 lines. We have distributed 2,000 car stickers as the’one 
enclésed. We constantly hold rall’es for voter registration, 
political indoctrination, and direct action at churches throughout 


the pari sh. 


Indications that the boycott is effective continue to pour in: 
the manager of one store said he would hire Negroes, and another 
merchant came to us to ask us to call off the line at his store. 
Two stores in Seymourville have closed down, and people have 
voluntarily sacrificed thousands of dollars wort: of goods that 
they were buying from stores on the lay-away plan. 


¥Virect action resumed in Plawuemine after the lifting of 
the restraining order. The brutal events of Aug. 31 and Sept. l 
are now well known. In the night of terror, over 70 peo-le were 
arrested, 75 people hospitalized, and 150 people injured enough 
to require medical attention. A church was nearly destroyed by 
fire hoses and tear gas. 


By the way, there is a civil rights protest at the local 
high school over the firing of a cafeteria wokker who had par- 
ticipated in demonstrations. As results of some of the protest 
activities, 35 students have been indefinitely suspended. The 
white school superintendent slapped a Negro girl, and this 


added fuel to the fire which led to temporary closing of the school. 


The parents of the child filed "assault charges" against Hoffman, 
the superintendent. To push the sheriff into arresting Hoffman, 
complaints were filed with the FBI. Reports from the sheriff 
indicate that Hoffman has been arrested and released on $500 bond.

I. EAST FELICIANA 


VEP: After two months of the registrar's office being closed, 
registration resumes on Thurs., Jam. 16, 1964, and, as a 
result, CORE's clinics and voter education projects are 
picking up speed. The VEP Committee of the local COR 

chapter is recontacting the over 250 persons who have already 
tried to register, but were turned down, in addition to 
setting up clinics in churches and homes in areas still 
needing concentrated VEP activity. The chapter receives — 
requests daily from different areas of the parish requesting 
that clinics be set up there to teach the people how to | 


register. 


DIRECT ACTION: Apicket action, in support of a boycott of 

all white merchants in East Feliciana Parish, was run in 

early December, which resulted in a highly successful boycott 
throughout the holiday season, and 20 persons in a jail-in 
that lasted until just before Christmas. Although CORE 
workers anticipated that white trickery would lure Negroes 
back into the st ores in early January, the boycott has not 
waned at all, so that further picketing was deemed unnecessary 


at the present time. 


BOYCOTT: The highly successful boycott has maintained an 
efiectiveness of over 90% ever since it began several months 
ago. -An indication of the effectiveness of the campaign is 
evident in the trickery employed by the white merchan ts 
both before and after Christmas to increase sales. Weekly 
drawings in town, with monetary rewards of up to $100, have 
lured a number of Negroes to town, but have not substantially 
increased sales. The boycott is equally successful in 
Jackson, where there has been no picketing. 


In an effort to keep the boycott—breakers home, task 
force workers and local CORE members thoroughly canvassed 
the parish, with special attention to rural areas, and with 
care being ta ken to make sure people understood why they 
should boycott. The local chapter has also reactivated its 
transportation committee, which now provides rides to 
Baton Rouge for those in need. 


CHAPTER DEVELOPMENT: The East Feliciana Chapter of CORE is 
now in the p rocess of being recommended for national 
affiliation. It is the only civil rights organization in 
thé parish, and is conducting both a successful voter 
registration drive and a selective buying campaign. In 
tightening up its structure, the cha pter is reactivating 


its committees. 


The semi-annual elections are in February. 
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LEGEZEL AND OTHER HARRASSMENTS: Recent harrassment maneuvers 
y the local white power structure indicate that they fear 


and despise not only the task force workers, but local 
leaders as well. 


Efforts to get Ed Vickery out of jail have indicated 
that this is not ak all to the District Attorney's liking. 
He reluctantly agreed to take Vic's deposition, but arranged 
that twelve would have to be taken, and these woudd be 
stretched out over several months. The Negwo community 
has rallied behind efforts to bond Vic out on property bond, 
but here again we have been met with various harrassments. 
Bond signers are required to have a certificate proving that 
their property is not mortgaged, and this may take half a 
day to obtain because of the balky Clerk of Court. Property 
is taken only at its assessed value, and both husband and 
wife are req uired to sign. Fear, especially in older persons, 


also presents a problem. 


Job losses continue, although we have won a significant 
victory with the State Civil Service Commission. Corrie 
Collins was reinstated with back pay after a hearing before 
the commission. On the other hand, the School Board of 
East Feliciana Parish took away Mr. Herbert Bell's bus route, 
and plans to press charges against him in court for allowing 
aminor (his son, James Charles) to drive the bus. Laura 
Spears, a2 bookmobile assistant on the Negro bookmobile, was 
dismissed at the end of 1963 for “excessive absence”. 


Police watchfulness continues. John Manchester, Town 
Marshall, has moved from the country to a house within two 
blocks of CORE headquarters, and his daily rounds to check 
on our activity have increased. 


FUTURE PLANS: Since manpower that is willing to stay in 
jail inde finitely is limited, and since our property bond 
reserve in East Feliciana Parish is almost exhausted, we do 
not plan major direct action in the near future. Possible 
test sit-ins may be conducted at the main building of the 


library, as well as test picketing in Jackson. 


Major emphas&s in the near future will be on voter 
registration and on strengthening the boycott. The local 
chapter of CORE is beginning a fund raising drive to cover 
the costs of bonding Vic out on surety bond (supplemented by 


property bond). 


II. WEST FELICIANA 
VEP: Weekly clinics resumed at the Masonic Hall in Laurel 


Hill on the first Tuesday in January. As in the past, the 
clinics are attended by over 100 persons. 


Initial attempts are being made by the local CORE 
chapter, under the direction of the task force workers, to 


—A— 


increase clinic attendance by canvassing. Weekly canvassing, 
now a regular activity of the chapter, began in Solitude, 

then the whole of St. Francisville. Despite continued 
intimidations and inclement weather, the determined people of 
West Feliciana Parish continue to come out to learn registration 
procedures. 


Several sessions were held with the 15 registered voters 
in West Feliciana to prepare them for voting in the first and 
second Democratic primarges. The 13 voted on both occasions 
without a single incident. 


DIRECT ACTION: Because of the history of terrorism against 
Negroes in West Feliciana, canvassing, especially in St. 
Francisville, is direct action. About 20 youngsters have 
participated in these action projects, all of them carefully 
$Jrained in non-violence. Surprisingly, there was no trouble 
in St. Francisville, either from the law or from the local 
people. Recpption from the local people was excellent, if 
con sidering the fear that pervades the Negro community in gg 
St. Francisville. a | 


 GHAPTER DEVELOPMENT: Task force workers are in the process if 
of helping the local people organize both a civil rights 4 
organization and a Community Relief Fund. A nominating Bg 
committee is now choosing a slate of officers to be presented : 

eat the next clinic. The CORE group will have the same 
structure as East Feliciana CORE. 


HARRASSMENTS: There are rumors, as yet unconfirmed, that 
Princeville Canning Co. may refuse to renew its contracts 
with those farmers who tried to register. The FBI and 
Justice Department are being alerted. 


FUTURE PLANS: The weekly clinics will continue, as will the 
canvassing. In the not-so-distant future, we hope to run a 
series of tests in St. Francisville, to take stock of 
segregated facilities, providing we can calm the older 
people's jitters. |

I. Program 


Objectives: The Louisiana project is primarily centered around voter regise 
tration with emphasis on politically oriented conmunity organization. Commu~ 
nities are being organized through freedom schools, voter registration drives, 
clothing distribution, implementation of the new civil rights law, attain- 
ment of fair hiring and labor union practices and through general endeavors 
to meet the immediate needs of the community involved. 


Permanent organization is the product of “a program that is meaningful not 
only to our staff, but to the people. We are organizing people around their 
every day needs and at the same time we are attempting to direct such organi~ 
zation toward a long range goal of political recbgnition and representation. 


Activities: Our activities for the above period included the following: 


1. Voter registration campaigns in fourteen (14)-parishes of the fifth, 
sixth, eighth, and second congressional districts of Louisiana. The voter 
registration increase was approximately 1,200 from September to November 4, 
1964; little progress haa been made since then. 


2. Testing the compliance of public accommodations and public facilities 
with the 1964 Civil Rights Act in Jackson, Ouachita, East Baton Rouge, 
Rapides and East Feliciana Parishes. 


3. Establishment of freedom schools at Jonesboro, Clinton and Plaquemine. 
4. Servicing CORE chapters at St. Francisville, Clinton and Donaldsonville. 


5» Protest of labor uniéa discrimination and discriminatory practices at 
Olin-Mathieson Chemical Corporation at West Monroe. The President's Committee 
on Equal Employment Opportunity and the Louisiana Advisory Committee to the 


U.S. Civil Rights Commission held hearings and are investigating complaints 
from our plaintiffs, 


Bs ogee (now revising) plans for @ community center in West Feiiciana 
arish,. 


7. Attempts were made to organize farmers at St. Francisville for ASC, FHA 
and anti-poverty bill participation. 


8, Began taking a community survey in Ouachita, East Baton Rouge, East 
Feliciana and Iberville Parishes. This survey should reveal the basic 
needs of these communities. Precinct meetings will be called to discuss 
Such needs, and precincts will be organized around the needs. The organ- 
ization should, when poesible, be directed. foward political activity.

V. Evaluation 


The desegregation of public accommodations at Monroe, Alexandria, 
Baton Rouge and Plaquemine may be listed as a major accomplishment. 
Other accomplishments include the desegregation of the library at 
Jonesboro, a school desegregation attempt at Alexandria, and getting 
plaintiffs to testify before the Louisiana Advisory Committee to the U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission. 


One of our failures is that we have not developed approaches in our voter 
registration program in order to keep the people interested and active. 
We have not been able to properly train staff and therefore we have not 
been able to really organize communities as we should. Progress is being 
made in this area, however. 3 


The racial ratio of staff is out of proportion. We have five (5) whites 
and eight (8) Negroes on the task force. More Negro staff members are 
needed, Staff needs training in community organization and in general in 
order to cultivate creative thinking and programmatic implementation. 


I readily egree that the year round project appreach to the problems of 
various communit:.es ma; not produce CORE «:!iaptexs desigaed for the purpose 
of extending the struccure cr National CORE. Community units set up by 
the project may not be Labeled CORE, but their objectives and accomplish- 
ments are those of CORE. 


If we in Louisiana are in the field to ozgaaize commmities to fight on 
theiz own, then the organizational vehicle must be flexible in label, 
structure and jimnediate goals but directed toward the same long range 
goal. 
VI. Recommendations and Remarks 

Recommendatione for Louisiana are as follows: 


1, Regional training workshops for staff and chapters 


2. More staff in Louisiana in order to insure the setting up of 
Congressional and party challenges in 1966 and 1968, 


3. More staff for the 1965 Summer Project than is indicated in the 
prospectus. 


4. Immediate payment of bills on demand,

which it was requested, I will be glad to write supplementary state- 
ments to answer any specific questions.

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Chronology on Jonesboro 


Jackson Parish 


Jul 19 - Ronnie Moore and Mike Lesser were driving from Jonesboro to 
Monroe when three cars of whites tried to detain them on the highway. Moore 
was driving and was able to get away from the three cars by making a u-turn 
and slightly knocked against one of the other cars. Then there was a chase 
back to Jonesboro at 105 mph. Moore and Lesser got to where the CORE workers 
| were staying at Jonesboro. The three cars passed back and forth in front of 

| the house. The Chief of Police was called along with the Sheriff but they 

| did not respond until the FBI was contacted through Marvin Rich in New York. 
| Then the Sheriff's deputies arrived along with the Chief of Police. The 

| next day in Monroe, James O. Smith filed a warrant for Moore’s arrest on the 
charge of reckless driving and hit-and-run. Moore later filed the same 
against James O. Smith. 


July 10, 1964 - While canvassing Talbot Street in Jonesboro, threats of 
| intimidation from the Sheriff's deputy and construction workers who told 
| CORE workers to abandon work on voter registration in that area. 


July 11, 1964 = Cathy Patterson, Robert Weaver, Bill Yates, Calvin Williams, 
Fred Brooks, and a local worker Doris Davis were apprehended by three 
Jackson Parish Deputies, one Lincoln Parish Chief Deputy, and one Louisiana 
State Trooper on U. S. Highway 167 and held for approximately two hours. 

: They were made to pose for pictures taken by one of the otficers, while 

: Standing outside of their car which was impounded by Jackson Parish Sheriff, 
although the incidents occurred in Lincoln Parish. The group received 
threats from these authorities when they refused to cooperate. Workers, 
Yates and Miss Davis were held under arrest by Jackson Parish authorities 
pending investigation of their identification, but were releasec without 
charge. 


| July 13, 1964 - Three white youths stopped at the Freedom House and engaged 
: in a conversation with CORE workers and policemen. Upon becoming rude they 
were asked to leave, but only efter they had made threats on the lives of the 
occupants of the Freedom House and Robert Weaver in particular. 


July 30, 1964 = The KKK members burned crosses throughout Jackson Parish and 
nearly 50 or more Klansmen marched throvgh the Negro section of Jonesboro, 
Louisiana holding burning torches in their hands lead by a sheriff's patrol 
car. The Negro section witnessed this and organized a group called the 
Deacons of the Defense of Justice. 


November 15, 1964 = A cross wes burned about two blocks from the Freedom 
House Saturday morning at 2 O'clock and five shots were fired around the 
House. Reports were made to the FBI. An investigation was made by the FBI 
and the Justice Department, Thursday evening. :

January 4, 1965 =- Talking plens were made to desegregate public accommodations 


in Jonesboro, and three ministers agreed to allow their churches to be used 
for voter registration purposes,

burned. These churches are Pleasant Grove Baptist Church in Pleasant, 
Louisiana and Bethany Baptist Church in Bethany, Louisiana.

RE: Summer Project Workers . URGENT 


Four areas of CORE's Southern Region are planning concentrated . 
efforts during Summer 1965. Volunteers and Task Force workers 
are needed in order to carry out the projects successfully, and 
we are requesting your help to build this work force. 


Because of the other projects being planned for next summer by . 
FDP, SNCC, SCLC and many others, it has become obvious that we 
must make a concert effort to involve people in CORE's program. 
Ourprimary problem is our financial inability to hire as many 
Task Force workers as we need, and must rely heavily on self-- 
supporting or individually sponsored volunteers to staff CORE 
projects throughout the South. 


CORE chapters can be of tremendous assistance in this area. Work 
could begin now to raise funds specifically for the purpose of 
giving subsistence support to project volunteers, and to set up 
workshops to acquaint members and interested parties with our 
summer plans. Some members, particularly students, may well be 
interested in working on one of the projects for the summer-- 
and may even have the resources to support themselves in many 
cases. Your chapter, or a member of your chapter, might have 
contacts in your community who could come down or subsidize 
another worker's coming down. 


Expenses on an average project run to $15-25 a week--a maximum 
of $250 for the ten-week summer project duration. We are also 
in need of cars, particularly for voter registration work, and 
would like as many volunteers who can to bring onw down. Need- 
less to say, funds are needed for everything--but our most vital 
need is of people. : 


We are planning a major "big push" in Louisiana, that will re- 
quire approximately b0 self-supporting volunteers, and 40 Task 
Force people who will probably come from the Southern Campuses. 
It will requi,re ahout 25 volunteers cars, along with the regu- 
lar project cars. The success of the project is vitally im- 
portant in terms of movement progress in the state--and in the 
south. Remember that the whips of both House and Senate in 
Washington are duly “elected” officials of this state, segre- 
gationists, and part of a statewide political machine that has 
made it impossible for the Negro community to have a voice in 
what happens to it. Powerful bosses like Leander Perez must 

be dealt with, and the only way to succeed in this is with mas- 
Sive Negro registration, political activity, education, and sig- 
nificant changes in the economic structure of the state. None 
of this can be accomplished through the efforts of a handful of 
CORE staff people, although that is exactly what has made the 
progress that thus far exists. However, a"big push" is defini- 
tely needed if we are to make actual, significant social change. 
And this “big push" requires a "big" number of dedicated people 


to carry it out. 


Northern Florida has made tremendous gains in Negro registration 
in a few areas--for instance, when CORE workers began a voter re- 
eS project in Gadsdén County in January, 1964, there were- 
65 Negroes registered to vote, there are now more than 5,000. 
A community center has been developed in Chattagoochie that is 
supported and operated by local people, and many other programs 
have been initiated. This summer, freedom schools, adult educa- 
tion programs , voter registration gains in other areas any many 
other such programs sorely needed by the Negro community could 
be successfully developed--but workers are needed to organize 
them. The project needs 25 vdunteers, and of course as many cars 


as possible, to carry on the program planned. 


south Carolina is concentrating on voter registration and politi# 
caleeducation, in an effort to defeat Strom Thurmond and his ma- 
chine in 1966. The present staff has asked for about 35 volun- 
teers to make concrete progress in this direction this summer. 
North Carolina, too, is concentrating on these areas and has ask- 


ed for about 15 volunteers. 


With your help, we might provide the projects with the personnel 
they need for the greatest possible gains. | 


If you would like more details on the projects or needs, can raif& 
funds to support workers, or can enlist volunteers aid, please 

get in touch with Debbie Bernstein at the Southern Regional Of- 
fice. Enclosed is a copy of the Task Force application form, © 
which we are also using for volunteers for the summer; please 
reproduce it and distribute it to interested people.

Base stations were located in New Orleans, Baten Rouge, Menree, Jonesbere and 
Bogalusa. When cars with radios were in the vicinity of any base, communica- 
tions for 25 miles was possible. This was dependent on weether, traffic and 
other aerial impediments - ¢.g. trees, electric er phone wires, airplanes. 


From Baten Reuge we reached cars in the towns of Eequemine, outskirts of Clinton, 
St. Franeéevilic, and Jackson. From Bogalusa the ability te resch cars in towns 
of mass action was very important. Such communication beyond a doubt saved aany 

While members of the Deacons for Defense and Justice patrol the Negro 
meighborhoed in feax of terxroriam by klansmen or klan sympathizers, calls frou « 
GORE cax stating the gathering of large crowds of whites, or other dangerous 
developments, wexe very important. CORE radio equipped patrol cars observed | 
picket lines, voter registration canvassing, mass rallies and other civil rights 
activities. When dangerous situations developed, these care quickly iafermed 
the Bogalusa Base Station. The pretective radio coverage was possible in Jones- 
bere, Monree, and Baton Rouge. The only preblem was the fact that euch protect- 
fen wae limited to a 25 mile radius of the base station. This limited range 
prevented us from setting up @ statewide hookup of communication from om project 
base station to ancther. MNeverth@ess, we were able to reach cars withia a 25 
mile radius of auy base station. 


The following stepe have been recommended by the Louisiana staff to CORE national 
officials: 


1. Beesters sheald be repaired and others purchased to increase comaunica- 
tion between base stations. 


2. Aerial extensions should be purchased for same reasons. 


If the above suggestions could be fellewed, the two-way radio system in Levisians 
will become the protective device of its original intext.

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I. Pre~summer-project activity: 


The Louisiana delegation to the National Democratic Party 
Convention will be chosen by the Democratic State Central Committee 
in early May. It is important to protest the fact that both-the 
State Central Committee and the delegation will be all-white, end 
will therefore not represent a sizeable minority of Louisiana's 
| population. As part of the freedom registration and elections, 

: we plan to organize a freedom delegetion from the Sixth Congressional 
! District which will challenge the seating of the Louisiana 
| delegation at the National Convention. 


On April 25, 1964 there will be a meeting of the Capital 
Voters' League in St. Francisville, Las The Sixth Congressional 
District CORE task force will make sure that tere are at least 
the following minimum representations from these parishes of the 
Sixth Congressional District: 6 persons from East Baton Rouge 
Parish, 3 persons from Tangipahoa Parish, and 2 persons from 
each of the other parishes. 


The Capital Voters League will elect a 17 member delegation 
to represent the people of the Sixth Congressional District on 
the Democratic State Central Committee. The persons will request 
to be seated in place of members of the State Central Committee 
already elected from the Sixth Congressional District. When-the 
State Central Committee convenes in early May in Baton Rouge, it 
: will heve to face the challenge of the freedom delegation and if 
it refuses to seat the Negro delegation, the latter will meet 
separately and elect 3 to 6 delegates to the National Democratic 
Convention (i.e., 1/8 of the 2h to 48 delegates usually selected 
by the State Central Committee to the National Convention . fhe 
exact number of delegates from the State Central Committee will 
be decided at their meeting in early May; either 24, each with a 

whole vote or 48, each with a half vote, will be elected.) We 
hope to send the delegates representing one Congressional Dis- 
trict in Louisiana jointly. with the Mississippi delegation, which 
will represent the whole state. 


II. Freedom Registration: 


The first state-wide law suit against Louisiana voter 
registration procedures filed by the United States Department 
of Justice attacked the constitutionality of the registration 
application form. The basic contention was that tre sapplication 
form is valid only as an application form and cannot be used as 
atest. /fdditional law suits against individual registrars ° 
clearly point out that the constitutionel tests, old and new, 
are unconstitutional. : 


Therefore, we contend that all potential registrants meeting 
the following qualifications be registered: 21 yéars of age, 
American citizen, and residency reouirements as outlined in the 
laws of Louisiana. Moreover, they must fill out in their own 
handwriting (with or without the assistance of the freedom 
registrars) a regular application form. In the case-‘of those 
who are unable to do so (illiterate, disabled, etce.), and who 
are able to give the information to the registrar, thay should 
provide the registrar with the requested information. 


The aprlication suit is now pending before the ''.S. Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans. ‘ve plan to get every 
potential Negro voter who can fill out the application form 
in the manner described earlier to do so, sealing it in a blank 
envelope before a freedom registrar who will present it to the’ 
perish registrar for acceptance. If the application is denied, 
then it will be held in a central and protected vnléce leter to 
be presented with approximately 100,000 others to the Fifth 
Circuit Court of ‘Appéals. The presentation at the Fifth Circuit 
will be as follows: 5 to 10 freedom registrars from each vfrish 
will carry all of the applications to the chambers of the five 
judges of the Court asking that the Court declare the applicants 
registered as a part of the lawsvit filed by the U.S. Depvartment 
of Justice. If the judges order the freedom registrars (num- 
bering approximately 12 to 240) to leave, taking the applications 
with them, they will refuse to do so, risking contempt of court. 


In each of the parishes of the Fifth and Sixth Congressional 
Districts we plan to send in teams of voter registration workers 
who will serve and/or recruit local people to serve es freedom 
registrars, commencing a freedom registration campaign. This ° 
will involve setting up freedom registration vosts in churches, 
grocery stores, club houses, Masonic Halls, etc. Each registrar 
will sign notorized statements that they will carry out regis- 
tration procedures in the above manner, and will appoint local 
people to servé as députy registrars. The registrars and their 
deputies will ¢arry out the pein objective of reaching every 
unregistered Negro rave pettihge him to fill out an avplicetion 
form which will gd thtourh the channels described above. 


In the freedom registration campaign we pln to reach 24 
parishes, 48 to 56 communities, and two Congressional Districts 
which geographically cover 1/3 of the state. It is clear that this 
will be the most progressive organizationel step by CORE toward 
setting up a state-wide program in Louisiana for the future. 
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Iii. Stand-ins: 


In several communities of the Fifth and Sixth Congressional 
Districts we plan to have lines of Negroes flooding the regis- 
trars' offices on the three days when the registration books are 
open between the first and second Democratic primeries. This 
endeavor may result in a few more names being added to the 


registration rolls. 


IV. Freedom Elections: 


With the total concentration of tris summer project focused 
upon protesting for the right to vote, it will be a logical step 
to hold mock elections. The summer project as rresented here / 
will be a pretty complete reproduction of the whole democratic 
electoral process as practiced in the United States. This will/ 
start with the attempt to seat delegates at the Democr@tic 
National Convention in July, cohtinue with Freedom Registration 
in July and August, and conclude, as the actual process concludes, 


with mock elections. 


¢ 


In July and August of 1964, Louisiana Democrats will choose 
their representatives for the U.S. Congress. Since the Louisiana 
voter registration system is svstematically designed to exclude 
Negroes from the voting rolls, these representatives will repre- 
sent only a part of the state's population. Approximately 1/6 
of the over 600,000 voting-age Negroes in the state of Louisiana 
are registered to vote in official elections. Therefore, 5/6 
or over 400,000 Negro citizens of the state have no voice in the 
electoral process. To dramatize and protest this situation, we plan 
to svonsor two Negro candidates who will run for Congress from 
the Fifth and Sixth Congressional Districts in a mock election. 


All persons who have been freedom registered will be eligible 
to vote in this election, which will be held‘on ‘ug. 29. "“e an- 
ticipate that over 50,000 votes will be cast, which will be vroof 
that not only do Negroes here want to vote, but that had these 
votes been cast in a real election, they would have been Able to 


determine that election. 


At the time of the general election in November, we will 
urge all Negro voters registered vithin the official Louisiena 
registration system to write in the name of the freecom candci- 
date instead of voting for one of the perty candidates,

VI. Practical aspects: 


flthough the plan for a summer project may be interesting’ 
and dramatic, we are concerned about several practical asnects. 


Community interest in such 2 project cannot be overlooked. 
And we have problems in-this regard in both the Fifth and Sixth 
Congressional Districts, particularly in North Louisiana. “ith 
present staff we have been unable to fully scout North Louisiana 
and our work has been limited to a couple of parishes. Resistance 
on the part of the whites in this area will be especially stub- 
born and work will be dangerous, recall Mike's being run out of 
Tallulah. Thus, reaching and inspiring the Negro communities 
will be an arduous task and we can only be hopeful of success. 


Before freedom registration could begin and little if any 
work could be done on the freedom election, workers could most 
probably be arrested, intimidated, and even severely injured by 
members and associates of the White Citizens Council and the FKK,. 


VII. Follow up Program and Staff:

Police moved into the students, 
telling them to go on inside the 
Raleigh Brown, principal of the 
school, ran into the street in an 


effort to turn the students into 


the school. He was stopped by a 
police officer who struck him, 


knocking him down. Brown later 


drew an apology from D’Arto’s, 
who was not present when the 
principal was struck. 


The students then stepped up 
their resistance. They started 
hurling objects ranging from soft 
drink bottles to knives and forks 
from the cafeteria at the police. 


While the police riot squad 
formed outside the school, stu- 
dents, who by now had retreated 
inside, continued throwing ob- 
jects outside at the officers. 


At one point, a Negro school 
teacher came outside the build- 
ing and told the police to leave. 
The excited woman, refused to 
return to the inside of the school 
building and was placed in the 
police paddy wagon.

<¢ prevents the national from feeling the needs and anxieties of the people 
\ et we must live and work with. In addition it puts the national office 
in the position of an absentee landlord ef a revolution. We have lost 
ground in Mississippi, Alabama, and show signs ef doing the same in 
Louisiana and North Carolina where we have made such great cains in the 
last two years. 

It's felt that some of the mistakes we have made can be rectifyed in 
thoce states where we have made them and prevent them in others. We woul 
like to convey, through you, to the national office some of the changes we 
feel will help the people and enhance our efforts in the region. We 
would suggest the immediate opening of a regional, staff with three people, 
in New Orleans. One of the persons should have the qualification and 
authority to issue press release, make on the spot decisions, and ¢co- 
ardinate our efferts in the region.

Isaac Reynolds — Field Report for January and February 


Bruce and I met with Atty. Elie to discuss plans to be used in Shreveport. | 


We agree along with Atty. Stone that direct action was needed and the 
best results would be obtained by having them in the commercial district 
of Shreveport and not within the Negro community. 

We have been trying to put together a state wide plan for Louisiana and I 
went to Jackson to discuss with Dave some of the things they are doing in 
Mississippi and how we could do similar things in Louisiana and to get 
some of his ideas about nothern Louisiana. 


About the 13th of the month I arrived in San Antonio, Texas and held press 


conferences mostof the daysx I them met with the temporary chairman of the 
group and we called a call me of the group sxkxknexgr for the fifteen. At 
the meeting on the fifteen, I gave a brief history of CORE, discuss the 
CORE Rules for Action, how Br we operate, how most of our chapters are 
structured and other phrases of COREand I schedule a meeting and the first 


of six workshops for the following Friday. The workshops were broken down 


ae fohhows: 1st History of CORE, 2nd Non-Violence 3rd Non-Violencé, 4th 
Negotitations and the last two were on planning demonstrations and how to 
orgenize a community. The next day we sit-in at the City Council meeting 
and ask them to pass a anti segregation ordance. I met with several 
minsters from Austin, Texas and we discuss the the aid or co operation 
thet they are willing to giwe the group in Austin. I corresponded with 
several other groups in Texas including Houston, however know matter how 
many letters I write to the chairman of Houston CORE I never get an answer 
and if I call he is never in. I preside at the organizational meeting of 
San Antonio CORE at which time elected their officers, adopted a 
constitution and secured a regular meeting place and plan their first 
project. I advise them to establish themselvs in the Negro community 
that their first project should be something that a majority of the Negroes 
would be directly involved . They felt attacking the segregate resturants 
in the Negro tommunity wottld be the best project. Through negotiation the 
was able to open three resturants. Bruce and I join the group the next 
day on their first picket line at one of the resturants. They also raise 
enought money to send their chairman to Washington D. 0. to lobby for the 
civil rights bill. 


I spoke at St Mary College in San Antonio and we were able to win a few 
of the students,who come from all over the state, to CORE. From the 12th- 
17th I attended the staff meeting in New Orleans. 

In New Orleans,we are continuing to picket the segregate theaters in down- 
town New Orleans. The Saturday night befor the chanponship fight three 
CORE members were arrested while standing—-in at the Lowe's State theatez. 
Telegrams were send to Liston and Clay ask them to stop showing of the 
fight in a segregate theater. Liston respond and had the fight cancelled 
at both theaters schedule to show it. Im San Antonio on the 26th the 
CORE had a rally and a demonstration with James Farmer take part in both. 
This week I went to court here and probably will have to return again 
around the twenty-fifth of this month if not sooner. Summer is fast 
anoproaching and we should start - recruting program at Summer saxkk 
Ruukkeerx southern colleges befor they make other pilans for the summer. 

I ux represented CORE at the funeral service of our falling comrade Ann 


Brewster in Shreveport.

June 1964 


Bruce arrived in Midland, Texas app. one week befor me. I arrived in Midland the first 


week of June. We smediately began to discuss CORE with Calvin Lee, our contact in 
Midland, who has proven tobe a bad contact. However, we were able to meet Betty Purrcell 
and other interested people, We found that it was more people in the white community 


interested in CORE than there was in the Negro community. It was a simple matter to 

: establish contact with the white community however, we had to vist places that Negro 
studentsfrequent befor we were able to find wimckx the number of Negroes that we felt 
was enough to form a well balance group, No minster with the excéption of one offered 
any help nor do we feel that any help can be expected from any of them, 

: We had a meeting for the purpose of informing interested people of CORE's history, 
philosophy and organizantional structure, A second meetin was scheduled to discuss 
forming a CORE chapter in Midland and to schedule non-violent workshops. We took our 
own survey of Midland and concluded the most pressing problems are housing, employment, 
education and recreation, Through a meeting at the Unitarian Church, we were able to 
increase our contact with the white community and 2wkimex farther our efforts in bring- 


ing the two community together. 
I left Bruce in Midland and went to SanAntonio to help the group in their fom@ and 


clothihg drive for Mississippi, Whilé in San Antonio I talk with Albért Penna, mmbx 
an officer in PACO about the migrant labor problem in Texas. Because of his heavy — 
schedule, we agree to meet again after the eledtion in November and when ever he has 
time between now and the election to discuss a solution to the migrant problem, 
Leaving San Antonio, I went into the Ft. Worth-Dallas area. In Ft. North, our contact 
turn out tobe a hatchman for the govenor and immo had hope to use CORE to that or. 
those ends kamak that would help the govenor in the election. All contact with him 
stop at once and new contact established with Rev. Hodges and others who are loosley

associate with SCLC, Dap one from SCLC has been in Ft. Worth to help them in 
any way. I found that they knew nothing about demonstrating or anything else concerning

civil rights, I help them for several days with the idea such contact could be useful 


in the future. In Dallas I confered with Atty. John Wilson about continuing demonstrations 


and Zegal movements. That night we meet with the group and we had workshops for the new 
members While in DAlias, I attend several hearning and picket with the group and met 
with people Vkst may be abie to help in other programs that Dallas CORE is thingkin’a ~ 
bout. ‘The resturanf) picaddarly has desegregat in all major cities of Texas and we will 
be checking the smaller ones about their policy. 


The chapter in Tulsa seem to have two problems, One is they are fighting with their own 
lawyers and two that they are fighting with the people in Oklahoma City. The following 
is my Qembtioogpamm findings and orders to both groups, 

The problem between Tulsa CORE and the people in Oklahoma City is a result of Tulsa 

co operating with the Oklahoma NAACP in a demonstration at the state captial in 
Oklahoma City. Their state goal was. to have the state legislature pass a state law 
‘banning segregation, Tulsa CORE had good intentiong.I.am sure but the legislature had 
gone home f6# the gtlimer and gee election itself Wel hig mhanx shaken challenge in 
court and no one knew who was.a legislator or who would be in the legislature, therefore 


I must agree with the people in Oklahoma City, Another point is that the NACCP is 
fighting for its very life in Oklahoma and especially in Oklahoma City where they are 
willing to use cheap news xkuxxxx stories to keep up with the activites of CORE, 

I informed Tulsa CORE that as long as we had a group in Oklahoma City using the name 
of CORE and they were active even through they were not an official CORE group at that 
time they (Tulsa CORE) could not go to Oklahoma City and use the name of CORE in a 
demonstration ximax that the local group uxx had good reasons for being against. 

I will return to Tulsa after the convention to settle the problem they are Baving with 


their lawyers, Oklahoma City mamxx became an official group at the convention.

the New Orleans Police Dept. was tranning dogs in a Negro housing project and 
we received many complaints about it, We wrote the Mayor, city councilman from 
that district and the F.3.I, asking that sucha practice be stoped at once, 

We are happy to report that we have heared from the mayor and he has assured Pd 
us that it will not happen again, Tuesday I visted a group of people in De- 
Ridder, La, a small rumzal tom in wouthwestern Louisiana about )5 mtthimx mi 
from Lake Charles, There is no civil rights group in the town and they have ask 


that we help them. Monday Bruce will arrive to help me start a voter re-

were without any knowledge ef how much money had been collected or spented, the meme of 
CORE was not being use becawe Goodwin and not the group felt that it shouldf't be wed, 
an@ no CORE member or any Negro had been ask to serve in any capacity on the program.

The groups in Dalles, San Antonio and Ft. Smith, Ark, worked on voter registration 
during most of the month. In San Antonio we had daily demonstrations at the Seiaiooox 
Southern Governors conference, (seo attached cliping)  “t, Smith GORE will soon 
have a problem or perhaps I should said that I feel that they will have a problem, 
Ft. Chaffe is closing, mest of the place of public accomedations have been tected and 
the election will seon be over. At the time they have no plan to become involvaxx in 
a majority, however we have found this problem te be lurking in akuiumecx in the back- 
ground in most of the cities we visted. We have planed an area workshop in Dallas 

in hopes that we will be able to create mmxxx new interest in the field of Housing, 
Employment and Education.

I returned to New Orleans and beg@an drafting plans for our workshop in Yallas, lex, 


December 11-13, 1964. Bruce and I agreed that I would be responsible for the 


program and all the other paper work involving the workshop.

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INTRODUCTION 


We have both summer and year long projects needing volunteer assistance. 
Volunteer civil rights activity is at times a dangerous and dirty business. 
If you're looking for something clean, safe, and middle-class don't write 
the CORE'’S Souther Office. 


Some of our summer projects are unexciting but more necessary than glamour 
jobs nor is there too much sense in joining a project for ten days or two 
weeks unless you simply want to take a peek-see at how the other half lives. 


Before deciding to join our summer program, decide on the type of work and 
the type of people with whom you would like to become involved with. Head 
our brochure-carefully and if you feel that you can be of some help in in- 


plementing any of the programs and would like to work in one of them, contact .. 


us at once. 


Our programs will be outline in more detail later on in the brochure, We're 
looking for people that are interested in the following programs: 


1. Agricultural & Economical 
2. Education 

3e Political 

4. Welfare 


These programs should obviously interest students who are majoring in social 
work, education, political science, agricultural, and business. We must be 
quite to point out that we are not excluding students in some other field 
or non-students from taking an acted role in any of our programs. 


Volunteers will be assigned to work areas where we have staff or experienced 
local people. Their will be no more than five or six persons in any given 
parish (county). The present plans call for us to work in ten parishes 
which means that we'll not need more than fifty-five (55) people. Those 
persons selected to work in Louisiana will be asked to report to uur New 
Orleans office on June 20th. 


The bBasic requirements are: 1. 18 years of age or over for everyone that 
comes from another state. 
2. Good health with a doctor statement to that 
effect. 
3. self-supporting —- each person should be able 
to provide $10.00-$15.00 per week for eight 
weeks. :

In 1960, Louisiana with a Negro population of 1,039,207 ranked 5™ in the 
nation in a breakdown of Negro population by states. This represented a 
17,8% increase in the Negro population over the past decade with the bulk of 
the increase centered in northwest Louisiana, where we will concentrate our 
efforts this summer, Baton Rouge and New Orleans metropolitan areas. Iast 
year louisiana was near the botton iff the of education, with Aleem ronkcd 
idwe® in the number of Negroes attending previously all white school. 


Iast year we became involved in eleven (11) elections in which we either put 

up or support candidates. Our candidates won six (6) elections and we contested 
another and its presently in the courts. This show that we won better than 

60% of the elections that we enter and the percentage could go as high as 

63% if we are successful in the court. Because of this success, we'll place 

a great deal of work in building on our political base in northwest Louisiana 
where the chances of electing Negroes to city, parish and statewide office is 
the greatest. 


MECHANISMS 


The mechanisms for implementing these programs will be: 


1. Canvassing: door to door canvassing neighborhoods to ecplain the 

program or programs and to talk to people about local issues. 

2. Meetings: neighborhood and mass meetings will be held to encourage 

participation in the programs. These meetings will be forums for discussions 
of community issues. Meeting will be broken down into small groups for free 
and less inhibited discussion so that more people will feel free to participate 
_ 3« Visiting: the word will be spread by speaking at churches and clubs, 
bers; street meetings and pool room discussions. We also will visit private 
homes and talk with people in an effort to make them feel that they as in- 
dividuals are important to the success of any program. 

4. Printed material: printed material from the ADA,COPE, CORE, SEDF and 
similar organizations will be used. We will also use films in the educational 
and political programs and the Agricultural program if they can be found. 

5. Follow-up: where local people are,already engaged in proguzams that 
we have help launch we'll merely supply any additional help that they may 
need or want. 

6. Orientation: each volunteer will receive two days of orientation on 
the problems in the state on a perish by parish bases during the first two days 
eg will receive two additional days on the job training before being assign 

@ parish. 


If we are able to involve and train local people to recognize their problems 
and organize to carry out some progzam to change their dismal life, we'll be 
successful.

Met with approximately 20 people with an interest in starting 

a CORE chapter in Austin. The majority of them are University 

of Texas students and a few high school students. Houston Tilson, 
a privete Negro college, has threatened to expel or withhold 

the degree of any of their students taking part in deminstrations,. 
So far, the threat has been very effective and we have only been 
able to get about eight or ten of thier students to take part in the 
direct action program. Students and other people I have talked To 
from the community have conveyed the idea that the president of the 
school and some of the other leading Negroes and school officiais 
have ties with the democratic party and don't want demonstrations. 
Last week the adult branch of the NAACP ordered the College Chapter 
to stop taking part in the demonstrations against the Picadally 
Restaurant. The President of the group resigned and eight or ten | 
people followed her lead, and they, along with the school minister 
have taken part in the demonstrations and are our contacts on the 


campus. 


Friday, November 15th. A group of us met on the capital grounds 
and proceeded with plans to demonstrate at the Picadally Restaurant, 
about two blocks from the state capital. Approximately 30 of us 
decided to sit-in, stand-in and picket. Around 6 p.m. eight of 

us entered the restaurant and after being refused service, sat down, 
After about ten minutes, another group arrived and found the door 
blocked by the manager and police and began a revolving stand-in, 
the third group set up a picket line, while the remainder of the 
people passed out leaflets. The deomonstration ended at 10 o'clock, 
We departed and made plans to return Saturday and Sunday.

Fioridea is making everyone run 
at-large. This will eliminate a Negro area electing a Negro can- 
didate. 


We registered 433 Negroes this month. The registration office closed 
on the eleventh. I think that was fairly good. We haven't done too 
badly here. If the people wouldn't be so damn complacent and power~ 
conscious, the books couldbe bulging with Negroes registered. That's 
the way it goes though. 


The total numbera of Negroes registered in Dade County stands at 
32, 826,

Preparations fer a ceunty-wide veter registratien drive invelving the 
leaders frem each cemmunity began en July 8, 1963 and initial steps 
were made te centact leaders frem the white communities alse. This 
report deals primarily with what has been dene to attain our goal, 


Organizations centacted for suppert were the League ef Wemen Voters, 
which premised te furnish us with all the literature it has available 

en voter registration; the Natienal Cenference 6f Christians and Jews, 
whese leader Max Karl pledgedchis suppert and gave us several good cen- 
tacts; televisionsstatiens WCKT and WLBW pledged ceverage with the latter 
being serieusly interested in doing a documentary on hew a voter regist- 
ratien drive is cenducted; the B'nafiBfrith Yeuth Organization agreed 

te serve as Ccanvassers during the. summer; the American Jewish Committee 
alse agreed te give ts whatever aid it could as far as office werk is 
cencerned; and the American Guild ef Variety Artists agreed te help us 


with fund-raising. 


White clergymen alse agreed te help in whatever way they ceuld with 
Bishep Celeman F, Carrell giving us the strengest suppert by personally 
bringing up the preblem ef lecating registratien sub-statiens in the 
Negro areas to the county manager whe stated that the enly thing we had 
te do was te give specific lecations where we wanted the beeks. This is 
a service by the ceumty which I feel is necessary if we are te register a 
: substantial number ef people. The Greater Miami Ceuncil ef Churches also 
: tried te give us active suppert but this was rejected by the Beard of 
Directers of that group. However, they did pledge clerical assistance, 


| The lew firm of Milledge, Rutledge & Milledge which represents Jeseph 
Kennedy has agreed te donate their services to us in case we sheuld come 


inte any legal problems. 


| : The Flerida Laber Council~ AFL-CIO- has agreed to furnish.us with litera- 
: ture such as pesters, leaflets, etc., which is stecked by national COPE. 


The public relations firm of Venn-Cole & Associates has agreed te give us 
| whatever assistance it can and was respensible for procuring the $200 de- 
| nation we received. It is presently trying te secure more funds for the 


drive. 


Office space has been donated in three of eur areas by Bended Rental Agency, 
Hutchesen Realty, and Geerge Davidson in Ceconut Greve, Liberty City, and 
Richmend Heights respectively. Other offices which will serve as clearing 
heuses fer volunteer workers in each area have been promised to us as soon 
as we have been made cognizant of what is available. 


| Youth Greups have been organized in Coconut Greve, Nerth Miami Beach, 

. Liberty City, Opa-Lecka, Homestead, and Richmond Heights, They are expected 
2 te begin canvassing en August 1. Each group will werk with the adult con- 
stituents ef its cemnunitye 


So far, the whele preject seems te be going very smeethly with the ex- 
ception ef enlisting the help of the Negre vanguard. CORE and the NAACP 
heve agreed to help in whatever way they can witheut divercing themselves 
from their various projects. Obviously, this will net fill the vacuum 
we have fer cooperation. 


Many Negrees in our areascof concentratien are under the impressiom that 
we have invaded their pelitical "kingdems"® and have pledged te eppose 

a voter registration drive in their communities. However, a job will be 
dene and these persons will be relegated te eblivion. 


Money continues to be a preblem because the people do not have any funds 
for a drive. This is why I urged yeu toe send me more than the regular 
$100/month. As it leoks new, I and the task force workers will have to 
engineer this drive although we do not want to xh be the herse's trainers 
and jockeys. | 


There will be a substantial gain made in registration because we are going 
te concentrate in the South Miami area which is where there are at least 
20, 000 unregistered Negrees. Pregress will not be stymied because of the 
inactivity of apathetic Negro:leaders (some). 


WMBM radio station has agreed to help also by allewing its D.Je's to cut 
tapes urging people to register and to help get local celebrities to do 
likewise. These tapes will be played until Octeber 5, 1963. 


As ef this day, this is what has been dene and attempted, whe has been 
contacted and for what each has been contacted. I make ne premise te 
register 40, 000 er anyene for that matter, but I think it is very obvieus 
that if we involve the majority ef the Negro "leaders" we stand a chance te 
make a more significant increase in the drive to register more Negroes.

We have registered 
at least 3,000 fer the first week although I de not knew the exact tetal.

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PROPOSED INTENSIFIED VOTER REGISTRATION DRIVE IN DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA 


Due to the very Sasy voter registration precedures in Dade County, 
Florida, it is my belief that an intensified drive in this area could 
add a substantial number of new voters on the registration rells. Perhaps 
the number cannot be ascertained at this time, but I believe that with a 
well organized effort, 15,000 Negrees can be added by October 4, 1963. 


This program would be cencentrated in feur major areas; Miami, North 
Miami Beach, Opa-Lecka, and Coconut “reve. These are the areas with the 
majority ef the Negro population with Miami being outstanding in this sense. 
: Three:other areas ceuld also be added if there were sufficient response 
: from interested persons inthese areas. These are Goulds, Homestead, and 
Fldérida Citys with the latter being approximately 45 miles from where I live 
but still in Dade County. 


The following precincts would be encompassed in the drives precincts 
9, 1h, 22, 67. T3e We 92e 95-118, 119, 120, 12), 165, lee eee 20ers oe 
210. These are precincts in the areas I have mentioned. 


It is necessary that I have at least four task force workers for the 
primary areas. Their purpese in each area would be to coordinate, organize, 
and help train workers for canvassing and other Wayss of reaching the peo- 
ple. They would be placed in each area to live there dAnd/maintain close 
contact with the people. If at all pessible, I would appreciate it if the 
task force force werkers would be Negroes primarily. If not pessible, so 
be it. 2 


It is my belief that the community can be depended upen to furnish a 
substantial number of people to actively participate in the drive. The yeuth 
weuld play the paramount role as Ccanvassers. These weuld come from the YMCA, 
NAACP, CORE, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, and church organizations. :

The adult members fmom the aforementioned groups can be coumted on te 1 


aid in transporting people to the Registrar's Office and help publicize the 
drive. The churches they belong te could be ceunted on te help with cleri- 
Cal work such eas mimeographing, etc. 


At least one radio station can and will publicize the drive extensively, 
and three local Negro newspapers will do like wise, This should be sufficient 
for a beginning. . 7 


Another phase of this plan would be to procure permanent registration 
beeks in the aforementioned areas of con centration in order to facilitate 
registering to vote for citizens. There is also a pessibility ef getting 
the ceunty te appoint Negroes to serve as door-to-door deputy registrars. 


I would estimate needing approximately $400.00 monthly for this inten- 
sified drive. This would be used fer gasoline for transportation cars, off- 
ice supplies, printed material, secretary for office to handle clerical work, 
(this could be a student, but this person would have to be paid a nominal 
salary for working each day.) and also for miscellaneous expenses. It is my 
belief that a drive of this sort cannot be adequately conducted with less 
than that. 3

Assuming the availability of sufficient funds, CORE is able to carry on dynamic 
voter registration programs during the coming year (beginning October lst) in 
three states. These programs will emphasize Negro voter registration in Urban 
communities and also in rural aeas. Professional staff under supervision ex- 
perienced in Southern voter registration campaigns would work with existing 
action organizations, civic groups and churches. CORE proposes to undertake voter 
registration campaigns in South Carolina, ; and Louisiana, These Southern 
States represent a good portion of the hard core of the South. Registration cam- 
paigns in South Carolina, and northern Florida and Louisiana would require pains- 
taking meticulous and perhaps dangerous work. Yet, our experiences in South Caro- 
lina indicate that significant progress can be made. 


These proposals are also made under the assumption of a continuing interest and 
program in the field of voter registration. Our experience in South Carolina 
has indicated that modest starts can be used to expand programs. However, it 
wouldn't:be wisé: 0 be satisfied with gains made in the short space of one year. 


Staff: Staff of this program would work under my general supervision and that 

of ftetd-directer Gordon RR. €arey. To administer the day-to-day operation, 

we have available James T. McCain who has extensive experience in voter registration 
campaigns throughout the South. He has been in charge of our registration efforts 
in South Carolina since 1956. Field Secretary, Tom Gaither is also available for 
this assignment. Gaither spent the summer of 1960 in voter registration work. 

One of our volunteer leaders will, we think, be readily available. We would 

have to secure the services of a fourth competent person to handle the program 


outlined. 


“In South Carolina, CORE has seven active committees on registration education 
(CORE) as well as two college chapters. In the last three years these groups 
have been responsible for registrating.approximately 17,000 of the 62,000 Negroes 
registered in that state. This has been made possible through the activities of 
CORE Field Secretary James McCain and of Tom Gaither. In the past, CORE has not 
been able to keep these men at work consistently on voter registration. In addi- 
tion, we have developed a core of trained volunteer leaders in South Carolina in 
the field of voter registration. One or two of them might be available to staff 
the other voter registration offices which we propose. 


In Florida, CORE has—sreups—-tn-—Miemi, St:—Petersburg—and-fattahassee. These 


represent the geographic range of the state. Its seems feasible to us to set up 
an office in St. Petersburg to service the entire state. St. Petersburg is 
relatively close to the unregistered Negro population in the agricultural northern 
counties of Florida. Our Miami group has done sporadic but effective work on 
voter registration. With sufficient encouragement and resources, we feel that 
significant number of Negroes could be registered in this important metropolitan 


area. _ 


Louisiana is, of course, bifurcated. The existing CORE group in New Orleans could 
carry on one type of dramatic and effective voter registration campaign. Other 


groups in Baton Rouge and Shreveport face a more difficult problem because of 

the opposition of local registration boards. Yet the possibilities for action 

are very good, 

In each state we contemplate setting up a small office staffed by one oeutenuiaa 
and one clerical person. The professional would spend a good deal of his time 
traveling throughout the state holding seminars and workshops with local registra- 
tion groups on details of the registration procedure in that community. There 
would be a minimum allocation for expenses, office supplies and phones. 


The National Office of CORE would undertake to provide legal assistance (for minor 
harassment such as arrests on traffic charges, etc.), a major publication on the 
voter registration campaign, one full-time adminstrator, James T. McCain. In 
addition, of course, the National Office of CORE would provide general administrative 
services such as bookkeeping, auditing, public relations, etc. The total expendi- 
ture of $64,000.00 is slightly less than 10% of the CORE budget for the current fis- 
cal year. This is not so large a percentage that it cannot be properly integrated 
into the overall framework: we can adequately supervise and administer such a pro- 
gram. However, neither is it so small a portion of the budget that it can be met 
from funds normally available. To carry on this campaign would require outside 
assistance. 


One final note. Our registration campaigns would be undertaken in the spirit of 
assuming an obligation of citzenship. We do not register so much to secure better 
garbage collection (important as that may be) as to assert our dignity. We do not 
register to replace a Stanley Isaacs with a Hulan Jack but rather to bring about an 
integrated society of friends.

Felicianas, on the tenth of January, February, and March, 
1963. The financial reporting pattern will be the same 
and may we ask you to so inform the proper person so that 
we will receive financial reports at the same times. 


In addition to the statistical information called for on 
VEP-2, we should like a brief narrative report monthly 
on the four following items for each county in which 
work is being done: 


1. What is the attitude of the registrar's 
office toward Negro registration? If that 
attitude is hostile, specify what actions 
are taken by registrar personnel manifesting 
this hostility. 


2. Detail any harassment or intimidation of 
registrants or registration workers by 
public officials. 


3. If there have been overt indications of 
resistance on the part of the white 
community in general to Negro registration 
specify what specific forms this resistance 
has taken. 


4. What reasons are given by people who refuse 
to participate as prospective registrants 
in the registration program? 


We are well aware here that these reporting requirements 
may seem of secondary important to those who are working 
in the field; however, if the requirements are not met 
one of the principal objectives of VEP will have been 
frustrated. We are eager to do everything we can to 
lighten the burden of data collections and reporting and 
to this end I shall be glad to meet with you at your con- 
venience to discuss any problems which may arise.

I have received a field report from Mr. Herbert V. Cou 
SCLC Pield Secretary for voter registration in Virginia, 

in which he describes some registration difficulties in 
Dinwiddie County, Virginia. It appears that the registrar's 
office is only open on two days each month (every second 
and fourth Wednesday). The local citizens complain that 
this does not allow time sufficient to be registered and 
the report indicates that this matter has been brought to 
your attention. I would appreciate knowing anything that you 
have been able to find out about thie situation. 


Of more serious import is the situation in Williamsburg, 
County, South Carolina, where the registrar's office is open 
only one day per month (the first Monday) and where only 
one applicant may enter the registrar's office at a time. 
It has been reported to us that persons waiting outside are 

net even permitted to wait in the building while an applicant 
is in the registrar's office. The registration is conducted 
in a very slow manner. 


A field report from CORE indicates that on March 4, 1963, a

Will you please let me hear from you at an early date 
regarding any action you will have taken.

SCHOOL DESEGREGATION: Plans to publicise the true meaning of the » 4 
pupil placement plan have been rather unsuccessful. A meeting in ee 
Quincy was poorly attended due to poor publicity. (CIG appears 
to have done a minimum of publicity for the meeting.) 


A meeting set up in Chattahoochee last week had the spectacular 
turnout of two...neither of whom had any children of school age. 

A severe rainstorm and tornado warnings kept mosyt of the people 
awaye A joint CIG-CORE committee has been set up with the express 
purpose of working on the school desegregation issue. 


AN TI*POVERTY: Nothing has transpired concerning the program with : 
the exception of the petition filed by John Due. 


I have discussed the possibility of forming a credit union with John 
There isa great need for a place where people can borrow money at 
somethtng less than usurious rates. The Negroes of Gadsden county 
live on credit to a very great extent. Farmers moved by the plight

VOTER REGISTRATION: The city registration books closed on April 
23rd. During the two week registration period 500 people were reg- 
istered of whom approximately 400 were Negroes. This brings to 
2007 the total number of registrants in the city. If the figure of 
452 Negroes previously registered is correct then there should be 
nearly 850 registered N egroes in the city of Quincy. 


Rev. Campbell has qualified as a candidate for the election. He will 
be opposed by Sam McMillon, manager of a big Tobacco Farming=- Pack- 
ing house operation. Campbelj has been getting good coverage from 
all the news media including both local and state papers.

If they are refused they will 
stage a stand in until they are allowed to use the fachlities. 


JOB OPPORTUNITIES AND TRAINING We are now conducting a job train- 
ing program. JeQ.e Kelly has given us the use of a cash register. 
One of his employees is conducting the class three days a week. 
There are four people currently taking the course. 


The type of follow-up has not been mapped out as of yet. however 
Staff and CIG will soon begin a campaign to determone whether or 

not downtown merchants will hire Negroes. If a sufficiently

PUBLIC A DATIONSs: 


The Chattahoochee demonstration of April 3, wes 2 success 
as far as getting people out to demonstrate. Some thirty 
high and grade school studen’s went to the white side of the 
movie. The theater was immediately closed. It appears that 
it has been closed perpanenhig. The giudents stood outside 
the movies for an hour and ea half, hete was quite a bit 

of heckling on the part of white bystanders. At times, the 
situation srew quite tense with threats being directed mainly 
at Spiver and myself. The police refused to take any action 
and he refused to warn any of the white youths who drove up 
with chains and in one case a shotgun in their cars. A few 
whites youths Rave made particular threats against us. 

A meeting was called the Wednesday after the demonstrate 
ion to plan further ection in the town, The meeting was well 
attended by the younger members of the Chattahoochee community. 
An organization was formed. It does not have a mame as yet 
or really ea specific purpose other than desegregation of 
public facilities. We are planning series of meetings with 
the executiva board of the group to develop a plan of action 
for the group. 

A meeting was called the Wednesday prior to the mass 
testing that was held in the city of Chattahoochee.

AND THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA 


WHEREAS, history dictates that no assenbly of men can 
govern by merely avoiding the social questions of the 
day, closing their eyes, by not speaking out, by not 
hearing; 

WHEREAS, the message by the Govenor to the Florida 
Legislature on April 6, presented no affirimative 
program to deal with the needs of the people; 

WHEREAS, according to our information and belief, 
there is no concern by the new 1965 legislature to,

This will be the first report on the § county project for voter registration 
in North Florida, I received Mr, Haley's telegram indicating that the proposed 


pboject for North Florida had been accepted by the national office and that a grant 
had been made to SEDF for this project. He suggested that 1 speak with Marvin Rich 


the next morning. I spoke with Patricia Due that evening, and she gave me some 
' background on the grant and we made some preliminary plans for implimenting parts 
of the project, The following morning Patricia, Mr. Rich and I had a three way 


conversation by phone in which we discussed certain restrictive aspects of the grant, 


| | staff qualifications, and plans for the central office, Patricia indicated that she 
would return to active status to supervise the project, ; 
: Acting on our conversation, I immediately notified our contacts in the seven 
new counties of the acceptance of the project. 1 also noted for their benéifit 
the number of field workers expected in their areas, I asked that these contacts 
notify their groups (where a group was represented) of the project, and I also 

a asked that they seek persons willing to accept CORE field workers into their homes 
for the smmer, Finally, I requested that past plans for. speaking engagements for 
CORE staff be reworked, 


! Since we have prposed Gadsden County, Quincy specifically, as the place for the 
coordinating office, I spoke wih Rev. Crutcher about the continued availability of 


his parsonage office, indicating to him that the project (which he helped to plan) 
had been accepted. He said that although he had planned to leave Gadsden Comty 
to move to Tallahassee, he was willing to stay in Quincy and wrk with the project, 


He will make a formal request to his church board to allow us the use of the roam > 
we were using, another room, and to allow us to install a one-party line in this of fice. 


We also discussed the project expense allowance of $15/month to cover utilities 
used by us. 


Patricia outlined for me the Louisiana project staff qualifications which wey 


are using as a guide for staff recruitment for the project. I1 have contacted several

Gadsden County Program 


As a part of the regular Gadsden County voter registration project, we distributed 


approximately 1,200 leaflets, a copy of which is attached, this weekend, Tonight 
& Steering committee meeting is being held in Quincy, where we hope to make plas 
for a concentrated effort, People there are encouraged that the project has been 
accepted, and they look forward to Pat's return and additional staff, 


CORE CHAPTERS 
Quincy CORE 

Due to parental pressures and increased hostility of white on-lookers to 
picketing in Quincy, the leaf theatre picketing was called off this weekend, 
despite the fact that an integrated group of eight came from Tallahassee CORE 
to ptémet with the group this weekend, It is evident that more commmity work 
will have to be done, and we will have to demand more police protection of 
demonstratéms. It is possible that a reassassment of the theatre project 
Will conclude in a project which will have more support, show more immediate 
gains, and instill some confidence in Quincyites who seem to be retreating from 
CORE activities, 


Tallahassee CORE 
At present, Tallahassee CORE is at a standstill due to a poor transition from 


old to new leadership and a lamess in the new leadership. Last Tuesday night, 


however, the meeting was more @couraging. A new president was elected tho seems 


to be more firm a leader and more campetent, A program for hiring was projected 


and each person attending given a specific research job on which to report in 
the subsequent meeting, The group plans to investigate and urge fair hiring 
in several business establishments vulnerable to a protest project, such as 
the Winn Dixie S€ore near A, & M, and the new J. M. Fields store. 


Dunnellon CORE 33 
Mr. Bostick, Chairman of Dumnellon CORE contacted me last week on a matésr 


which seems somewhat urgent to me, He said that he had followed the plan for 
affiliation outlined in the national CORE constitution; that is, the group 
| sent a check for $10 to Mr, McCain, a list of officers, a request for affiliation, 
and I believe they sent a constitution and a reswje of past projects and future 
_ possible projects, This was some time ago, Last week Mr. Bostick received his 
first response from these items he sent—a cancelled check for $10 and a brief 
note thanking him for his contribution to CORE, Naturally He was somewhat 
confused by this, I explained to him that affiliations take a long time, and 


that if he wuld hold on to the cancelled check, it could be applied to the 
application fee if some mistake has been made, I assured him that I would request 


clarifi cation of Duanellon's COR® chapter status in writing, and that I wuld 
do everything possible to seek their affiliation at the national convention, to which 
I suggested he send delegates, if possible . He is very pleased with the proposed 
workshop scheduled for this Saturday in Dunnellon, and perhaps we can straighten 

out a few matters there. No doubt, if a substantial number of people show up 

for the workshop, a sumer project for Dmnellon will result. I realize how 
difficult it is to handle all the request made by the growing number of chapters, 
but, as I consider this a pather unique chapter in my experience (one which involves 
the entire Negro commmity of Dyummellon and vhich has strong adult support as well 

as a good potential of young people), I think it would be wmfortunate not to 


clear up the confusion under wiich the chapter has been struggling for about a 


year.

Aa outlined in the report of 5/29/64, Gainesville CORE organized around the 
idea that the movement in Geinesville needed to begin concentrating on involving 
more than the upper middle class Negro commmity, and that projects involving 
public accomodations (which are nearly %100 open the in city) were becoming 
inefficient and meanimgless to the majority of Negro citizens, Therefore, they 
decided that they would attempt to work on such items as equal employment in 
publically spported jobs, school integration (of which there is none yet in 
Gainesville) ané@ attempting to get training projects in the city which would 
equip unemployed Negroes to fill jobs in the two industrial plants in the city. 
The first project involved equal employment in city jobs, The group found 
that there are over 800 city jobs, They compiled the first and only comprehensive 
list of jobs, who holds them by race, past promotion policies, some indication of 
why certain people got certain jobs, eetc, From heir investigation they arrived 
at two basic conclusions: first, that Negroes are completely discriminated against 
in city hiring; second, that hiring and promotion practices follow a "spoils" system, 
They drew up a list of demands which included a central hiring agency and officer, 
a drawing up of specifications for each job, salary scales, hiring and firhg 
criteria, and they further demanded that a specified place be designated for 
the announcement of each job opening with qualifications, salary, etc, to be 
posted, Finally, they demanded equal employment practices, 

The "reform" of the hiring practices has long been a bone for liberals to 


chew on in Gainesville, However, it has never been thoroughly considered or 


acted on there, At first the CORE group was met by great hostility by city

commissioners, and the spokesman was told that it would be three years before the 
subject would even be considered by the commission, The mayor told the spokesman 
that he thinks CORE is a cammmist dupe organization, Following these conversations 
members of the COR® chapter attended in mass a commission meeting, also attended by 
several hundred other persons who were there for various other reasons, The group 
submitted its findings from the investigation indetail. They charged that the 
results indicated gross malpractice, inefficienty and discrimination, They demamied 
immediate evidence of good faith on the part of the commission, and they said they 
were prepared to go the limit to secure a reform in city hiring practices. 

As a result, the city commission, at its last meeting, issued a statement 
indicating that they had decided to inact needed reforms in city hiring, part of 
which is noted in the clipping from the Gainesvile Sung attached to this report. 
This success of the project so far has established for the group a certain respec$ 
in the commmity, and when the mayor made an offhand remark about CORE being a 
communist group, other groups joined with CORE in protesting this (also as indicated 
in the clipping). The mayor retracted, and also went on the radio appologizing to 
the group for any "misunderstanding", Presently, the group plans to insure that 
the city promise is adhered to, and to begin soliciting recruits to apply for jobs. 
They also plan to demand the acceptance of 15 Negro students who applied for 
transfer to all white schools and who were denied, 

So far the group8’ success has bedn mainly due to the fact that although very 
small, all of its members are willing to wrk hard on research and are quite 
articulate and militant, whereas the other civil rights groups have been playing 
both sides, Also, the city is very much afraid of CORE, and they have made these 
concessions to avert large demonstrations which the group had organized in case their 


demands were not acted upon. 


The raason for these lengthy discussions of these groups is that three of 
them are peming affiliation, and it may be that this information will bear on 


their acceptence,

Your name has been given by 
as a friend who is willing to make bond in ‘case this person m is arrested. 


The movement for justice and human dignity is greatly indebted to persons 
like yourself who aré willing to lend support to those on the front line 
of the freedom fight, 


Let me briefly outline to you the process and responsibility involved 
in making bond for a person working in this project. At present we have an 
arraggement with a bondsman which you should know about, In the event of the 
arrest of the person you are sponsering, the bondsman, Mr, John Vontgomery , 
is called... He in turn calls the sheriff or chief of police of a given 
locale and states that hé is the bondsman and requests the immediate release 
of the person in custody, Sometime during the following day the bondsman 
meets with the defendent, The defendent mst‘at that time pay a premium on 
the bond (which is 10% with a minimm of $15), sig the bend application 
and have a person over 2] who is willing to indemify this bond, What would 
be most convenient probably, would be that the person’you are sponsering could 
pay the premium with money wired to him or her by you, and send by mail the 
bond application for you to indemnify, 


At this point you would then be financially repponsible to see to it that 
this person appears in court, If he does not, you would have to pay the entire 
emount of the bond to the bondsman, In some cases, particularly in the case 
of an appeal bond (we appeal all wmjust convictions), the time between his 
posting the bond and his actual appearance might be several years, I feel that 
you should understand this before agreeing to take on this responsibility. 

You have the option, or rather the person arrested does, of posting a cash 
bond for the entire amoumt—~in this event no premium is required; however, © 
the person would have to remain in jail wmtil you could send thé money dow, 
In some cases the workers prefer to remain in jail as a protest, 


Therefore, if you are willing to accept the responsibility of covering 
bond for the above named person, would you please send to us immediately your 
present address and phone number and any foreseen changes of address between 
now and November 3rd, 


Thank you again for volunteering to contribute this support to the voter’ 
registration drive in North Florida and to the person whom you are sponsering,

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In the past several week, incidents of intimidation, harrassment, 
attacks, shootings, and a kidnapping have been piling up in each of our 
four comties, Apparently this official and wofficial resistence is due 
to the growing success of our programs and the upcoming opening of the

As my representative to the NAC I wish to bring to your attention 
scme thoughts I have concerning the problems projects face in obtaining 
qualified staff quickly and inexpensively, ‘In the Florida project, for 
example, we often found ourselves understaffed with novhere concrete to 
turn for persons to fill vacancies, As a result we either rensined 
understaffed or grabbed up the first enthusiastic, relatively non-viclent 
and literate applicant we could find after much expense in the wy of 
phone calls, transportation costs ete, We naturally found that entbusiam 
is no substitute for experience and that a person totally wiaequainted 
with the mystique of CORE has some difficulty adjusting to wrk and 
is often move inefficient and makes more errors than is really desirable. 


As CORE becomes more sophisticated (which it must in certain bureaucratic 


necessities to surrvive), we should be thinking about ways to save ourselves 
money and get the most out of each part of the tetal program, fo do this 
simply, I would suggest two basic processes: first, there should be a 
standard method of evaluating staff who have already been on projects; 
second, there should be a method of chameling these experienced persons 
to appropriate projects when they are needed, 


I attach on the following page a sample evaluation form to be used 
by each project director following the termination of a particular staff 
member or volunteer, Form "A®, ‘These completed forms, I would suggest, 
should be sent immediately to an appropriate file in the national office, 
The form, I au sure, nesds polishing, but I think thet you will agree 
that it offers the more essential information usually taken into consideration 
by rersons hiring new staff, 
Now, supposing that Patricia finds a need to hire four new additional 
staff, as is now the case with the NFUEP, ‘She has scoured local co munities 
for personne] and finds that although there are local people working on 
each couty project, because of the nature of the program, it would be 
helpful to have someone with previous experience who would be capable of 
leading his particular ayea in every way (something vhich novice losal 
people not connected with CORE chapters are not always able to do). 
She could send one letter to the national office where the file is kept 
indicating her expected need in staff (sex, color, ete. possilfZ}, with 
such qualifications as driving ability ete (since in one county we have a 
car available but nééther staff can drive as of yet). Ry a simple scanning 


of Form "A", almost anyone in the national office could pick out a mmber of 
persons who would fit the needs of this project. 

An immediate form letter could be mailed te ap propriate prospects 
asking then to contact Pat to fill positions, ‘Those who could work would 
reply and she might come up with sufficient trained personel to f11) these 
needs. A phoposed form letter is aleo attached, Form "BY", Because we 
usually accept the opinions of other project diresters as substantiated 
ty further references and analysis of the regular CORE application blank,

(which should be included in the initial mailing of Form "B*), this 
method is probably at least as good as ones we are now utilising (somebody's 
friend is hired, or one conversation with hasty checking of references). 

In conclusion them, I do believe that sueh a methed wuld serve 
projects well, particularly those isolated Souther projects where well 
developed CORE chapters are not near enough to provide a steady stream 
of aecessible staff, I waierstand that similar application files are 
being developed exclusively by the Louisiana and Mississippi projects, 
but I think a general file euch as described above would be superior 
to these , and would aid CORE in developing strong programs with qualified 
etaff, I am sure that we have lost a mumber of competent persons simply 
besause there is no way for Patricia in North Florida, for example, to 
eontast an exworker fron a former project who might be willing and able 
te work in North Florida.

SUBJECT: Report of the Voter Education Drive in Leon and Gadsden Counties 


The Voter Education Program of Leon and Gadsden Counties is directed 
from Tallahassee, Florida at 403 North Macomb, located in French Town 


an area where there are many unregistered Negroes. The project is composed 
of a steering com-ittee and volunteers. 

Persons on the steering committee are Mr. Samuel Hunter, Principal of 
Reney Elementary School, Dr. James Hudson, Chaplain at the Florida A & M 
University and President of the Non-Partisan Voters League, Mrs. George 
Lewis II, wife of the Chairman of the Florida Civil Rights Commission and 
President of the Lewis State Bank, and Mrs. James Shaw, wife of a local 
furniture store owner. The steering committee selected Big Bend Voter 
Education Campaign as a name for the voter education project (The Big Bend 
area includes several counties in North Florida). The committee's objective 


is to serve as a coordinating group for all civic and civil rights organizations 
in the Big Bend area interested in participating in the voter education project. 


It considers itself an effort rather than an organisation. 
It has been difficult to open an office in French Town for several 
reasons? 
1. The pressure put on ower in regard to renting an office 


for the purpose of a voter registration campaign, (Ower 
refuses to give us a lease.) 


2. Although the minimm it required on a business telephone 
is fifteen dollars ($15), we were required to pay three 
hundred and twenty dollars for deposit, (It has been two 
weeks since the deposit was paid and the phone has not yer 
been installed. ) 


3. The utility department initially told us that a thirty- 
| seven dollar ($37) deposit would be required for lights 
q and water, However, when we attempted at a later date 
1 to pay the deposit, fifty-two dollars ($52) were required 
F for the lights and twelve dollars (#12) for the water. 


4. Whites coming to the office (in en all Negro area) have 
been intimidated. Several people, upon leaving the office, 
were taken down to the police station and held for 


questioning. 
Although we have encountered the above mentioned problems in opening an office, 


a duplicating machine, a mimeograph machine, three typewriters, a table, a 
deak, chairs and two heaters have been donated by the commumity. 
The population of Leon County is 80,500 and there are 25, vU0 
of Negroes in the County. Fourteen thousand Negroes are eligible to vote, 
but there are only 6,000 registered. Voting requirements are as follows: 
1. <A citigen of the United States. 
2. A resident in the state of Florida for one year. 
3. A resident of Leon County for six months. 
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4. Twenty-one years of age at the time of registration. 


The registration books are open from 8:00 aem. to 5:00 p.m. daily, but the

than the above mentioned times, However, the apathetic attitude of the 


community is also responsible for the small number of Negroes registered. 


In Gadsden County the total popeation is 43,uU0¢ ne ar@ 954 349 
Negroes in the County,) 5 16) eligible te vote and 469 registered. The voting »

requirements are the same as those mentioned for Leon County. Registration 


books are open only on Mondays from 9800 am. to $200 pom (It is rumored 


that Mondays are for Negroes, and that Whites may register Monday through Friday. 


We plan to have a test case this week to validate or invalidate this rumor. ) 
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Gadsden County is primarily agricultural and the majority of Negroes 
depend on the farmers there for their livlihood. I have disceussed the 
voter education project with several Negro “leaders” in Gadsden County and 
they think so few Negroes are registered because of fear of intimidation 
by Whites. Another factor contributing to the lack of registered voters is 
the absence of adult leadership — both professional and non-professional. 


For instance, many teachers and ministers are not registered; consequently 
they do not encourage or provide an example to the people. The problems in a 


Gadsden County will be two-fold: 


1. Getting the people to overcome their fear of reprisals. 
(This fear is not altogether imaginary, but well-founded 


in many cases.) 


2. Encouraging the adults to accept their civic responsibilities 
and persuading the younger pespie to do likewise. 


The Business and Civic League of Quincy, Florida (located in Gadsden 
County) has chosen as its project a voter registration drive, However, they 
were reluctant to work with me because they fear association with an "outsider" 
will bring more reprisals from the comuunity. 

Leon and Gadsden Counties have problems of varying degrees. However, I 
have found it necessary to be in Leon County to keep things at a steady, moving 


pace, We have more thankthirty volunteers in Leon County who are active in 
Canvassing and clerical work, but in order to have a really effective program 
it will be necessary to secure another full-time task-force worker to take 
one of the counties. 

Judith Benninger, a former graduate student at the University of Florida, 


has been active in civil rights activities in Gainesville and Tallahassee, Fla., 


and has worked with me on various projects. I would like to recommend that she 


be hired as a task-force worker in this area on the Voter Education Project. 
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One major problem of the project is the lack of transportation for 


workers and prospective registered voters. The community seems unable and/or 
unwilling to provide transportation, and consequently I want to request a 
CORE car for the voter education project in Leon and Gadsden Counties. 

The sources of our funds will primarily come from mass meetings, and 
private and group contributions, A permanent chairman of finances will be 
appointed this week, and it will be his responsibility to see to it that 
bills are paid each month. To date we have had contributions from one hundred 
dollars ($200.00), by a church, to a few cents. However, we are hoping to 
launch a fundraising campaign to raise the entire amount. needed for the 
duration of the project. 

The proposed budget for the project totals two thousand four hundred and 
thirty dollars ($2,430.00) for the entire six months. Eelosed you will find 
a copy of this budget enumerating the various expenditures and the amounts 


needed for each item.

This report, which covers the progress of the project from 
January 18 (last date of report) until today, will deal with 
the project's progress and incidents which occurred this weekend. 
The copy of the letter to the FBI contains information dealing 
with Gadsden County previous to Saturday evening, and is attached 
herewith for your files, 

As a part of our program of contacting as many Negroes in 
Gadsden County as possible, a group went from Tallahassee to 
Club 40 in Gadsden County Saturday night in order to speak there, 
wie were invited by a cousin of mine, Mr. Canary iiuse, whose 
mother owns the establishment. Upon arriving at the club at 
11 P.M. (the time Mr. Muse had suggested we speak), Mir. Muse 
gave me the money to pay the entrance charge for all of us. Il 
then purchased tickets from his mother, distributed these to 
the group, and we entered. Upon gaining entrance to the club 
our coats were taken by an employee, and we were directed to 
seatse Because of activities in the Club, CORE business which 
t hae to attend to which was incidental to our visit, and a 
growing feeling of fear on the part of Mr. Muse, at 12:30 we 
decided that if we weren't asked to speak by 1 A.Me, we would 
return to Tallahassee, Shortly after this time, several white 


law officers of Gadsden County entered the Club amd gestured to 


dudith Benninger and Rosemary Dudley (white) to come with him, 


They asked several times if they were under arrest and if so,

The officers refused to give this informat- 
ion, and continued to indicate that these girls were to go with 
them. At this time, both girls decided to go with the officer, 

and were escorted to a police car. | 


My husband, John Due (Attorney) and I then went to the County 
jail to attempt to ascertain the charges, and my husband wanted — 
to see these persons, as they had named him as their attorney. Upon 
entering the jail, my husband was told that the two girls were | 
"in the wrong. place."(meaning Club 40, which has a usually all 
Negro clientle, although Mr. tiuse had told me that white students 
do sometimes go there). iy husband again inquired as to what 
law had been broken. He was then informed "disturbing the peace.” 
He asked to see his clients and was told that he could return at 
4P.M. the follwwing day. Subsequent to this arrest, Julius 
Hamilton, president of Tallahassee Core who had accompanied us, 
was arrested for "open profanity." 


Sunday at 4 P.M. my husband, myself, and Dennis Flood (a 
white FSU student) entered the jail to see the prisoners. At 
this point, Mr. Flood was arrested. (He had been at the Club 
with us). My husband was allowed to see the prisoners for a 
few minutes, whereupon we left the jail. He was informed that 
a hearing was set for them for 9:30 A.M. Monday morning, 


Therefore, this morning, we afrived at the office of the 
Justice of the Peace, and tentative charges were announced against 
Miss Dudley, Miss Benninger and Mr, Flood of Tres§passing, while 
Mr. Hamilton was charged #¢f with Open Profanity. Trial for the 
whites was set for tomorrow (January 28th) at 9:30, while trial 
for Mr. Hamilton will be next Tuesday at 10 A.m. The whites 
were released on their own recognizence, and Mr. Hamilton was 
released after we posted a bond of 550, 


We were informed that the owner had not yet made the formal 
complaint of tresé¢pass, and that the charges would be dropped if 
this were not done, 


we feel that it is a breach of one's civil liberties to 
be arrested and detained from Saturday night until Monday morning 
without ever knowing what formal charges are. Finally, Mr. 
Hamilton's arrest was made at the suggestion of a Leon County 
law officer, and the charge of open profanity is unfounded 
according to Mr. Hamilton. we fe@l that we should have the right 
to enter any establishment which freely sells us the price of 
admission without intimidation, arrests and incarceration.

in the week preceeding the arrests previously mentioned, 
other: activities occurred which should form a part of this 
revort * 


In Leon County we are continuing to register persons. some 
canvassing has been done by us. Furthermore, representatives 
from the campaign spoke at a meeting of the Intercivic Council 
(which prompted one member to canvass her neighborhood herself, 
and she has subsequently provided us with the results of this 
canvas). Je also spoke at Liberal Forum (an FSU religious 
organization) and at the CORE chapter meeting. Jednesday 
evening a representative spoke at the local NAACP meeting. 


Lights were installed as a contribution Monday last by 
a white couple in the community. Also, we spoke at a spiritual 
meeting on Thursday evening. 


in guincy, a group of us spoke yesterday morning at the 
services at Arnette Chapel, As a result of this meeting, we 
received a tentative offger to use this church for meetings, 
and perhaps to use one room as an office. Also, Mount Moriah 
Church offered me one room to use as an office, It is very 
necessary that we find office space of some sort. je are able 
to contact people in Gadsden County, but we must have some place 
where these people can come for information or meet to go to 
the places where they must register. in Tallahassee, the office 
is being vaid for by the community. However, as the situation 
is much different in Gadsden County, and in the event that we 
are unable to raise the funds for this there or receive free 
use of a room, we will have to have money for an office from 
elsewhere. Also, I am sure that I will have to be in Gadsden 
County every day. At present 1 am leaving Judy senninger, the 
task force worker, in charge 6f the operation in Tallahassee 
and trying to drtve the 21 miles over there each day. 3ut 
since I have to be there often until very late at night, l 
myself may have to find living quarters there, 


There is another situation in Gadsden County which needs 
immediate and serious attention, Due to the saturday morning 
incident described in the first letter to the FBI herein 
enclosed, we were able to obtain the names of a number of people 
who are very interested in direct action--these peopie wnere 
ready for it Saturday morning, but sincdé we lacked any form of 
organization, since a series of non-violent workshops are utterly 
essential for these people (who presently tend to think in terms 
of violence), and since I myself cannot becomed involved in 
direct action due to the condition of my employment in the 
voter education program, we have been giving very serious 
thought to this cuestion, It seems that a successful voter 


Seeeeee oe. project necessitates many forms of direct action, For 
example, 1t is really direct action for us to come into that 


area at all. ie fe&l that a complete direct7Zg action program 

in Gadsden County would not only benifit the voter education 
campaign, but would also be very good for the community and 
accomplish quite a great deal, This area is medieval in its 
race relations, and many Negroes are virtually still slaves 

in their work on tobacco farms. The fear is great there, but 
among the large number of people involved Saturday, we found 
many who were willing and interested in direct action. we heve 
set up a meeting with adults for Monday night to discuss voter 
educa$ion. A group of teenagers literally pursued us in a car 
to ask questions and see if a CORE chapter couldn't be started 
in wuincy. we are meeting with a group of them ednesday. 

we feel that it will be difficult to get people to register to 
vote unless they feel that they have an active community group 
behind them--a group willing to back them when they lose their 
jobs (which some undoutedly will). Finally, as desdribed above, 
there is a desire in the community for direct action, and we need 
to have this action expressed in the form of constructive and 
non-violent action. I would like Marvin's opinion about forming 
2 CORE chapter in Quincy, and we really need to consider whether 
we can send some task force workers into this area to work 

on direct action. The small group of us has been able to create 
some interest in questions of voting and equality, but i am sure 
that we will be unable to handle all of the potential action we 
create, particularly when most of the staff is in jail, as 
happenec this weekend. ‘ith Judy and Julius in Jail, the 

work at the Tallahassee office came to a standstill, and John 
and Il had to devote most of our time to consider their cases. 


Also, it appears that we will need the services of a 
lawyer very often. Unless we are able to somehow stop¢g arrests, 
it is likely that at least whites working with us will be 
arrested for algmost anything they do in Gadsden, and it is 
also likely that once the opposition becomes organized, more 
arrests will follow. If a program of direct action is instituted, 
the lawyers in Miami who have to fly to Tallahassee for every 
case will not be able -to handle all the legal situations which 
will arise. | 


This afternoon l am going back to .uincy to see about the 
meetings mentioned above and to try to secure a permanent 
voter education headquarters. 


Tomorrow is the meeting of the Board of Virectors for the 
Leon County camnaign. we hope to be able to get this office 
and Leon County operating fairly independently in order to con- 
centrate on Gadsden County, and the work of this soard, which I 
described in an earlier report, should help. 


It also seems pertinent to mantion that upon our release 
Saturday morning (as described in the letter to the FBI), a 


group of over 200 Negroes had gathered across 0 street, and 
they remained congregated for nearly an hour while we talked 


with them about voter registration. Many of these versons 
expressed 2 willingness to coperate with us, and all were concerned 
that we had been held By the police, 


sith the trial tomorrow, the proposed meetings, etc., this 
should be a busy week in Gadsden County. I1 must reiterate, however, 
that in order to control and best utilize the interest we have 
generated, 1 am sure we will need more help here,

This report, which covers the progress of the project from 
Jonuary 18 (last date of report) until today, will deal with 
the project's progress and incidents which oecurred this weekend. 
The copy of the letter to the FBI contains information dealing 
with Gadsden vVounty previous to Saturday evening, and is attached 
herewith for your files. 

AS 8 part of our program of contacting as many Kkegrvoes in 
Gadsden County as rossible, a group went from Tallahassee to 
Club 40 in Gedsden County Saturday night in order to speak there, 
se were invited by a cousin of mine, ‘r. Canary suse, whose 
acther owns the establishment. Upon arriving at the club at 
ll P.M. (the time Mr. Muse had suggested we speak), Mr. ..use 
gave me the money to pay the entrance charge for all of us. l 
then purchased tickets from his mother, distributed these to 
the group, and we entered. Upon gaining entrance to the club. 
our coats were taken by an employee, and we were cirected to 
seats. Beeause of activities in the Club, CURE business which 
_ I had to attend to which was incidental to our visit, and a 

growing feeling of fear on the part of Mr. Muse, at 12:30 we 
decided that if we weren't asked to speak by 1 AeMe, we would 
return to Tallahassee. Shortly after this time, several white 
law officers of Gadsden County entered the Club amd gestured to 
Judith Benninger and Rosemary Vudley (white) to come with him. 


They asked several times if they were under arrest and if so,

what were the charges. The officers refused to give this informat- 
ion, and continued to indicate that these girls were to ada 
them. At this time, both girls decided to go with the officer, 

and were escorted to a police car. 


My husband, John Due (Attorney) and I then went to the County 
jail to attempt to ascertain the charges, and my husband wanted 
to see these persons, as they had named him as their attorney. Upon 
entering the jail, my husbanc was told that the two girls were 
"in the pyc, place."(meaning Cluh 40, which has a usually all 
Negro clientle, although Mr. Muse had told me that white students 
do sometimes go there). My husband again inquired as to what 
law had been broken. He was then informed “disturbing the peace.” 
He asked to see his clients and was told that he could return at 
LP.«M. the follwwing day. Subsequent to this arrest, Juiius 
Hamilton, president of Tallahassee Core who had accompanied us, 
was arrested for “open profanity." | 


Sunday at & P.M. my husband, myself, and Dennis Flood (a 
white FSU student) entered the jail to see the prisoners. At 
this point, Mr. Flood was arrested. (He had been at the Club 
with us). My husband was allowed to see the prisoners for a 
few minutes, whereupon we left the jail. He was informed that 
a hearing was set for them for 9:30 A.M. Monday morning, 


Therefore, this morning, we afrived at the office of the 
Justice of the Peace, and tentative charges were announced against 
Miss Vudley, Miss Benninger and Mr. Flood of Tresgpassing, while 
Mr. Hamilton was charged #¢¢xf with Open Profanity. Trial for the 
whites was set for tomorrow (January 26th) at 9:30, while trial 
for Mr. Hamilton will be next Tuesday at 10 A.m. e whites 
were released on their own recognisence, and tr. Hamilton was 
released after we posted a bond of 350, 


je were informed that the owner had not yet made the formal 
complaint of tresgpass, and that the charges would be dropped if 
g@his were not done, 


we feel that it is a breach of one's civil iiberties to 
be arrested and detained from Saturday night until Monday morning 
without ever knowing what formal charges are. Finally, Mr. 
Hamilton's arrest was made at the suggestion of a ieon County 
law officer, and the charge of open profanity is unfounded 
according to Mr. Hamilton. se feel that we should have the right 
to enter any establishment whieh freely sells us the price of | 
admission without intimidation, arrests and incarceration.

in the week preceeding the arrests previously mentioned, 
other activities occurred whieh should form a part of this 
rerort. 


in Leon County we are continuing to register persons. Some 

canvassing has been done by us. Furthermore, representatives 
from the campaign spoke at a meeting of the intercivic Council 
(which prompted one member to canvass her neighborhood herself, 
and she has subsequently provided us with the results of this 
canvas). We also spoke at Liberal Forum (an FSU religious 
organizatiom) and at the CORE chapter meeting. /edneasday 
evening 4 representative spoke at the local NAACP meefing. 


Lights were installed as a contribution Monday last by 
a white couple in the community. ‘liso, we spoke at a spiritual 
meeting on Thursday evening. 


In g@uincy, 2 group of us spoke yesterday morning at the 
services at Arnette Chapel, is a result of this meeting, we 
received a tentative offger to use this church for meetings, 
and perhaps to use one room as an office. Also, Mount Moriah 
Church offered me one room to use as an office, it is very 
necessary that we find office space of some sort. ie are able 
to contact people in Gadsden County, but we must have some piace 
where these people can come for information or meet to go to 
the places where they must register. in Tallahassee, the office 
is being paid for by the community. However, as the situation 
is much different in Gadsden County, and in the event that we 
are unable to raise the funds for this there or receive free 
use of a room, we wiil have to have money for an office from 
elsewhere, Also, i am sure that I will have to be in Gadsden 
County every day. At present 1 am leaving Judy senninger, the 
task force worker, in charge 6f the operation in Tallahassee 
and trying to dtkve the 21 miles over there each day. But 
since 1 have to be there often until very late at night, I 
myseif may have to find living quarters there, 


There is another situation in Gadsden County which needs 
immediate and serious attention. Due to the Saturday morning 
incident described in the first letter to the FBI herein 
enclosed, we were able to obtain the names of a number of people 
who are very interested in direct action--these people where 
ready for it Saturday morning, but sincé we lacked any form of 


organisation, since a series of non-violent workshops are utterly 


essential for these people (who presently tend to think in terms 
of violence), and since I myself cannot becomed involved in 
direct action due to the condition of my employment in the 

voter education program, we have been giving very serious 
thought to this question. It seems that a successful voter 


education project necessitates many forms of direct action. For 
exaupic. E iP Salip direst action for us to come into that

area at all. «e fed'l that a complete directZ¢ action program 

in Gadsden County would not only benifit the voter education 
campaign, but would also be very good for the community and 
accomplish quite a great deal. This area is medieval its 
race relations, and many Negrovs are vigtually still slaves 

in their work on tobacco farms. The fear is great there, but 
among the large number of people involved Saturday, we found 

: many who were willing and interested in direct action. “e have 
: set up a meeting with adults for Monday night to discuss voter 
educa$ion. 4 group of teenagers literally pursued us in a car 
to ask questions and see if a CORE chapter couldn't be started 

| in .uincy. «@ are meet with a group of them ‘ednesday. 

1 Wwe feel that it will be @ifficult to get people to register to 

H vote unless they feel that they have an active community group 
behind them--a group willing to back them when they lose their 
jobs (which some undoutedly will). Finally, as deséribed above, 
there is a desire in the community for direct action, and we need 
to have this action expressed in the form of constructive and 
non-violent action. i would like Marvin's opinion about forming 
@ CORE chapter in «uiney, ad we really need to consider whether 
we can send some task force workers into this area to work 

on direct action. The small group of us has been able to create 
some interest in questions of voting and equality, but I am sure 
that we will be unable to handle all of the potential action we 
create, particularly when most of the staff is in jail, 4s 
happenec this weekend. “ith Judy and Julius in Jail, the 

work at the Tallahassee office came to a standstill, and John 
and I had to devote most of our time to consider their cases. 


Also, it appears that we will nee« the services of a 
lawyer very often. Unless we are able to somehow stop¢ arrests, 
it is likely that at least whites working with us will be 
arrested for algmost anything they do in Gadsden, and it is 
| also likely that once the opposition becomes organized, more | 
| arrests will follow. If a program of direct action is instituted, 
| the lawyers in Miami who have to fly to Tallahassee for every 
i case will not be able to handle all the legal situations which 
| will arise.

that in order to control and best utilise the interest we have

SUBJECT: — Report on the VEP in Leon and Gadsden Counties 


Most of this report will cover events and progress of the past few days, 
with some emphasis on the period in which we were in New Orleans for the 
staff conference, 

During the week of our absence, several important things happened. First, 
with regard to our financial situation in the project, the treasurer's report 
indicates that a little more than $2 is left. We face an office rent bill 
of $50, a bank loan bill of $50 and a utility bill. A member of the steering 
committee, in our absence, has begun setting up programs for us in local 
churches to try to raise this amount and to establish a method by which we 
Can remain financially solvent. Second, the local NAACP chapter has volunteered 
to aid us through canvassing. This is a college chapter, and in the present 
absence of Tallahassee CORE support, we are hoping that this effort will be 
fruitful. We are placing the president of this group on our steering committee 
end will speak at the NAACP meeting on A & M campus tomorrow. We are also 
hoping to get the CORE chapter president to work more closely with us. 

Tonight there is a meeting of Quincy CORE in Quincy, and Satumday 
we will have the first meeting of the Steering Committee for the Voter 


Education Campaign there. The people in Quincy CORE are committed to helping 


with voter registration in Gadsden County. 


Yesterday was the city election. In this election in Group 1 the 
Tallahassee Association for Good Government (interracial ) endorsed a 
Mr, Lanham. He polled about one quarter of the votes and lost to the 
Bncumbent. In Group 2, the Tagg endorsee, Mr. John Aulsley, garnered | 
enough votes to be in a run--off this next Tuesday against the incumbent 
in that group. In Group 2, a Negro candidate, Mr. Corbin, polled about 
ten per cent of the votes. Tagg has approached us for suggestions as to 
how they might be able to get the votes polled for Mr. Corbin——they are also 
seeking advise as to how the Negro voting community might best be reached, 
Despite the fact that we believe that Mr. Aulsley can offer the most to 
Negro citizens, and the entire community as well, in order to maintain our 
non=partisan position, we have been hesitant to do anything in connection 
with this election ¢xfé¢d¢ except to urge voters to attend debates and to 
quote from tHe candidates their positions with regard to the issues at hand, 
the main one being a racial issue. Naturally we have been very careful not 
to endorse these two TAGG candidates. TAGG itself is generally non-partisan, 
and the group includes leading and very active white and Negro citizens of 
the city——we have asked for their support——which would be invaluable-——but they 
have been so involved in this election that they haven't helped much in 
voter registration—-much to their regret at this point. Also, they have had 
a very unrealistic approach to obtaining the votes of the majority of registered 
Negro citizens. In response to their request for advice and support, we have 
done the following: (1) agreed to give them advice as to how they might most 
effectively reach the majority of Negro voters and best present the issues to 


them (2) reinforced our position of being willing to present the issues ourselves 


to the persons with whom we come into contact. The method for this is as 


follows: we will quote on leaflets the extracts of the major speeches of 
Mr. Aulsley and the incumbent completely as they appeared in the local and 
rather ponservative newspaper, This particular article seems to be 
representative of the candidates positions on the major issues, We will 
not draw any conelusions in this leaflet. Although Mr. Aulsley's position 
very clearly represents that position most meaningful to better oS 
we feel that this is all that we can do with respect to voter education 
and maintain our non-partisan position. 

The Leon County registration office will open on S&turdays and one 
week night beginning in March. Our recently repeated request for taking 
the books into the community has been denied again (yesterday ). However, we 
know that the opening of the office on Saturday will be of great advantage to 
registering rural wokers who live in the outskirts of the county. 

We appreciated learning at the New Orleans conference that we could have 
one person to work an direct action and one for voter registration for at least 
a monthe This will be very helpful, and these persons should begin their month 
before March 3rd, as the books close éf/4/ for a month on April 3rd. This month 
will have to include very concentrated votér gregistration efforts. Also, it is 
imperative that the Quincy CORE group be serviced by someone who can get it 
started in direct action. Most of the nearly 300 strong group will help in 
voter registration, but as a CORE group they want and expect guidance on their 
first direct action program. It is getting very difficult to curb their 


enthusiasm——we must have a series of non-violent workshops with these people; 


I am of course, unable to find time to give them the guidance they need. They 


CE 


live in a community which is quite violent in nature, so we must have a program 
of training and selecting those to participate in the first project. If it is 
absolutely impossible to send these two persons for a month, I would like to 
propose an alternate plan which would provide us with at least something of what 
we need. With respect to voter registration, we plan to have a series of ten | 
mass meetings within a period of ten days. These meetings will be held in 
the ten natural areas of Gadsden County. Through such a series of meetings 
held just before the books close, we expect to reach and motivate a large 
majority of the population. This week will be a sort of Freedom Week, and it 
will certainly be responsible for the registration of hundreds of Negro voters, 
Reverend Elton Cox mentioned to me during a discussion we held at the 
conference that he whuld be willing to come to Gadsden County from any given 
Saturday until the next Saturday following to speak at freedom rallies in support 
of voter registration. I feel that the presence of an adult minister would 
be invaluable in rallying adult support and registration. Thus, if he were 
able to come for this one week period, the results might be quite significant. 
In this respect them, let me request that he be sent to us at a time convenient 
to you, him, and the freedom week campaign in Gadsden County, Second, as an 
alternate plan to the one—month--direct-——action person, may 1 request that 
Marvin Robinson who is familiar with &#he area, be allowed to come here for a 
week to train and guide the CORE group in their first action project? We have 
mentioned this possibility to hin, and he stated that with the permission of the 
National office, he would be willing to come. 

Finally, a few administrative details. We are in dire need of "I am 


registered, are you" buttons. We really could use at least a thousand right 


now in the two counties, and we are sure that this need will be greater very 


shortly. We must have these buttons to give to the new registrants, and we also 


feel that distributing these to influential previously registered voters will 
be helpful in increasing interest. People in Gadsden County particularly are 
very proud and enthusiastic about wearing "freedom now" pins—even adults to 
their places of work, and we need more of these, 

Next, we are having to move again Friday. I am fairly certain of getting 
a room in Quincy, and Judy has been offered temporary rooming space in a 
building owned by a member of the steering committee-—Mr. George Lewis. We 
will maintain the Big Bend Voter Education Campaign headquarters address as 
our mailing address—-403 North Macomb, Tallahassee, Florida. At present the 
person who is letting me stay with her is unwilling to accept Judy, and the 
only other solution to our living together in Quincy is to rent a house, which 
at this tine is not feasible because Judy needs to stay in Tallahassee, In this 
connection, I want to reinforce Judy's request for the two weeks back pay which 
she wtill hasn't received——she will need this immediately to continue living 
and to make this move. We are fairly certain that her room will be free, but 
she will have to make some contribution to the utility bill (which is high here), 
and she needs funds to pay bills in connection with the project until her 
expenses are reported and reimbursed. May I remind you that she was hired by 
telegram which I received January 15-——however her January 29th check was for only 
$24.09. The only other check she received was for this same amount on February 
12. Thus two weeks! money is missing. 

The trials of the four involved in voter registration have not come up yet, 


and it does seem likely that the charges will be quietly dropped. Reliable 


rumors indicate that the city commission of Quincy has decided that such 
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harrassment only encourages registration--which of course, is true in this 
case. We have also heard rumors of a bi-racial committee to be formed, I 
plan to attend the next city commission meeting. 

We are very much in need of a CORE car. Judy's car is serviceable in the 
city itself. Mine, however, broke down again between here and Quincy, and this 
is very bad at night or any time, actually. In order to service the outlying 


districts of these counties and to meet all the speaking appointments we have, 


we must have at least one reliable car.

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In the past week several important things germain to the project

have happened. First, a steering committee for Gadsden County has 
been formalized. Lthis committee met on Saturday night last and 
decided to conduct a concentrated registration drive called 
"Operation Citizenship" during the last two weeks in March (just 
fore the books close). ‘There will be a mass meeting for voter 
recistration in each of the ten areas in the county, and a combined

the end of Merch would be appropriate. 


in the last week we have 5 Joe! aG tour churches and reechecd 
approximately 390 people in this manner. Jlonight there is a fund 
raising musical benefit program for the project. 

in the city election of this last Tuesday which rem lted in 
the loss By the liberal candidate, we participated in that we 
d&stributed leaflets explaining the positions of the two cadidates 

th regard to race relations, utility bills and city exvansione 

These leaflets were placed in the Negro areas of the city. 


We are still waiting to hear whether we can have a person 


in direct action and one in voter education for a month each, 
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We have received a request from another group in Gadsden 
County for the formation of a CORE group, but because of the 
lack of staff to service a new chapter and the envelvement with 
Quincy COnb in the voter registration campaign, we have bes 
unable to encourage th&s group except to urge them to travel 


some distance to attend Quincy COKE meetings. 


We are still awaiting the arrival of a large number of 
"I Am Registered" buttons. We are in the process of going: 
to all the churches in both counties for speaking and workshops, 
ond it is necessary to have these buttons available to nersons 
who have registered. we are also »nlacing "Our Church Record 


Of Registered Voters" books in all the churches we go to. 


Although we are having difficulty breaking through the 
apathy of Leon County, several things have been happening lately 
to indicate that some of this is being overcome, The recent 
city election in which a sincere and progressive man advocating 
equal employment and enjoyment of public facilities lost to 
a typical southern segregationist. The good man's support came 
from a handfull of white liberals, the Negro middle class, and the 
people in the area of this office who may be termed low-income or 
no-income. Political analsists as well as the influential 
Negro leaders who have not been particularly helpful in our 
drive have agreed that Mr. Ausley's margin of loss could have 
been taken up by the registered Negro voters who were not reached 
by Mr, Ausley's basically middle class campaign plus those 


Negroes who were not registered at the time of the election, 


We have been urging the sympathetic candidates to campaign in 
the lower-income areas to no avail until now, However, in the 
past few days, important Negro ministers who belong to a faltering 
group in Tallahassee dedicated to registtration have expressed 
their desire to revitalize the old registration campaign by 
supplying us with canvassers, transportation and financial aid. 
low well this will work out remains to be seen, However, the 
upcoming elections plus this recent but very instructive failure 
plus our continued prodding, urging, and occassional news stories 
about our successes seems to be bearing some fruit in Leon County, 

In Gadsden Cognty, the picture is quite different, and the 
program outlined above seems almost sure of significant sucess, 

}//¢/ We received Marsha's telegram concerning the stete of 
our reguest for additional temporary aid. We hope that this week 
will see us with another person in direct action as well as someone 
to work on voter education and registration, 

ve have begun a vital and concentrated fund raising drive in 


hopes of raising the money to pay our monthly bills,

Lhe developments in the coordinated project between the 
Big Bend Voter Education Campaign and the Community Awakening 
Crusade seems to indicate that the effort will be of value in 
the voter education project. Older community leaders have been 
drawn in, and concentrated canvassing has begun in all of the 
precincts, in Leon County. Lists of all staff in a given 
area, such as FAMU University, or Negro county schools are 
being prepared in the Big Bend office. these lists 2re being 
checked against the registration books. fersonal contacts 
are being made with each non-registgered person. tncluded with 
this report are sample letters sent to non-registered PaAuU 
faculty and staff, both pyrged and never-registered. Also 
included with this report are two statements made from the 
research done by our groupe The statement to Dr. Gore will 
form the basis of his remarks in the faculty-staff bullété&n. 
The statement to Mr, Manning will form the basis of his remarks 


to the student body. This general approach will bs used with all 


sych Lists we can formulate. The coordinated effort with tne 
Community Awakening Crusade and the Big bend Voter HEdudation 


campaign seems to be an improvement in the activities of this 
last month before the books close. In brief, we now have more 
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people working on voter registration, there 1s a screater utilization 


of physical resources, and we are managing to draw in the services 


and influence of such persons as Dr. Gore, who were previously 
hesitant to cooperate. The program in Leon County then, i8 
progressing at a rapid and effective speed, and we feel that a 
substantial incresse in registration should result. 

in Gedsden County the originally presented program is now 
being implemented. Ihe mass meeting with James Farmer will attract 
a great number of people, and it will be the first real mass meeting 
for cxvil rights ever neldin the county. We are training the freedom 
whoir for this engagement and for the ll other mass meetings to be 
held in the county before Avril 4th. Interracial teams will serve 
as ushers for the James Parmer meeting. Leaflets on this meeting 
will be put out all over the county. News travels very fast by 
word of mouth in this county, and we feel that this initial 
meeting wll stimulate voter registration and the awareness of the 
project itself, deadlines, etc. in a very significant wayi in this 
eting andthe subsequent meetings in each of the areas of Gadsden 


County, the central points for transportation into Quincy toregister 
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e have felt that having Negro candidates run for county offices 
would greatly stimulate registration. One minister, Rev. Crutcher, 
said that he might do this, however, do to a death in his family, 

he has been out of town this week, and the filing deadline is March 
7th, next Tuesday. lI learned that the fee for filing is $60, a 
percentage of the salary of the county commissioner. frerhaps if 

he reburns before Monday, he will decide to do this, and persons in 
the community will consent to help him with making this fee. 


The next few weeks will be very important as concentrated drives 


will be taking place in both counties. Also, tie lMardh on Tallahassee, 
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which is to take place on March 27th, 


should stimulate some interest 


in Leon and Gadsden Counties in the problem of civil rights, with 


registration as one of the solutions. 


Nany of the people in the 


area of Frenchtown are being drawn into the commando group for this 


march and into other plans, and we hope that this involvement will 


influence others in the community to take more than a small part in 


the voter education project.

It has come to the attention of this effort to register 
as many Negroes in this county as possible that your name 
is not on the county registration books. This may be for 
several reasons. Perhaps you have recently moved to Leon 
County and do not meet the residence requirement of six 
months. Perhaps you have not been interested in Yoting 
until this time, 


Whatever the reason may be, it is important that Negroes 
in Leon County register and vote. Wwe have elections coming 
up_ soon in the county--a sheriff, a tax collector and others 
will be voted om. We have the governor's election in May, 
and we must be prepared to vote in that-election. And of 
course, in November, American citizens will decide who is 
to be our next president--we must be prepared to elect a 
man who will represent our needs and desires, 


For this reason we are urging you to register before 
the books close on April fourth. On that day you will lose 
your opportunity to register until after the county and state 
elections. Therefore, it is necessary that you register to 
vote before April 4th. And it is also necessary that you vote 
in the elections which will follow that day. 


In order to be eligible to vote in all county, state 
and national elections, you should go to the courthouse on 
Monroe street (first floor, first door to the left) and 
register there. All that you must do is sign your name. 
You may register if you are 21 or over, have lived in the 
state a year and Leon County for 6 months. That office is 
open from 8=5 on weekdays, until 9 at night on Thursdays, 
and on Saturday morning from 8-12 noon, 


If you live in the city limits, you should also go 
to city hall, across from the main post office (first floor 
desk in hall}. The requirements are the same as above 
ers Oe a you must have lived within the city limits for 
montns. 


Finally, if there is anyone in your household who 
also meets these requirements, urge him or her to register 
and vote also. lf you need further information or 
transportation, call the above number.

The voter registration project has been stepped up in these 
final weeks before the books close. In Leon County a concentrated 


canvassing and registration program has been under way. ‘The county 


_ 


has been divided into the 13 precincts having Negroes. A precinct 


leader with area leaders under him have been assigned to each 


précinct. City buses have been hired, and people have been carried 


to the registration office in large numbers. On one Thursday night, 


179 persons wers taken by bus to the office and registered in ma 
two hour period. The registration office has bien maintaining its 
full staff for this evening registration, and we.are able to 
register large numbers of persons in a relatively short time. 
Our leaflets have been placed in all the churches and in the 
Negro business area. All unregistered employees of FAMU and 
county sbhools are being contacted personally with the information 
in hand that they are not registered. Last Sunday was citizenship 
Sunde¥ in the churches, with sermons framed around the idea of 
registration and voting. 

In Gadsden County, several methods are being used to encourage 
people to register. There has been house-to-house canvassing, 


speaking in churches, and the mass meeting with James Farmer this 


last Monday. Enclosed are press releases regarding Farmer's 


—s 
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speaking in Quincy. Also enclosed are copies of articles printed 


in the Tallahassee Democrat and the St. Fetersburg Times regarding 


Farmer's appearance here in North Florida. Farmer's pres3 
conference was televised and shown on local stations, and radio 


interviews with him were also broadcaste@. The mass meeting was 


quite a success in Quincy. Many people attended, there were 


school teachers and a principal on the program, and we feel that 


the meeting will servi to enoumrage and spread the word about 

voter registration. Busses and cars are being used in Gadsden 
County to transport persons to the offices during these last weeks. 
The Tallahassee CORE group has organized a CORE group in Midway, 

a small town in Gadsden County. This makes two CORE groups in that 
county now. Midway CORE is devoting its efforts to registration, 
and a minister there is handling transportation. The other 
communities in the county are being serviced by the speaker's 
bureau from Quincy CORE, and programs and speeches in churches have 
been conducted in these communities. Three local night clubs in 
Quincy have agreed to let us speak Saturday night, and we feel t hat 


this will serve to contact a number of peopleé.e

A great deal of confusion has arksen regarding the March on 
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lallahassee.e Since we have been involved as a part of the Tallahassee 
Community and also as full time civil rights workers, it does seem 
necessary to include a brief explanation. About a month ago the 
snureh work Committes of the NAACP announced a march on Tallahassee 
to be held on the 27th of March, This press release stated that 

Reve GO. K. Steele would be chairman of the state committee on the 
march, wWhen kev. Steele heard that he had be appointed state 
chairman, he celled upon us, ths local CORE group, the local 

NAAGP, Liberl Forum (an FSU religious group), the intercivic 

Gouncil (a local SCi.t af*‘lliate) and other interested groups. 

A local march committes was formed from members of these csroupse 

At the first meeting, this grovp assigned duties to itself which 
covered all the local arrangements. Shortly following this a 
meeting was held in Tallahassee of the state committee. All persons 
invited were NAACP persons. Frank O'Neill, president of Tallahasse e 
CORE heard about this meeting and literally “sat-in". Be.vore he 


"We have 


idertified himself, a member of the committee told Frank 
to make this march a success because CORE has been getting so much 
publicity that pressure is being put on us to do something." Frank 
then introduced himself as president of Tallahassee CORE. Ata 
subsequent local committee meeting we decided that (1) there was 
not time to ad@quetly plan for the march (2) the state conmittee 
should have representatives on it from all civil rights groupse 


For this reason we requested a state committee meeting in Tampa.

This was two weeks before the planned march date. The group from 


Tallahassee which went to the Tampa meeting was composed of members 
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of the groups indicated above. This local group was together 

100% that the march should be postponed and that its scope should 
be widened to include all civil rights groups. At the Tampa 

meeting we presented our suggestion. After much heated debate 

and some rather strong lanpugge, the group voted dowm a postponement, 
8-7, disregardine the locszl committee's statement that it did not 
have t ime to plan and prepare for an effective program and that 
there was not time to train personelf to prevent the violence that 
we had. reason to believe might arise from an unplanned march, 

The Tallahassee group voted in a bloc with several other persons 
joining us, including Father Gibson of liiami who sSated that no 
eroups in Miami had been contacted, The itxecutive Secreta 

the ACLU in Florida also voted for postponement. He stated that 
civen adagquete time, thousands of persons could come from Miami, 
including Jewish @roups, labor organizations, etc., as well as 
the CORE and NAACP groups. He also stated that the ACLU could 
raise large sums of money for the march if they had time (at this 
point now, one day before the march is to take place, there is still 
not-a penny in the march fund). After the group decided to have 

the march on the 27th anyway, it was suggested by one of the 

NAACP people there that the local committee might refuse to work 
since it voted against the March 27th date. iie stated then that 
although we opposed the date we understood that the sucess of the 
march would reflect on the entire movement, not just the NAACP, 


and we would be willing to do all thet we could to fullfill the 


duties we had taken upon us. 


We urged at the conclusion of the meeting that the merch be 
publicized as "The state-wide civil rights march on Tallahassee" 
rather than an "NAACP March on Tallahassee" as had been done 
formerly. we suggested names of other civil rights groups in the 
state which should be contacted immediately by telegram or special 
delivery letter, The ACLU representative gave the Field Secretary 
for the NAACP, Mr. Robert Saunders, a list of civil rights groups 
in Miami which should be contacted. in leaving the meeting, we 
were quite disappointed to think of the short time we had to 
prepare, but we did feel that the march would be integrated, and 
would represent all civil rights groups. Upon our return to 
lal lahassee, we began immediately upon plans for the march, such 
as the thousand details necessary in obtaining Jf.A. systems, 
rest facilities, first aid facilities, speakers, etc. in good 
faith the ACLU representative promised to contact singing groups 
in Miami and to attempt to get some nationally known person such 
regory to attend, Shortly after the Tampa meeting, howevey 
press releases came out about the march from the NAACP. Important 
Broups in ldiami and around the state continued to be ignored, and 
only NAACP groups were contacted by Mr. Saunders, although he had 
agreed to contact the groups on the lists we provided. At this 
point, groups in Miami began to state that they were pulling out 
of the march and would not attend, On Mondsy of this week Mr, 
Saunders came to Tallahassee and notified the local committee to 


stop all of bts preparations for the march--he would handle these 


things. That day no one on the local committee was able to contact 


Mr. Saunders to get an explanation of thissyatement, and on Monday 
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after fruitless hours wasted in trying to ascertain what we should 
and should not be doing, members of the local committee went to 
“r. Saunder's hotel at 12:30 AeM. Tuesday morning and sat there 
until he came out to discuss the march. At that time we presented 
the following grievances and suggestions: (1) the march should 

be rerouted--it was planned to take the group through several 
blocks of Negro neighborhood, under an underpass and into a 
baseball field some di stance from the capitol itself, never 


approaching a white business area or the capitol. (2) Mr. 


Seunders shouvc stop issuing press releases in the name of the 
NAACP and bill the warch as a coordinated effort between civil 
rights groups (3) the program itself should include leaders of 


all civil ut ghts groups and at least one white person should be 
asked to give an adress, (4) the local cowittee should be 
informed of Mr. Saunder's activities so as not to duplicate work. 
Mr. Saunders said that he would contact us in the morning. iie 
waited all day for Mr. Seunders to contact us and return our calls. 
That night around midnight, after unsuccessful efforts to contact 


him, we again sat in at his hotel. This time he said that he would 


'be frank with us". “e said that the march is an NAACP march, the 
route could not be changed, "other persons" are in charge of the 
program, and if we had any complaints, we could call Roy Wilkins 
or Mr. Rutledge Pearson--state president of the NAACE. He, kr. 
Saunders, had nothing further to say. ie asked what meetings were 


scheduled for the next day--he said nothing had been planned, that 


next Qi morning we read in the newspapers that at 6:00 that 


morning Mr. Saunders and members of the NAACF executive board had

held the meeting with the governor which had formerly been 

scheduled for after the march. Kev. Steele, chairman of both the 
local and the state committees was not invited to this meeting. 

Ve also learned on Wednesday that Rev. Steele and the local committe 
had been "fired". ve also learned that most of our local committee 
work was being duplicated by Mr. Saunders and his co-workers. 

Upon reporting these facts to the ACLU and the Miami CORE group, 
these people withdrew, and the ACLU issued a press release condemnin 


the actions of the NAACP. Miami CORE plans to remain in kiami

The meeting 
broke up after we ascertained that Mr. Saunders felt that the 


state aWd local governments had been "most generous" in "granting" 


us the priveldge of walking through a Negro neighborhood and 


meeting in a formerly segregcated bell-park.

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the very least we could do would be to march to the capitol and 


that we should tell the governor's office this and not ask again.

Mr. Saunders had to leave and the meeting broke upe de had 


informed us that our request to have a white person on the 
program would be granted. Later that evening, Mrs. George 
Lewis, a prominent person in the community wno hes been heldpful 
to the movement and who is white was contacted by Mr. Saunder's 
staff and asked. if she could suggest a white minister to give 

the invocation. She said that it was too late for her to be 

able to find such a person. tLater that evening, about 1:50 AeMey 
the local croup, incldding Rev. Steele and father Brooks felt 
compelled to go to Ir. Saunders again and attempt to work 


something. oute Ue did not see the group, but one of his 


colleagues informed us that the nightly visits reeked of “gestapo” 
tactics. they did promise, however, to see the governor in the 


morning and chapge the route--a telegram was Bent to the governor 
that night informing him that the route had been dhanged and that 
we would see him in the morning to make the mecessary adjustments. 
Needless to say, Thursday morning, the governor's assistant informed 
the NAACP group that it could not accept the new route and that 
it could not be changed--the group acfepted this directive without 
protest. 

This is a general picture of what has happened. We are greatly

48 hours before th march.(5) that the authority of the state 
chairman, Rev. Steele andthe authority and work of the local 
commnittee--including all local civil rights groups+ehas been 
ignored and the work wasted. Zfdy (6) that lir. Saunders has 
refused to communicate with the local committee and has Prined” 
‘both the chairman and the members. (7) that the governor's office 
was permitted to plan the route of the program. (8) that the 

WAACP is the only group represented on the program. (9) that 

wnat could have Deen a successful protest demonstration on a 
state-wide basis has turned into a march through a Negro 
neighborhood by the NAACF. (10)finally, the element of violence 

has hot been successfully coped with. Groups which offered to 
provide and train march marshalls two weeks in advance of the 

march have bean denied the right to do this, and the march marshalls 
Yor the group are a social club at FAMY, to be trained the night 
before the march. (11) groups which the local committee contacbéd 

to entertain at the program have been told they are not on the 
program, such as the Quincy COR freedom choir and other entertaines 
from Miami. (12 ) finally, that the “list of civil rights leaders 
in the state” to be recognized and commended at the program include 
three persons in the NAACP whom nobody has heard of--all persons 


connected with direct action--sitting in, jail-ins, the four childra

The following is a detailed and hopefully objective report on the entire 
situation regarding the March on Tallahassee, which tock place on the 27th 
of last month, Because the march and its ramifications have produced a great 
deal of publicity, reflecting adversely on the civil rights movement, because 
the field staff of CORE and ite Florida chapters are so intimately involved, 
and because we feel that this incident is either a symptom of or beginning 
of a serious split in the Fhorida movement, I do consider it necessary to 
present this particular view of the situation, As the report will show, 
this dissension is not really inter-organizational as the newspapers would 
indicate, but rather it reflects a basic division between those manbers of 
all Florida civil rights groups regardless of their very strong organisational 
ties, Many groups in the state have already entered requests that certain 
leaders in the NAACP be removed, as these groups feel that these certain 
leaders are responsible for the very unhappy events surrounding the march, 
However, this report seeks only to present the facts as we see them, We 
are presenting these incidents in a chronological order in hopes that the 
Feport:will indicate something of our reaction to the unfolding of events,

A brief announcement appeared in most newspapers stating that the 
Church Work Committee of the NAACP State Organization had just formulated, 
over the weekend, plans for a Mareh on Tallahassee to occur on March the 
27th, Reve C.K. Steele of Tallahassee (who was not present at this meeting) 
was nemed state chairman for the march. 


Rev. Steele announced in Intercivic Couneil meeting in Tallahassee that 
he had been appointed state chairmen of the March on Tallahassee and that a 
meeting of the state committee would take place that following Tuesday at 
11330 A.M, at his church, 


March 9, 1964-—-Monday 
Frank O'Neill, President of Tallahassee CORE was informed that his presence 
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at the committee meeting to be held Tuesday was wmecessary.

By calling several churches, Frank ascertained that the aforementioned 
meeting would take place at noon at the Parish House of the Episcopal Chapel, 
Father Brooks being the priest there, Uninvited, Frank entered the meeting. 
The first person he encountered in the meeting drew him aside and said, "We 
really have to work in order to make this march a success, CORE has been 
getting all the publicity in this state lately, and we have order to make 
this a successful NAACP march." Frank then introduced himself as president 


of the Tallahassee Chapter of CORE, much to the embarrassment of his informant. 


At this meeting it was revealed that Father David H. Brooks, NAACP member in 
Tallahassee, had been appointed local chairman of the march, All persons 
at this meeting were members of the NAACP Church Work Committee except Mr. 


0 'Neill. 


March 11, 1964--Wednesday 

A frontepage article appeared in the St. Petersburg Times announcing the 
march again, A picture of Rev. Steele and Father Brooks was including, naming 
them as state and local chairmen, respectively. The march was billed as an 
NAACP Church Work Committee project. 


March 13, 1964—Friday. 
Father Brooks, as chairman of the local committee for the march, called — 


a meeting of leaders of the active civil rights groups in Tallahassee, At this 


meeting were myself, Frank O'Neill, Judy Benninger (Task Force), Rosemary 
Dudley (Sec, Tallahasseee CORE), Rev. Daniel Speed (local NAACP), Daisy 
Young (local NAACP), Rev. Steele, Rev. Loften (local NAACP and Midway CORE), 


and Rev. Goodan (NAACP). Liberal Forum, a group which was to come in shortly, 


was represented in that Miss Dudley is also secretary to that grotpe 
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This was the first meeting to which membérs of any group other than the 
Church Work Committee of the NAACP had been invited, Naturally, we had 
many questions regarding the March, We wanted to know the following things: 
(1) Is the march to be a coprdinated effort of all Florida civil rights 
groups? (2) Will these groups be includéd in the planning and the program 
of the march? (3) Have leaders of these groups been contacted heretofore? 
Rev. Steele assured us that it was his impression that the march would be 
a coprdinated effort, similar to the March on Washington, He further stated 
that a representative from each group would be on the program, To meet the 
question raised in (3), we decided to call a meeting on the following Tuesday, 
March 17, in Tampa, to continue planning of the march, We asked Rev, 3teele 
to invite leaders of all groups in Florida to this meeting, and to make 
them officiel members of the state committee, Right at this meeting he called 
Mr, Robert Saunders, Field Secretary for the NAACP in Florida and gave him 
the names we had suggested and asked that telegrams be sent inviting these 
persons to the Tampa meeting, He agreed to do this, 

The rest of the meeting was devoted to assigning to ourselves the many 
tasks involved in preparing for such a march, Upon considering all of the 
work which needed to be done, the lack of statewide coordination, the short 
time in which to obtain nationally known speakers and entertainers, the 
local committee decided to reccommend that the march be postponed at least 
a month in order that it realise an optimum in success and effectiveness, 
Rev. Steele appointed myself, Frank, Judy, Rosemary and Father Brooks as 
members of the state committee and urged us to come to Tampa to present 
the opinions and suggestions we had raised. Finally, we decided that we 


would need at least $1,000 to prepare for the march, Rev. Steele indicated 
that the local Intercivic Council would probably provide 9150 and the local 


NAACP branch $200, I mentioned that I would contact national CORE for funds, 


and Rev. Steele noted that the state NAACP would undoubtedly be willing te 
provide a large sum, We were certain that Miami CORE and local groups in 
Niemi would provide same money were they invited to participate in the plamung 
of the march, As Marvin Righ indicated to me by phone later that evening, 
mational CORE could not at that time provide any fiumds, but with sufficient 
time to consider the proposal and build up funds, some contribution could 
be counted on, We also felt that there was insufficient tine between that 
Gay and the 27ths to adaquately invalve the Miami groups to the extent that 
they would contribute and be able to participate fully. 


In arriving at the state NNACP office in Tampa Tuesday morning, we found 
that the State office was just gh Shek Simp sending out the first letter 
notifying its branches of the mreh, We noticed that the letter was sent 
under the title of the HAAG? Gursh \iark Committee, ami not the statesdde 
commi thee op the Mexrgh op Talishassee, a5 Rev. “Steele was assured by Mr, 
Saunders it would be, 

At the meeting, in additéon to the Tallahassee contingent mentioned 
ahove, vere Steve Jones of Miami (Executive Seeretary of the Florida Ameriean 
Civil Liberties Union), Dr, Marshall 5, Jones (executive ecumittee menber of 
the Gainesville NAACP Branch) and members of the Church Work Committee, Father 
Theodere Gibson of Miami NAACP was there; Father Gibson had read in the 
newspaper that he was chairman of the camittee for the program of the 
march, and had come to the state committee meeting to ascertain his 
responsibilities in this regard, 
that the march be postponed, explaining that it would be almost impossible 
to carry out the duties assigned te it in the short time remaining for the 
march. Immediately the president of the Church Work Committee, Rev. MeKicsick, 


stated that the state committee there in attedianee was actually "the child * 
of the Church Work Committee, and only the Church Work Comittee could make 
such decisions, This raised the question of whether or not# the march vas, 
in fact, to be a coordinated effort with representation from all civil rights 
groups, or whether it was to be an NAACP march, Rev. “teele asked Mr, Jawnders 
about this in the presence of the group, and Mr. Saunders indicated that 

it would be a coordinated effort and that we did, in fact, have the right to 


vote on such matters of policy. In order to help the group to decide, the 
local committee presented its repert to the state committee, and each area 
of paanning, such as rest facilities, program, ete. as reported, indicated 
that not sufficient time remained to effectively carry out committee duties, 
Me, Jones (ACLU), Father Gibson (Miami NEACP), Father Brooks (Tallahassee 
NAACP) myself, Frenk O'Neill and Judy and Rosemary voted to postpone the 
march, lx. Jones of Gainesville Abstained, The remaining eight persons, 
all members of the NAACP Church York Committee (none from Tallahassee), voted 
against postponement. Thus the march was te go on as scheduled by a vote of 
Sa7, At this point a member of the Clurch Work Comnittee indicated that 
since the entire Tallahassee delegation voted against the 27th, perhaps it 
would refuse to coopernte in helping to make the march a success, Most people 
there were appalled at the suggestion, and we restated our interest in and 
support of the march, We said that we would do everything in our power to 
make it a success, 

We asked Mr. Saunders to change the title of letters sent to branches, 
and we further asked that all subsequent press releases be from the “State 
Committee on the March on Tallahassee, inciting all the civil rights 
groups". We gave him a list of civil rights organizations and sympathetic 
groups such as the American Jewish Congress, laber groups, etc, We further 


asked that each of these groups be contacted and asked to suggest one member 
to represent their group on the resi Mr, Saunders assured us that this 
would be done, 

Therefore we left the meeting feeling that we would have to work day and 


night to complete the preparations effectively (all of which had been left 
in the hands of the local committee, i.e, CORE), but we felt that the march 
would be an alleout effort, representing the entire movement in the state, 


A local meeting of the NAACP in Tallahassee, at which Mr. Saunders and 
were present 
members of the iocal committee for march arrangements) took place, The local 
NAACP branch refused to advance us any fundseelir, Saunders had no idea of 
where money would come from. Mr. Saunders refused to discuss march preparations 


with any of the local people, 


The local committee for the march met, Duties assigned to various 
groups were discussed, and each sub-committee made a report. Dr. Jones had 
sent a graduate student from Gainesville to Tallahassee to work full time on 
the march, and he acted as coordinator, The progress in obtaining such 
items as the P.A. systems, rest facilities, first aid facilities, etc., 
thth was reported, and at that time we felt that we had all preparations 
pretty well under contrel, In good faith, the Miami people had gone on 
teVe announcing the march and urging groups to come, At this meeting we 
learned that several thousand people were planning to attend just from that 
area, We were disturbed that Mr. Saunders bed continued to Assue press releases 


in the name of the NAACP concerning the march, However, on Saturday night 
before the march, it seemed that we had most things ready, pending the 


final day-today work still ahead, 


Tallahassee CORE volunteered to make 500 picket signa, Liberal Forun 


was arranging public address systems, platforms, etc., and the Miami people 
were getting together entertaining groups, I volunteered the Quincy COPE 
Freedom Choir, Ali national speakers had declined invitations to speak saying 
that there was not time enough for then to fit the march into their schedules,

Mr, Robert Saunders came to Tallahassee and ordered that all local 
committees were relieved of their duties and that they should discontinue 
any plans made and cease to function, Father Brooks was relieved of his 
position as local chairman, This was not said to us personally, and we 
spent the day looking for Mr. Saunders trying to find out if this were really 
tmme,. Levee sums of money had already been tied up in these puepenations, 
including phone calls, money promised for posters, P.A. systems, etc., and 
we were very disturbed that all of the time and money would be wasted, On 
this day we were in constant contact with Miami people who stated that they 
had not been invited to the march, that they had heard nothing about it, and 
they were cancelling all arrangments to come, I spoke with Rougeau and 
A.D, Moors who were very disturbed about the situation and wanted more 
information. People in Quincy were also concerned, and Judy's friends in 
the Gainesville NAACP were also wondering what was happening, 

James Farmer aeme to Tallahassee that day, and for the benifit of the 
marsh he spoke favorably of it at this press conference, and he stated that 
CORE was working in coordination with the NAACP for the march, By midnight, 
no one from the local group had been able to contect Mr. Saunders fur 
Clarification, In a desparate effort to commmicate with Mr. Saunders, who 


refused to return our calls, a group of Tallahassee CORE people and the 


coordinator from Gainesville went to Mr. Saunder's hotel and woke him 


up, begging to be informed of what was happening in connection with the march, 
Specifically, they wanted to know (1) why groups other than CORE hadn't been 
notified of the march, (2) why the local committees had been relieved of their 
duties, (3). If the program would include all civil rights groups, and who 


exactly was to be on the program. (4) an objection to the route of the march 
route 


was raised, The governor's assistant, we found, had planned the — 
he heard the initial announcement about the march, and the NAACP had accepted 
this route. The Soute began at Florida A-& M. University, went through a 
Negro neighborhood, through an underpass under the main road in tow to 

a usually segregated ball park, rumning three Biecks from the capitol itself, 
A contingent of 300 would be permitted to come to the capitol itsd&f Bor 


a brief program, We felt that the entire group should go to the capitol. 
Mr. Saunder's answer to all of these questions and objections was that he 
had everything under controle-he offered no concrete answer, 

Tuesday morning we read in the newspaper that Mr. Saunders and members 
of the executive board of the NAACP head held the meeting with the governor 
which was to have taken place the day of the march, R@¥, Steele was not 


invited to attend that meeting with the governor, and Father Brooks was 
Called et 83:15 in the morning, fifteen minutes before th 8:30 conference, 
We were upset that he had not informed of uf this meeting the previous 
evening, and that the civil rights contingent was all-NAACP and all-Negro, | 
During Tuesday we heard that much of our work was being duplicated by Mr. 
Saunders, We tried fruitiessly to reach him all-day Tuesday, and finally, 
Tuesday night around midnight we decided to go again to his hotel and try 
to get some satisfaction from him, /fZ/tjgGf 


At this midnight meeting Mr. Saunders was quite angry that we should 


bother him at such a late hour, He said, "I will be frank with you," He 


said that the march is an NAACP march, “persons other than" himself are in 
Charge of the program, and he didn't know who would be on it, and if we had 
any suggestions, we could take it up with Rutledge Peagson (state president) 


or Roy Wilkins, 


A local committee meeting for the march, which had been previously 
scheduled, was held, We had invited Mr. Saunders to attend. We again posed 
to him the questions we had been attempting to gain answers fo, In answer 
to the question, “can you tell us who is on the program?", Mr. Saunders 
replied to me “Well, if you want to be on the program, you can." Mr, 
Saunders informed us that he felt the state government had been "generous" 
in allowing us to walk through the Negro neighborhood to the segregated 
balifield, We further asked that a white person be placed on the program 
in order that the state officials understand that the Florida movement is 
integrated, He assured us that this had already been taken care of, Father 
Brooks then reported that it was his considered opinion that the march route 
should be changed because he believe that marching the people within three 
blocks of the capitel, where they could see it but not approach it, under 
an underpass with police undoutedly standing on the bridge above, would so 
incite the people that we would lose control of the crowl, He said that we 
should send a letter to the governor telling him of the change in route, 
Mr, Saunders said he was to see the governor in the morning, and he wuld 
elaborate on our telegram letter. 
Later in the evening, Mre.George Lewis, ppopinent white wife of the 


president of a local bank, and who has been very helpful in the Tallahassee 
movement, was Called by Saunders, He wanted her to "find a white minister" 
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In order to again attempt to ascertain what plans were, the Tallahassee 
CORE nucleus and 3ev. Steele and F ther Brooks, as an evening of further 
discussion, decided at 1:30 a.m. Thursday morning they should try to see

Mr, Saundexs refused to see the delegation, but one of his assistants 
suggested that the nightly visits were similar to "Gestapo" tactics, However, 
we were assured that Mr. Saunders would see the governor and t@]) him of the 
Ghange of route, The t&Regram was then sent to the governor, When Mr, 
Saunders gaw the governor in the morning he was informed that the state 
could not accept the new route, Mr, Saunders accepted this non-acceptance, 
andi did not tell the governor that the march would take the new route regardless, 
as he had promised us. Greatly confused, the governor's office called Father 
Brocks for clarification (since both he and Mr, Saunders had signed the 
telegram), Father Brooks told the governé#'s assistant to ignore anything 
Mr, Saunders might say and to consider the route changed, Father Brooks 
promised the governor's assistant thet Saunders would call him later in the 
day, expressing concurement with the new route, The governor's office was 
satisfied, 

Later, that evening, the pre-arranged state committee meeting on the 
march was held as planned, ome members of the NAACP Church Work Committee 
attended, including all the of Tallahassee people formerly on the committee, 
Mr, Saunders refused to come to report to this committee, and he was holding 
a closed meeting in his hotel at the time of our meeting, We reported the 
decet¥t and confusion to the state committee and left in utter confusion, 
The Tallahassee people went to Rev. Steele's house, Rev. Goodan, a friend 


of Rev, Steele's, was in the secret meeting with Saunders, He came to Rev, 


Steele's house and reported to us what had transpired. First, he said, 
Mr, Sammders had contacted the governor, insisting that the telegram (which 
he had signed) was out of order, that any persons who attempted to deviate 
from the march route and who tried to go to the capitol should be arrested, 
Second, Ruby Hurley, who had been in the background all the time, saw Rev. 
Steele's name on the program to bring creetings from the local NAACP chapter, 
and she said, "scratch his name from that program, he wears too many faces, “ 
At this point, we were all throoughly disgusted, and decided to notify 
all Tallahassee groups of these developments, 


At BfJJ/ 3:00a.m., a meeting was held of leaders of all Tallahassee 
groups. We decided to pull our people out of the march, but we continued 
the policy of refusing to issue press releases in order to maintain a good 
public image, for the entire civil rights movement, 

At ten in the morning we had an observer on the field where the march 
was to gather, By noon all who were coming had assembled, An announcement 
was made on the P.A, system that "all NAACP groups should line up", The 
Gainesville NAACP Youth Council (the only really integrated group) had been 
informed of the events leading up to the march, and when they heard this, 
they took a vote on whether or not to participate, They decided unamimously 
to withdraw, They dropped their picket signs and walked to a corner, Joined 
hands, sang "We shall overcome", and left the area, This left about 1,600 
people for the march, The 500 signs provided by Tallahassee CORE were 
distributed, and the march began, with Mr, Saunders and Miss Hurley leading 


the march Hundreds of policement were on hand, guarding 


all possible entrances to the capitol grounds, Persons in the march

were becoming disgusted as they realized that they were not going to the capitol 
after all, By the time the group had "marched" the few blocks to the ball 
field, about 1,000 were left. The program began with the master of ceremonies 
announcing that “here were are at the capitol". About ten people spontaneéualy 
asked "when are we going to the capitol?". At this point the yojmger people 
began getting up and tearing their pickets signs offf the sticks and walking 
out. Shortly after, a collection was taken, and all but about 300 people 


got up and walked out in disgust. ‘Several mmdred towns people had gathered 
ground the capitol itself waiting for the march to come there, and they 
left thet area shortly, 

The program itself included four NAACP speakers, one of which is a 
Tallahassee man who has been termed a thorough “mele Tom" here, There was 
one solo. Outstanding "civil rights leaders" were cited-—«mostly obscure 
NAACP people, some of whose deeds were done up to 20 years ago, none of whom 
had been arrested, No personf from any other civil rights group was on 
the program, and it was all-legro, 

CORE is being held responsible for the failure of the march, However, 
this report should indicate where the blame really lies, We worked witold — 
hours prepering for the program and attempting to make it on all-out effort. 
CORE refused to issue any press statement condemning the march, and even though 
Rev. Steele and Father Brooks have held press conferences condemning the march 
and its leadership, we have refrained, However, we are very disturbed about 
this failure, and will do everything we can to avoid such an occurance in 
the fubere, although it seems that it was impossible to avoid this one, 
regardless of what we may have dene, Many NAACP branches are upset about 
the march and have individually condemned Mr, Saunders and Mise Hurley. 

We know that it will be years before a march can be called again in Tallahassee 


because people will no longer trust such en effort.

As a faculty member (instructor in Humanities), my own work in the 
movement has been limited largely to aiding and abetting the Student 
Group in pioketing, eto. I am, for whatever its worth, a member of 
the executive comm ttee of the NAACP adult braph; my wife is a member 
of the NAACP Youth Council and the Gainesville Women. 


It is my judgment that the OR movement, properly understood, is 
not represented by any of these organizations. 


NAACP here is no more or no less than a run-of-the-mill Florida 
branch unit; it ie led unequivocally by Negro ministers and business 
men of markedly conservative BEM temperaments, none of whom have had 
any experience worthy of note in direct action. The Voters’ Leagu 
restricts its activity to voters registration work, to some sonsider- 
able success. The Human Relatione Council is altogether unmilitant 
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and extraordinarily unattractive to those who are militant. The 
Gainesville Women is an auxilifary, at best, for the Student Group 
(and varticularly for ite faculty leadership), and an ococasional 
project ally of the NAACP.-Voters' League complex (eg., a local 
voters registration drive that involved all the organizations 

Lieted with the exception of SPY). The membership of the Gainesville 
Women, while considerable, is nevertheless reducible to ladies no 
more or no less militant than the Human Relations Council. The 
Student Peace Union is distracted by peace movement work and ought 
not to be taken seriously as a CR organization. 


This leaves us the Sgudent Group (SGER) and the NAACP Youth 
Counoil. : 


SGER is, to speak frankly, moribund--not only beoause it is 
excessively attached to ite "on-campus" status (1.e., a University 
recognised organization operating within the confidence of the ad- 
ministration), but also because it is an almost wholly "managed" 
organisation. By "“managed*® I mean the following: {t moves when its 
professorial owners instrdet it to move, and it moves only as swiftly 
and as purely as they can summon the courage to move. I need not here, 
I hope, go into a lengthy expose of the academic personality; but I 
cannot ne anyone of goodwill who would wish integration geared 

to the torque of college teachers, rank aside. 


The Youth Counoil, while theoretically independent of the NAACP 
adult branch, cannot possibly set a leadership pace in this community. 
(J will not Burden you here with what you already know about state-wide 
NAAGP relations with the Pigrida civil rights movement; suffice it to 
eay that Rev. Wright, the local aduit branch president, marched in the 
Tallahassee demonstration while his Youth Gounocil voted unanimously 
to do se.) Youth Gouncil membership isa drawn largely from the 

cal i High School, with a smattering of white University students 
newly defected f SGER. Thies combination is not only silly on ite 
face, but inoperable in fact. Thus far the Negro high school has given 
minimal evidence of interest in the movement; the “preacher and teacher*® 
influence on these youngsters within the Negro community is decisive 
unfavorable. In addition, much of the coli contingent in the Yout) 
Gouneil is strangely unmilitant in terms of directimmm action, though 
interestingly dedicated to the concept of “racial mixing" in recreation- 
al activities, eta. 


The Youth Council, like SGER, cannot with their present resources 
function in a self-actualizing way toward a community renewal program 
staged in the theater of oivil rights. The Youth Gouncil is deterred 
from such meaningful work by Negro community influences (of almost in- 
explicatie complexity); 8 is deterred by its links with an academics 
inatitution essentially hostile to direct action projects that would 
approach a community scale. 


Ag I view 4t, the whole situation adds up to something like this: 
everyone is stand around, overlyeorganised, waiting for somebody else 
to etart something. No one of these organisations is unambiguous 
committed to civil rights as a movement equivalent to the demesratic 
faith AB So tboR Ag a consequence, no one of them can practice and 
follow th on a meaningful seale as if they knew what they were 


doing. 
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While the OR movement ys Pg pd to Gainesville long after it 
gets to most Florida communities of comparable size, there is no 
way of telling this until the community, as it is new, is tested. 
It will not be tested by the organizations currently representing 
the movement. Indeed, I wuld go so far as to suggest that this 
Plethora of organizations is symptomatic of a very serious eyas 
of the movement, in both the white liberal and the Negro communities. 
IT am not gure that OORE could, at first, count on very many allies, 
a any. That is to say, I'm not sure you could even count on me! 

ery simply, what I am trying to say is that the CR movement has 
become invisible in this city, perhaps for many eye but whatever 
the reasons, the invisibility of the movement is the critical fact. 


How by gaying "invisible," I am presuppesing that there is 
somethi out there" that oan be made vieibl - This may not be 
true; still, no one around here has the o to confront the — 
possibility that we have no civil rights movement in Gainesville, 
visible or invisible. In any case, we will not be the first Amer- 
ican community to learn the eruesome truth about ourselves. Tt 
seema to me CORE is ideally suited to do the empirical field work 
needed here to help us learn who we really are. 


I realize the problem is, for you, an essentially practheal 
one. But I hope you don't mind this emphasis on the molarity of 
the case. Please some see us professionally. This town needs 
your kind of social therapy.

Enclosed please find clippings from the 3b, ietergbure tin 
which indicates a slight error in our report on the mumber of 
registered voters in Gadsden County, in our report we neglected 
to include the 100 Republican voters who are Negroes, This will 
change the figures we submitted to a small extent, 

As suggested, I rede a trip to Gainesville te speak with the 
group of people who want to start a CORE chapter there, They are 
investigating certain aspects of discrimination in city and county 
jobs and will make a report to you with a suggested program. They 
told me that when they have completedthair researsh and decidéd on 
their form of orgenization, they would write Mr. McCain a letter 
requesting field servicing in setting up the chapter and beginning 
the program. When I hear from then I will go to Gainesville for 
this worke 

In Leon end Cudsden County we have been p eparing the voters 
for the Hay Sth primary. In Gadsden County we formed car pools 
and transportation centers, ‘ie circulated thousands of leaflets 
in Gadsden County which are Enclosed. in “6n County we are 
cooperating with the Ministerial Alliance in getting out the vote 
and supporting candidates who favor a civil rights program. 
we have six scars leaving from the Tallehassee offices 

In Gadsden County we have encountered a certain amount of 


very significant resistenee to voting, Only five days before the 
election were the polling places released. The sheriff is in charge 
of voting (he is running for office), There are 15 precincts, 
Jamieson, precinct 2, was listed in the paper as "gustomary 

polling place", When we attempted to escertain where the customary 
place is, we were given the information included on the sheet. 

The registwar didn't know where the polling place is, and the sheriff 
refused to return wy calls to hin, 


Deapite this resistence, we ave certain that a very large 
percentage of the 1587 Demperats turned cut to vote on election day. 
Gadsden County is very much pro Seott Kelly (a segregationist 
cadidate for governor who was vaised in Quincy). Despite this, 
ine field of six. High is, for Florida, a redieal liberal, advocating 
a strong civil rights bill (only candidate to even support m ch # bill), 
federal aid to edification, pro-~Kenneday-Johnson, and prowreapportiomse nt. 
High ran with less money than any other candidate ($150,000 less than 
the Sth highest spender) . He has, for many people, the im ge that 
Sennedy has, and his strongest suppart has been a state-wide Megro 
campaign for him, We are ceptain, therefore, that at least 900 Negroes 
voted, not counting Republicans, perhaps wore. Furthermore, in 

cases where the registration of Negroes was in qestion on election 
day, the registrar, despite the rude and unhelpful attitude of 

hie office heip, very cordially overruled then and permitted these 
people to vote. We ere very pleased with the turn-out and interest 

in this election, A further interesting thing happened in this

county election. As indicated on the sample ballots, of which we 
distributed thousands in Gadsden County, the steering comulttee 
endorsed certain candidates, Gheeking these against election resulta, 
and agsuming thet Negroes followed this suggestion (which is a very 
fair assumption), most of the candidates supported by the Negro 

group won, some by margins less than the Negro wte for them-in short, 
in the cases indicated below, the Negro support wassufficient te put 
the candidate in--we hope this will be felt in Gadsden County, and 
with increased registration, there is no doubt that it will be.

it should be added that the method for choosing the candidate for 
endorsement was either personal knowledge of the candidates or their 
direct response to interviews by members of the stecring committee. 
in ame cases the decision was made simply by whether the candidate 
agreed to talk to steering committee people, Mone of these people 
represent a sound end fair position with regard to issues we consider 
basic. However, those supported by the group were at least aware of 
Negro voting power and demands, As registration increases we febl 
that candidates will “liberelize", particularly in view of the success 
of the Negroes in Gadsden county getting out the vote and voting 
together for better goverment. 

In Leon County the get-out-~the-vote campaign was very successful 
with eat least 22 care manned by Negroes. The voting power of Leon 
Negroes was somewhat divided by a last mimte sell-out of certain 
Negro leadera whe capitulated to more conservative candidates and 
confused many voters. As a result, a conservative gubenatorial 
candidate got many Leon Negro votes, as well as Sheriff doyoe. 


Only about half of the Negroes voting voted for High, owever, 
the support of Negro voters who stuck with the liberal endorsesent 
was sufficient to get the endorsed candidate for supervisor of 
registration in the runmmefr, due to a great splitting of votes for 
thet office. 


In acoordanse with the repert sent to Caryl Rachlin last week, 
Judy's bleed test was sent to Bistowieh. He refused to accept the

‘The North Florida Citizenship Eiusation Project officially began on the 
7th of July with the opening day of orientation, Staff orientation lasted from 
the 7th until the 19th. During this period the topies outlined in the attached 
"Staff Orientation" schedule, Steff were housed with Quincy residents, and 
a church here provided a meeting place and kitehen facilities, At the end 
of orientation the & field staff had been hired, We found thet the Gadsden 
County steering committee would be responsible for paying an additional person, 
a native of Quincy-—Johnny Wateson—and that Attorney Greenup would solicit funds 
to hire a 10th person, We are presently looking for 2 additional people te hire, 
of the staff and others working with us. In Qiinsy we were followed constantly 
by the police, stopped by them, and a resident driving staff wes arrested, 
Attempts to gain necessary food in restaurants vere allowed at first to in 
to protect those eating in or coming and going from these establishments has caused 
most of them to resegregate. One of the task foree workers was attacked by a 
vhite, We attempted to chatge hin with assault and were told by the police that 
he hed been convicted and fined $95, although the lawyers vorking with ws have been 
unable to find a record of such a conviction, 

After over a month of searching, we have been wmable to find anyone whe will 
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vent us an office to be used as a coordinating office for the project, As a result, 
we are putting the central office in our house in an empty roem. We have a phone-—

Enclosed here are seme of the materials we used in the staff orientation, 
During the orientation we had the opportunity to hear from two lawyers, John Due 
and Jeffrey Greenup (who was stationed with us from LOD), One day persons from 
other counties involved in the projest eame and we discussed problems and 

The IGD has given us « great deal of afd, We have had lawyers here since the 
beginning of the pegjeet—~et present they have also sent a law clerk, They have 
agted as our spokesmen to county officials on questions of law which relate to 
tn the counties, ‘They have been most cooperative and have helped in many ways, 
often beyond the eal] of strict legal work, A supporter in Tallahasese has provided 
LOD with a free office in vhich there will be installed a t@Mephone, typeuriter, ete. 
They will ldve in Quinsy but mast operate out of Talishasese due to the presenss 
there of three law libraries, ote. 

At present we have staff in three counties, In Gsdsdem County are tvo vhites 
and two Negroes, Although the books are open only one day s week (912, 2-5), the 
They have available to then about ten care and drivers for eash Monday, We have 
stationed one person in Chattahooches (about 26 miles from Quiney), and the other 
three are in Quincy, Next week one of the three in Quincy will move to the other 
eas Greensborough and Midway. the entire staff camvsssed some of the tobbacee 


get a few people from the farns to register, the vord has apparently gone out te the 
fiirm superintendents about the project, and subsequent canvassers have been thrown off 
the farms, As the ferns and houses in which Negroes live are all owed by the fam, 
we have been advised that we could be convicted of tresspassing for working these 
farms against the orders of the owners, We have continued having people go on then, 
howPver, As indicated on the attached form relating to Gadsden Comty, a mmber of 
Remeees covewed. in the guafent sudhde fa thks eountes & grant Geni of senpneer end 
effort is being expended here, 

A number of different types of harrassments and intimidations and violence has 
occurred in the county, some of it directed toward staff or those in the community 
working with staff, and some of it directed toward Negroes engaged in civil rights 
activities, Staff members have been followed by police and hostile whites.

In Suwannee County the steff there have lost all support of the so-called 
and for the first time the two girls there have many offers of housing, 
| transportation and other help, Despite the fact that the leaders have apparently 
| been so intimidated that they are afraid to help, activities are picking up with 
his offiee an hour early when a group of Negroes arrived to register, when one 
of the workers attempted to read the eleetion law book to the registrar, he 
tried to grab the book out cf her hands, After the efforts of Attorney Lamberton 


kept open, and the registrar did go so fur as to hire additional staff and 
put more chairs in his offiee for people witing to sit in, 


In Madison County staff have hadi a great deal of trouble because of 
setter haseeament. Attached is a clipping describing an incident whieh cecured — 
this feek, We understand that if we withdraw our suit, the charges against 
Miike Geison will be dropped, Until this week, the books in Madison had been 
Adley closed. Attorney Lamberton talked at length with county officials 
and convinced then to open the registrar's office, which they did. Staff and 
prospective registrants have been harrassed by be following by police, and Geisen 
was, as mentioned, arrested on a trimped up charge, A permanent steering 
committee is being set up there to stimulate voter registration and to carry 
on after the staff leaves, 

In Cadsden County the organizational work and contacting has been greatly 
stepped up. Ail of Quincy and Chattahoochee have been canvassed by staff and 


local members of the CORE group, About 2) adults attended the lgst steering committee — 


meeting, and they are well on their way to collecting the money to pay a loeal 
staff member, On Monday (the only day the books are open), there was a Negro 
registering to vote every second of the day, ‘The line outside ranged from 15 

to 75 persons all day, and even local adults were out driving people and standing 
with the line, CORE members from Quiney stood outside and gave out "I am Registered * 
buttons and gave prospective registrants the questions they would be asked inside, 
Beeause of the line, police gathered across the street at the fire station and 
next door at the police station (the line sometimes streahed down the strest in 
front of this station), At about 4:45 a wmiformed police officer began taking 
moving pletures of those 65 or so in line. Stuart Wechleer, Task foree worker, 
stood betveen the canera and the people and demanded that the officer stop — 
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The group of staff now keep office hours on days when the books are not open, 
There is a weekly steering camittes nesting, a weekly car pool mocting, and 
canvassing every day. One staff is now in Chattahooshee, three in Quiney, Next 
week one of the Quinsy staff will go to live in Havana, the third largest tow 
in the county. A weekly newspaper, Ihe adaden Gounix Ines Exaag, put out by 
staff and canvassers, vill be distributed for the first tine this Saturday.

You must have permission to leave your area, If you are taking time off, the’ 
decision as to whether or not this is best for your program is left up to you. 
However, since there may be times when someone is planning to visit your area, 
such as a lawyer, coordinator or FBI man, the final decision is left up to | 
the central office, Only under pressing ciréumstances, or if you have not done ” 
your required work such as sending in réports, etc., would your request be denied, 
and you would be given reasons for this, : 


Further, if upon arriving at your’ "out-of<area" destination, you find that you must 
be there longer than you expected, permission must be received for this, You must 
call in for an extension, For your protection as well as the good of the project, 
it is imperative that we know where you are at all times, | 


Call office before leaving, Give time leaving, expected time of 
arrival, place where you can be reached, expected time of departure, 
and expected time of arrival back in area, When you arrive safely at 
your destination you should use the code to let the central office 
know.

Legal, Help 

A second lawyer, Attorney Parker, who is admitted to the Florida Bar, has come 
with his wife for two weeks, We wderstand that there will be a replacement for 
Attorney Rosenburger which will leave us with two lawyers, whom we need desparately. 
They are presently handling removal cases for Gadsden and Madison, and working on 
several public accomodation suits in those counties, They are also investigating 
the possibility of a, voter discrimination suit in Gadsden County. They are being 


assisted by Ned Taylor and Norman Knopf, law students.

Suwannee County 

As indicated in their report, the Suwannee people are getting more cooperation 
from people there, A newly formed N.A.A.C.P. Youth Council is aiding in voter 
registration, The books are being kept open now regularly, The staff have made 
contacts in Branford, the other major town, and people from there are beginning to 
register also. This week both girls worked in tobacco, and although the man who 
hired them has been threatened, they feel that their presence in the fiélds with 
unregistered people will help the program, 
Madison County 

The registration in Madison is increasing also, Many people have been unable 
to register because the registrar is so slow, but there is generally a line waiting. 
Many intimidations and actual violent actions have taken place in Madison which are 
directed toward civil rights workers, either staff or local, Field workers have been 
arrested on trumped up driving charges, the law clerk was beaten there last week, 
@ small bomb went off under a field worker's car, and most have been threatned by 


the police, Interest in the cowmty is being shown by the FBI, although no action 


has been taken, 


Gadsden County 


Ira Simmons has been detached from Quincy to live in Havana, which means that 
there 4s one or more staff in each of these major cities in Gadsden, Again this week 
the registration was a record (216 in one day), and at least a hundred people were 
turned away at the end of the day, Systematic canvassing is going on with detailed é 
maps being made by the local office workers, A political workshop program is under 
way, and three groups are now operating in the county in each of the three cities. 
Arrests of the 9 canvassers, the beating and subsequent intimidations have not seemed 


to hamper the program here,

If, for any reason, you'plan to leave your assigned city, area or county, whether 
‘on business or time off, you must notify the central office, Call station to 
station collect, and speak with Pat or Judy or Mr, Haley only. It is not enough 
to use the code or to leave or send word with someone else, : ys 
You must have permission to leave your area, If you are taking time off, the’ 
decision as to whether or not this is best for your program is left up to you, 
However, since there may be times when someone is plaming to visit your area, 
such as a lawyer, coordinator or FBI man, the final decision is left up to 7 
the central office, Only under pressing circumstances, or if you have not done ” 
your required work such as sending in réports, etc., would your request be denied, 
and you would be given reasons for this, : 


Further, if upon arriving at your’ "outeof-area" destination, you find that you mist 
be there longer than you expected, permission mist be received for this, You mst

Enclosed are two plans for Florida: the first involves an extension 
of the present program to November 7th, 1964. No new comties are considered 
and the p roposal does not include an expansion of staff for the present 
four co unties, This is a minimm program for Florida, end is acceptable 
only as a last resort for North Florida, ‘The second proposa} includes 


} _ four new counties — a vital expansion for the program, As indicated later, 


these four counties represent not only physical expansion for CORE, but 
a very important program in working in a county where no Negroes are 
registered at all, 

These proposals are included separately, with separate budgets, etc., 
although a program including both proposals is the ultimate goal for | 


North Florida. a 
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The present project, sponsered by CORE SEDF, has been in progress from 
July 7th to date, and is scheduled to end on the 7th of September, At 
present we have strong programs in four counties: Gadsden, Madison, Suwannee: 
and Jefferson, Registration to date has added nearly 2,000 new voters since 
July 7, and it is expected that the total project registration will have 
totalled about 2,500 by September 7th, These co mties are among the very 
worst in Florida, three of the four having the highest Negro population 
by percentage of all Florida counties, Despite strong resistence to the 
program, which has included a kidnapping, a number of beatings and approximately 
30 civil rights arrests in the past two months, and despite irpegular and 
illegal registration policies, local commmities are rallying around the 
effort, and generally more Negroes are Jin line to register in all four 
counties than can,

In general the FEI has seemed disinterested and at points openly hostile 
to us, There have been “investigations” of most cases we report personally 
to tne FEI, although their response to our written statements (a suggestion 
they made) has been even less fruitful, At one point in Gadsden County 
when the central office was covered by thpee car=-loads of hostile whites who 
pointed rifles into the house, and when local police hung up on us when we 
called for p rotection, the FBI promised to come inmmediately—it was three 
v. before we saw them, An agent told Steve McVoy that he didn't want 

to "antagonize" the local police chief by inquiring why d.B, Ray hadn't 
been arresteg for assualted Scott McVoy with a rifle and threatening other 
voter registration workers, Needless to say, no arrests have resulted by 
the FEI, At times they say they are understaffed or busy, It has been 
necessary to call Washington even to get an investigation, and local agents 
express ho&tility toward us when w8 do this, although they do investigate 
when we do this. 
General Accomplishments 

Registration itself has been fairly good for these counties, The commmity 
groups formed and the local leadership inspired seem good also considering that 
we have been working only two months, All four counties are now alerted as 
to the possibilities inherent in political activity, For all of these counties, 
the interracial aspect of CORE has been a new experience, This has been the 
first time that people have lived, eaten and worked interracially (at least 
legally) in these areas, Interracial groups can do more now, although there 
is constant fear and harrassment. When we first came to Gadsden County, for 
example, in January, it was an unusual and disturbing sight for local people, 
white and Negro, to see us interracially, Now although there are frequent _.. 
individual outbursts, officials and most of the populace are accustomed to ite

Individuals working 
with the task force people have been curious about CORE, and some literature 
and buttons etc. have been distributed and used in the commmity, Where 
arrests and assaults have taken place, there has been much discussion, pro 
and con, in the commmity about the non<violent responses of task force 
and their experiences, The awakening of commmities and the registration 
has given CORE more prestige in North Florida, and we were able to go 
into Jefferson County, for example, only after davorabl e publicity on 
Gadsden registration, We feel that these activities will help us get into 
other counties in the future, and that a number of people are 
acquainted with CORE and civil rights in general through this project.

The past week we've had quite a few incidents in Madisson. | 
On about duly 17 the Madison County Student liovement decided to 
boyeott the Woodard Movie *heatre. Up to this date the boycott 
has been quite effective.

May 1, 1966 


On May hee 1966 five members of the Ferriday Freedom Movement 


went to the Sandwitch Bar on La. 15 in Ferriday. They went at 
33:00. All five were served, however, they were heckled and later 
followed. Later that same day three other people went to the 
Dairy Queen on the same road. I recieved fair service at khe 
Yegro window, bht the Negroes were called Nigger and their order 
was almost completely spilled as the worker slid it quickly along the 
window ledge toward the buyer. We left the order there and walked 
away. When the Manager asked why we told him that he call us a 
Niggere 

At 9:30 that night Dave Whatley and I recieved work that a 
cross was being burned on the Vidalia Highway. We investigated and 
found one about 500 feet from Mr. McCraney’s Esso station. Mr. 
MeCraney’s station was bombed last December. Five friends saw 
two whitemen dressed in KKK outfits lighting a cross in front of 
Mr. Dixon’s house, 417 South Second. My friends chased the whitemen 
for about 2 blocks but were unable to catch them. We found another 
cross at the junction of U.S. 834 and La. 15 going toward Jonesville. 
A Negro woman called and said there was one between "hs and ls on 
Carolina.

Once we began to receive books for the library, we immediately be- & 
gan to inform the community of the literature we have td offer. So a 
with a city election coming up in April, 4 sat out canvassing for three ee 
things. To get Negroes registered to vote, To encourage more people to | 
take advantage of the library, and to get the parents of children be- 
tween the ages of four and six years of age interested in the Freedom i | 
School. I am particular interested in the lower class Negro who feel a 
that he have no place in society and feel inferior to even the middle ; 
Class Negro. 1 | 

4+he class is well under way with children from both middle é@lass | 
and lower class families, from 9: A.M. until l2:noon. At the present i | 
time we are using the library which is the largest room in the office. ‘ 

It is my hopes that we will be able to move to a church annex or ‘| 
some other building in the very near future because of the rapid increase af 
of the school. We take in new comers every Monday. These children are § 
given information in letters, writing, numbers, and arts. I also give a | 
them information on the American Negeo and Civil Rights. 

Since the class is increasing quiet rapidly, we are in need of § 
furniture, and a black board as well as space. e are also in need of a | 
others materials such as modeling clay, coloring books, or anything as 
that would be of igtterest to these children. It is my hopes that some a | 
of these materials can be supplied by the project or some functioning : 
organization heretin Gadsden County. 

This program will be widen on the summer program and this will 
include classes for adults, also. There is a great need for adult 
classes here as well as classes for the children. I fell that much ‘ 
informatian can be given to Negroes from this sort of class here in | 


North Florida. The adult high school scale is very low. 
We have also received food and clothing from Northern families of 


which I am trying to distribute to families where they are needed 

most. This is a very Bard task since there are hundreds of these fami- 
lies with a large percentage of them coming from the tobacco farmse 

The rest of my day is spent canvassing, or doing some of the many things

The six or so people who have been attending these meetings, 
altnough they have shown no desire or ability to take the 
initiative so far, have however shown a strong desire to do 
something which will improve their conditions. several of them 
do not actually live in the affected area, this of course shows 
a strong altruistic attitude. The people who do live in the 
affected area are strong willed and aggressive by nature. Lack 
of educational opportunity has left them cripoled economically, 


but has not damaged their spirit in the least. 


The 34 signatures on the petition lead me to believe that 

the problem here is not so much apathy as fear. ‘The physical 
act of attending a meeting, apparently conjures up fear of 
physical and economic reprisais which are to great to overconie 
at this time.. Therefore in order to dispell at least some of 
the fear there needs to be further continual contact; there 
needs to be examples of success i.e. lirs. “inthrop meeting our 
demands; there needs to be proof that those who have oarticinvated 
have not suffered revrisals; there needs to be identification 
with COKE-"the movement"-"the group" as well as the development

She also said some Negroes;

The economic dependence of 
Negroes on whites, a depend-' 
ence grounded in near-poverty’ 
in the case of some farm work-:

Whites denied this. 

She was asked if the Negroe’s 
goal was to build up their po- 
litica] influence and use it to 
improve their lot. She indicated 
she thought this would be im- 
possible because of “the -sys- 
tem.”

Williams spoke to a group of 
Jacksonville civil rights workers 
Who had asked for a permanent 
office of the SCLC to cope with 
the grievances of the city’s Ne- 
eroes. 


Said Williams, ‘‘(President) 
Johnson does not understand 
that the Negro people are not 
playing. He is more interested 
in Viet Nam and the Domin- 
ican Republic than his own 
citizens.’’ 


Last week, Florida Gov. Hay- 
don Burns threatened to fill the 
streets of St. Augustine with 
National Guardsmen if there is 
a repeat of the civil rights dem- 
onstrations which resulted in two 
months of violence last summer. 
“‘We will return to St. Augus- 
tine if we are forced to,” said 
Williams. “Gov. Burns is no big- 
ger nor important than Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama.”

House, Shop Of Fla. Rights Worker Burned Down _ 

The smouldering Ku Klux Klan cross found on her lawn 
last year wasn’t enough of a warning to Mrs. Dressie Mae 
Sloan, a hard-driving civil rights activist and beauty shop 
operator in Monticello, Fla., just northeast of Tallahassee. 
So the faceless nightriders struck again, this time setting 
the torch to her home and adjacent shop last Jan. 18 
around 3 a.m., leaving them charred and burned to sham- 
bles. Neighbors reported hearing voices, wood and glass 
crackling and then a car speeding away from the scene. 
Mrs. Sloan, who is living with relatives, has pushed for 
equal job opportunities for Negroes, most recently at the 
local A & P store. She works extensively with CORE (which 
has a field office in Tallahassee) and belongs to the Jeffer- 
son County Voters League which has worked hard for in- 
creased Negro voter-registration and compliance with 
federal civil rights laws. CORE field secretary Spiver W. 
Gerdon told Jet when he asked County Sheriff J. B. Thom- 


-@g about the burning, Thomas refused comment. “He had 


to go to a dinner,” Spiver quoted the sheriff as saying.

As Colston was about to park near 
the church, Reaves’ car rammed into his from behind. Dur- 
ing a heated argument that ensued between the two men, 
Reaves, according to witnesses and Wilcox County Sheriff 
P. GS. Jenkirts, pulled out a .32-caliber pistol and shot Col- 
ston once in the head. Asked about the motive for her hus- 
band’s killing, Mrs. Colston replied, “I think that if he had 
been a white man, Reaves wouldn’t have shot him down 
like a dog. Maybe he just hates Negroes.” 

Sheriff Jenkins said Reaves admitted the killing pan 
surrendered himself and the gun to police. After the 
shooting, Jenkins revealed, Reaves jumped into his car 
and darted away down Alabama highway 41. When ap- 
prised of the shocking slaying of Colston, embittered 
Negroes rushed to where his body lay and began shouting, 
chanting and demonstrating, raging with anger. “They 
were pretty upset and we were afraid we-were going to 
have some trouble. They thought Reaves had gotten 
away,’ noted Jenkins. The next day, Negroes marched on 
the Wilcox County Courthouse to protest the killing and 
to demand prompt prosecution of the admitted slayer.

Grave mis-givings are being cons- 
tantly expressed, particularly by Sou- 
thern politics, that bloc voting by the 
Negro will ruin everything in this 
country. The wild look in his eyes;

dication of his mortal fear for the 
exercise of a basic right.

‘Americans when they talk of the pos- 


tics within our boundaries, should the 


The Southern states have always 
voted in a bloc against the Northern 
and Western states. Labor has voted 


for labor. And, what a vote! The 


Democratic cry in the forties was: 
“Check with Sidney:’ (Hillman). 
There are no stronger lobbies in 
Washington than the American Medi- 
cal Association; or that of the Manu- 
ffacturers’ group. Why then, must a 
particular segment of the American 
population act otherwise? 


These people who have these fears, 
are the ones who bring down the 
wrath of the voters upon themselves. 
A fine example of this is currently be- 
fore us. The President’s nomination 
of Thurgood Marshall for a Federal 
Judgeship, met with a record-break- 
ing delay in committee. What bloc do 
vou think kept him there? Last week 
over a hundred million eyes were 
waiting to see who was on what side. 
Now, in coming elections who will 
he Negro vote for, the eleven who 
sonfirmed him; or the four who tried 
‘o doom him? 


For a moment, let us look at the 
other side of the coin. This great

power scbastls idea men fear in the 
hands of the Negro, is almost com- 
pletely oblivious to the Negro him- 
self. The Negro does” fot: seem--to 
know his own potential in this respect. 
There are approximately 140,000 
Negroes in Dade County. Of this 
number, 85,000 are eligible voters. 
However, those registered have not 
come up to 30,000. 


It does not require a mathematical 
wizard to reason that such a potential 
is the balance of power. Friends of 
the Negro cannot understand this 
apathy. They ask: “How is it so much 
has been denied him, yet he has not 
used the weapons at his finger tips?” 
The truth is, the leadership within the

Anticipating trouble, he pushed 
a resolution through the Plaque- 
mines Parish Council Thursday 
authorizing negotiations for the 
lease of Ft. St. Philip.

Perez, who is council president 
and parish political boss, wants to 
revamp the fort, turning it into a 
stockade with electrified fenc- 
ing.

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Activities’ Program 


Open from 9 to 5, Monday through Friday, the multi- 
service Center offers opportunities for men and women 
60 and over to participate in a variety of activities includ- 
ing music, drama, arts and crafts, travel club, trips, 
discussion and volunteer service. Emphasis is made to 
encourage individual participation. 


Attendance at the Center has been increasing month by 
month based on word of mouth publicity of those 
attending, of ministers and of other Church staff. On 
one day recently there were 70 persons at the Center for 
occupational activities, counselling, recreation and 
education. 


The Center provides a congenial and sympathetic atmos- 
phere in which the aging can find new interests and new 
friends. Members with particular experiences, skills and 
backgrounds are encouraged to teach their hobbies to 
other members and help run programs and occupational 
projects. Thus, the Center is not only a place to receive 
but also a place for older citizens to contribute and find 
satisfaction in usefulness instead of frustration and 
futility. The Center becomes a sharing and participating 
facility for the members themselves. Many of them 
testify to the new lease on life that has come to them 
through participation in the activities of the Center. 


In-Service Training and 
Demonstration Center 


The Center serves as a demonstration and in-service 
training facility for staff members and volunteers from 
our Churches interested in evaluating the need for 
service to the aging in their own parishes. These staff 


members and volunteers receive ideas and training 
through workshops and round table discussions led by 
members of the staff of the Center and outside experts 
in the field who conduct seminars at the Center on a 
volunteer basis. From this training center are being es- 
tablished centers with similar programs and services in 
our Churches throughout the Presbytery. 


Thus, the Center provides the opportunity and the 
physical place for exchange of ideas and experience 
among representatives of our different Churches with 
similar projects and problems. As the Center uncovers 
common concerns of member Churches the trainees 
work out mutually beneficial solutions in the activities 
at the Center and prove their conclusions in the crucible 
of the day to day operations at the Center. Then the 
solutions and newly developed programs so experienced 
and tested are shared through workshops and con- 
ferences with other trainee representatives of our 
Churches as part of the in-service training program. 


Even many of the top visiting experts in the field who 
have been recruited to assist in moderating and advising 
the workshops and conferences are obtaining new in- 
sights as a result of this technique of relating the theoreti- 
cal to the practical in study, and evaluation of the ac- 
cumulated experience of the Center. 


Most important of all, staff members and volunteers 
learn from seeing and participating in the actual activi- 
ties program in action every weekday at the Center. 


As one of the Protestant denominational leaders in the 
field of the aging said, ““Your multi-service Center has 
put you years ahead of our program for the aging. We 
tried to educate our Churches by lectures and courses 
but it just hasn’t worked. You must have an actual center 
in operation to demonstrate and train church repre- 
sentatives how to organize and administer an effective 
program of activities.’’

Research and Planning - 
Particularly Housing Facilities 


The Center is also a facility for research and planning for 
expansion by the Presbyterian Senior Services of its 
work and service to those over 60. Here there is research 
and planning for new techniques and kinds of services. 
Here is the focal point for study and development of 
housing and health care facilities to be established by the 
Presbytery throughout the City. Plans for combination 
homes, churches and multi-service centers and other 


congregate living arrangements in individual apartment 
buildings and in groups of apartments are being con- 


sidered and prepared. 


In this connection the Senior Services has set up a Hous- 
ing Committee made up of members experienced in 
fields of construction and finance as well as residential 
care for senior citizens. This Committee is studying 
standards in the field of housing and residential care, 
methods of financing housing facilities, zoning and 
construction restrictions and regulations relating to 
housing, medical requirements for housing facilities and 
other interrelated questions and problems in order to 
evolve a range and variety of living arrangements for 
the aging in our congregations throughout the City. 


Presbyterian Senior Services is also working with the 
Board of the United Presbyterian Home for the Aged at 
Syosset, Long Island in its plans for expansion and con- 
sidering how that Home, which is under the ‘joint 
sponsorship of the, Presbytery of New York City and 
the Presbytery of Long Island, can be interrelated to an 
overall plan of housing and nursing care facilities for 
both Presbyteries. 


Individual Counselling Service 


Recently a trained case worker was employed who is 
available to assist pastors and church staffs beseiged by 
older members of their congregations with difficult 
personal problems which require more time, resources 
and technical training than the local church has available. 
The Center works closely with the referring Churches 
and pastors to keep them informed on the progress of 
individual referrais. 

Already, the caseworker has 45 cases and is getting more 
every day. She has solved housing problems, medical 
problems and legal problems. She located one woman 
who had disappeared and could not be found even by 
the police. 


Information On Community 
Resources 


In the largest, most complex city in the world, older 
people and their families require help to find the best 
possible answers to their problem. Without duplicating 
already established services, the Center provides infor- 
mation on nursing homes, residences, employment, 
financial assistance, and other health and welfare services. 
A resource library of materials dealing with all phases 
of the field of aging is available for use by church groups 


and members in developing their own programs.

An attempt in the past few days to get to the 
bottom of the Florida A, & M. College of Law closing 
has resulted into nothing but failure on the part of these 


responsible to come forward and tell the public the truth - 


whether or not the College of Law will continue to exis:. 


Florida A. & M. College of Law is a 13 year old 
accredited institution with a faculty of six persons and 


an integrated student body of 15. 


The President of Florida A. & M. has stated that 


no freshmen wceculd be admitted to the College of Law. 


We raise the following questions:- 

1. Why did the Board of Regents choose to ciose a i3 year 
old accrecited College of Law in favor of buiiding a 
single school only two miles away with no present 
facilities and one that could not be accredited for 
some years to come? 


We contend that the Board of Revents hopes to per- 


petuate segregation and discrimination. 


2. Why did the Dean of the proposed F.S.U. College oz 


Law refuse to employ two of the A, & M. Lew pro- 


fessors who applied for positions and had exception- 


al qualifications ? 


We hold that where teachers have contracts with 

the State of Florida to teach law, they should have 

/ preference of obeuplovnet as teachers of law. 
We contend that the Dean feels that white law 


professors are only qualified to teach white law 


students, 


3. Why were 25 white applicants tothe A, & M. College 
of Law denied admission? 
We feel that there is a conspiracy on the part of 
the State Legislature and the Board of Regents to 


deny unlimited number of whites and Negroes to 


attend school togetrer at any single institution and 
especially Florida A. & M. 

4. Cannot quality legal education be achieved at 
Florida A. & M. College of Law. 


It is our contention that it can with an open enroll- 


ment, increased budget and additional personnel. 
~ Where will the poor whites and Negroes who are 
intellectually competent but culturally deprived 


get a legal education? 


We contend that the Board of Regents must answer 


this question - these students must be given an 


opportunity to pursue a legal education. 


6. Isn‘t the proposed closing of the A. & M. Law Col- 


lege in favor of the proposed F.S.U. College of Lav 


a waste of tax payers’ money? 


We cali on and demand that the proper officiais enc 


the Gubernatorial candidates who are seeking our 


votes to speak out on this important issue.

For the seeond time this month, Mr. J. Q. *elly, a white 
businessmen in Vuiney, Florida, was subjected to official hare 
rassment and arrest beeaise of hig connection with CH and 
Civil Rights activities. “r. Kelly's arrest et the hands of 
Guiney Police came after his refusal to bow down before’ the : 


arbitrary enforcement of city ordinences. ‘tie had been granted 


a state. pernit to meke needed improvements on his property 
fronting « stste road. Despite their permit Yuiney refused to 
grant permission and arrested one of Mr, Kelly's employers : 


when he began the work. Upon hearing of the errest, Mr. Kelly 
steting that “one hundred years of the eppression of war is 
toe lone", and that he would do anything in his rower to se° 
thet ali peoplecwere treate’ justly" began working or the 
improvement in front of his store in a deliberate attemnt to 
court arrest and highlight the need for a moral committment 
by the decent white seutherns to the cause of Civil Richts, 
Mr. Kelly retained Johr Due, CORE lawyer »n‘ hss institued 
appesl procedures after his speedy convietion for failure te 
obtain ea building permit in Guiney's city court.

May 1 is the last day to register and be able to vote in the September primary and 
November election, this is an important week = though we'll probably just get 1520 
people registered anyway, because we've registered most of the 20% of qualified people 


who were chambing at the bit just waiting for someone to show them how and now we've 
got to woute with people who've really scared bad. Unfortunately, there still seems 
to be reason to be scared. 

You probably know os the recent shooting of a voter registration worker, Mrs. Daniels, 

in neighboring Terrell County and subsequest bombings of her home. There's also 

been trouble in Albany; more brutal and subtle, about which nothing can probably be 

done, Saturday 8.3, King, our attorney, held two rallies in his campaign for second teers, 
district congressman. This can be very important. Not that there's much chance of his : 
winning the seaé at this time, but because the SNCC boys as a result are able to take 


over gnechundred persons per week: to register to vote and because it will give him a 


chance to seek white votes as his brother slater did in the majority election by : 


emphasizing issues attractive also to poor whites and white liberals. Saturday also, 

the sixth recent shooting by police of a Negro during = supposed criminal investigation 
took place. Five of the victims, including Saturdays, were youths. AMR were wnermed. 

Two, including Saturdays, were shot to death. According to reports at Albany Movement 
kids vho were up here yesterday, police pulled up to 2 group of kids standing in | 
front of a stone. They say they had reports the kid& were attempting to break in; 
end that the kids ran when the police drew up, so they fired and the boy was killed { 
running gvay. But the kids say the bullet hole is in his chest! The SNCC fellows are 
looking into it, but the implications of violence returned indirectly for registration : 
or “demonstrating” are enough to scare a lot of people off. Don Harris's report shows 
that about 90% of those eligible by local standerds in Sumter County voted in the 

county officials primary despite bunches of drunk and disorderly white men hanging 

around the polling places and other incidents. There were separate ballot boxes for 
‘Negroes and whites and there are rumors the Negro votes weren't counted, but of course | 


there's no way of checking that. Also Don Harris was roughed up by some of the 
candidates who shouldn't even have been hanging around there, and people who had 
applied for registration some time ago but weren't given the test until within six 
months of the election were turned avay. Also, Sheriff Chappell who was not an election 


official and wag « candidate turned way at least one Negro woman who had passed the 


test seven months ago, and if it's worth it we could probably find others treated 
similé@rly and get statements from them. The six month qualification cut the Negro vote 
down to around three hundred, but we hope to have 1,2005b; November. 

Teams are being eppanded to cover the entire second district in addition to Sumter 
and Lee counties in the third with expansion in the ghird to come later. There are 
supply problems, the most crucial of which is being about F cars short of having 
enough to supply each team with a car and one for Don to get around in. So if y'all 
know where we can get some cars from please let me know, 

We're starting a newspaper. The ideashas been floating around for a long time and to 
my pleasant surprise it took only a small nudge to get a group of kids really moving 
on it on a pi@ot scale. Friday is the deadline for articles for the first issue and 
we'll have more than enough already. May 1 the first issue will come out and Marv, of 
course, will be on the mailing list. Since we've no capital except my pay check the 
first issue will be mimeographed on SNCC's machine with me kicking in paper and stencils. 
We hope to sell 1,000 to 1,500 copies here of the first issue, and if we do we'll have 


no trouble getting ads for the second issue to make it pay ite own way end reise money 
towards getting out a weekly printed paper. These kids bedly need training in reporting, 
editing, etc. ,TShough. There's a page on the movement around the country. 
A day camp was set up Saturday out here. Result forty-five happy kids and lots of 
good will for the movement. SNGC is supposed to get us a projector, screen etc., to 
set up a theatre as ow boycott has resulted in pe local filme for Negroes and allies. 
A quilting coop has started in Terrell, meking quilts for sale st $12, but needs a 
market, Can an arrangement be made with Dave Dennis, who, last I heard, had more orders 
than quilts? Do any of y'll need quilts? Probably not. We'll relax any ideas you've 


got.

to buy all we produce with Pine Mountain.

The district attorney has intimated that if Aelony would plead guilty to more minor 
charges, the “attempted insurrection” charge would be dropped.

Americus, Ga., Oct. 9: A Federal District court was asked to halt a "conspiracy" of' 


state and local officials against a desegregation campaign in Americus. 


A suit files with Judge J. Robert Elliot accused the officials of discouraging 
Participation in the campaign by misusing the law in ‘a willful, unlawful, and 


openly avowed scheme, plan and conspiracy."

CORE leaders believe that if the action succeeds, it would establish a legal pre- 


cedent that would be used throughout the South against repression by officials of 


civil rights activity. 
The suit seeks the release of Zev Aelony, a CORE field worker. 


He and three workers for the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee are being 
held in the Sumter County Jail at Americus on charges of inciting an insurrection. 


The charge carries a maximum penalty of death in the electric chair. 


The defendants named in the suit include Col. Lowell Connor, chief of the state 
highway patrol; Stephen Pace Jr., the Circuit Court Prosecutor; Sheriff Fred D. 
Chappell; Mayor T. Griffin Walker and members of the city council, and Chief of 


Police Ross. Chambliss. 


Judge Elliott, a Kennedy appointee was asked to convene a three-judge ccenstitutional 


panel to consider the case. Any appeal from its findings would go directly to the 


United States Supreme Court. 


Mr. Aelony was arrested last Aug. 17 by the police and charged with inciting an in- 


Surrection and unlawful assembly. At a closed hearing before Justice of the Feace

Americus, Ga., Oct. 24 <= One CORE member and three SNCC members imprisoned since 
August on a capital charge, remained in jail as the State Supreme Court in Atlanta 
rejected their appeal for release on bond and a Senate Constitutional Rights sub- 


committee in Washington rejected their plea for an investigation. 


"Inciting to insurrection,” the charge under which the four are being held, is a 
crime carrying the death penalty under state law and therefore, no bail has been 
set. Arguing before the State Supreme Court, attorneys for the four contended that 


the denial of bail is a denial of constitutional rights. 


bs The Senate subcommittee investigation had been requested by CORE National Director 
James Farmer. The subcommittee's chairman, Senator Sam Ervin, Jr. of North Carolina 
said the investigation request had been rejected because the "inciting to insurrec- 


tion” law is presently being challenged in federal court.

Election day, !‘ednesday, September 9, be~ 
gan at #:00 A.M. Cars left to provide trans- 
portation to the pollg in eighteen towns in 
the twenty counties in District Two. About 
fifteen SNCC workers helped in this; in ad-

During the day, numerous incidents were 
reported at the polls.

Some SNCC workers in Quitman that were 
watching the polls were asked to leave a 
store and told it was closing.

At the Dougherty County Court House, Ne- 
groes were asked, "Did you vote in the last 
election?"

Also, in the late afternoon, 35 Negroes were 
turned away from the polls in 45 mimtes be- 
cause their names could not be found on the 
list. The court house had apparently mis- 
spelled their names so the people could not 
vote, a witness found.

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THE CAMPAIGN FOR C.B. KING 


The campaign for C B,. King, candidate for 
Congress in the second district was long and 
well organized. King is often considered to 
be the most liberal Democrat to run in the 
South, 

Campaigning began with a Saturday rally in 
April, Talks and barbeques were held through 
the Spring. In June, the active campaigning 
was begun, with the distribution of leaflets 
and posters. Excellent radio announcements 
and several TV spots were also imortant. 

The week before the election, a number of 
people from Mississippi came to help, and 
several Mississippi cars were used for the 
campaign. The cars, tbhgether with some 
rented from Atlanta were used on September 8 
to distribute leaflets around District Two, 
The leaflets were given out to inform people 
about voting, and getting transportation to 
the polls. 

At 2:30 that afternoon, the police arres- 
ted several girls for distributing the leaf- 
lets.

About 3:30 the police drove up beside the 
head campaign car, covered with "King for 
Congress" posters, just as it pulled up to 
the campaign office. Rev. Wells, who had 
been sitting with three others on top of the 
back seat of the convertible, was charged 
with "Riding in other than designated places, " 
that is, the seats of the car, They were 
told to come back Thursday, after the police 
had a conference to see if it was legal.

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CORE INCREASES VOTER REGISTRATION IN CALIFORNIA 


The most intensive voter registration cam= 
paign ever tadertaken by CORE in the North, 
is now taking place in California. The task 
force and volunteers will concentrate their 
action in minority commnities in Alemeda 
Los Angeles, and San Francisco in cooperat- 
ion with CORE'S national drive to register 
and educate voters to CORE's position of de- 
manding the defeat of segregationist candi- 
dates of both political parties. The focus 
of the California attack will be aimed at 
Proposition 14,.also known as_ the Rumford 
Act, which would repeal California's present 
Open = occupancy law which prohibits discrim- 
ination in the rental and sale of housing. 


CORE GROUPS ACT ON SCHOOLS 


In Indianapolis, Indiana, on August 27, six 
CORE members started a marathon sit-in in the 
school administration building. The action 
came just a month after a sit-in in the 
Superintendent of Schools! office which ended 
with the arrest of the three participants. 
During the month, de facto segregated school 
buildings in the "Negro nei neighborhoods have been 
picketed. Pickets are seeking to hald constru- 
ction on these schools""to use new construction 
for promoting integration rather than segre- 
gation," as Donald Bundles, CORE vice-chairman 
told the school board.

trict Congressional race into further dcubt, 


Scott Mc Neil has announced that with only 
a few days to go he is asking voters to 
write in his namee Mc Neil, of rural Sumter 
County, is not expected to attract many 
votes, but in a race that is expected to be 
extremely close even a hundred votes could 
be decisive.

AMERICUS HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS HONORED 


Five students from Americus High School 
were honored at the state-wide meeting of 
the Georgia Council of Human Relaticns at 
Jekyll Island Sunday, October 25.The five 
were David Bell, Robertina Freeman, Dobbs 
Wiggins, and Minnie Jewel Wise all of A= 
mericus, and Greg Wittkamper of Koinonia, 
They were presented with certificates for 
their service to all Georgians in their 
conduct in the desegregated school. Dg-= 
vid Bell then addressed the group. 

Bell described both the progress and 
the problems the students have seen. He 
told of harrassments from some other stu- 
dents, and of his desire to talk meet and 
talk with them without the atmosphere of 
fear and tension that seems to divide him 

from them. He also stated that he am 
his companions intended to continue going 
to Americus High because they felt their 
main purpose -- getting a better educatim 
-- was being accomplished. This. is the 
reason that other Negro students intend 
to transfer next fall from Sumter, which ~ 
is badly overcrowded. Some of these have 
already begun preparations to insure that 
they will be able to go to Plains and Un 
ion high schools next fall. Bell felt 
that this is to the advantage of everyone 
in Sumter County. "After all," he said, 

"if I am better educated and can get a 
better job, it helps me and my family to 
live better, it helps the businessmen we 
buy from, and it helps the city and cour 
ty because we will pay more taxes." 


_ AMERICUS' HISTORY-MAKING ELECTION 


The Americus Democratic primary of Oc 
tober 27 -— generally the main election 
for city offiees in Americus -- occured 
without incident, and history was quietly 
made. For the first time this century a 
Negro, businessman Samuel Weston, ran for 
public office in the eity of Americus.

Mr. Lamm visited the GOP and Democratic 


headquarters, interviewed people on the street 
and talked with a number of civil rights work— 


ers. In the Goldwater campaign he observed 
that the differences between the Northern and 
Southern approaches were not as great as he 
had expected. In the Goldwater headquarters 


he found three extremist books which have been 
written about Johnson; "A Texan Looks at Lyndon" 


"A Choice, Not an Echo", and "None Dare Call 
it Treason." After looking over the latter, 
Oste commented, "The title should be'None 
Dare Call it Reason," then laughingly added, 
"'T used to be an editorial Writer; I'm not 
used to journalistic neutrality." Lamm said 
he was told that sixteen million copies of 
these books have been sold in the U.S., in- 
cluding 3,000 in Americus, 1,000 of these 
were asked for by interested persons at the 
campaign headquarters on Jackson Street.

next congress. McNeil says the real issues 
are those he supports in his platform. Most. 
important, he says, are a program for pro- 
visicn of adequate housing for all our peo- 
ple, adequate medical care, and full-time 
employment. He points to the Mnglish and 
Scandinavian ‘satelite towns! as a possible 
model for providing homes with proper sani- 
tary facilities and coveniences, as well. 
as adequate space for those who now : live 
in slums which spread degredation and disease 
among both their inhabitants and those arourmd 
them, McNeil, known as 'Scotty' among his 
friends, advocates a medicare program of 
ecmclete medical care for all who need it, 
such as the program recently installed in 
Saskatchewan and those which have long ex- 
isted in many European countries. He says 
that such a program would be of advantage to 
both physicians and patients. In new towns, 
he believes, private capital would be at- 
tracted by the economic activity of cmstruc- 
tion and would provide jobs at adequate pay 
in most cases for all those who are trained. 
He believes that federal training programs 
must be expanded, however, in order to pre- 
pare ready to handle these new jobs. 
Where private capital is not available, he 
advocates federal aid to start locally—own- 
ed cooperative enterprises on the order of 
the REA electric coops. | 

The major candidates have yet to comment m 
this surprise developement as we go to press. 


ORVILLE FREEMAN TALKS 


Mr. Orville Freeman, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, spoke to a medium-sized crowd in 
the ball park Friday, October 23. A dynamic 
‘speaker, he campaigned for the Johnson farm 
program and other pertinent planks of the 
Johnson=Democratic platform. He spoke in 
such a way, though, that the crowd, which 
included many farmers who were Goldwater sup- 
porters, did not become verbally angry. 

Freeman stated that Goldwater is against 
farm subsidy programs, and we need a presi- 
dent who will renew three of these programs 
‘which end this year. A new administration 
that would drop the farm program would mean 


a 50% cut in farm dollars. 


Referring to Goldwater's TV program the 
night before, Freeman quoted the GOP candi- 
date as saying that all children are not 
entitled to a public education; that some 
-children don't even need an education. 

-' On the issue of war and peace, Freeman 
said Goldwater has stated to Germany that 
‘he would go to the brink of war just as 
Germany did so successfully in WWII, Free- 
man expressed how deeply shocked he felt by 
this statement. 

_ Goldwater, he said, has broken sharply with 
the mainstream of American political life by 
voting against every important program that 
has come up in Congress. 

He strongly urged a vote for Johnson for 
‘President on Nov. 3rd. 

A group of students paraded into the sta- 
dium with a huge Goldwater sign just before 
the Secretary spoke, but they were not noi- 
sy. People from the Goldwater headquarters 
passed out a number of leaflets, and the 
Democratic headquarters also passed out one.

Mr. Griffin had disguised himself as a 
Negro and traveled through the South to 


see if racial prejudice in the South was 


as bad as everyone said. He found = that 


it really was and felt that the world nee- 


ded to know about his experiences caused 


by the temporary pigmentation of his skin. 


After his book was published, he found 
himself in the national spotlight. He did 
not stop with the book. He has been ac- 
tively working in civil rights ever since 

(I should think he would find it impossi- 
ble to get uninvolved after so physical 
an involvement as he had). 

He said that Southern whites talk "to!" 
or "at" Negroes, but never "with" Negroes. 
"The Southern white" is sure he knows 
"the Negro", yet he never really does. 
This illusion of knowledge is the hardest 
of illusions to cure.

The Southern Christian leadership confer- 
ence has begun a massive campaign to get Ne- 

groes to vote in South Carolina and Georgia. 
 Qver O staffers are working on the project 
with about half in each state. : 

James Brown and Nelson Ray, two young men 
from Mississippi, are working in Thomasville, 
Tifton, Greensville, and Moultrie to get 
people organized to vote Nov. 3rd. They work 
through local leaders and offer advice and 
materials, distribute handbills and show spe- 
cial movies. Brown said that ina matter of 
two hours a town can begin to become organi- 
zed for a 'Get Qut the Vote! campaign. They 
usually show the movie "Knock on Every Door" 
or "The Savannah Story". Then students are 
asked to vclunteer for committees such as 
car Pools, phone calls, and passing out no-— 
tices. The following day the SCLC workers 
check back to see how organization is progres- 
ging. 

They say that the mass meetings, which have 


been well attended, are very effective because 
they have helped to organize many communities 


for the first time. They create a sdiitical 
awareness. There, Brown demonstrates how to 
vote by using a sample ballot. 

SCLC is passing out a sermon to ministers 
to be read on Nov. lst, entitled "The Bible 
and the Ballot." It compares the work Jesus 
was trying to do to what the movement is try- 
ing to do now. 

One problem they have encountered, said 
Brown, is that parents keep their teenagers 
from going to the meetings. Brown feels that 
instead the perenne should come with their 
children. 

In Moultrie, the youths are very active in 
getting organized to vote. They have made 
files of all registered voters, and will call 
each person the night before the election. 
Poll watchers will be stationed to check off 
the name of each person who votes. Cars will 
be provided to give people rides to the court 
house to vote. .

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MOJLTRiis BOYCOTT SIGNIFICANT EVENT 
Editorial--by Elizabeth Henry 


The effect of the Moultrie school boycott on 
S.%. Georgia and the rest of the South will 
hopefilly be profound. It is now eleven years 
since the 195) Supreme Court decision to de- 
segregate schools, and eight months since the 

Civil Rights Bill was passed, and there are 
still school boards who have not submitted 
plans for desegregation. By March 3, 1965 
the law recuires that all segregated school 
systems mist submit plans to desegregate, if 
they wish to receive federal funds. 

The Moultrie school boycott has been well 
timed, to hit this school district when they 
have to make a decision about federal funds. 

At this voint it appears the school board is 
Weakening on their decision to arrest all those 
not in school, while students from the Negro 
high school are standing firm in their positim 
of demanding 1 better school. This demand, 

of course, means not only do they want more 
Gesks and books, but they want all around bet- 
ter facilities—-teachers, and school buildings. 
The most immediate way in which they can ob- 
tain their yvoal is to go to ‘Moultrie High, 
wnich is now for whites only. | 

If the boycott obtains its goal, and does 
not have to compromise by settling just for 
more books, paved roads, etc., then a major 
advance will have been made in the effective- 
ness of the nonviolent protest. We will be 
one step ahead in showing that the courts are 
not the only answer to obtaining justice in 
public facilities. The peoples! voice is just 
as effective. |

The occasion was to state his form of action 
in the Congress to resolve the Selma situation, 
"Every device has been used to keep Negroe cit- 
izens from voting,” he exclaimed, He stated to 
Congress that Wednesday he would present a bill 
to eliminate all barriers to voting, "in federal, 
state, and local elections." The most important 
part of the bill is that federal registration 
officials will be sent in if local officials 
refuse to register persons without regard to re= 
ligion, race, or national origon. | 

He said, "The command of the comstitution is 
here, and this is no constitutional issus; there 
is no moral issuw; it is wrong, deadly wrong to 
dany the right of an individual to vote. It is 
right in the eyes of every man and God that this 
justice should come,"

Mr, Slater King, of Albany, an insurance 
man h-mself, stresses the need for more Neg= 
roes to pecrontse businesses owned by their 
own pecple. » 

It is even feasible for Negroes to buy the 
homes that white men now own in the Negro 
community. Who could be more interested in 
the upkeep of the houses and in charging fair 
rent than someone in our own sae scien ay 

We have Negro gas stations, cleaners, and 
grocery stores, so why should we let our mone 
ey infiltrate into the hands of those who will 
never further our cause with the profits from 
our pockets? 

The most urgent need for a Negro business 
we have at present is for a bus service. Why 
should we wait until a white man chooses to 
start a bis service and treat us as he sees 
fitg ‘any women have difficulties getting 
taxis to their jobs because of the high de-= 
mand and lack of time for taxis to get back 
and forth during rush hourse Busses would 
also greatly cut down the cost of transport- 
ation for the passengers.

VEP: For the first time we have encountered the parish of Ascen- 
sion. With the help of the local youths, we were able to make | 
some tremendous gains in the field of voter registration. 

The number of people contactd through canvassing, clinics, 
and churches numbered 265. the 265 contacted, 73 atte 
to register, with § failing and 65 passing. Upon the advice 
and request of the Rev. Rennie Moore, complaints were not filed 
for the § people failing. 

Incidently, the registrar in this patish is somewhat of a 
liberal. She usually passes about 95% of the Negroes applying 
for registration, a nd there have been times when she has even 
assisted the Negre applicants. 


DIRECT ACTION: There has been no type of direct a@tionin the par- 
ish of Ascension, with the exception of the desegregation of a 
lecal park in Danaldwonville, due to the fact that all ef out 
tane and efforts were placed on voter registration. Plans have 
been made for more direct action in the near future, more than 
likely after the November elections, 

This parish has great potential. In some wards, not only 
does the Negro population outnumber t he white, but also the 
Negro registration is greater. 


CHAPTER DEVELOPMENT: In this parish, a CBRE chapter has been 
organised. This chapter consists of mostly high school graduates 
and college students. May I aso note that there is a public 
school teacher who holds office in this chapter. :

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One week has passed since my arrival in Baton Rouge to help 

make plan with the Baton Rouge CORE group in setting up it 
machinery to attempt to do an efficient job in voter 
registration in the Baton Rouge area. Several things had to done 
in order that maximum efficiency would come from our efforts. 
R&tst, we had to get the registration office in presentable 

order so that it could as our headquarters. Second, training 
those who would work on the field and in the office, Thrid, 
getting posters up and announcements out that we were in 
business to help get persons registered and to give any other 
information as it relates to voter education, T here were many 
other little thing to get straighten out before we could get 
rolling. After all these things were done, our schedule was 
drawn up and and duties assigned. 

Thomas Peete was assigned as field director. His job would 

be to assigned the workers to the area in which they would 
canvass, giving direction as to street and precincts. 

WhR@ie Bradford Jr. has charge of transportation, At the end of 
each day's reporting, a list would be complied of those needing 
transportation and the hour of the day it was needed, This infgp- 


mation is turned over to Bradford and he in return se that they 


are picked up and carried to the registration office. 

Charles Siler, is our poster maker for a sign that we are using 
in connection with the registration campaign. He really does 

a jam up job. 

Jgava Mae T hompson is the office secretary. She complies all 
lists that are brought in by the workers each evening, recording 
all who are registered, those who are not, those who need 

more help, those who will go down themselves, those who will 
need transportation (turning same over to Bradford). & 
complete olist of work to be done the next day is posted for 

the workers, She also telephones those the workers report on 
their blanks who are noe registered, but stated that they 

would go down on their own, to remind them of their commitment, 
and angthing else that the office needs to do, 

Our work day begins in the morming, making and compleging any 
assignment that was not completed the day before, As making 

a second trip to a pérson's home to help them with what ever 
information they will need in filling out the application 
blank, if this was neglected the day before. Getting new 
assignments from the field director and discussing what was fione 
wrong and how we were received in the homes of the persons contacted 
and clearing: up any questions that any of the field workers may 
have. During this morning period whatever has to be done is 
completed before the workers go back on the field. In the 


~3e 


afternoon around three, not later than four, the workers are 
out knocking on doors and making contacts in the areas that 
have been assigned to them, In thw evenings from seven until eight 
our workers will be coming back to the office, sotthat their 
reports can be complied and gone over by the secretary. What» 
ever duties any worker has to follow up with the next day, he or 
she knows it before one leaves the office in the evening. This 
procedure is followed to the let@pbeeach day. To date, kept up, 
I am positive that they will do a excellent job. Each worker 
is asked to find a block worker in his or her area. 

For the record, I think it should be stated here, that this is a 
community where apathy and complacency rate very high as it 
relates to Negroes being interested in being registered to 
vote, The system has done so much to these individuals that 
it is pitiful to listen to the kinds of answers one gets when 
one talks with some of these person, You are sometimes asked <* 
to leavesthe homes of your contacts. Then again, it is very 
difficult after you have helped someone and carrfed him or her 
down to the registration office to know if the pggson has 
passed. After filing out the application form, you are told 
by the registor, that your registration card will be mailed to 
you, thus it is very difficult to know exactly how well you have 


done. If those we carry down, don't receive their registration ¢ 


certificates in a reasonable time, plan to carry them back again, 


After two or three days of canvassing for help with transportation, 


we finally are getting the kind of help you would expect from the 


community. Our greatest source of help with transportation comes 


from a gentleman who owns a barber shop a few doors down the street

This is an explanation as to why the six persons were refused 
right to register. All persons failed to fill out the 
application blank correctly, with the exception of one lady.

A Report on Bogalusa 


The trip to Bogalusa begins with the long drive across Lake Pontchartrain, 
Soon after the 23 mile causeway one reaches Covington, The rule CORE 
people follow is that between Covington and Bogalusa one drives with 

the windows and doors cloaed, and you let no car pass you. Once within 
the city limits of Bogalusa, CORE cars turn off into the Negro community 
as soon as is possible, Actually there are three clusters of Negro 
population in Bogalusa and a trip between two of them, each of which 
requires crossing through "white turf," has something of the order of 

& wartime convoy. én 


During my first day there, I, along with two pickets, was beaten by 
local hecklers, The lead sentence of last Saturday's New York Times 
best describes the situation, "Jeering segregationists attacked civil 
rights pickets six times at a shopping center here today while Louisiana 
State police troopers looked on 50 yards away." 


A suit filed by the Justice Department last Monday, regarding the 
protection of demonstrators, has finally brought some pressure on 
the state and local police to provide protection for our pickets, 
testers, and march rs. However, as the enclosed list of demands 
indicates, there is still a iong way to go before the Bogalusa Voters 
League’s demands are met,

One story about Bogalusa which did not get into the newspapers wiil, 
perhaps, give you an indication of the kind of city it is, On Saturday, 
one of the marchers was hit with a piece of watermelon rind (the locals 
have developed a new and ingenious item to throw -- they freeze tomatoes 
or watermeion rinds and then throw them), Babette CODE, one of the 
office secretaries here, who went to Bogaiusa on her vacation time and 
at her own expense, accompanied one of the Medical Committee for Human 
Rights volunteers to the local hospital. A group of eight or ten local 
toughs followed them to the hospital, came into the waiting room where 
they harassed Babette and the victim’s brother, The hospital people did 
nothing to discourage this and only through the rapid arrival of Bob Hicks, 
vice-president of the Voters League, were they saved from further attack,

apsule History 


ogalusa, Louisiana is a city of some 30,000 across the river from Mississippi. It's 
idely known as "“Klantown USA"---and has ‘been the scene of many of the violent 


DSisodes in Ku Klux Klan history. At present there is a sizable an unit operat- 


Sg in an around Bogalusa. 
Over the past three weeks there nave been several ilitiasin and cross 


urnings of the Klan involving on one °C@sion an estimated 1000 people. The Klan, as 
ou may remember, attacked CORE worker Bill Yates and broke his arm. An armed assualt 
n Robert Hick's house happened last week when CORE workers were staying there. On 
thursday, April 8, Jim Farmer came to Bogalusa and was attacked during a march conduct 
‘i on Friday. The mob also attacked two yourg Negro marchers and one youngster, 


tobert Price, was hospitalized. 


since that day, when the situation was so tense that we wired you asking for your help 
in supporting our demand for federal protection, the situation is a follows: Efforts 
at holding negotiations on the demands presented to the Mayor on the 9th have all fali- 
en through. Picketing has been resumed and is going on intensively today (Friday ) 
szovernor McKeithen has come into Bogalusa and is trying to bury the problem with some : 
slick politiking. But the folks of Bogalusa are not buying it.....the movement con- 
tinues and Jim Farmer will probably be back on the scene soon. He's prepared to clear | 
tis schedule and go to Bogalusa on teh call of the local action group there. 


The Movement and Its Demands 
The movement in Bogalusa centers around the Bogalusa Civic and Voters League. CORE, 


as is our policy throughout the South, is supporting the local leadership and helping 

to form demands and providing troops for voter registration drives etc. We currently fi 
lave two task force people in the city permanently (Bill Yates and Joel Rubenstein) : 
and as many as five to ten others including National Vice Chairman Will Ussery are ; 
zoing in an out of the area. This commitment will be "beefed up" as the summer 

pproaches. The demands are a broad spectrum of issues which add up to a demand for 

ull citizenship for the Negro citizenry. Voting rights, mail service, proper sewage, 

setter schools, employment opportunities are a few of the issues involved. Additional- 

iy, it should be noted that the major industry in the town is the 3. own-Zellervack 

nills which ‘commands roughly 40% of the labour force of the city. 


Nnat CORE chapters Can Do 
1. Organize protest demonstrations demanding federal protection if you get word that 


the people of Bogalusa need it. 

2. Telegrams and phone calls re the Above. The heat is off right at the moment 

since the local police are providing a modicum of protection. 

3. Writing and wiring Crown Zellerbach at their home office in San Francisco demanding 
Crown Zellerbach's support of the drive for full citizenship of Bogalusa's Negroes 


is the ma‘or industry in Bogelusa. 
4. The LousicZana project is indire need of funds to support and escala ing program.

Bill Yates, CORE staff worker, was leaving the Hicks' residence walking to 
his parked car, when a blue pick-up truck appeared, containing three whites, 
and began photographing him with a movie camera. He reached his car, got 
in, and a dark green truck pulled up and blocked him. The green truck’ had 
been circling the neighborhood for some time, also containing three whites. 


The man closest to the door of. the truck got out, took out. a blackjack, and 
came towards Bill. Bill rolled up the, window and started’ the ignition, re- 
cogni zing. the. man as the one who had broken his hand iff ah earlier inci- 
dent. .The man tried, to bash in the window, but/it neka Yast, one was

The green truck tried to catch up with him, but he managed to ctrole auibinad

At 6: :00, Bill Yates called from a booth outside the local diate union ‘hall, 
where -a voters clinic was in progress. He reported that Klansmen had been 
arriving.in the area in 2's and 3's for quite a while, and were now arri- 
ving in carloads. Mrs. Hicks called a few minutes later and informed us 
that the Klansmen were holding a meeting two blocks from the‘hall, and it 
looked very bad. The Klansmen numbered, varying, between 60- 70. 


We called the FBI, Justice Department, local and national news nédia, and: 
tried-to get in touch with the governor. McKeithan stated that he would 
look into the matter personally, though there was no viatian pEeseure. on him 
to do so at that point. | : 


Speedy action was taken, we are glad to say, by state aaa federal agencies 
and soon the Negro communi ty and civil rights workers were so well protec- 
ted that the Klan couldn't move. This, however, did not stop the burning of 
a 10-foot cross later that night, or the setting of two black coffins in 
front of the union hall, with floodlights on them, one of which bore Bill 


Yates' name. 2. a 


Thursday morning, 8th 


In the wee hours, three carloads of Klansmén passed the Hicks residenes,. 
where the CORE staff was staying, shooting at the house. The cars. returned, 
but by this time members of the communicy were on the scene to protect the 


Hicks' from further intimidation. 


BOGALUSA INCIDENT SUMMARY/ 2° 


Ali downtown stores and the Crown-Zellerbach plant were closed down. Can- 
vassers, primarily voulunteers from Kansas University, went into the nor- 
thern section of town, followed by 4 carloads of Klansmen. Bill and some 
others tried to get police protection for them, but could not; they final- 
ly managed to rescue the canvassers themselves, and return to the union - 
hall. Meanwhile, the Klan was holding a lengthy 7 gute dy of about 200 per- 
sons, in their location two blocks. from the hall. 


Students from the Negro schools in the area walked: out of classes, planning 
to march on the downtown section; the police barricaded the town, and 
local residents were afraid that violence would ensue if Klansmen waved 
puns at the students. The march began at 12:30, but was halted by police. 
The marchers returned to the union hall to reorganize for a later march on 


City Hall. 
Thursday ni ght 


Mr. James Farmer, National Director of CORE, addressed a crowd of about 
500 at the Central High School gymnasium. More than 100 city and state po- 
licemen were on the scene, at one point having to turn back 32 carloads. of 
Kiansmen who attempted to approach the school. A.Z. Young and Mr. Wash- 
ington had acid poured on the cars during the rally, but other than thet 


there was no incident. 


Frid day morning, 9th 


Jim Farmer and Ronnie Moore led a march of about 480 people to City Hall. 
The marchers returned to the union hall, as there was inadequate police 
protection: a group of whites tried to attack the photographers, and a. 
Negro landed in the hospital after being hit by a 2- by-4.
